How  much  does  a  mortgage  cost  today? 

Your  mortgage  probably  is  the  most  expensive  document 
you  will  ever  sign.  It  can  cost  you  twice  the  price  of  your  house. 
But  you  can  save  money  by  understanding  exactly  what  ex- 
penses are  involved: 

Interest.  This  is  the  largest  single  cost.  On  a  30-year  $10,000 
loan  at  6  per  cent,  interest  alone  will  be  $11,545.  At  51  2  per  cent, 
the  same  mortgage  costs  $1,145  less  in  interest.  So  it  pays  to  shop 
around  for  the  best  interest  terms  you  can  get.  Right  now,  rates 
on  conventional  loans  vary  from  5 ]  ■>  or  6  per  cent  in  the  East, 
up  to  7  per  cent  in  the  South  and  West.  The  national  VA  rate  is 
53<4  per  cent;  the  FHA  is  also  5'4,  plus  }  2  per  cent  for  insurance. 

Taking  over  the  seller's  mortgage  can  be  especially  economical. 
If  several  years  old,  it  may  carry  only  a  Ay2  per  cent  to  5  per  cent 
interest  rate.  Using  it  also  can  save  you  many  of  the  costs  of 
closing  a  new  mortgage. 

Closing  Costs.  At  settlement,  you  pay  a  number  of  charges 
involved  directly  or  indirectly  with  your  mortgage.  They  vary 
widely  depending  on  your  community  and  the  house  you  buy;  on 
a  loan  of  $12,500,  total  closing  costs  of  about  $250  (2  per  cent) 
would  not  be  unusual.  These  costs  include: 

Mortgage  Service  Fee — Some  lenders  lump  all  miscellaneous 
costs  together  under  this  title  and  charge  you  a  flat  1  per  cent. 
Others  break  it  down  to:  appraisal  ($10  to  $20),  credit  report  ($5 
to  $25),  and  preparation  of  papers  ($30  to  $50). 

Title  Search — To  make  sure  you  are  buying  from  the  legal  own- 
er, lenders  require  a  title  search,  by  a  lawyer,  through  county 
records.  Often  title  insurance  is  required,  too.  Search  and  insur- 
ance will  cost  you  from  $50  to  $150. 

Fire  Insurance — All  lenders  require  fire  insurance.  Rates  range 
from  about  90  cents  to  $1.80  per  year  per  $1,000  on  frame  con- 
struction and  often  about  one  third  less  on  a  masonry  home,  de- 
pending on  location  and  local  risk  experience.  Again,  shopping 
around  for  a  policy  can  mean  savings  in  lower  prices  or  better 
coverage  for  the  same  price.  It  may  be  wise  for  you  to  buy  a 
"homeowner's  policy" — a  package  covering  a  variety  of  risks. 
This  type  of  insurance  can  save  you  almost  half  the  sum  of  the 
individual  policies. 

Taxes — You  may  be  required  to  pay  property  taxes  up  to  one 
year  in  advance  when  you  settle  for  a  home.  Though  not  a  "loan 
cost,"  this  can  add  hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  cash  you  must 
bring  with  you  on  settlement  day.  Transfer  taxes  (1  to  2  per  cent 
of  selling  price)  are  levied  by  some  states  and  communities. 
Whether  you  or  the  seller  pays  them  is  often  open  to  negotiation; 
a  50-50  split  is  common. 

In  addition,  you  probably  will  be  charged  for  recording  your 
deed  and  mortgage  ($5  to  $20),  federal  and  local  tax  stamps  ($10 
to  $50),  notary  fees  ($3  to  $10),  and  sometimes  a  property  survey 


($25  to  $50).  If  you  hire  a  lawyer  to  guide  you,  his  fee  will  star! 
at  about  $35. 

Under  certain  circumstances,  another  mortgage  cost — "points': 
— is  involved.  Points  are  charges  that  must  be  paid  by  the  sellei 
when  you  obtain  an  FHA  or  VA  mortgage,  and  you  should  make 
sure  that  the  seller  doesn't  quietly  add  this  amount — which  no' 
may  run  2  or  3  per  cent  of  the  mortgage — to  his  selling  price.  Onl 
a  "conventional  loan,"  the  lender  is  free  to  set  his  own  terms, I 
within  legal  limits. 

New  pension  plans  just  for  doctors? 

You  may  have  heard  about  the  new  federal  law  providing  spe- 
cial tax  deductions  for  private  pension  plans  set  up  by  self-em- 
ployed persons.  We've  been  asked  whether  this  applies  just  tod 
members  of  professions  (doctors,  lawyers,  and  so  on). 

The  answer  is  emphatically  no.  If  you  own  a  retail  shop,  al 
gasoline  service  station,  or  any  other  unincorporated  business,, 
you  can  qualify  to  set  up  a  pension  plan  for  yourself  and  your 
employees. 

Complete  rules  for  the  new  program  will  soon  be  available 
from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Meanwhile,  it's  well  to  keep 
in  mind  that  although  it  is  completely  voluntary,  the  idea  offers 
important  benefits  in  addition  to  any  Social  Security  coverage 
which  you  or  your  employees  may  have. 

Should  wives  have  life  insurance? 

One  of  the  most  overlooked  safeguards  in  family  finance  is  life 
insurance  for  the  wife  and  mother.  Simply  -because  her  death 
would  not  cut  off  a  pay  check,  most  families  disregard  her  great 
importance  financially.  In  truth,  there  is  cash  value  surrounding 
the  role  she  takes  on  daily.  Serious  money  problems  can  occur 
in  the  event  of  her  death.  A  husband  would  need  cash  to  pay  doc- 
tor bills  and  funeral  expenses — and,  what  is  usually  overlooked, 
cash  to  replace  her  services  as  mother  and  keeper  of  the  house. 

Generally,  about  $2,500  would  be  needed  to  pay  immediate 
bills.  If  a  wife  is  30  and  in  good  health,  a  policy  this  size  would 
cost  about  $20  per  year  for  term  insurance  and  $43  for  per- 
manent insurance  with  cash  value.  (These  figures  are  approxi- 
mate; rates  vary  from  company  to  company.  Also,  premiums  are 
geared  to  the  age  of  the  policy  buyer;  for  a  woman  in  her  20s, 
the  figures  would  be  considerably  lower,  and  they  would  be 
higher  for  a  middle-aged  or  older  woman.) 

Second,  but  often  equally  important,  is  a  policy  to  provide 
extra  monthly  income  until  the  children  are  grown.  Someone 
would  have  to  take  charge  of  the  care,  feeding,  and  general 
security  of  all  the  youngsters — certainly  during  daytime  hours. 
Usually  a  paid  employee  is  the  only  [  Continued  on  page  12

answer,  and  at  current  wage  schedules  (in  and  around  urban 
areas),  a  minimum  of  $50  a  week  must  be  paid  for  a  responsi- 
ble housekeeper.  That's  $2,600  a  year  more  than  your  normal 
household  budget  is  now. 

Suppose  we  lump  the  two  essentials  and  take  a  round 
figure  of  $10,000  as  face  value  for  a  single  policy  to  cover  the 
$2,500  for  immediate  needs  along  with  $7,500  as  a  base  for 
three  years  of  extra  monthly  income.  A  typical  policy  for 
$10,000  at  age  30  would  cost  $54  a  year  for  term  insurance, 
$145  a  year  for  permanent  cash- value  life  insurance. 

Term  insurance  has  the  advantage  of  being  the  less 
costly  way  to  provide  protection  during  the  children's  early 
years.  A  policy  can  be  taken  out  for  the  number  of  years 
during  which  your  children  would  require  special  care.  After 
that,  the  policy  expires,  but  so  does  your  pressing  need  for  it. 

On  the  brighter  side,  chances  are  that — with  or  without 
insurance — a  mother  will  long  outlive  her  children's  growing- 
up  years.  (For  example,  a  woman  aged  30  has,  today,  a  life 
expectancy  of  45  more  years.)  So  if  the  budget  can  stand  the 
higher  cost  of  permanent  life  insurance  with  accumulating 
cash  values,  there  are  many  advantages  to  this  type  of  policy. 

Permanent  insurance,  like  term  insurance,  provides 
full  coverage  for  as  long  as  it's  needed.  In  addition,  its  savings 
accumulation  is  a  permanent  fund  which — if  no  emergency 
arises — you  can  use  later  to  help  pay  for  your  children's  col- 
lege education  or  to  supplement  an  eventual  retirement  in- 
come for  yourself. 

Moreover,  after  10  years  when  the  need  for  protection  has 
passed,  you'll  find  the  "permanent"  policy  is  worth,  in  cash, 
the  greater  part  of  your  premium  deposits.  Various  other  op- 
tions are  also  available  to  you,  such  as  the  right  to  extend  in- 
surance protection  for  a  given  number  of  years  without  fur- 
ther payments;  the  privilege  of  converting  to  a  fully  paid 
policy — with  smaller  face  value,  but  with  yearly  increasing 
cash  value;  or  the  choice  of  an  annuity  income. 

Just  how  tough  is  it  to  save  for  high 
college  costs? 

Even  though  tuition  and  other  college  costs  have  more 
than  doubled  in  the  last  ten  years  and  are  expected  to  rise  at 
least  half  again  as  much  in  the  next  ten,  there  is  no  need  for 
panic  or  despair.  Money  invested  while  your  child  is  still 
young  also  earns  more  today,  in  some  cases  more  than  twice 
as  much  as  it  did  ten  years  ago.  So  if  your  child  is  still  in 
grade  school,  there  are  several  things  you  can  do  right  now 
to  finance  his  college  years. 

1.  Put  compound  interest  to  work.  If  you  pay  for 
college  as  the  bills  come  in,  the  $8,000  cost  of  four  years  at 
an  average  university  will  amount  to  $167  a  month.  Simply 
by  spreading  this  cost  over  a  ten-year  savings  program — 
without  any  allowance  for  interest — you  can  cut  the  burden 
to  $67  a  month.  And  when  the  money  you  put  aside  earns 
33  2  per  cent  a  year  compounded  every  three  months — the 
interest  rate  paid  by  many  banks  today — the  bill  goes  down 
to  $56  a  month.  Even  better,  if  your  money  earns  43-2  per 
cent — the  rate  paid  by  some  savings  institutions — your 
monthly  bill  falls  to  $53. 

2.  Try  dollar  averaging  with  common  stocks.  There 
is  no  guarantee,  of  course,  that  common  stock  prices  will  rise, 
or  that  they  will  rise  as  much  in  the  next  ten  years  as  they 
have  in  the  last  ten.  But  over  the  years,  steady  month-in, 
month-out   purchases  of   common  stocks  will  balance  out 
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short-term  gains  and  losses.  This  is  known  as  dollar  averag- 
ing. If,  ten  years  ago,  you  had  started  to  invest  $55  a  month 
in  500  stocks  that  comprise  three  quarters  of  the  market  value 
of  all  stocks  listed  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange — a  total 
investment  of  $6,600 — your  stocks  would  have  produced 
$8,000  last  June.  This  increase  reflects  merely  the  rise  in  stock 
prices  over  the  previous  ten  years;  in  addition,  you  would 
have  received  (and  reinvested)  dividends  on  your  shares,  cut- 
ting the  monthly  cost  further.  Of  course,  someone  with  $55  a 
month  to  invest  cannot  buy  separate  shares  in  500  different 
companies.  The  cost  per  share  is  too  high.  But  mutual  funds 
solve  such  problems.  They  lump  the  savings  of  many  small 
investors  and  spread  them  over  a  diversified  group  of  common 
stocks.  And  the  dividends  can  be  reinvested  continuously  in 
additional  shares. 

3.  Insure  your  program's  completion.  Whether  you 
choose  a  "dollars  certain"  savings  program  or  one  built 
around  common  stocks,  insure  your  life  to  guarantee  that  the 
program  will  be  completed.  One  way  is  to  buy  decreasing 
term  insurance.  This  is  like  the  mortgage  insurance  you  may 
already  own.  The  premiums  stay  the  same  each  year,  but  as 
your  savings  grow,  the  amount  paid  if  you  should  die  gets 
smaller.  You  can  get  the  same  result  with  somewhat  greater 
flexibility  through  endowment  policies  sold  by  many  life  in- 
surance companies. 

4.  Prepay  your  mortgage.  If  you  own  a  mortgage,  one  of 
your  most  profitable  "dollars  certain"  investments  is  to  pay 
off  the  debt  ahead  of  time.  The  interest  you  save  is  almost 
certainly  greater  than  what  your  money  can  earn  in  a  bank 
or  savings  institution.  Early  in  the  life  of  a  mortgage,  a  dollar 
prepaid  will  often  save  two  dollars  of  interest.  If  you  pay  off 
the  mortgage  completely  by  the  time  your  child  starts  col- 
lege, you  will  have  the  money  usually  spent  for  interest  and 
principal  payments  to  apply  to  college  bills.  One  word  of  cau- 
tion, however:  Check  with  the  bank  or  savings  institution 
that  holds  your  mortgage  to  assure  that  no  stiff  penalties  are 
assessed  if  you  pay  off  ahead  of  time. 

5.  Compel  yourself  to  save.  If  you  are  not  strong-willed, 
find  a  savings  program  that  forces  you  to  put  aside  some- 
thing each  pay  day.  Life  insurance  and  contractual  mutual 
fund  plans  are  effective;  if  you  fail  to  make  a  payment,  you 
risk  losing  much  of  what  you  are  paying  for.  Payroll  plans 
make  sure  that  savings  come  out  before  you  get  your  pay 
check.  This  is  the  big  advantage  of  buying  Savings  Bonds 
regularly  where  you  work.  Credit  unions  and  in-plant  savings 
schemes  offered  by  banks  provide  similar  benefits. 

If  your  child  is  already  college  age  and  you  have  little  or 
nothing  saved,  don't  be  afraid  to  borrow.  One  large  insurance 
company  will  advance  you  college  funds  against  your  home, 
combining  the  new  mortgage  with  declining  term  insurance. 
A  large  New  York  City  bank  offers  a  package  savings  and 
installment  loan  plan,  reducing  the  over-all  cost.  And  a  num- 
ber of  states  provide  low-cost  loans,  repayable  after  the  stu- 
dent graduates.

maximum,  you  may  borrow  again  but  banks  discourage 
you  from  staying  in  debt  to  the  limit  for  long  periods.  Thi^ 
"revolving  credit"  usually  costs  you  an  annual  rate  of  6  pei 
cent  of  the  total  loan,  which  means  that  the  true  interest  rate 
is  about  the  equivalent  of  12  per  cent  a  year  on  the  out- 
standing balance. 

How  good  are  U.S.  Savings  Bonds? 

They  are  a  better  long-range  buy  than  many  people  know. 
For  instance,  if  someone  in  your  family  bought  a  War  Bond 
20  years  ago  for  $37.50  and  held  it,  this  bond  is  now  worth 
$68.52 — almost  double  the  investment. 

The  interest  rate  on  U.S.  Savings  Bonds  has  risen  steadily 
over  the  years;  it  now  stands  at  3-^4  per  cent,  compounded 
semiannually.  This  means  you  can  buy  an  E-bond  for  $18.75 
today  and  cash  it  for  its  full  $25  face  value  in  7  years  and  9 
months.  E-bonds  are  also  available  in  higher  denominations, 
all  reaching  their  face  value  maturity  after  the  same  time 
span:  $37.50  buys  $50  maturity,  $75  buys  $100,  and  so  on  up 
to  $7,500  for  a  $10,000  bond. 

You  can  cash  E-bonds  any  time  after  two  months; 
however,  your  investment  does  not  start  to  grow  until  the 
first  six  months  are  up.  From  then  on,  the  semiannual  interest 
payments  are  added  to  the  principal  to  earn  interest  in  turn, 
and  the  bonds  grow  steadily  in  cash-in  value  the  longer  you 
keep  them.  And  you  won't  have  to  cash  them,  if  you  don't 
want  to,  after  they  have  reached  maturity.  Current  E-bonds 
have  already  been  extended  by  10  years  (to  17  years,  9 
months).  Consult  your  bank  for  the  current  value  of  bonds 
you  have  held  for  some  time.  Because  of  today's  higher  inter- 
est rate,  the  tables  on  the  backs  of  older  bonds  are  not  always 
accurate;  usually  the  bonds  are  now  worth  more  than  these 
tables  indicate. 

You  can  also  exchange  E-bonds  for  H -bonds  if  you 
want  a  periodic  interest  income  instead  of  collecting  the  ac- 
crued interest  at  maturity.  But  make  sure  it  is  a  direct  con- 
version in  which  you  do  not  handle  cash;  that  way,  you  can 
put  off  paying  income  tax  on  the  interest  your  E-bonds  have 
earned  until  you  finally  redeem  the  H-bonds.  The  H-bonds 
are  issued  in  denominations  from  $500  to  $10,000.  You  pay 
face  value — or  trade  matured  E-bonds  for  them — and  for  the 
next  10  years  you  get  a  check  for  the  interest  every  six 
months.  The  interest  checks  start  small  and  get  bigger — $4 
to  $10  on  a  $500  H-bond — but  by  the  time  the  bond  has  run 
its  10-year  course  you  will  have  averaged  3;54  per  cent  inter- 
est (again,  compounded  semiannually). 

You  pay  federal  income  tax  on  Savings  Bond  interest 
in  the  years  you  actually  collect  it.  Thus,  the  interest  on  E- 
bonds  is  not  taxed  until  the  year  they  are  redeemed — and 
this  can  work  out  to  your  advantage  if  you  redeem  them  in  a 
year  when  you  have  little  or  no  other  taxable  income.  Bonds 
are  also  subject  to  estate,  inheritance,  gift  and  other  excise 
taxes,  but  the  interest  earned  by  them  is  exempt  from  state 
and  local  income  taxes. 

Limit  on  E-bond  purchases  is  $10,000  per  person  per  calen- 
dar year;  on  H-bonds  it  is  $20,000.  Savings  bonds  are  not 
negotiable — you  can't  sell  them.  They  must  be  cashed  by  the 
same  people  whose  names  appear  as  signers  or  consigners  on 
the  face  of  the  bond— or  by  their  legal  heirs.  On  the  other- 
hand,  this  rule  works  to  your  advantage:  If  a  Savings  Bond 
is  lost,  stolen,  or  destroyed,  the  government  replaces  it 
free  of  charge.

What  does 

high  blood  pressure 

really  mean? 


After  he  removes  the  rubber  cuff  from 
your  arm  at  the  end  of  a  blood  pressure  test, 
your  doctor  jots  down  a  pair  of  numbers — 
120/80,  say.  If  you  don't  understand  them, 
those  numbers  may  be  disturbing.  But  to 
doctors,  they  hold  a  specific  meaning,  easily 
explained. 

Blood  flows  through  your  arteries  much 
as  water  flows  through  a  hose.  If  you  visual- 
ize someone  with  his  hand  on  the  faucet, 
continually  turning  it  off  and  on,  you  have 
in  mind  the  succession  of  spurts  by  which 
blood  is  dispatched  from  the  heart.  The  need 
for  two  different  pressure  readings  should 
then  be  obvious.  The  first  and  always  the 
larger  figure — doctors  call  it  the  systolic — 
represents  the  pressure  at  its  highest  point, 
when  the  heart  is  actually  working.  The  sec- 
ond figure — the  diastolic — refers  to  the  low- 
est pressure  level,  when  the  heart  is  at  rest 
between  beats.  For  convenience,  these  forces 
are  always  translated  into  millimeters  of 
mercury.  Thus  a  reading  of  120/80  means 
nothing  more  than  this:  the 
tested  artery,  when  the  heart 
is  at  work,  is  being  pushed 
out  by  the  blood  inside  it 
with  exactly  the  pressure  nec- 
essary to  support  a  column 
of  mercury  120  millimeters 
tall;  when  the  heart  is  re- 
laxed, preparing  for  the  next  beat,  this  col- 
umn drops  to  80  millimeters. 

Short-term  fluctuations  in  either  figure  are 
commonplace  and  harmless.  A  nervous  pa- 
tient, tested  twice  in  five  minutes,  may  show 
variations  of  as  much  as  ten  points,  both  sys- 
tolic and  diastolic.  What  doctors  are  more 
apprehensive  about  are  any  long-term  rises. 
To  understand  why,  let's  return  to  the  hose. 

Imagine  the  nozzle  getting  slowly  tighter 
so  the  water  finds  it  harder  to  escape.  And 
imagine  the  nozzle  out  of  reach.  More  power 
must  somehow  be  introduced  to  push  the 
water  through  narrower  channels.  If  this 
power  is  supplied  in  the  obvious  way,  by 
opening  up  the  faucet,  more  pressure  is 
exerted  on  the  hose. 

The  disease  known  formally  as  hyperten- 
sion, or  familiarly  as  high  blood  pressure,  in- 
volves similar  mechanics.  Tiny  blood  vessels 
at  the  end  of  the  arterial  "hose"  somehow 
become  constricted;  the  passage  of  blood  is 
impeded.  In  the  absence  of  a  faucet  to  be 
opened  wider,  the  heart  automatically  starts 
pumping  harder,  creating  an  equivalent  in- 
crease in  power,  and  pressure  within  the 
arteries  rises.

Usually,  when  a  doctor  detects  this  highei 
pressure,  he  administers  certain  other  tests 
to  learn  whether  trouble  exists.  He  knows 
that  high  blood  pressure  itself  is  not  the  only 
factor  involved,  or  even  the  most  important. 
How  well  the  system  can  cope  with  the  prob- 
lem is  of  greater  significance.  Strong  and 
elastic  arteries,  like  good  hoses,  can  accom- 
modate very  high  pressure.  For  this  reason, 
popular  formulas — the  patient's  age  plus 
100,  for  instance — should  never  replace  a 
physician's  judgment  in  determining  what 
levels  are  safe. 

Another  critical  factor  is  time — how  long 
the  high  pressure  has  persisted.  The  human 
body  is  often  better  able  to  handle  large  but 
brief  emergencies  than  smaller  but  lingering 
troubles.  Apply  this  fact  to  hypertension  and 
you  see  why  the  second  blood  pressure  num 
ber,  contrary  to  popular  belief,  deserves  more 
attention  than  the  first.  It  represents  the 
unrelieved  pressure  on  an  artery's  inner  wall. 
Systolic  pressure,  however  high,  exists  only 
when  the  heart  is  actually 
pumping — no  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  time.  A  rest  peri- 
od follows  each  beat.  High 
diastolic  pressure,  on  the 
other  hand,  permits  the  sys- 
tem no  such  chance  to  re- 
cuperate; it  therefore  tends 
to  exhaust  the  arteries  and  prepare  them  for 
premature  hardening  or  rupture. 

Heart  enlargement  is  a  further  danger  of 
chronic  hypertension.  It  may  seem  para- 
doxical that  a  bigger  heart,  with  enough 
extra  power  to  keep  the  blood  moving  freely, 
is  nevertheless  unwanted.  But  larger  hearts 
need  more  blood  themselves,  and  the  coro- 
nary arteries  that  normally  supply  it  are  un- 
equal to  the  new  demands.  Like  a  huge  engine 
fed  through  a  tiny  gasoline  line,  an  enlarged 
heart  faces  the  ultimate  prospect  of  gasping 
in  vain  for  fuel. 

In  all,  there  are  more  than  60  afflictions — 
most  of  them  endangering  the  brain,  the  kid- 
neys, the  cardiovascular  system,  or  some  com- 
bination of  the  three — that  hypertension 
either  causes  or  makes  worse.  These  are 
serious  ailments,  often  fatal.  Yet  the  outlook 
is  far  from  dark.  In  the  past  few  years,  re- 
markable progress  has  been  made  against 
high  blood  pressure.  Drugs,  in  particular, 
have  become  so  effective  in  keeping  the 
arteries'  "nozzles"  open — and  in  opening 
those  already  clogged — that  some  doctors 
claim  that  of  every  ten  cases,  nine  can  now 
be  controlled.

Each  work  center  has  its  own  stor- 
age space  plus  convenient  work 
area.  The  family  room,  which  in- 
cludes a  desk  for  children  (above), 
adjoins  the  kitchen.  Excellent 
lighting  meets  every  requirement 
and  contributes  to  the  over-all 
decorating  scheme.  The  unusually 
good  storage  in  this  kitchen  re- 
sulted from  the  combined  use  of 
colored  steel  cabinets  and  built- 
on-the-job  wood  cabinets.  The 
cooking  and  cleanup  centers  (left) 
show  some  of  the  convenience  fea- 
tures of  the  steel  cabinets:  A  swing 
shelf  corner  cabinet  under  the 
cook-top  uses  often-wasted  corner 
space  to  store  utensils.  Ventilated 
storage  bins  for  nuts,  vegetables, 
and  fruits  not  requiring  refrigera- 
tion slide  out  easily.  Normally  use- 
less soffit  space  above  the  wall 
cabinets  has  been  utilized  for  stor- 
age, too.

keep  other  tools  and  supplies  in  order.  On  the 
opposite  wall  (not  shown  here),  there's 
lower  bench  for  sit-down  work. 
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Above  Practical  and  as  colorful  as  you  could 
want.  The  closet  runs  the  full  depth  of  this 
6x2  unit;  inside,  there's  hanging  space  for 
several  heavy  coats  (and  you'll  find  a  wide 
shelf  for  hats,  scarfs,  gloves).  The  bright  cen- 
ter partition  neatly  divides  this  unit.  With 
some  matching  fabric  or  paint,  it  can  be  a 
striking  display  area. 

Right  Here's  the  novel  side  of  this  storage 
divider.  It  has  a  spot  for  your  special  books, 
and  a  roomy  cabinet  too.  The  books  rest  on 
wide,  12-inch  shelves  that  slide  up  or  down 
at  the  change  of  a  metal  clip.  Magazine 
shelves  (with  a  raised  edge  at  the  front)  can 
be  tilted  at  any  angle.  Below,  the  sliding 
doors  make  it  easy  to  get  at  those  living  room 
extras — records,  games,  snack  trays. 


You'll  have  a  hard  time  finding  another 
project  that  helps  a  small  home  more. 
We  made  this  storage  divider  for  living 
rooms  that  skimp  on  closet  space — or 
have  a  front  entry  that  puts  every  call- 
er right  into  the  room.  Solid  and  hand- 
some, this  simple  unit  does  many  jobs 
well.  It  stores  your  coats,  hats,  pack- 
ages; it  even  shows  off  your  books  and 
magazines.  When  guests  arrive,  it 
blocks  cold  blasts  of  air  and  cuts  down 
the  confusion.  You'll  find  it  creates  an 
entry  hall  that  steers  company  grace- 
fully around  the  conversation  area.

Here  and  on  the  next  page,  we  present  two  land- 
scape plans  designed  by  Better  Homes  and  Gardens 
Associate  Garden  Editor,  Russell  O'Harra.  You 
can  use  each  one  completely  or  select  the  ideas 
that  fit  your  particular  requirements.  We've  picked 
house  styles  and  lot  sizes  that  are  most  standard 
all  over  the  country.  The  first  plan  represents  the 
popular  split-level  home  on  a  lot  with  a  65-foot 
frontage.  The  second,  shown  with  a  ranch-style 
home,  is  for  a  lot  with  an  80-foot  frontage.  Both 
plans  include  lists  of  suggested  plants  that  will 
do  the  best  landscaping  job  for  your  area.  Follow- 
ing is  a  run-down  of  outstanding  projects  included 
in  the  first  plan. 


1.  Front  steps  are  made  of  wood  alternating  with  pads  of 
exposed  aggregate  concrete.  There  is  ample  space  for  at- 
tractive plantings  to  enhance  your  entrance. 

2.  The  tree-guard  deck  serves  to  protect  the  base  of  the 
tree  from  accidental  damage  by  the  lawn  mower.  It's 
also  useful  for  decorative,  container-grown  plants. 

3.  The  storage  shed  provides  space  for  trash  cans  as  well 
as  for  bulky  toys  that  would  otherwise  be  cluttering  up 
the  garage,  or  left  out  in  the  weather. 

4.  The  stake  fence  creates  privacy  for  outdoor  living  and 
makes  a  useful  windbreak.  It  is  also  an  ornamental  back- 
ground for  flower  borders. 

5.  All-wood  dining  deck  just  outside  the  dining  room  adds 
extra  living  space  and  has  a  fine  view  of  the  lower  garden 
and  play  area. 

6.  The  terrace,  with  a  swirling  design  in  aggregate,  repeats 
the  line  of  the  stake  fence,  gives  more  room  for  entertain- 
ing outdoors  in  warm  weather. 

7.  Tool  shed  is  inconspicuous  but  conveniently  located 
near  garden  area  for  storage  of  all  tools,  equipment,  and 
supplies  needed  by  the  gardener. 

8.  Doghouse  is  fenced  off  from  the  rest  of  the  yard  so  that 
the  family  pet  has  his  own  private  run,  and  is  no  longer 
an  obstacle  to  successful  gardening. 
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Landscape 

plan- 
80-f  oot  frontage 

This  plan  for  an  80-foot  frontage  provides  won- 
derful gardening  possibilities.  And  if  your  house 
is  set  back  50  feet  or  more  from  the  street,  there's 
room  for  the  curved  driveway  and  parking  area. 
Simple,  tasteful  plantings  make  for  easy  main- 
tenance. In  the  back  yard,  you  can  let  yourself 
go  with  beds  of  flowers  along  the  house  and  in 
geometric  islands  that  still  leave  a  sizable  ex- 
panse of  open  lawn.  You  also  have  a  small  cut- 
ting garden,  cold  frames,  and  a  potting  shed,  all 
of  them  removed  from  the  area  of  general  traffic. 
Here  are  more  details  about  special  projects  in- 
cluded in  this  plan. 
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1.  The  circular  driveway  and  parking  spot  are  of  gravel. 
The  informal  borders  combine  plant  materials  and  rocks 
to  create  a  beautiful,  welcoming  setting. 

2.  Foot-square  concrete  steppingstones  lead  from  the 
drive  to  the  front  door  and  around  sides  of  the  house. 
Make  these  in  place,  or  precast  them  in  wood  forms. 

3.  A  bin  near  the  back  door  is  intended  for  trash  storage 
so  that  unsightly  cans  are  concealed.  It  is  built  of 
weather-resistant  wood. 

4.  A  brick  and  concrete  terrace  is  located  for  the  maxi- 
mum enjoyment  of  the  garden.  It  features  a  counter 
and  cabinets  for  convenient  entertaining. 

5.  The  terrace  roof  is  supported  at  the  back  by  a  com- 
bination tool  and  potting  shed.  There  are  also  bins  for 
storing  soil,  peat,  and  sand. 

6.  Cold  frames,  across  from  the  potting  shed,  are  a 
necessity  for  the  gardener  who  has  material  to  over- 
winter or  wants  plants  for  an  early-season  start. 

7.  Short  stretches  of  board-on-board  fencing  provide 
areas  of  privacy  where  needed.  This  one  backs  a  bench 
and  raised  planter. 

8.  A  small  wood  deck  and  steps  are  of  easy  construction 
and  make  an  attractive  transition  between  the  indoor 
and  outdoor  living  areas.

Furniture 
finishers,  like  hairdressers,  are  now  using  dyes  to  im- 
prove upon  nature.  Only  the  most  commercial  pieces 
are  still  stained  in  old-time  red  mahogany,  brown 
walnut,  taffy-colored  maple.  Better  furniture  has 
newer  colors  to  fit  new  decorating  schemes. 

Almost  90  per  cent  of  today's  furniture  is  lami- 
nated so  that  strong-as-steel  strength  is  built  in.  Sur- 
face veneers  now  can  be  chosen  for  beauty  alone. 
Since  wood  grains  vary,  lots  of  handwork  is  required 
for  fine  finishes  like  those  pictured  here. 

1.  Oil  or  dull  finish  is  popular  on  walnut.  It  has  no 
gloss  because  the  pores  are  sealed  with  flat  lacquer. 
It  harmonizes  with  carpet  and  fabric  in  handcrafted 
textures  and  sturdy  colors.  It's  popular  in  Scandi- 
navian-styled furniture. 

2.  Bleached  woods  are  elegant  with  pastel  fabrics. 
Here  it's  mahogany  that's  bleached  white  then 
"built  up"  with  shading  and  glazes  to  a  new  gray- 
beige  tone  that  emphasizes  the  grain. 

3.  Boldly  patterned  veneers  look  best  combined 
with  plainer  woods  and  fabrics.  Here,  to  feature  the 
pattern  and  color  of  rosewood,  we've  chosen  sleek 
fabrics  in  green,  beige,  and  black. 

4.  Painted  pieces,  such  as  this  antiqued  white,  are 
smart  accents  in  a  roomful  of  natural  wood.  Decora- 
tors prefer  rough  brush  work  (not  a  smooth  spray- 
job!).  Some  antiqued  whites  are  treated  so  they  won't 
yellow.  They  go  well  with  bright  hues  or  pastels. 

5.  Mellow,  yellowish  brown  tones  on  butternut  and 
fruitwoods  blend  with  the  golds  and  bronze  greens  of 
French  Provincial  fabric.  The  marred  or  "dis- 
tressed" finish  is  deliberate. 


What's  new  in 
furniture  finishes? 


What's  new  are  colors  and  heavy-duty  top  coating. 
Top  coating  protects  furniture  and  makes  house- 
keeping easier.  No  polishing,  just  keep  it  clean, 
follow  the  maker's  instructions.  Better  furniture 
has  many  coats  of  clear  finish,  often  six  or  more, 
each  hand-rubbed.  Today's  synthetic  resin-based 
lacquers  are  more  durable  than  the  old  shellac:  no 
more  white  rings  under  a  water  glass. 


The  finishes  are  more  resilient  and  shatterproof: 
if  you  drop  a  fork,  it  may  dent  the  table,  but 
it  won't  harm  the  finish.  Costly,  but  worth  it,  are 
still  newer  protective  finishes  of  polyester,  epoxy, 
polyurethane.  A  new  burn-resistant  top  sandwiches 
wood  veneer  between  a  tissue-thin  layer  of  trans- 
parent Orion  and  a  heat-dissipating  layer  of  alumi- 
num foil.  Another  finish  features  burnproof  varnish.

their  next  home.

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"Our  dining  room  has  gone  to  seec 
Seven  years  ago  when  the  boys  wer 
at  the  spilling  stage,  we  started  eatin 
all  our  meals  in  the  kitchen  and  pu 
our  television  in  the  dining  roon 
Now  I'm  really  embarrassed  whe 
we  give  a  party.  The  room  just  isn 
up  to  the  rest  of  the  house." 

That's  how  Mrs.  Ben  Price  fel 
about  their  dining  room.  It  was  . 
catchall  room— a  busy  room  for  i 
busy  family. 

Before  redecorating,  the  dinin; 
room  was  a  combination  television 
music  room,  and  dining  area — liv 
able,  but  completely  without  beauty 

It  needed  major  improvements 
and  the  Prices  were  prepared  t< 
spend  their  decorating  budget  on  thi 
one  room.  They  are  permanently  es 
tablished  and  have  no  intention  o 
moving,  so  they  felt  they  could  inves 
in  durable  additions  and  qualit 
workmanship  to  transform  the  roo 
back  to  an  attractive  dining  room. 

We  gave  them  our  formula  for  re 
decorating.  First,  decide  what  yoi 
want  to  do  with  the  room,  then  tah 
stock  of  what's  worth  keeping  am 
what's  to  be  discarded.  Next,  plan  tfa 
basic  color  scheme  for  draperies,  wall 
and  carpet.  Shop  for  these  things  at  om 
time  so  the  room  will  be  co-ordinated. 

We  went  into  a  huddle  with  thej 
Prices,  and  they  agreed  with  us  tha1) 
what  they  needed  was  a  dining  roon 
that  could  be  used  for  many  activi- 
ties and  would  always  be  in  style. 

The  family  needed  more  storage 
more  privacy,  better  lighting,  space 
for  Ben's  indoor  gardening,  a  dining 
area  that  could  be  converted  to  z 
study  arrangement,  and  above  all 
some  distinctive  charm  for  the  room 

In  taking  stock,  they  decided  tc 
keep  the  dining  table.  Then,  the> 
moved  the  piano  and  television  to  a 
basement  recreation  room,  and  the 
rocking  chairs  to  the  bedrooms. 

Following  formula,  the  next  step 
was  to  determine  color  scheme. 

Since  Mrs.  Price  likes  sunny  colors 
and  they're  used  throughout  the 
house,  a  yellow  and  orange  scheme 
seemed  right.  Mrs.  Price  picked  out 
the  striped  drapery  fabric  which  we 
then  used  as  the  starting  point  for 
the  whole  color  scheme. 

Because  the  draperies  were  the 
most  important  change  in  the  back- 
ground, the  Prices  felt  they  could 
splurge  on  labor.  They  got  the  best 
workmanship  available  to  make  the 
finely  detailed  draperies  and  valances. 

We  then  suggested  bottom-up 
shades  to  complete  the  window  treat- 
ment, and  to  allow  sunlight  in  the 
daytime,  while  giving  privacy. 
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Everyone  in  the  family  pitched  in 
on  the  painting.  Now,  the  walls  are 
the  same  soft  yellow  as  the  draperies. 
The  old  rug  was  worn  and  dated,  so 
we  advised  Ben  and  Jane  to  take  it 
up  and  replace  it  with  a  carpet  which 
would  wear  well  and  be  easy  to  spot 
clean.  They  purchased  a  smart  per- 
simmon rug — room-size  so  that  it 
could  be  turned  for  longer  wear. 

Then  we  tackled  the  furnishing  of 
the  room.  The  Prices  enjoy  parties 
and  often  give  sit-down  dinners  for 
as  many  as  eight,  so  plenty  of  seating 
space  was  a  must.  We  advised  that 
they  give  the  old  dining  table  a  new 
importance  by  surrounding  it  with 
eight  Hitchcock  chairs.  Lighting  was 
improved  by  the  black  tole  light  fix- 
ture. We  put  it  on  a  ceiling  track  so 
that  it  could  be  pulled  out  for  large 
dinner  parties  or  pushed  back  for 
Jeff's  and  Andy's  studying.  Now  the 
table  is  properly  and  attractively 
lighted  for  all  occasions. 

The  storage  problem  was  solved 
with  an  unpainted  chest  which  also 
became  the  base  for  Ben's  gardening. 
The  top,  fitted  with  a  galvanized 
metal  tray  filled  with  marble  chips, 
is  the  perfect  spot  for  plants. 

The  chest  was  painted  the  same 
color  as  the  walls  and  is  used  to  store 
large  serving  pieces,  party  supplies, 
and  silverware. 

The  antique  cabinet  above  the  ta- 
ble was  painted  orange  on  the  inside. 
Now  it's  an  attractive  wall  decora- 
tion and  a  display  cabinet  for  Jane's 
prettiest  pieces  of  china.

"We'll  have  to  move  when  the  boys 
get  two  years  older.  Meanwhile,  our 
home  is  just  growing  shabbier.  I 
really  hate  to  buy  anything  new  to 
match  our  awful  flowered  carpet." 

Harlow  and  Ann  Johnson  of  Evans- 
ton,  Illinois,  recognized  their  prob- 
lem. Our  advice:  "Don't  waste  two 
years  of  your  life  in  drab  surround- 
ings. Start  now  to  enjoy  your  home. 
Get  going  on  a  redecorating  project 
where  every  penny  will  either  add  tc 
the  resale  value  of  your  house,  or  be 
invested  in  furnishings  that  you  can 
take  to  your  new  home." 

Their  budget  had  to  stretch  over 
three  rooms — all  of  which  needed  a 
fresh,  new  look.  Applying  our  formu- 
la to  the  living,  dining  and  play- 
rooms, we  decided  that  although  the 
family  needed  furniture,  the  most 
dramatic  change  had  to  be  color. 

Our  first  suggestion  was  to  remove' 
the  tired  beige  carpeting,  and  refinisr  I 
the  floors  in  a  dark  walnut.  The  floor 
is  now  a  good-looking  setting  fomj 
the  lively  green  rugs.  (The  9  by  12! 
rug  will  move  to  the  new  home.) 

The  new  dark  floors  have  lots  oi> 
sales  appeal  and  are  an  eye-catching 
contrast  to  the  white  walls  which 
give  each  room  a  bright,  lively  look 

To  complete  the  color  scheme,  we 
put  up  new  orange  draperies.  We 
made  a  paper  pattern  of  the  doorway 
and  used  it  to  paint  colorful  arches 
on  the  wall  to  finish  the  background. 

Furniture  had  to  be  lightweight 
and  small  scale  to  make  the  roorr 
seem  more  spacious.  All  the  colorful 
living  and  dining  room  furniture  is 
from  the  same  group,  so  it  will  furnish 
a  family  room  in  the  new  home. 

Some    carefully    selected    second 
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hand-store  finds,  such  as  the  mirror 
and  oval  table  in  the  living  room 
(opposite  page)  and  the  tray  table  in 
the  dining  room  {right)  combined 
well'  with  the  new  furniture,  and 
eased  the  budget. 

The  old  coffee  table  was  rejuve- 
nated by  painting  the  frame  black. 
White  covers  hide  the  radiators.  For 
a  translucent  effect  at  the  windows 
on  each  side  of  the  fireplace,  we  put 
tissue  paper  behind  the  grillwork. 

The  color  scheme  of  the  dining 
room  is  the  same  as  in  the  living 
room.  We  changed  the  wall  color  to 
contrast  with  a  new  orange  rug. 

In  the  dining  room,  the  big  prob- 
lem was  storage,  not  only  for  Har- 
low's hi-fi  equipment,  but  for  china 
and  silver  as  well.  We  recommended 
the  tall  shelf  and  cabinet  unit  which 
takes  care  of  both  needs. 

New  ceiling  and  wall  light  fixtures 
add  to  the  selling  value  of  the  house, 
as  well  as  to  the  Johnsons'  comfort. 

The  playroom  was  drab  and  lifeless 
and  knee-deep  in  toys.  We  advised 
putting  a  practical  vinyl  floor  in  the 
playroom  and  hall.  We  converted  the 
shelves  above  the  radiator  to  storage 
ramps  for  Bruce's  and  Michael's 
trucks,  boats,  and  animal  friends. 

Because  the  window  behind  the 
shelves  was  never  opened,  we  sug- 
gested hanging  a  sheet  in  front  of  it. 
That  way,  the  light  is  not  blocked 
out,  but  the  appearance  of  the  space 
behind  the  shelves  is  unified. 

The  radiator  also  was  unsightly, 
so  we  covered  it  with  a  wood  grille 
backed  with  bright  orange  fabric.

Some  straight  answers 

for  a  youngster 

who  is  learning  to  drive 


From  a  teen-ager's  point  of  view,  the  hardest 
thing  about  safe  driving  is  that  there's  no  dra- 
matic result.  He  gets  no  particular  recognition 
from  his  friends  for  driving  safely.  There's  no 
great  fun  in  it,  and  he's  constantly  in  contact 
with  others  who  drive  recklessly  or  badly — and 
apparently  get  away  with  it.  When  you  drive 
safely,  you  just  stay  alive  and  save  a  little  money 
on  auto  maintenance.  It's  a  long-term  investment 
with  no  big,  immediate  pay-off.  Of  course, 
you,  as  an  adult,  realize  that  a  mature  person 
can  take  pleasure  in  knowing  he's  doing  the 
right  thing,  whether  it  makes  a  big  show  or  not. 
And  more  important,  if  you  drive  safely,  the  odds 
are  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  your  not  having 
a  serious  accident.  Getting  a  young  driver  to 
appreciate  the  importance  of  this,  however,  isn't 
an  easy  thing  to  do,  but  we  think  this  article  lays 
the  facts  right  on  the  line.  Even  if  your  youngster 
never  asks  these  questions,  you  should  still  see 
that  he  knows  the  answers  to  them. 

Why  do  kids  have  a  reputation  for  bad  driving? 
Because  of  lack  of  driving  experience,  for  one 
thing.  They  just  haven't  had  enough  near- 
accidents  to  realize  how  quickly  and  unex- 
pectedly things  can  happen.  Secondly,  they 
don't  feel  as  much  responsibility  as  older 
people — and  they  really  don't  have  as  much. 
Married  people  with  children  carry  their  re- 
sponsibility with  them  every  minute  of  the 
day.  They  usually  won't  take  chances.  For 
this  very  reason,  some  insurance  companies 
have  a  lower  premium  for  married  girls  with 
children.  The  teen-agers'  greatest  problem, 
though,  is  that  they  feel  grown  up  but  are 
still  under  many  of  the  restrictions  imposed 
on  children.  In  a  car,  all  that  is  swept  away. 
They're  both  powerful  and  anonymous.  Traf- 
fic driving  is  like  a  game  with  no  umpires 
except  the  police,  and  they're  often  not  on 
the  scene.  Besides,  the  other  players  will  al- 
most always  chicken  out  if  pressed  hard 
enough.  It's  a  perfect  game  for  cowards  and 
bullies.  What  they  don't  realize  is  that  they 
have  to  pay  a  stiff  penalty  if  they  lose,  up  to 
and  including  the  loss  of  their  lives,  and  that 
they  might  just  get  thrown  right  out  of  the 
game  for  not  playing  fair. 

How  could  they  be  "thrown  out  of  the  game"? 
States  could  simply  pass  laws  that  you  have 
to  be  18  or  even  older  to  get  a  driver's  license. 
Many  teen-agers  don't  realize  it,  but  some 
states  are  thinking  about  doing  that  very 
thing  now. 
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//  teen-agers  are  such  poor  drivers,  why  wer 
we  ever  allowed  to  drive  in  the  first  place? 
When  cars  were  first  invented  and  were  ; 
rarity,  Grandfather  didn't  have  to  have  am 
license  at  all  to  drive.  If  he  could  buy  a  car 
he  could  drive  it.  Then,  as  more  and  mon 
cars  got  on  the  road,  it  became  necessary  U 
have  some  kind  of  control  to  keep  the  wors 
drivers  from  behind  the  wheel.  Now,  witl 
our  exploding  population  and  immensely  in 
creased  traffic,  there  has  to  be  more  and  mon 
control  to  keep  down  the  accident  rate 
When  there's  one  group  of  drivers  who  have  ; 
particularly  bad  record,  it's  only  commoi 
sense  to  legislate  against  them.  The  point  i 
that,  to  be  safe  drivers,  the  teens  of  toda? 
have  to  become  even  better  drivers  than  thei 
elders.  There  will  be  more  cars  on  the  road 
with  each  year  to  come. 

Isn't  it  true  that  teen-agers  have  better  reflexe 
and  eyesight  than  older  people? 
Yes,  that  is  true,  but  good  eyesight  and  quid 
reflexes  don't  begin  to  make  up  for  exper 
ience  and  judgment,  two  driving  attribute, 
that  very  few  young  drivers  have. 

Groivnups  are  always  saying  that  we  lackjudg, 
merit.  How  can  they  be  so  sure? 
All  you  have  to  do  is  to  look  at  traffic  acci 
dent  statistics  that  the  insurance  companies 
keep.  They  lose  so  much  on  teen-age  driver 
that  they  have  to  charge  an  extra  premiun 
on  cars  that  teen-age  boys  drive. 

Why  aren't  girls  charged  extra? 
Because  not  as  many  of  them  drive,  for  onn 
thing.  Even  if  they  do  have  more  accident 
than  their  mothers,  the  companies  can  mon 
easily  absorb  those  smaller  losses.  But  mon 
important,  girls  seem  to  use  better  sense  be 
hind  the  wheel  than  most  teen-age  boys 
Girls  aren't  perfect  by  any  means,  but  the? 
do  turn  in  a  better  record.  However,  if  th« 
current  trends  continue,  insurance  companie 
will  have  to  raise  their  rates  for  both  boy 
and  girls  until  most  people  won't  be  able  t< 
afford  insurance  for  their  teen-age  children 

What's  the  most  important  thing  for  teen-ager 
to  do  to  hang  onto  the  right  to  drive? 
There's  not  just  one  important  thing.  Then 
are  a  group  of  skills  and  attitudes  that  all  ad( 
up  to  better  driving.  Some  of  these  thing;

The  best  an 
quickest  way  to  accomplish  this  part  is  to  take  driver' , 
training  courses  in  school. 

What  else  is  there  besides  learning  how  to  drive  and  learninl 
the  traffic  laws? 

Many  safety  experts  think  that  the  most  important  sing] 
attribute  of  a  good  driver  is  his  attitude  toward  driving.  Thi  i 
attitude  is  something  that  takes  a  while  to  develop.  It's 
sort  of  driving  maturity;  it  develops  fast  in  some,  slowly  ol 
sometimes  not  at  all  in  others. 

How  do  you  mean,  "not  at  all"? 

A  survey  shows  that  nine  out  of  ten  drivers  consider  therr 
selves  better  than  average.  Of  course,  only  half  of  them  coul 
possibly  be  better  than  average.  But  this  same  survey  show 
that  100  per  cent  of  the  drivers  with  traffic  violations  record 
claimed  to  be  better  than  average.  This  certainly  indicated 
serious  lack  of  proper  attitude  which,  not  too  surprisingly 
results  in  accidents. 

Just  what  is  the  proper  attitude? 

This  attitude  is  sometimes  called  defensive  driving.  It' 
summed  up  by  a  truck  driver  with  over  a  million  miles  c 
accident-free  driving  in  his  log.  He  says,  "I  drive  my  true 
as  if  every  other  driver  on  the  road  were  a  complete  idioi> 
That's  not  fair,  I  know.  There  are  plenty  of  good  drivers,  but 
there  are  also  plenty  of  bad  ones.  The  thing  is,  I  don't  hav 
any  crystal  ball  that  tells  me  which  is  which."  What  thii 
means  is  that  you  have  to  treat  driving  like  the  calculate 
risk  it  is.  Every  time  you  get  into  a  car,  you're  taking 
chance,  and  you  have  to  do  everything  possible  to  minimiz 
your  danger.  You  have  to  believe  that  it  can  happen  to  yoi 

What  do  you  mean  by  "everything  possible"? 
I  mean  obeying  the  traffic  rules,  all  of  them,  all  the  tinifl 
I  mean  looking  out  for  the  other  guy  and  expecting  him  ti 
do  the  wrong  thing  at  the  wrong  time.  And  most  importam 
I  mean  having  a  mature  idea  about  what  a  car  is  for.  A  ca 
provides  you  with  easy,  fast,  comfortable  transportation  tha 
you  can  hardly  get  along  without  these  days.  But  that's  a. 
it  should  do.  It  should  never  be  an  outlet  for  your  emoj 
tions.  It  should  never  be  a  means  of  proving  what  a  big  del 
you  are  because  you  can  handle  it  recklessly  and  discourteous 
ly  and  get  away  with  it,  most  of  the  time.  This  is  not  onl 
cheap  and  childish,  but  stupidly  dangerous. 

But  isn't  traffic  driving  pretty  safe?  You  never  really  go  fa. 
enough  to  have  a  bad  accident. 

The  majority  of  fatal  accidents  happen  when  the  cars  ir 
volved  are  going  less  than  40  miles  per  hour! 

Well,  I've  never  even  seen  an  accident  that  amounted  to  an\ 
thing,  and  I've  been  riding  in  cars  since  I  ivas  a  little  kid. 
That's  the  treacherous  thing  about  driving.  Airplane  pilol 
often  say  that  flying  is  a  business  in  which  there  are  endles 
hours  of  boredom  interspersed  with  moments  of  complet 
panic.  Driving  is  the  same  way.  You  never  know  when  a  j 
emergency  will   come  along,   and   because  you're  humar ! 
you  think  that  it  can  never  happen  to  you.  It  takes  plent 
of  self-discipline  to  make  yourself  disregard  the  easy  aspeel 
of  driving  and  to  always  be  alert.

ARITHMETIC

HOW  TO  CLICK  WITH  ARITHMETIC 


Before  you  ask,  "How  can  I  help  my  youngster  learn  the 
multiplication  tables?"  take  a  long,  honest  look  at  your  own 
attitudes  toward  this  subject.  Seldom  will  a  parent  say  to  a 
son  or  daughter,  "I'm  a  poor  reader  so  I  don't  think  you  will 
do  very  well  in  reading."  But  it  is  not  uncommon  to  hear,  "I 
wasn't  very  good  in  arithmetic,  so  I'm  not  surprised  that  you 
are  having  trouble."  This  negative  approach  works  in  direct 
opposition  to  what  the  school  is  trying  to  do.  Elementary 
pupils  are  given  an  ironclad  alibi  for  low  arithmetic  achieve- 
ment by  their  greatest  heroes-   Mom  and  Dad. 

Some  parents  say  in  despair,  "I  don't  understand  how  you 
teach  arithmetic;  it's  so  different  from  when  I  went  to 
school."  There  have  been  changes  in  the  teaching,  but  the 
reasons  for  these  changes  are  logical  ones. 

Today,  children  learn  the  "whys"  in  an  arithmetic  process, 
with  little  of  the  rote  learning  of  former  years.  We  know  that 
children  retain  longest  those  ideas  which  they  understand. 
In  this  process  of  understanding,  they  pass  through  certain 
definite  stages. 

The  first  step  usually  involves  real  objects  such  as  books, 
pegs,  chairs,  or  wooden  counters.  A  child  can  see,  count,  and 
touch  five  such  objects.  Next  comes  the  semiconcrete  stage 
where  the  five  objects  are  represented  by  dots,  pictures,  or 
lines.  In  the  last  stage,  the  number  is  presented  as  an  abstract 
symbol  such  as  "5." 

In  the  early  stages  of  a  new  arithmetic  topic,  pupils  go 
slowly.  They  may  explore  several  ways  of  working  a  prob- 
lem. They  eventually  discover  the  one  best  way-  the  ac- 
cepted way  of  arithmetic  reasoning  and  computation.  Their 
drill  follows  a  meaningful  approach  to  numbers  and  helps 
maintain  their  skill  a  long  time. 

Most  parents  of  today  were  taught  arithmetic  under  the 
drill  theory.  They  acquired  facts  and  skills  largely  by  mem- 
orization and  repetition.  A  good  example  of  the  drill  theory 
is  the  old-style  teaching  of  the  multiplication  tables.  Without 
explanation,  a  teacher  assigned  the  tables  of  6,  7,  8,  and  9  for 
memorization.  Since  it  was  pure  rote  learning,  students  often 
had  little  understanding  of  what  they  were  doing. 

Today,  children  still  receive  practice  in  the  multiplication 
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arithmetic  problem  simply  can't  be  read  without  giving  I 
teacher  a  headache. 

Preschool  and  Kindergarten.  Parents  usually  find  ti  a 
with  their  oldest  youngster  for  number  games,  songs,  a  \ 
counting  rhymes.

are  Uncle  Wiggily  and  Crazy  8's. 

Make  your  child  even  more  aware  of  numbers  by  teach:  %< 
him  his  own  statistics.  He'll  be  especially  eager  to  let  i 
because  they're  his.  He  can  learn  his  age  when  he's  2,  a  i 
later  on,  his  address,  phone  number,  birthdate,  height,  a  1 
weight — keeping  track  of  changes  as  they  occur. 

Boys  and  girls  of  four  and  five  are  eager  to  learn.  There  ; » 
many  opportunities  for  parents  to  teach  numbers  informal,. 
For  example: 

1.  "How  many  plates  do  I  have  on  the  table?  Let's  coi  , 
— one,  two,  three,  four." 

2.  "Let's  see  if  you  can  finish  your  milk  before  I  count  I 
ten — one,  two,  three  .  .  .  ." 

3.  "We  need  three  more  blocks  to  finish  the  castle." 

4.  "I  need  six  potatoes  to  peel  for  dinner.  Let's  count  th<  d 
— one,  two,  three  ..." 

Arithmetic  in  First  Grade.  Most  first  and  second  gra  •  I 
arithmetic  texts  are  paperback,  with  hard  cover  books  us . 
in  grade  three.  In  first  grade,  children  begin  a  formal  numltN 
program.  Before  they  open  their  first  arithmetic  book, 
pupils  have  had  extensive  "readiness  work."  This  inducf- 
frequent  use  of  numbers  in  classroom  situations,  as  well  ^ 
training  with  various  toys  and  tools  that  can  be  used  j|a 
counting  people  or  objects. 

Often,  pupils  are  concerned  with  real  jobs  like  counting  t 
number  of  students  in  the  reading  group  to  determine  hi . 
many  books  are  needed.  And  when  students  mark  the  dau 
on  the  calendar  or  spend  free  time  working  with  dominoes 
at  the  flannel  board,  they  do  not  think  of  these  things 
"arithmetic." 

Your  youngster  meets  many  number  situations  that  ch 
lenge  him;  he  sees  the  need  for  learning  arithmetic.  Specif 
ally,  he  comes  to  understand  exactly  what  "adding"  is.  1 
learns  the  45  additions  with  sums  to  10.  In  subtraction, 
discovers  the  45  subtractions  with  minuends  to  10.  In  t 
area  of  problem  solving,  he  learns  to  put  groups  together 
find  out  how  many  there  are  in  all,  and  to  take  one  gro 
from  another  to  find  how  many  are  left. 

Second  Grade.  Now,  the  children  have  a  more  extensi 
arithmetic  program.  There  is  a  review  period  in  the  fall 
reteach  the  number  skills  begun  in  first  grade.  As  each  nui 
ber  concept  is  developed,  your  child  learns  both  its  nai 
("nine")  and  symbol  (9).  In  his  study  of  ten,  he  is  introduc 
to  the  special  characteristic  of  zero:  he  learns  that  "0"  is  us 
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to  keep  One  in  Ten's  place."  For  each  "teen"  number  he 
rrites,  the  first  digit  is  in  ten's  place  and  the  other  figure  is  in 
ne's  place.  The  child  thinks  of  twenty,  thirty,  and  forty  as  so 
lany  tens.  To  put  down  the  idea  of  fifty,  he  writes  5  in  ten's 
lace  and  0  in  one's  place.  One  hundred  is  10  tens.  To  write 
ie  idea,  he  writes  1  in  one  hundred's  place  and  a  double  0 
l  ten's  and  one's  place. 

Children  in  Grades  1  and  2  make  extensive  use  of  objects 
nd  counters  as  they  learn  addition  and  subtraction.  Parents 
lay  make  "number  lines"  on  pieces  of  thin  wood  (oak  tag). 
lumber  lines  are  used  primarily  to  develop  the  relationship 
etween  number  concepts.  For  example,  to  find  the  sum  of 
and  4,  begin  at  zero  and  move  5  units  to  the  right  and  then 
more  units  to  the  right,  stopping  at  9.  Your  child  not  only 
hds  the  sum  but  learns  to  think  of  addition  as  "counting 
>rward." 
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To  subtract  4  from  15,  begin  at  15  and  move  to  the  left  4 
nits,  stopping  at  11.  Pupils  learn  not  only  to  associate  sub- 
action  with  "counting  back"  but  to  see  that  subtraction 
id  addition  are  inverse  operations.  This  is  an  important 
incept  in  arithmetic  reasoning;  extensive  use  is  made  of 
umber  lines  in  all  modern  elementary  arithmetic  books. 

Third  Grade.  Children  now  meet  some  new  and  challeng- 
lg  arithmetic  ideas.  Through  the  use  of  objects  and  pictures, 
ley  develop  the  concept  of  related  multiplications.  They  see 
lat  three  4s  are  the  same  as  four  3s.  Again,  the  number  line 
lay  be  used  to  clarify  this  idea. 
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In  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  parents  can  render  a  valu- 
ble  service  for  their  children — and  teachers — by  working  on 
lastery  of  the  81  additions  and  81  subtractions.  (These  com- 
inations  are  listed  in  all  the  standard  textbooks.)  Some 
Oungsters  are  ready  for  mastery  earlier  than  others;  check 
ith  the  teacher.  A  period  of  10  or  15  minutes  several  eve- 
ings  a  week  will  pay  big  dividends. 

Parents  can  make  small  flash 
irds  out  of  oak  tag.  One  side  has 
combination  of  two  numbers;  the 
ther  side  shows  that  combination 
lus  the  sum.  One  corner  of  the  card 
lould  be  cut  off  so  the  cards  can  be  stacked  together  prop- 
rly.

The  correctly  named  ones  go  on  the  "known" 
ile.  Some  students  need  special  help  in  memorizing  the  com- 
1  inations;  here  is  a  simple  procedure  that  usually  works  very 
ell  for  home  study: 

1.  Read  the  arithmetic  fact. 

2.  Close  your  eyes;  recall  the  fact. 

3.  Say  the  combination  over  several  times. 

4.  Write  the  combination  several  times. 

'  Variations  of  the  traditional  flash  cards  include  the  basic 
ims  card  and  the  basic  products  card.  In  the  former  case,  one 
de  of  the  card  shows  the  basic  sum  (8,  for  example).  Beneath 


that  number,  on  the  same  side,  is  a 
circled  numeral  that  tells  you  how 
many  pairs  of  one-digit  numbers  are 
equal  to  the  basic  sum.  (As  you  see 
at  right,  for  the  basic  sum  of  8,  there 
are  seven  combinations  possible- 
shown  by  the  circled  numeral  7.) 
Basic  sums  cards  can  be  made  for 
sums  4  through  18.  To  use  the  card, 
hold  the  side  with  the  "8"  toward 
the  child  while  he  calls  out  all  seven 
of  the  combinations. 

A  typical  basic  products  card  is 
shown  at  lower  right. 


Fourth  Grade.  One  arithmetic  operation  that  may  bother 
students  (and  parents!)  at  this  grade  level  is  long  division. 
Here  are  three  ways  of  solving  division  problems,  from  three 
different  textbooks: 
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While  most  parents  know  the  "algorism"  (which  simply 
means  the  "pattern  of  procedure")  in  the  first  example,  they 
may  not  be  familiar  with  the  other  two  methods.  Talk  with 
your  child's  teacher,  and  practice  the  pattern  your  child  uses. 
It  is  not  as  strange  or  different  as  it  may  seem  at  first  glance. 

For  example,  the  66  in  the  first  example  is  really  6600  and 
the  24  is  actually  240,  although  only  the  first  two  digits  are 
written  down.  There  is  no  "bringing  down"  problem  for  the 
youngster  in  the  second  or  third  method,  because  the  com- 
plete numbers  and  their  subtractions  are  shown. 

Remember  that  division  is  more  difficult  than  the  other 
basic  arithmetic  processes,  because  it  uses  them  to  arrive  at 
its  answers.  Thus  if  a  child  is  already  weak  in  multiplication 
or  subtraction,  he  is  apt  to  get  an  incorrect  answer  in  division. 

Fifth  and  Sixth  Grades.  New  topics  in  the  fifth  grade 
include  decimals  and  multiplication  of  fractions.  In  the  sixth 
grade,  division  of  fractions,  per  cents,  ratio,  and  proportion 
are  introduced.  To  help  students  understand  these  concepts, 
fraction  number  lines  and  decimal/fraction  number  lines 
have  proved  valuable:

In  the  preceding  illustration,  all  the  numerals  in  any 
vertical  row  are  equal.  Each  of  the  horizontal  rows  can  substi- 
tute for  any  other  horizontal  row.  To  our  sample  number  line, 
students  may  add  other  horizontal  lines  showing  12ths,  16ths, 
and  so  on.  The  idea  of  a  common  denominator  can  be  taught 
more  quickly  through  use  of  this  kind  of  fraction  number  line. 

Children  learn  that  the  same  point  on  the  number  line  has 
many  different  names — such  as  1/2,  2/4,  3/6,  4/8,  or  .5.  Num- 
ber lines  also  make  it  easy  for  students  to  see  what  they  are 
doing  with  fractions  and  decimals  together: 
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When  students  see  that  if  6  candy  bars  cost  25  cents,  then 
12  candy  bars  would  cost  50  cents,  they  grasp  another  im- 
portant arithmetic  idea.  A  pair  of  numerals  expressing  this 
idea  is  called  a  ratio.  Problems  involving  either  a  rate  or  a 
comparison  may  be  solved  by  ratio. 

The  idea  of  rate  occurs  quite  commonly  in  life.  For  ex- 
ample, say  that  9  pencils  cost  15  cents.  There  is  a  pairing  of 
the  numerals  9  and  15.  The  rate  could  also  be  stated  as  3  pen- 
cils for  5  cents.  Each  ratio  expresses  the  same  rate,  which  can 
be  written  9/15  or  3/5. 

Proportions  are  pairs  of  equal  ratios.  Expressed  in  mathe- 
matical terms,  a  proportion  is  an  "equation"  of  ratios.  In  our 
example  above,  say  a  boy  has  25  cents  he  wishes  to  spend  for 
pencils.  How  many  can  he  buy? 

The  problem  would  be  written  9/15  =  n/25.  Parents  can 
show  a  youngster  that  the  ratio  9/15  may  also  be  written  3/5. 
Rewriting  our  equation,  we  get  3/5=n/25.  By  multiplying 
both  parts  of  our  first  ratio  by  5,  we  get  15/25 =n/25.  The 
answer  to  our  problem  is  15. 

Obviously  we  have  used  some  easy  figures.  But  ratio  and 
proportion  are  powerful  tools.  Youngsters  in  Grades  6,  7,  and 
8  can  solve  over  half  their  written  problems  by  using  ratio 
and  proportion. 

Just  a  final  word  about  percentage.  On  any  given  night, 
more  parents  are  struggling  over  percentage  problems  than 
any  other  single  type.  With  an  outward  smile  and  an  inner 
groan,  many  a  Dad  faces  this  bugaboo  of  yesteryear: 
Case  1.  Finding  per  cent  of  a  single  number. 
What  is  20%  of  $25? 
Answer:  .20  x  $25  =  $5 
Case  2.  Finding  the  per  cent  one  number  is  of  another. 
$5  is  what  per  cent  of  $25? 
Answer:  5  *  25=20% 
Case  3.  Finding  a  number  when  a  per  cent  is  given. 
7  is  25%  of  what  number? 
Answer:  7  4-  .25=28 
Many  texts  teach  that  "per  cent"  is  actually  a  ratio  in 
which  the  second  term  is  100.  Look  at  this  new  approach 
to  per  cent  via  ratio  and  proportion: 
Case  1.  What  is  20%  of  $25? 
20/100=n/25;  thus  n=$5 
Case  2.  $5  is  what  per  cent  of  $25? 

5/25  =  n/100;  thus  n =20%, 
Case  3.  7  is  25%  of  what  number? 
25/100  =  7/n;  thus  n= 28

The  first  step  in  determining  the 
amount  of  fabric  needed  for  the 
project  you  intend  to  make  is  to  de- 
cide on  the  width  of  the  strips  and 
the  number  of  colors. 

Next,  measure  over  your  bed 
with  a  tape  measure  to  help  you 
visualize  the  total.  Decide,  too, 
on  how  much  overhang  is  needed 
on  your  particular  bed. 

Suppose  you  decide  that  your 
quilt  is  to  measure  53^x73^  feet, 
as  ours  does.  You  should  start  with 
about  seven  yards  of  36-inch  fab- 
ric. This  should  be  divided  among 
the  six  or  so  colors  you  expect  to 
use,  so  that  the  shade  to  be  empha- 
sized predominates.  The  accent 
and  auxiliary  colors  are  used  in 
proportionate  amounts. 

The  important  thing  is  to  keep 
all  strips  the  same  width.  (Fin- 
ished width  of  the  strips  in  the 
quilt  is  about  \}/%  inches  after  a 
seam  allowance  of  }  i  inch  on  each 
side.)  It  is  best  to  divide  strips 
evenly  into  the  width  of  the  fabric. 
This  eliminates  any  waste  when 
you  get  to  the  edge. 

After  pieces  are  cut,  varying 
from  four  to  twelve  inches  in 
length,  place  them  in  a  large  box 
or  basket;  stir  well.  Plucking  them 
at  random  from  the  box,  start  ma- 
chine-stitching pieces  together 
(never  sew  two  in  same  color  next 
to  each  other),  first  in  twos,  then 
into  fours,  and  next  into  long 
strips.  Roll  each  long  strip  onto  a 
large  cardboard  roller  just  as  tape 
is  rolled.  After  you  have  a  quan- 
tity of  strips  in  a  roll,  cut  two  in  the 
width  your  quilt  is  to  be.  Look 
them  over  and  see  that  the  colors, 
and  where  they  are  joined,  fall  in 
different  places.  Next,  seam  them 
together,  being  careful  not  to  draw 
one  tighter  than  the  other  one  as 
they  go  through  the  sewing  ma- 
chine. Keep  the  little  joining  seams 
flat.  Continue  sewing  them  to- 
gether until  the  quilt  is  the  desired 
length.  Or  if  you  find  it  less  cum- 
bersome, make  the  top  in  several 
crosswise  sections  before  machine- 
stitching  them  together. 

Press  all  crosswise  seams  open, 
and  your  top  is  ready  to  assemble 
and  quilt.  The  quilting  is  simple 
and  easy.  Choose  a  single  color  of 
thread  that  harmonizes  with  all 
the  piecing  colors  and  use  it 
throughout.  Use  single  or  double 
thread  as  you  prefer.  Begin  quilt- 
ing at  the  center  of  the  quilt,  work- 
ing out  in  all  directions.  Each 
block  is  quilted  with  small,  even 
stitches  about }/%  inch  inside  seams. 
After  quilting,  trim  with  ball  fringe 
dyed  in  the  predominant  color,  if 
desired. 

Quilting  for  screen,  chair,  waste- 
basket,  and  vanity  stool  slip  cover 
uses  the  same  process.

FAMILY  MONEY  QUESTIONS  ANSWERE 
By  the  editors  of  Better  Homes  &  Garders 


What  does  it  cost  to  borrow  on  life  insurance? 

Much  less  than  you  have  to  pay  for  most  other  loans.  That's 
because  life  insurance  loans  are  secured  by  the  world's  best  col- 
lateral— money  you  already  own.  Even  though  it's  not  in  your 
pocket  at  the  moment,  the  cash  value  of  your  policy  is  yours  to 
draw  on  when  you  need  it. 

Most  insurance  contracts  stipulate  an  interest  rate  of  5  per 
cent  and  allow  you  to  borrow,  directly  from  the  company,  up 
to  the  full  amount  of  accumulated  cash  surrender  value.  A  few 
policies  specify  6  per  cent;  on  GI  policies,  it's  4  per  cent.  You 
can't  borrow  on  a  "term  insurance"  contract,  because  it  builds 
up  no  cash  value. 

Banks  also  make  loans  against  insurance  contracts,  and  charge 
about  the  same  rates:  sometimes  4,  more  often  5  or  6  per  cent. 
A  few  banks  still  don't  like  to  lend  less  than  $1,000  on  insurance, 
and  for  smaller  borrowings  may  require  a  minimum  fee  which 
would  raise  the  cost  above  6  per  cent. 

However,  don't  overlook  the  fact  that  in  loans  of  this  type 
the  interest  rates  cited  are  true  rates.  You  pay  interest  only  on 
the  outstanding  balance  of  your  loan.  On  installment  loans,  in- 
terest is  calculated  on  the  total  amount  of  original  debt;  as  a 
result,  the  true  rate  you  pay  is  about  double  the  rate  quoted. 
Thus  installment  loans  offered  at  4  to  6  per  cent  really  cost  you 
about  8  to  12  per  cent  a  year. 

Though  life  insurance  loans  cost  less,  they  do  have  a  major 
drawback.  They  cut  your  family's  protection  by  the  amount  of 
the  loan's  unpaid  balance.  That's  why  you  should  pay  them  back 
as  soon  as  possible.  To  overcome  the  hazard  of  reduced  family 
protection,  life  insurance  companies  suggest  taking  out  inex- 
pensive term  insurance  in  the  amount,  and  for  the  duration  of 
the  loan. 

Borrowing  money  against  your  policy  is  a  simple  matter.  Call 
your  insurance  agent  or  write  to  the  company's  home  or  district 
office.  You  can  repay  the  loan  in  units  of  $10  or  in  a  lump  sum 
whenever  you  wish.  (You  will  be  billed  for  interest  when  you  get 
your  regular  premium  notices.)  If  you  borrow  from  a  bank,  it  will 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  with  your  insurance  company. 
Many  banks  will  try  to  have  you  pay  back  the  loan  in  monthly 
installments;  some  will  insist  that  you  do.  But  in  most  cases, 
you  can  arrange  for  a  lump-sum  repayment. 

"When  is  a  raise  not  really  a  raise? 

The  answer  is  "Never."  Contrary  to  widespread  belief,  it 
doesn.'t  matter  how  much  more  money  you  make:  additional 
taxes  will  never  exceed  the  amount  of  the  raise,  and  your  net 
"take-home"  pay  is  always  more  than  it  was  before.  This  applies 
to  everybody,  including  people  at  top  income  levels. 


Confusion  on  this  point  is  probably  the  result  of  careless  pi 
ing.  No  one  is  "in  the  50  per  cent  tax  bracket" — which  soum 
if  he  pays  half  of  everything  he  earns  to  Uncle  Sam,  making 
a  poorer  man  than  if  he  were  only  "in  the  26  per  cent  brack 
Actually,  he  pays  the  50  per  cent  income  tax  only  on  the 
portion  of  his  income  (over  $32,000,  after  exemptions  and  de< 
tions,  for  married  taxpayers) .  Below  that,  his  income  is  t;  'ri 
at  other,  lower  rates. 

How  do  you  teach  a  child  the  value  of  mono  ? 

Answering  that  question  requires  many  years — of  your  I 
child-rearing  strategy.  A  youngster's  attitudes  toward  mc  71 
develop  slowly  through  instruction,  example,  and  personal  t-i 
perience.  It's  your  job  to  see  that  your  child  gets  as  mud  of 
each  as  possible.  Here's  how: 

1.  Start  allowances  early.  A  regular  weekly  allowance,  e  n 
if  small,  helps  give  a  child  a  sense  of  responsibility.  He  leal 
how  money  can  be  used  to  buy  the  things  he  wants.  This  no  |  n 
of  things  being  worth  money  is  an  important  one  and  shoulc  ie 
carefully  developed. 

Parents  usually  can  begin  giving  an  allowance  when  their  c  d 
is  about  four  or  five.  At  first,  the  money  should  be  used  for  s  h 
pleasures  as  toys  and  special  treats.  Later,  when  the  young,  r 
enters  school,  the  allowance  may  be  increased  to  cover  his  scl  >i 
supplies  and  lunches.  By  the  mid-teen  years,  an  extra  amo  I 
can  be  set  aside  for  clothing  or  other  special  items  he  wants  0 
save  for  on  his  own. 

The  size  of  the  allowance  should  fit  the  needs  of  the  individ'  I 
It  might  range  from  just  a  few  pennies  a  week  for  the  very  yo"  a 
child,  up  to  50  cents  or  a  dollar  a  week  for  grade-schoolers,  ;  ,1 
on  up  to  $3  or  so  for  high-school  students. 

It's  usually  not  a  good  idea  to  give  an  allowance  in  excha 
for  household  chores  like  dishwashing  or  cleaning  a  room.  C  | 
dren  should  do  those  things  because  they  are  family  meml  3 
sharing  work  that  must  be  done.  On  the  other  hand,  an  all<  - 
ance  is  no  automatic  right:  it  may  be  revoked  or  reduced  for  1  )j 
behavior.  Likewise,  the  youngster  might  sometimes  rate  a  bo! 
for  especially  good  performance  or  for  a  special  need. 

2.  Encourage  your  children  to  earn.  The  money  a  cl 
earns  on  his  own  is  the  money  he  values  most.  Moreover,  pi 
time  work  outside  the  home  is  a  valuable  social  and  vocatio 
experience  which  gives  a  youngster  a  chance  to  sample  differ* 
kinds  of  jobs.  A  recent  survey  of  high-school  class  presidents 
New  York  state  found  that  three  out  of  four  of  these  yoi 
leaders  worked  during  the  summer  months,  and  almost  h 
worked  part-time  during  the  school  year.

treat  his  part-time  work  as  if  it  were  a  small  business.  Sri 
him  how  to  keep  records  of  income  and  expenses,  and  hi 
on,  help  him  prepare  his  own  income  tax  return.  (He  ml 
file  if  he  earns  $600  in  a  year,  or  if  he  has  a  claim  for  refuncl 
withholding  taxes.)  Even  though  the  dollars  a  child  eal 
are  few,  habits  of  careful  money  management  build  a  soil 
foundation  for  his  later  years. 

3.  Help  choose  savings  goals.  Children  are  very  gel 
minded,  and  are  generally  eager  to  save  when  they  h;| 
definite  targets  to  aim  for.  Goals  may  be  relatively  sh 
range  (like  saving  for  a  new  bicycle)  or  far  in  the  future  (1 
building  a  college  fund).  The  New  York  survey  mention 
above  also  found  that  high-school  class  presidents  tended 
start  savings  accounts  at  age  10,  and  from  then  on  sav 
systematically.  Many  saved  as  much  as  three-quarters  of  t 
money  earned  from  part-time  jobs. 

With  some  children,  it's  good  psychology  to  suggest  tr 
a  definite  weekly  portion  (say  25  per  cent)  of  their  earnir 
and  allowances  be  put  into  savings. 

4.  Teach  children  money  management.  This  assu 
that  you  as  a  parent  handle  your  money  well;  remember  tr  J 
children  are  more  impressed  by  actions  than  by  words.  Sho! 
your-  child  how  to  keep  a  spending  record,  and  how  to  budj 
ahead  for  regular  expenses  and  for  the  occasional  bigg, 
items  he'll  want.  Make  him  feel  that — far  from  a  drudgery 
money  management  can  be  fun. 

5.  Let  children  share  in  money  decisions.  Sooner 
later,  your  youngsters  will  be  ready  and  eager  to  take  pa 
in  informal  "family  councils"  on  money  matters.  You  mi 
be  the  judge  of  when  a  child  is  ready.  Family  counselors  U 
that  11  or  12  is  about  the  right  age,  but  it  is  often  considt 
ably  earlier.  It's  a  good  idea  to  start  when  a  specific  mon 
problem  arises  that  affects  your  youngster. 

These  family  meetings  should  stress  the  fact  that  even 
family  must  pick  and  choose  among  many  possible  goals — ] 
family  can  have  everything  it  wants.  When  a  child  joi 
with  other  family  members  in  discussing  such  choices,  he 
making  a  big  step  toward  developing  his  own  values  ai 
sound  financial  judgment. 
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What  items  should  you  keep  in  a 
safe-deposit  box? 

Everything  that's  difficult  or  impossible  to  replace:  jewe 
ry;  stocks  and  bonds;  originals  of  your  property  deed,  co; 
tract  of  sale,  and  mortgage  agreement;  marriage,  birth,  ar 
death  certificates  and  adoption  papers;  title  insurance  doci 
ments  and  leases;  single-copy  agreements  like  IOU's;  stul 
of  your  family's  social  security  cards;  military  service  re 
ords  and  discharge  papers;  and  the  original  copies  of  yoi 
and  your  spouse's  wills.

on  some  kind  of  a  percentage  basis  to  all  your  other  heirs. 
Such  a  will  is  simple,  and  your  lawyer  may  charge  as  little 
as  $20  to  draw  it  up.  Even  a  detailed  will  rarely  costs  more 
than  $50,  often  considerably  less. 

Follow  these  rules: 

1 .  Both  you  and  your  wife  should  make  wills  which  agree 
on  how  to  divide  your  estate  and  which  name  a  guardian  for 
your  minor  children  in  case  you  both  die  together. 

2.  For  your  executor — the  person  to  be  authorized  by  the 
court  to  supervise  the  distribution  of  your  estate — choose 
someone  whose  intelligence,  sanity,  and  honesty  you  trust, 
and  who  is  likely^to  outlive  you.  Get  this  person's  agreement 
to  serve  as  your  executor. 

3.  Specify  that  your  executor  can  serve  without  a  bond. 
This  will  avoid  a  bonding  charge  against  your  estate. 

4.  Sign  only  one  copy  of  your  will.  The  court  recognizes 
only  one  "original." 

5.  Sign  your  will  before  at  least  the  minimum  number  of 
witnesses  required  by  your  state  who  are  not  beneficiaries. 
The  more  the  better.  They  should  be  people  who  later  can  be 
reached  easily  to  confirm  your  signature. 

6.  Keep  the  original  signed  copy  in  a  secure  place  where  it 
will  be  readily  found  (an  unsigned  copy  will  probably  stay  in 
the  lawyer's  files).  As  we  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article 


on  page  12,  your  safe-deposit  box  is  a  good  place  for  the  orig- 
inal. In  most  states,  these  boxes  are  sealed  by  the  court  on 
their  owners'  deaths,  but  courts  will  usually  authorize  any 
interested  party,  such  as  your  executor,  to  open  the  box  to  get 
the  will. 

7.  Tell  your  lawyer,  your  executor,  and  your  spouse  where 
the  will  is  kept.  Also,  keep  a  note  of  its  whereabouts  with  your 
personal  papers  at  home. 

8.  Review  your  will  periodically  to  make  sure  it  still  re- 
flects your  wishes.  You  may  want  to  change  it  if  family  con- 
ditions change  (if  one  of  your  beneficiaries  dies,  a  child  mar- 
ries, or  your  tax  bracket  changes  so  much  that  you  want  to 
minimize  inheritance  taxes). 

9.  If  you  move  to  another  state,  ask  a  lawyer  there  to 
check  your  will  for  conformity  to  local  laws. 

If  you  die  without  a  will,  the  state  distributes  your  estate 
according  to  legal  formulas,  regardless  of  your  wishes.  Long- 
lost  cousins  may  receive  a  portion,  and  unless  you  name  an 
executor,  the  state  may  also  be  forced  to  appoint  an  admin- 
istrator whose  fee  is  set  according  to  the  size  of  your  estate. 
The  cost  of  bonding  an  appointed  administrator  would  be 
charged  against  your  estate,  too. 

How  long  will  it  take  to  double  your  money? 

To  find  out,  divide  the  interest  rate  into  72.  The  answer  is 
the  number  of  years.  Thus,  money  invested  at  4  per  cent  in- 
terest compounded  annually  will  double  in  about  18  years 
(4  into  72).  The  size  of  the  investment  doesn't  matter;  $10 
doubles  itself  as  fast  as  $1,000.  Surprisingly  enough,  an  in- 
terest rate  compounded  semi-annually  or  quarterly  won't 
change  the  rule-of-thumb  significantly,  either.

When  you're  shopping  for  furnishings,  you  probably  ask 
yourself:  is  quality  really  worth  more  money?  The  answer 
is  an  unqualified  yes.  And  when  it  comes  to  smooth-surface 
floor  coverings,  this  is  a  rule  of  thumb  you  can  believe  in. 
The  more  money  you  pay,  the  higher  quality  you  get. 

Before  you  shop,  though,  you  should  understand  just  what 
goes  into  making  good  quality:  beauty,  easy  care,  comfort, 
quiet,  and  long  life.  Some  resilient  floor  coverings  do  not 
have  all  these  qualities,  but  because  they  are  durable  and 
relatively  low  in  cost,  they  are  in  demand. 

Most  expensive  are  the  new  vinyl  floor  coverings.  They 
are  also  the  most  versatile  because  they  can  be  installed  over- 
all types  of  subfloors  in  any  room  of  the  house.  And  vinyl 
has  a  very  smooth,  nonporous  surface  that  makes  upkeep 
easy  and  economical:  just  wipe  up  spills  as  they  occur,  wash 
once  a  week,  and  give  it  a  good  waxing  4  times  a  year. 

Also,  vinyl  is  available  in  more  designs  and  exciting  colors 
than  any  other  smooth-surface  floor  covering.  You  have  a 
choice  of  translucent  vinyls  that  resemble  marble  so  closely 
you  can't  tell  the  difference  just  by  looking.  Solid  vinyl  tile 
costs  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  square  foot,  installed. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  you  can  buy  room-size  felt- 
base  rugs  for  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  vinyl — $6.00  or  $7.00 


for  a  9  by  12  enameled-surface  rug.  Because  of  a  new  coating 
development,  you  can  now  buy  a  printed  felt-base  rug  with 
a  clear  vinyl  surface  that  will  wear  three  to  four  times  longer 
than  the  enameled  rugs.  These  inexpensive  temporary  floor 
coverings  are  ideal  for  people  who  move  a  lot. 

In  betiveen  the  bargain  felt-base  rugs  and  the  most  luxuri- 
ous vinyls,  there  are  several  kinds  of  smooth-surface  floor 
coverings.  Some  can  be  used  any  place  in  the  home.  Others 
have  more  limited  special-purpose  uses. 

Asphalt  tile  is  the  least  expensive  ($.15  to  $.50  a  square 
foot,  installed)  but  one  of  the  most  popular  on  the  market. 
Though  it's  durable,  asphalt  tile  is  the  most  difficult  to  keep 
clean  and  the  least  comfortable  of  all  resilient  floor  coverings. 
Many  homeowners  who  have  lived  with  asphalt  tile  floors 
are  now  changing  to  the  easier-to-care-for  vinyls. 

Cork,  the  quietest  of  all  floor  coverings,  now  comes  bonded 
in  vinyl  that  improves  its  wearing  qualities  and  makes  it 
grease  resistant.

Rubber  tile  is  the  most  comfortable  of  all  smooth-surface 
floor  coverings  because  it's  the  most  resilient.

A  finished  look  makes  a  differ- 
ence! Which  drapery  is  right? 

Traverse  rods  always  project  one 
or  two  inches  out  from  the  wall 
whether  they're  mounted  on  the 
wall,  window  casing,  or  frame.  So  a 
drapery  panel  should  go  around 
the  end  of  the  traverse  rod,  or 
you'll  have  an  unsightly  gap  be- 
tween the  drapery  and  the  wall,  as 
in  photo  9.  Photo  10  shows  how 
your  draperies  should  be  hung. 

There's  a  right  height  for 
traverse  rods!  Which  is  it? 

There  are  times  when  you  want  to 
make  your  windows  look  taller — 
and  there  are  ways  to  do  it. 

But  never  put  your  traverse  rod 
above  the  window  molding  unless 
you  plan  on  covering  it  with  a 
cornice  or  valance.  Photo  12  shows 
you  how  not  to  use  a  traverse  rod 
with  simple  draw  draperies  and 
curtains.  If  you  don't  plan  on  us- 
ing a  valance,  you  should  attach 
the  rod  at  the  top  of  the  window 
molding,  as  in  photo  11. 

Where  would  you  put  the  rod 
at  a  recessed  window? 

If  you  hang  your  draperies  inside 
the  window  opening,  as  in  photo 
13,  the  hooks  will  show  from  the 
outside,  and  you'll  be  able  to  see 
the  ends  of  the  straight  rod  from 
the  inside. 

Instead,  use  a  regular  extension 
rod  on  the  wall — far  enough  above 
the  window  opening  so  the  hooks 
are  hidden  from  view.  Photo  14  is 
the  right  way  to  drape  recessed 
windows,  which  are  usually  out- 
swinging  casement  units. 

There's  a  right  length  for  dra- 
peries. Which  is  which? 

Draperies  are  a  proper  length  if 
they  reach  the  window  sill,  the 
bottom  of  the  apron,  or  the  floor. 
Any  other  length  is  wrong.  The 
only  exception  to  this  rule  is  if  you 
have  baseboard  heating.  Then  the 
draperies  may  fall  to  the  top  of  the 
baseboard  so  as  not  to  interfere 
with  heating  efficiency.  If  you're 
in  the  know  about  draperies,  you 
selected  photo  16  as  correct.

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39-40  Simplicity  is  important  in  decorating. 
Check  the  lines  of  the  fireplace  and  the  acces- 
sories, then  vote  for  the  fireplace  you'd  want. 

A  badly  designed  fireplace  loaded  with  small,  helter- 
skelter  accessories  doesn't  stand  a  chance  with  us — 
and,  we  hope,  not  with  you  either.  If  you  picked  the 
fireplace  in  photo  40  as  better,  you're  on  our  side.  Here, 
floor-to-ceiling  plank  paneling  covers  the  unsightly  old 
fireplace  and  makes  a  feature  wall  on  which  to  place 
your  favorite  accessories.  Just  make  sure  the  accessories 
you  choose  are  important  enough  to  deserve  the  atten- 
tion they're  going  to  get  in  that  center-stage  position. 
A  group  of  pictures  or  a  large  hanging  will  give  the  ef- 
fect you  want  and  still  keep  the  area  simple. 

41-42  Pattern  can  be  an  interest  area — or  an  eye- 
sore! Study  these  two  pictures  and  decide  how 
much  pattern  your  eyes  can  take! 

Pattern  is  like  cheesecake — great  in  small  quantities! 
But  when  a  room  has  too  many  patterns — all  bold  and 
fighting  for  attention — the  result  is  anything  but  pleas- 
ing. You'll  be  well  aware  of  that  if  you  will  just  imagine 
yourself  spending  an  hour  in  the  room  in  photo  42. 
That  should  be  enough  to  convince  you  photo  41  is  the 
better  room.  Just  notice  how  the  pattern  in  the  chair 
becomes  important,  and  attractive,  when  the  wall  be- 
hind it  is  a  solid  color.  A  simple,  textured  wallpaper 
would  have  produced  the  same  pleasing  effect,  so  don't 
feel  you  can't  use  paper  with  patterned  upholstery. 
Just  be  careful  in  selecting  it.  Remember  this  decorating 
principle:  one  bold  pattern  is  enough  in  any  room. 

43-44  Furniture  arrangement  is  vitally  impor- 
tant in  a  small  room.  Do  you  know  which  of 
these  rooms  is  arranged  for  best  use  of  space? 

In  a  narrow  room,  the  longer  pieces  of  furniture  should 
be  placed  on  a  long  wall,  not  a  short  one.  Upholstered 
pieces  should  be  unified  in  color  or  pattern,  and  the 
floor  should  be  kept  light  and  clear  to  make  the  room 
look  larger.  After  all  these  clues,  you  can't  go  wrong. 
Of  course!  Photo  44  is  the  better  furniture  arrange- 
ment. Study  photo  43.  It  looks  attractive,  but  it's  really 
not  practical.  Visually,  the  sofa  at  that  end  of  the  room 
tends  to  pull  the  walls  in.  And  with  the  table  placed 
where  it  is,  it's  impossible  to  sit  comfortably  on  that 
end  of  the  sofa.  Contrasting  upholstery  of  the  chair 
doesn't  give  the  unity  to  the  room  that  matching  chair 
and  sofa  do  in  photo  44.  An  extra  advantage  in  the  bot- 
tom room  is  improved  lighting  created  by  placing  the 
lamp  in  the  corner'.

47-48  Tables,  chairs,  and  lamps  should  be  scale* 
for  each  other.  Do  you  know  which  table  ami 
lamp  are  right  for  the  chair  and  which  aren't 

A  lightly  scaled  chair  should  never  be  used  with  a  tab! 
that's  too  big  and  a  lamp  that's  trying  to  outdo  tl 
Eiffel  Tower.  We  prefer  our  tables  smaller  than  tl 
chair  .  .  .  and  of  heights  to  make  using  them  comforl 
able.  By  now  it's  obvious  that  photo  47  is  the  examp] 
of  proper  scale.  Remember,  a  table  top  should  be  a] 
proximately  the  same  height  as  the  arm  of  your  chai 
The  lamp  should  be  in  keeping  with  the  furniture.  I 
the  table  and  chair  are  small  in  scale  and  light  loob 
ing,  don't  anchor  the  whole  area  down  with  a  lam;i 
that's  too  high  or  too  solid  to  look  right  with  the  furni 
ture  grouping.

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The  rose  is  the  universally  favorite  flower,  an  inspiration  to 
poet  and  gardener  alike.  Its  beautiful  blossoms  are  borne  on 
climbing  canes,  or  on  bushes  of  all  sizes  and  shapes — one  to  fit 
any  garden  or  landscape  need,  whether  it  be  a  6-inch-high  edger 
or  a  6-foot-high  hedge.  If  you  want  to  create  a  design  in  your 
garden  or  in  arrangements,  you  can  do  it  with  roses  alone, 
thanks  to  their  diversity  of  flower  form  and  a  wide  range  of 
colors,  including  everything  but  blue.  You  can  achieve  un- 
dreamed-of results  by  planting  various  types  of  roses,  combin- 
ing the  old  and  the  new — both  species  and  fine  hybrids  de- 
veloped over  the  years.  According  to  their  history  and  breed- 
ing, roses  can  be  divided  into  ten  classes: 
Hybrid  teas  owe  their  popularity  to  their  long,  pointed  buds 
and  high-centered  open  blooms  that  are  perfect  for  cutting. 
They  grow  almost  anywhere  and  keep  blooming  until  frost. 
Teas  are  everblooming  roses  that  are  grown  for  their  wonder- 
ful perfume  and  color  in  the  deep  South.  They  are  adapted  to 
areas  where  winter  temperatures  are  fairly  mild. 
Floribundas  are  your  best  bet  if  massed  color  is  what  you  want. 
Flowers  are  carried  in  large  clusters  that  make  bright  accents 
all  summer  long  in  borders,  beds,  planters,  or  hedges. 
Hybrid  perpetuals  put  on  their  main  floral  display  in  early 
summer,  but  may  offer  a  few  scattered  blooms  later  in  season. 
These  large,  sturdy  bushes  are  useful  in  back  of  a  border. 
Polyanthas,  as  a  rule,  are  low-growing  bushes  covered  all  sum- 
mer long  with  small  blooms  in  large  clusters.  These  are  perfect 
for  a  colorful  border,  planter,  or  low  bed. 
Grandifloras  produce  blooms  all  season  in  long-stemmed  clus- 
ters, but  individual  flowers  are  similar  in  size  and  shape  to 
hybrid  teas.  Use  where  tall  upright  bushes  are  needed. 
Climbers  send  out  long  runners  that  require  the  support  of  a 
fence  or  trellis.  Most  bloom  heavily  in  early  summer,  but 
everbloomers  give  some  repeat  blooms  the  rest  of  the  season. 
Miniatures  are  tiny  replicas  of  larger  roses — usually  under  12 
inches  tall.  You  can  use  them  in  rock  gardens  and  planters, 
or  in  pots  for  winter  bloom  in  sunny  windows. 
Shrub  roses  usually  bloom  profusely  in  May  or  June.  They 
tend  to  be  rather  large,  so  are  more  generally  useful  in  the 
border  where  they  blend  well  with  other  shrubs.

In  1938,  a  group  of  America's  foremost 
rosarians  decided  that  the  best  of  new 
rose  varieties  introduced  annually 
should  receive  an  award.  This  distinc- 
tion would  be  a  reliable  indication  of 
merit  and  a  buying  guide  to  gardeners 
throughout  the  country.  A  network  of 
test  gardens  was  set  up,  each  under  the 
supervision  of  a  master  rosarian.  This 
testing  led  to  the  initial  All-America 
Rose  Selections  in  1940.  Since  then,  23 
testing  stations  have  been  established  in 
areas  varying  widely  in  their  climatic 
conditions.  It  is  a  rugged  competition, 
each  rose  being  judged  as  to  its  per- 
formance, beauty  of  bloom,  and  adapt- 
ability to  all  kinds  of  growing  conditions. 
The  highest  rated  flower  is  not  auto- 
matically given  the  award.  Certain 
standards  must  be  met  or  no  award  is 
given.  All- America  Rose  Selections  have 
proved  themselves  over  the  past  24 
years  as  representative  of  top  quality.

Wonderful  memories  are  built  around  cakes — for 
birthdays  and  holidays,  for  weddings  and  anniver- 
saries and  graduations,  for  Valentine's  Day,  Moth- 
er's Day,  Father's  Day,  perhaps  for  a  new  baby's 
christening.  Yes,  if  you'll  reminisce  about  the  spe- 
cial occasions  in  your  life,  you'll  find  that  a  cake 
played  an  important  part  in  many  celebrations. 
Bet  you  can  even  recall  several  early  birthday 
cakes  yourself — say,  when  you  were  between  two 
and  ten.  Because  a  memorable  cake  offers  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure — and  is  fun  to  create — we  present 
on  these  pages  new  decorating  ideas  that  can  be 
duplicated  by  anyone  who  can  bake  a  cake  (and 
what  could  be  easier  with  a  mix!).  Cake  decorating 
does  take  practice,  we  admit,  but  all  the  techniques 
in  making  the  borders,  flowers,  and  other  trims  are 
photographed  and  described  in  detail.  We  have 
included  the  frosting  recipes,  too,  of  course.  Tra- 
ditionally, cakes  that  are  to  be  decorated  are  baked 
in  layers — yellow,  white,  and  chocolate  cakes — or 
in  tube  pans,  as  angel  and  chiffon.  Before  frosting 
a  cake,  be  sure  it  is  cold.  Brush  all  crumbs  from 
sides  and  top.  For  frosting  the  cake  itself,  Boiled 
Frosting  is  ideal.  For  the  actual  decorating,  Butter- 
cream  and  Royal  Frostings  are  used;  so  is  Boiled 
Frosting,  in  certain  instances.  In  suggesting  dec- 
orating tubes,  usually  a  common  bwt  specific  size 
is  given,  but  in  most  cases,  you  may  use  a  smaller 
or  larger  tube  of  the  same  or  similar  design.  Now 
when  you  have  looked  over  the  cakes  at  left,  turn 
the  page  for  more  decorating  ideas.

For  frosting  cone,  cut  a  9x17- 
inch  sheet  of  silicone  baking- 
pan  liner  paper  (available  by 
the  roll  at  food  markets). 

Lay  the  sheet  flat  on  table. 
Grasp  top  corners  as  shown,  so 
right  hand  will  be  inside  the 
cone,  left  hand  outside. 


Turn  right-hand  corner  over, 
rolling  right  hand  toward  you 
till  a  partial  cone  is  formed. 

Circle  the  right  hand  with 
the  left,  changing  your  left- 
hand  grasp  as  you  go.

Crust:  Make  pastry  from  \]/2  cups  sifted  all-purpose  flour, 
Y<l  teaspoon  salt,  l/2  cup  shortening,  and  4  to  5  tablespoons 
cold  water.  Roll  to  Y%  inch;  fit  loosely  into  9-inch  pie  plate. 
Trim  l/2  mch  beyond  edge;  fold  under  and  flute.  Prick  bottom 
and  sides  well  with  fork.  Bake  at  450°  10  to  12  minutes.

HOW  TO  SCORE  BETTER  ON  TESTS 


To  make  good  grades  on  tests  and  examinations,  so  vital 
to  school  success  and  college  entrance,  your  youngster  will 
need  three  forms  of  preparation.  You  can  help  him  with  all 
three.  They  are: 

1.  Knowledge  of  the  subject.  It  must  be  exact  knowledge, 
organized  for  the  purpose,  if  it  is  to  serve  him  well  at  exam 
time. 

2.  Test  know-how.  Each  kind  of  short-answer  test  and  essay 
examination  requires  specific,  different  skills.  These  can  be 
studied  and  learned.  They  are  not  often  taught  in  school. 

3.  Proper  mental  attitude.  Actual  disabling  terror  in  the 
face  of  an  examination  is  a  common  occurrence,  well  known 
to  counselors  and  psychologists.  More  than  anyone  else,  par- 
ents are  in  a  position  to  help  a  child  avoid  the  disaster- 
wrapped  up  in  these  words:  "The  minute  I  looked  at  the 
exam  questions,  my  mind  went  blank." 

Formal  tests — the  kind  requiring  these  three  types  of 
preparation — enter  your  child's  life  about  the  fifth  grade. 
Before  then,  the  tests  he  meets  will  be  mostly  diagnostic  (a 
test  of  reading-readiness  in  first  grade,  for  instance)  or  simple 
classroom  check-ups  of  his  understanding  of  the  work  he's 
doing.  These  tests  won't  be  crises  to  him  and  they  won't  call 
for  any  special  preparation.  These  early  years,  however,  are 
the  best  ones  in  which  to  lay  a  groundwork  of  effective  study 
habits. 

A  working  notebook  is  the  most  useful  possession  your 
child  can  own  as  exam  time  approaches.  This  is  true  whether 
the  examination  is  a  two-hour,  end-of-semester  bulldozer,  or 
just  a  ten-minute  quiz. 

A  good  physical  form  for  the  notebook  is  83^xll-inch 
loose-leaf.  Indexed  dividers  should  be  used  to  keep  subjects 
separated.  The  heart  of  this  book  should  be  notes  on  each 
classroom  discussion,  lecture,  or  demonstration.  Other  sec- 
tions should  cover  the  essential  points  of  outside  reading  and 
field  trips. 

What  about  outlining  each  chapter  of  the  textbook?  Most 
teachers  agree  that  while  it's  not  essential,  outlining  does 
make  home  studying  far  more  effective.  It  definitely  speeds 
up  reviewing  for  exams — when  there  is  seldom  time  to  read 
whole  chapters  over  again. 

A  code  system  of  underlining  and  marginal  marking  should 
be  used  in  the  notebook  (and  in  textbooks,  too,  if  school 
policy  permits) .  Your  child  will  soon  learn  to  recognize  class- 
room cues  that  indicate  which  things  in  his  notes  should  be 
marked  for  special  study.  When  a  teacher  says  "Be  sure  to 
get  this"  and  "Here's  an  important  point,"  the  subject  mat- 
ter will  very  likely  be  met  again — in  an  examination. 

Reviewing  really  means  two  different  things:  leisurely  re- 
view during  the  semester  and  last-minute  review  for  an 
exam.  Each  kind  is  essential. 

There  is,  however,  an  ugly  name  for  reviewing  that  comes 
only  at  the  last  moment:  cramming.  Educators  deplore  it, 
because  it  provides  superficial  knowledge  that  is  quickly  for- 
gotten. The  most  effective  way  for  parents  to  discourage  the 


cramming  habit  is  to  make  it  unnecessary.  He  who  reviews 
early  has  no  need  to  cram  late. 

The  best  reviewing  works  this  way: 

A.  When  the  examination  is  announced,  the  student  as- 
sembles all  his  materials.  You  can  help  your  youngster  by 
checking  whether  his  notes  on  classroom  work  appear  ade- 
quate; if  they  aren't,  he'd  better  amplify  them  from  the  notes 
of  better-prepared  friends.  If  he  hasn't  outlined  (or  marked 
and  underlined)  the  textbook  material,  he'll  have  to  do  it 
now  as  thoroughly  as  time  permits. 

B.  With  sources  all  in  hand,  the  student  reviews  everything 
quickly  to  see  what  material  he  knows  well  enough — and 
what  he  does  not.  The  latter  should  be  marked  so  that  atten- 
tion can  be  concentrated  on  it. 

C.  The  student  then  apportions  his  available  time  among 
things  still  to  be  learned.  Work  with  him  to  write  down  actual 
hours  on  specific  days  to  be  set  aside  for  each  task. 

D.  The  final  phase  of  test  preparation  calls  for  something 
more  than  mastery  of  the  subject.  Few  young  students  pause 
to  consider  the  type  of  examination  coming  up.  If  the  test  re- 
quires short  answers  (usually  this  kind  is  graded  by  machine 
or  by  a  master  key) ,  the  student  should  concentrate  on  learn- 
ing as  many  individual  facts  as  possible.  Here's  where  the  un- 
derlining and  marginal  markings  in  his  notes  or  textbooks 
are  invaluable  in  spotting  the  most  important  points  covered 
in  the  course. 

But  if  the  exam  will  call  for  longer,  essay-rtype  answers, 
the  student  should  select  and  list  in  advance  the  major 
themes  and  developments  he  has  learned.  He  will  still  need  to 
know  specific  facts,  but  even  more  important  will  be  his 
ability  to  organize  those  facts  into  a  clear,  logical  answer  to  a 
broad  question. 

Pocket  review  cards  can  help  solve  a  special  problem  that 
has  led  to  many  flunks.  In  some  subjects,  a  small  body  of  in- 
formation is  vital  yet  extremely  difficult  to  memorize.  Here 
is  an  example: 

A  young  math  student  failed  a  series  of  brief  weekly  tests, 
always  for  the  same  reason.  He  couldn't  memorize  the  trigo- 
nometric formulas  on  which  the  work  depended.  With  the 
final  exam  approaching,  he  set  down  these  formulas  on  an 
ordinary  file  card.  For  a  week  he  carried  this  card  wherever 
he  went,  studying  it  every  spare  moment.  Just  before  the  test, 
he  gave  the  card  a  final  five  minutes  of  concentrated  atten- 
tion, then  discarded  it.  In  the  exam  room,  he  immediately 
noted  the  formulas  on  the  margin  of  the  test  paper.  Then, 
relaxed  and  ready,  he  wrote  an  examination  that  saved  his 
semester  grade. 

Test -taking  is  an  art  that  can  be  learned  like  any  other. 
The  art  consists  of  knowing  and  applying  a  few  rules  and 
techniques.  To  avoid  major  errors  and  at  the  same  time  lick 
the  "my-mind-went-blank"  problem,  your  student  should 
learn  to  follow  a  set  procedure  in  taking  an  exam: 

1.  Go  quickly  over  the  whole  examination.  Make  sure  all 
the  parts  are  there,  all  pages  legible.  If  you  have  any  questions

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How,  when,  and  why  is  a  baby 
threatened  by  Rh  trouble?

To  begin  with,  85  per  cent  of  all  women  are  classified  Rh- 
positive,  meaning  that  their  blood  contains  the  so-called 
Rh  factor  and  they  have  no  cause  for  worry;  the  problem 
will  never  affect  them.  Husbands  of  the  remaining  15  per 
cent  are  asked  to  submit  to  an  Rh  test  early  in  the  wife's 
first  pregnancy.  About  15  per  cent  of  the  husbands  also 
will  be  Rh-negative.  When  both  husband  and  wife  are  Rh- 
negative,  they  are  fully  protected  from  trouble.  The  only 
combination  that  carries  any  risk  is  an  Rh-negative  woman 
married  to  an  Rh-positive  man — which  oc- 
curs about  once  in  eight  marriages.  And  the 
odds  even  then  are  more  than  20  to  1  for 
completely  normal  children.  Especially  in 
the  case  of  first  pregnancies,  there  is  almost 
no  danger  at  all. 

But  for  someone,  sometime,  the  odds  run 
out,  and  what  happens  when  they  do?  What 
does  Rh  trouble  consist  of?  What  conditions  create  it? 
What  effect  might  it  have  on  the  baby?  What  can  be  done 
about  it? 

The  process  begins  when  the  unborn  child,  like  its  father, 
is  Rh-positive.  Its  blood  holds  a  substance,  the  Rh  factor, 
that  is  alien  to  the  mother.  Their  blood  streams  are  in- 
compatible; to  mix  them  would  be  disastrous. 

Fortunately,  the  placental  membrane,  the  balloonlike 
tissue  that  surrounds  the  developing  baby,  keeps  the  two 
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blood  streams  apart.  But  sometimes  small  pieces  of  Rh 
substance  detach  themselves  from  the  baby's  red  blood 
cells,  seep  through  the  delicate  barrier,  and  appear  in  the 
mother's  blood  stream. 

This  invasion  by  itself  is  harmless.  The  mother  produces 
antibodies  that  quickly  destroy  the  intruders,  and,  with 
luck,  that  ends  the  matter.  But  often  the  war  continues. 
Antibodies  cross  the  placental  barrier  in  an  ominous  coun- 
ter-invasion, enter  the  baby's  defenseless  blood  stream, 
and  attack  its  red  blood  cells. 

At  that  point,  the  threat  to  the  baby 
depends  on  several  different  factors,  but 
mostly  on  how  many  antibodies  are  in  action. 
A  limited  number  may  cause  only  mild  dam- 
age, possibly  temporary.  But  a  larger  group 
can  destroy  red  blood  cells  faster  than  the 
baby's  system  can  replace  them.  The  conse- 
quence is  anemia,  which  frequently  leads  to  general  chaos 
when  organs  assigned  to  other  tasks,  even  the  most  critical 
ones,  neglect  their  duties  in  a  frantic  effort  to  manufacture 
red  blood  cells.  Immature  cells  are  pressed  into  service  only 
to  fail  at  their  primary  job  of  transporting  oxygen.  A  brain 
deprived  of  oxygen — especially  an  unborn  baby's  brain — 
is  immediately  jeopardized.  Jaundice  may  also  be  intro- 
duced through  the  death  of  red  blood  cells.  As  such  afflic- 
tions multiply,  the  danger  becomes  increasingly  great  of

After  angel-cake  batter  is  in  the 
pan,  use  a  rubber  spatula  to  push 
the  batter  gently  against  the  sides 
and  tube,  from  top  to  bottom,  to 
fill  up  any  large  air  pockets.

Sift  dry  ingredients  into  bowl; 
make  a  well  in  center.  In  this  order, 
add  :  salad  oil,  egg  yolks,  water,  va- 
nilla, and  lemon  peel.  Beat  satin 
smooth.  Combine  egg  whites  and 
cream  of  tartar;  beat  to  very  stiff 
peaks.  Pour  egg-yolk  batter  in  thin 
stream  over  entire  surface  of  whites, 
gently  cutting  and  folding  just  to 
blend.  Bake  in  ungreased  10-inch 
tube  pan  in  slow  oven  (325°)  55 
minutes;  then  bake  at  350°  10  min- 
utes longer.  Invert  pan;  cool. 


Modern,  quick-mix  cakes  require 
no  special  techniques,  just  a  good 
recipe  accurately  followed.  When 
pouring  batter  into  pans,  divide 
evenly,  making  sure  batter  is  no 
deeper  at  the  center  than  at  sides. 
Place  pans  on  oven  rack  so  they 
don't  touch  each  other  or  the  oven. 
Doneness  test:  No  imprint  when 
you  touch  cake  lightly  in  center. 
Warm  cake  is  fragile;  let  it  cool  5 
minutes,  then  remove  from  pans. 


For  chiffon  cake,  you  sift  the  dry  in- 
gredients into  mixing  bowl  and 
make  a  well.  Then  in  go  the  salad 
oil,  egg  yolks,  the  liquid,  and  flavor- 
ings, in  that  order.  Beat  the  batter 
until  satin  smooth. 

Now  pour  batter  in  thin  stream 
over  entire  surface  of  beaten  egg 
whites;  fold  in  by  hand.  The  whites 
need  to  be  so  stiff  that  a  path  is  left 
when  spatula  is  pulled  through — 
stiffer  than  for  angel  cake.

Your  neighbor  will  probably 
tell  you  it's  a  rolled  kind  of  bacon  that  comes  in  a  casing  and 
is  expensive.  In  truth,  it  is  not  bacon  at  all,  but  one  of  the 
most  expensive  cuts  of  pork  -  the  loin.  In  other  words,  the 
very  heart  of  the  pork  chops.

What  tax  deductions  do  other  people  take? 

Other  people's  tax  deductions  are  not  necessarily  what  you 
can  deduct.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  help  you  to  look  over 
these  average  deductions  worked  out  from  Internal  Revenue 
Service  reports  for  1960,  the  latest  year  available.  You  need  not 
fear  taking  legitimate  deductions  higher  than  these  averages. 
But  any  amounts  abnormally  high  for  your  income  bracket 
should  be  provable  with  paid  bills,  checks,  or  other  documents. 
And  remember  that  unusual  deductions  sometimes  stir  the 
Revenuers  into  "auditing"  a  return.

Be  sure  you  don't  overlook  any  deductions  to  which  you  are 
entitled  on  your  federal  return.  Here  are  some  pointers: 

Contributions:  In  addition  to  cash  gifts,  you  can  deduct 
donations  of  goods  and  foods  to  charities,  churches,  colleges,  non- 
profit schools,  and  tax-exempt  community  agencies.  You  may 
even  claim  any  excess  you  pay  (over  regular  prices)  for  theater 
and  other  entertainment  tickets  sold  by  church  and  charitable 
organizations,  or  for  any  merchandise  and  foods  bought  from 
them. 

Interest  paid:  You  can  deduct  interest  you  pay  on  your 
mortgage  and  on  loans  and  installment  purchases;  also,  penalty 
fees  charged  you  for  prepaying  a  mortgage,  and  any  "discount" 
or  broker's  fee  paid  for  getting  a  mortgage. 

Other  taxes:  In  addition  to  deductible  local  property  taxes, 
all  but  14  states  now  impose  general  sales  taxes.  Your  local  In- 
ternal Revenue  Service  office  can  provide  a  free  guide  showing 
average  sales- tax  payments  in  your  state.  For  example,  the  guides 
show  that  a  family  of  four  earning  $7,000  to  $7,500  in  a  state  with 
a  3  per  cent  general  sales  tax  usually  pays  between  $99  and  $200 
a  year.  But  your  own  payments  may  be  higher,  and  if  so  should 
be  claimed  in  full.  And  don't  overlook  any  local  sales  tax  you  may 
have  to  pay  in  addition  to  the  state  levy. 

You  can  estimate  your  sales  tax  payments  by  this  method: 
First,  if  you  are  not  certain  what  items  your  state  and/or  local 
tax  covers,  ask  your  retailers  or  the  state  tax  office.  For  example, 
does  the  tax  cover  everything  you  buy — or  does  it  exempt  food 
and  drugs?  And  what  about  services  such  as  medical  care,  insur- 
ance, and  labor  charges  for  repairs? 
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Then,  using  your  family  spending  record  as  a  yardstick,  m 
tiply  the  annual  amount  you  spent  on  taxed  items  by  the  sa  I 
tax  rate.  For  example,  a  family  with  a  $7,500  income  might  es  ] 
mate  that  it  spent  about  45  per  cent  of  that  amount  on  goal 
covered  by  the  sales  tax.  If  the  rate  is  3  per  cent,  the  family  p; 
approximately  $101  in  sales  taxes  for  the  year. 

You  cannot  deduct  the  federal  gasoline  tax,  but  you  can  dech 
the  state  tax  plus  any  local  sales  tax  covering  gasoline.  Usua 
the  sign  on  the  pump  states  the  amount  of  state  gas  tax.  Estim; 
the  amount  of  tax  you  paid  during  the  year  by  this  meth< 
Divide  your  annual  driving  mileage  by  the  number  of  miles  j 
gallon  you  usually  get.  For  example,  if  you  drove  10,000  mi 
last  year,  and  usually  get  17  mpg,  then  you  bought  approximati 
588  gallons  of  gas.  If  your  state  gas  tax  is  6  cents,  you  paid  $35. 
in  deductible  taxes. 

And  don't  forget  to  include  your  auto  license  and  registrati 
fees  in  your  deduction  for  other  taxes  paid. 

Medical:  Doctor,  dentist,  hospital,  medicine  and  health- 
surance  bills  are  all  deductible  within  the  specified  limits;  so  i 
many  "medical  appliances"  taxpayers  often  overlook.  Eyeglas: 
and  hearing  aids  are  the  most  common,  but  courts  also  have  i 
proved  deductions  for  an  air  conditioner,  wheelchair,  spec 
bedboard,  and  a  reclining  chair — when  advised  by  a  doctor  to  I 
leviate  specific  illness  such  as  allergies,  heart  or  arthritic  con 
tions. 

You  can  also  deduct  the  costs  of  transportation  to  secure  s] 
cific  medical  care  (not  just  for  general  health  improvement).  E 
a  new  rule  applying  to  1962  returns  forbids  deductions  for  Im 
expenses  while  on  a  medically  necessary  trip. 

Other  Deductions:  There  are  many  here  you  might  ov 
look,  especially  storm,  collision,  and  other  casualty  damaji 
theft  losses;  expenses  of  vocational  courses  required  by  your  j( 
as  in  the  case  of  required  teacher  courses;  investment  expen; 
(including  the  often-overlooked  cost  of  a  safe-deposit  box  : 
bonds  and  other  securities).  Also  deductible  are  a  number  of  wo 
expenses,  including  union  and  professional  association  dues;  pi 
chases  and  maintenance  of  tools,  supplies,  and  distinctive  wc 
uniforms  you  can't  use  for  general  wear;  costs  of  professioi 
books  and  magazines,  and  fees  paid  to  employment  agenci 

Do  other  families  fight  about  money? 

Most  of  them  do.  It's  only  natural  that  couples  disagree    I 
how  to  spend  their  money.  Certainly  it's  nothing  to  feel  guil 
about—  so  long  as  the  argument  doesn't  get  out  of  hand.

just  to  show  him.  Now  they  have  a  real  fight.  The  next  day, 
Jack  buys  a  new  fishing  rod,  just  to  show  her.  Another  fight. 
And  then  at  the  end  of  the  month,  when  there  isn't  enough 
money  left  to  pay  pressing  bills,  resentments  flare  all  over 
again. 

Common  sense  can  avert  such  alienation.  First,  of  course, 
you  decide  on  necessities  and  budget  for  them.  Then,  where 
couples  disagree  strongly  and  consistently  on  the  extras,  it's 
easy  enough  to  figure  out  how  much  cash  is  left  for  nonessen- 
tials, and  to  split  the  sum  straight  down  the  middle:  half  for 
the  husband,  half  for  the  wife,  for  each  to  do  with  as  he  or  she 
pleases. 

This  method  is  extreme — and  cannot  be  the  basis  of  a  satis- 
factory financial  relationship  for  any  great  length  of  time. 
But  it  works  where  no  present  partnership  of  husband  and 
wife  exists.  And  it  works  not  only  in  problems  of  competitive 
splurging,  but  also  in  conflicts  between  meticulous  savers 
and  happy-go-lucky  spenders.  Once  some  stability  occurs, 
the  couple  can  go  on  to  a  true  family  business  partnership — 
sharing  together  the  enjoyments  (a  vacation,  a  better  house) 
that  intelligent  money  planning  can  bring. 

How  can  you  save  money  on  postage? 

"Certified  Mail"  is  a  service  which  costs  20  cents  plus 
regular  postage;  it  can  often  do  the  job  of  a  registered  letter 
at  60  cents  minimum,  plus  postage.  Insurance  is  included  in 
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the  registered  mail  fee,  but  on  legal  documents  and  other  i 
portant  papers  that  have  no  intrinsic  value,  insurance  isi 
really  necessary.  If  you  just  want  proof  of  delivery,  use  cei* 
fied  mail  and  request  a  return  receipt.  This  shows  when  a 
to  whom  delivery  was  made. 

A  "Certificate  of  Mailing"  is  legal  proof  that  you  mal 
a  letter,  and  costs  only  5  cents.  You  cannot  get  a  return 
ceipt,  however. 

"Special  Handling"  for  parcel  post  is  another  time  a 
money  saver.  At  a  cost  of  regular  postage  plus  25  to  50  cer 
depending  on  the  weight  of  the  package,  you  get  service  tl' 
might  be  days  faster  than  regular  parcel  post. 

"Special  Delivery"  at  30  cents  extra  for  letters  ai 
from  55  to  80  cents  extra  for  packages,  is  not  always  a  gc. 
investment.  Many  smaller  post  offices  have  no  facilities  fc 
"special"  delivery,  so  you  get  only  regular  delivery.  And 
places  that  do  provide  the  service,  special  delivery  lett 
sometimes  manage  to  arrive  later  than  ordinary  mail  beca 
they  require  extra  handling.  However,  the  service  is  a  g( ! 
bet  for  packages  and  for  letters  reaching  the  post  office  af 
regular  delivery  hours  or  on  weekends  or  holidays. 

Air  Mail  Stamps,  too,  are  often  a  waste  of  money.  1 
a  distance  of  two  to  three  hundred  miles,  surface  mail  usi 
is  just  as  fast  and  3  cents  less  per  letter.  Also,  with  o 
11,000  mail  trains  discontinued,  the  post  office  now  sei ' 
much  of  its  long-distance  regular  mail  by  air. 

When  mailing  a  package,  it's  best  not  to  put  a  message  ' 
side.  You  don't  want  the  whole  package  charged  at  the  r 
letter  rate  of  5  cents  an  ounce;  that  could  add  up  to  sev( 
dollars.  The  correct  practice  is  to  attach  a  letter  bearing 
cent  stamp  to  the  outside  of  the  package.

If  your 

S(i  gets  his  own  car  before  he  is  married,  and  is  still  under  25, 
M  rate  zooms  up  to  $155.60— nearly  double  again.  And  the 
»ision  premium  rises  almost  proportionately. 

if  |?ut  the  facts  aren't  totally  bleak.  There  are  ways  you  can 

sae  on  these  premiums: 
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1.  If  your  teen-ager  completes  an  accredited  driver  educa- 
tion course,  your  high  liability  and  collision  rates  can  be  cut 
from  5  to  15  per  cent. 

2.  If  your  son  is  a  good  student — one  who  ranks  in  the  top 
20  per  cent  of  his  class,  has  a  B  average  or  better,  is  on  the 
dean's  list  or  honor  roll,  or  has  earned  similar  scholastic  dis- 
tinction— there  may  be  another  20  per  cent  discount.  One 
company  already  has  a  "good  student"  discount  plan  which 
has  been  approved  in  most  states,  and  others  may  follow. 
The  reasoning  here  is  not  that  high  grades  guarantee  safer 
driving — although  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  applied  intelli- 
gence and  good  driving  habits  may  be  related — but  that  A 
and  B  students  are  more  likely  to  spend  the  dangerous  dark- 
ness hours  at  their  study  desks  rather  than  behind  the  wheel 
of  an  automobile. 

3.  If  your  teen-ager  is  a  safe,  lawful  driver,  other  discounts 
may  be  allowed.  Most  states  permit  a  10  to  20  per  cent  re- 
duction in  premiums  if  all  drivers  of  a  car — adults  as  well  as 
teen-agers — have  had  no  accidents  or  major  traffic  violations 
during  the  previous  three  years.  On  the  other  hand,  sur- 
charges are  often  levied  on  the  already  high  auto  insurance 
rates  if  there  have  been  accidents  or  traffic  convictions  dur- 
ing that  time. 

4.  If  you  have  two  cars  but  restrict  your  teen-ager's  driving 
to  just  one  of  them,  the  higher  rates  apply  only  to  that  car, 
not  both.  And  if  that  car  is  a  compact  of  a  1955  or  later 
model,  and  is  not  classified  as  a  "sports  car,"  so  much  the 
better;  then  you  are  entitled  to  an  automatic  10  per  cent  re- 
duction in  liability  and  collision  premiums,  and  the  rate  in- 
crease due  to  your  son's  driving  will  therefore  be  less  than  if 
he  were  allowed  to  drive  a  larger  car.  END

You  can  usually  replace  old,  dam- 
aged moldings  to  make  a  piece  look 
more  modern.  Pry  off  the  moldings 
with  hammer  and  chisel,  as  shown. 


The  new  molding  is  a  piece  of  pine 
the  same  thickness  as  the  desk  top. 
Walnut  edging  tape  is  applied  to  the 
molding  with  contact  cement. 


After  all  the  old  varnish  is  stripped 
from  the  desk,  dark  walnut  oil  stain 
makes  the  wood  darker,  more  contem- 
porary looking.  Don't  stain  the  top.

The  new  plastic  laminate  top  is  also 
bonded  with  contact  cement.  Cut  it 
exactly  to  fit,  use  a  slip  sheet  of  paper 
to  aid  in  lining  it  up.

As  you  remove  the 
old  covering,  note  how  it  was  applied, 
then  put  on  new  one  the  same  way. 


For  wood  grain  effect  on  filing  cab- 
inet, use  a  special  kit.

You  can  buy  inexpensive  unfinished  fur- 
niture in  almost  any  style  these  days.  It  is 
usually  made  from  rather  inexpensive 
wood',  however,  and  needs  some  special 
touches  to  make  it  really  sparkle. 

To  point  up  the  contemporary  style  of 
this  hutch,  we  covered  the  drawer  front 
and  sliding  doors  with  walnut  veneer. 
Veneer  comes  in  thin  sheets,  available  at 
most  large  lumber  yards  or  from  mail- 
order wood  service  companies.  It  costs 
very  little  and  is  easy  to  apply. 

We  replaced  the  hutch's  grooved  doors 
with  new  sliding  doors  made  of  3^-inch 
hardboard.  Contact  cement  sticks  the 
veneer  to  the  hardboard.  Cut  veneer  with 
a  sharp  knife  exactly  to  fit.  Apply  contact 
cement  to  both  the  veneer  and  the  door 
and  let  dry  for  45  minutes.  Apply  the 
veneer  to  the  door,  smoothing  it  with 


your  hands.  If  the  veneer  isn 
enough  to  cover  the  whole  door, 
pieces,  making  a  butt  joint  betwee 
To  insure  good  contact,  roll  wit 
ing  pin  or  pound  a  wooden  block 
slide  it  over  the  veneer.

Here's  the  way  to  make  that  deep,  satiny 
looking  piano  finish  often  seen  on  antiques. 
It's  a  finish  most  often  seen  on  mahogany  and 
walnut.  First  fill  the  pores  of  the  wood  with 
paste  wood  filler.  Follow  up  with  two  coats  of 
gloss  varnish,  both  coats  sanded  carefully 
with  220  grit  sandpaper.  The  last  coat  is  flat 
varnish,  rubbed  with  fine  steel  wool  when  dry. 
Polish  with  several  applications  of  paste  wax. 


Would  you  believe  this  wood  sample  is  fir 
plywood?  A  bone-white  finish  gives  ply- 
wood a  distinctively  mellow  look.  Brush 
on  one  coat  of  white  pigmented  sealer,  then 
when  dry,  sand  it  lightly  with  220  grit  pa- 
per. Rub  on  honey  maple  stain  and  wipe 
dry.  Or  make  a  glaze  from  raw  umber,  raw 
sienna,  turpentine,  and  linseed  oil.  Protect 
the  glaze  with  two  coats  of  flat  varnish. 


oil  finish  looks  best  on  walnut  or  teak, 
[any  close-grained  wood  can  be  finished 
Ivay.  It's  so  fast,  it  hardly  takes  any  time 
|1.  Be  sure  the  wood  is  sanded  carefully 
fine  sandpaper  before  applying  this 
li.  Then  you  just  rub  on  linseed  oil  or  a 
inercial  oil  that  penetrates  better  and 
;s  a  more  durable  finish  than  linseed  oil. 
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This  charred  finish  is  another  quick  one  that 
gives  a  distinctively  oriental  look  to  your 
project.  It  works  best  on  pine,  fir,  and  other 
soft,  grainy  woods.  You  simply  char  the  sur- 
face of  the  wood  with  a  propane  torch,  being 
careful  not  to  actually  let  the  wood  catch  fire. 
Then  you  scrub  off  the  char  with  a  wire 
brush.  Leave  wood  bare  or  wax  lightly. 


A  fruit  wood  finish  lightens  the  color  of  dark 
wood  while  still  emphasizing  the  grain.  Ap- 
ply white  pigmented  sealer  that  has  been 
mellowed  slightly  with  a  touch  of  raw 
sienna  and  raw  umber.  Wipe  off  with  a  rag 
until  grain  shows.  You  might  want  to  an- 
tique a  little  with  umber  at  edges  of  the 
panels.  Apply  a  flat  varnish  finish. 
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Bright  ideas  practically  guarantee  all-family  use  of 
finished  basement  space.  This  family  room-den  is 
so  full  of  ideas,  we've  made  it  a  part  of  our  Better 
Homes  Project  series.  The  floor  plan  below  shows 
how  everything  fits  together  in  one  side  of  the  base- 
ment in  the  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Allred,  Salt 
Lake  City.  You  can  easily  translate  it  to  your  own 
home — just  adjust  the  size  to  the  space  you  have. 

Take  the  soda  fountain  idea,  for  instance:  our  plans 
show  it  as  it  is  here — but  you  could  make  it  bigger  or 
smaller  to  fit  a  certain  niche  in  your  basement.  The 
other  ideas  work  the  same  way.  Just  switch  them 
around  until  they  fit  best  for  you. 

Seating-Storage  Idea  (Large  photograph)  Always  ready  to 
welcome  weary  bones,  the  neat  built-in  sofas  can  handle 
rough  treatment.  The  cushions,  covered  with  plastic,  rest 
directly  on  plywood  seats  and  backs.  The  plans  show  how  to 
build  the  plywood  part  easily;  the  seats  hinge  up  (see  sketch) 
to  store  that  multitude  of  toys,  games,  and  other  parapher- 
nalia you'll  want  to  have  handy  in  your  new  room. 

Ceiling  Lighting  Idea  (Large  photograph)  This  idea  is  well 
worth  the  time  it  will  take  you  to  build  it  in  your  conversa- 
tion area.  You'll  forget  you're  downstairs  when  you  read  or 
relax  under  a  whole  ceiling  of  diffused  light. 

Take  rough  logs  and  split  them  in  half;  anchor  them  be- 
tween two  walls  or  between  a  wall 'and  a  supporting  beam 
like  the  white  plastered  one  here.  If  your  plans  work  out 
this  way,  add  slices  of  full  logs  on  the  end  that  shows — this 
little  deception  makes  it  look  as  though  the  logs  pierce  the 
beams.  Above  the  logs,  add  plastic-backed  shoji  screens  like 
these  to  diffuse  the  light  from  fluorescent  tubes. 

Soda  Fountain  Idea  (Large  photograph)  This  is  a  basic  in- 
gredient of  every  good  basement  family  room — a  place  that's 
convenient  and  close  for  everything  from  popcorn  popper  to 
glassware.  If  plumbing  lines  are  near  by,  you  can  include  a 
small  sink  at  little  extra  cost. 

The  interior  here  is  as  simple  as  possible — a  counter  sur- 
face to  work  on  and  serve  from,  with  storage  below.  A  wall 
of  shelves  helps  keep  everything  handy. 

Wall  Treatment  Idea  (Lower  left)  Here's  how  to  stretch 
your  paneling  dollar:  alternate  wood  or  hardboard  panels 
with  wall  board.  The  white  panels  are  recessed  to  make  space 
for  fluorescent  tubes  behind  the  wide  ceiling  trim.  You  can 
use  this  idea  in  any  size  basement  family  room,  and  you'll 
enjoy  the  effect  every  time  you're  there. 

Lounging  Unit  Idea  (Lower  right)  Solid  comfort  for  the 
small  fry  in  any  family  room!  This  unit  (see  sketch)  is  an  8- 
foot  square,  plenty  big  enough  for  a  small  crowd.  The  padded 
backrest,  sheepskins,  and  pillows  let  everybody  sag  into  com- 
plete relaxation  to  watch  the  fire  or  television. 

Concealed  casters  let  you  roll  it  anywhere.  Even  toddlers 
love  it — they're  protected  from  floor  drafts  and  they  won't 
block  the  TV  screen  when  Mother  and  Dad  sit  behind  them.

From  one  side  (above),  you  can  see  what  makes  this 
house  tick.  The  big  uprights  support  the  flat  roof; 
other  beams  in  the  wall  hold  up  the  solid-timber 
floors.  (With  no  joists,  the  floors  and  decks  are  easier 
to  install.)  Because  inside  walls  don't  carry  any  load, 
they  can  be  placed  where  they  work  best  for  your 
family  now,  and  moved  later  to  fit  your  needs. 

If  you  look  closely,  you  can  see  the  heart  of  this 
fine  house:  its  dimensions.  Exterior  panels  and  doors 
are  6  feet  wide;  other  large  areas — from  patio  to 
decks — are  6  feet.  Even  smaller  units  are  special  sizes. 

The  reason  for  these  special  sizes  is  you:  it's  far 
easier  to  live  in  a  house  with  3-foot  doors,  3-foot  halls, 
6-foot  stairs,  and  6-foot  wall  sections.  Most  furniture 
fits  these  dimensions  too.  Furthermore,  it's  simpler  to 
plan  a  house  with  fewer  sizes,  and  building  materials 
often  come  ready  to  use  in  these  sizes. 

Living  room  (opposite  page)  Light,  roomy,  efficient 
—this  room  owes  its  warm  invitation  to  the  solid- 
timber  design.  An  oil  finish  on  the  ceiling  shows  off 
the  grain  of  the  fir;  a  tough  varnish  keeps  floors  glow- 
ing. Wallboard  sheets  are  glued  to  the  studs  in 
large  sections  (fewer  joints  to  cover,  no  nails  to  hide). 
A  dropped  panel  around  the  ceiling  hides  heat  ducts 
and  lights.  Framed  by  6-foot  glass  panels,  the  fire- 
place is  the  center  attraction ;  guests  can  sit  by  the  fire- 
side and  still  feel  they're  outdoors.  At  the  end  of  the 
room,  a  sliding  glass  door  opens  to  the  sheltered  patio. 

Bedroom  (right)  Solid-timber  ceiling  and  floor,  a 
fireplace  (not  shown),  and  the  glass  wall  make  this 
the  spot  to  relax  on  chilly  days.  On  warmer  days, 
the  sliding  glass  door  lets  you  out  for  a  quick  sun 
bath.  In  front  of  the  doors  is  a  wintertime  helper: 
a  double  row  of  holes  that  spout  warm  air,  blocking 
downdrafts  and  keeping  the  glass  clear. 

Kitchen  (below,  right)  Compact,  cheerful — and  al- 
most outdoors.  Mealtime  couldn't  be  brighter  than 
with  these  two  ceiling-high  glass  areas  by  your  table. 
The  sliding  glass  door  opens  wide  for  patio  break- 
fasts, barbecues,  or  even  a  rainy-day  picnic. 

Plans  Easygoing,  practical — and  all  in  32x32  feet 
(44x44  with  roof  overhang).  The  split-level  entry 
helps  put  every  one  of  the  2,048  square  feet  to  work. 
A  few  steps  down,  and  guests  can  be  in  the  kitchen  or 
family  room;  and  just  ahead  down  the  hall  is  the 
living  room.  The  bedrooms  are  on  the  second  level, 
where  slumber-bound  toddlers  won't  hear  party 
noises.  Each  bedroom  has  a  glass  door  to  a  deck— 
everyone  in  your  family  can  have  his  own  private 
spot  to  sun,  play,  or  just  relax.

As  it 
h  stands,  standardization  of  this  kind 
isn't  possible.  The  great  variety  of 
nbing  fixtures  available,  all  requiring 
?rent  installation  systems,  makes  our 
more  difficult  and  expensive. 
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Art  Babel,  carpenter.  "Everything  has  to  go 
like  clockwork,  right  on  schedule,  ivith  no  loose 
ends.  Holding  up  the  schedule  costs  plenty." 

On    making    the    job    go    faster— 

You've  got  to  have  a  schedule  and  stick 
to  it.  We  break  ground  on  a  house  the 
day  after  a  home  buyer  decides  on  the 
model  and  lot  he  wants,  and  we  try  to 
carry  through  a  smooth,  continuous  flow 
of  work  until  the  house  is  finished.  When 
any  crew  gets  behind,  it  slows  up  other 
trades  on  the  job,  throws  off  the  schedule 
on  that  particular  house,  and  seriously 
interferes  with  our  work  on  other  houses. 
On  co-ordination  with  the  other 
trades — Because  keeping  such  a  tight 
schedule  is  so  important,  we  have  to  work 
very  closely  with  the  masons  and  plumb- 
ers and  others  to  keep  out  of  each  other's 
way.  Also,  by  careful  planning,  we  can 
save  time  and  labor.  For  instance,  the 
masons  on  this  job  lay  their  foundations 
to  such  close  tolerances  that  I  can  pre- 
fabricate such  things  as  staircases  and 
know  they'll  fit. 

On  co-operation  with  the  builder— 
You  know,  I  can  build  my  part  of  a  house 
for  $150  less  just  because  I'm  working  for 
Biskind  and  Pate.  I  can  always  count  on 
complete  co-operation.  The  Pate  brothers 
are  on  the  job  every  day  to  see  that 
things  go  smoothly.  They  take  care  of 
that  tight  schedule  I  was  talking  about 
and  see  to  it  that  nothing  holds  it  up. 
On  components — I  read  the  article  in 
the  November  issue  of  Better  Homes  and 
Gardens  about  the  Unicom  system  of 
building  houses  with  precut  lumber  of 
certain  standard  dimensions.  I'm  all  for 
it,  but  I  think  the  standardization  of  the 
dimensions  is  a  lot  more  important  than 
the  precutting  of  the  lumber.  Two  of  my 
men  precut  all  the  lumber  for  one  of  our 
houses  in  one  day,  and  have  it  all  stacked 
and  ready  for  the  crew  the  next  morning. 
You'd  have  to  go  some  to  beat  that.  De- 
liveries of  precut  material  would  have  to 
be  100  per  cent  complete  and  stacked  on 
the  site  in  the  proper  places — and  for  the 
same  price  or  less  than  it  costs  now  to  cut 
the  pieces  as  we  do.  If  they  can  do  that, 
great.  The  standardization  idea,  though, 
would  really  save  us  a  lot  of  headaches. 
It's  murder  to  try  to  keep  track  of  all  the 
different  sizes  of  products  and  the  rough 
opening  sizes  for  them.  I'd  sure  be  glad 
to  see  the  Unicom  system  for  that  reason. 
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Bill  and  Vernon  Vetovitz,  masons.  "Some  of 
the  union  restrictions  here  are  ridiculous. 
They've  got  to  let  up  a  little." 

On  making  the  job  go  faster — We  al- 
ready know  of  ways  to  make  our  job  go 
faster,  but  the  unions  oppose  methods 
that  could  cut  down  on  time  or  the  num- 
ber of  masons  on  a  job.  We're  both  union 
men  ourselves,  and  believe  in  unions,  but 
we  sure  can't  see  making  work  that 
drives  up  costs.  We  did  240  homes  down 
in  Brimfield,  outside  the  Cleveland  in- 
fluence, and  cut  our  labor  costs  20  per 
cent.  We  did  it  by  using  speed  poles.  A 
speed  pole  is  a  device  for  quickly  locat- 
ing courses  of  brick.  It  saves  a  tremen- 
dous amount  of  time  and  you  end  up 
with  a  better  job  besides.  We've  been 
using  speed  poles  whenever  we  can  here, 
but  the  unions  are  against  them  and 
against  us  for  using  them.  It  just  plain 
costs  the  home  buyer  too  much  for  a 
brick  house  when  speed  poles  aren't  used 
in  the  construction. 

On  co-operation  with  the  builder — 
Working  with  Biskind  and  Pate  is  a  real 
pleasure.  Mr.  Biskind,  an  ex-lawyer, 
spends  all  his  time  on  the  management 
end  of  the  business.  This  leaves  the  Pate 
brothers  free  to  stay  at  the  site  and  solve 
our  problems  as  they  come  up — which 
saves  time  and  money  for  everyone. 
On  improved  materials — Oversized 
brick  has  a  great  future.  Three  years  ago, 
only  about  25  per  cent  of  the  brick  used 
in  houses  was  Norman  brick,  12  inches 
long.  Now  50  per  cent  of  all  brick  houses 
here  are  built  with  it,  and  in  a  few  years, 
it  will  be  used  exclusively.  Materials  in 
these  bricks  are  the  same,  of  course,  but 
you  don't  have  to  lay  so  many  of  them 
per  house,  and  the  labor  saved  amounts 
to  plenty.  We  also  now  use  some  jumbo 
brick,  4x12  inches.  Cement  blocks  are 
getting  stronger  and  lighter.  Manufac- 
turers are  designing  windows  that  are  the 
right  sizes  to  work  with  the  standard 
brick  sizes.  All  this  helps,  but  we  still 
have  to  look  to  the  labor  costs  to  see  any 
big  improvement.  The  contractor  simply 
has  to  find  some  way  to  eliminate  opera- 
tions that  cost  too  much  money.  If  he 
doesn't,  he'll  soon  be  out  of  business.  One 
way  is  to  eliminate  those  men  on  his  la- 
bor force  who  insist  on  ridiculous  limita- 
tions. The  question  I  ask  is,  "how  does  it 
possibly  benefit  a  man  to  lose  his  job?" 
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The  six  men  gardeners  shown  on  these  pages  are  good  ex- 
amples of  the  increasing  number  of  men  who  are  turning  to 
gardening  as  a  hobby.  For  relaxation  away  from  their 
everyday  jobs,  they  find  it  hard  to  beat  close  contact  with 
the  earth  and  all  the  beautiful  things  it  can  produce.  The 
businesses  and  professions  of  the  men  we  know  who  garden 
are  as  varied  as  the  plants  they  grow.  For  example,  Edward 
Kiessig  of  Los  Angeles  (below)  is  a  pilot  and  flight  manager 
for  one  of  the  large  commercial  air  lines.  In  the  spare  hours 
away  from  his  job,  he  cultivates  an  extensive  garden.  Mr. 
Kiessig  likes  lots  of  color,  as  evidenced  in  his  old-fashioned 
perennial  garden.  He  also  enjoys  cymbidium  orchids,  for 
which  he  has  one  lath  house,  and  another  underway.

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HE  LIKES  TO  COOK 


Cliff  Robertson- 
tlie  movies'  JFK 


Cliff  Robertson  was  hand-picked  by  President 
Kennedy  to  play  the  young  Lieutenant  (j.g.) 
John  F.  Kennedy  in  the  Warner  Bros,  motion- 
picture  production  "PT  109."  Soon  to  be  re- 
leased, the  movie  (see  small  photograph  above) 
recounts  Kennedy's  sea  adventures  in  World  War 
II.  Robertson  learned  to  cook  as  a  16-year-old 
seaman  on  the  freighter  "Admiral  Cole."  He'd 
slip  into  the  galley  afternoons  and  con  the  cook 
into  some  food,  helping  out  in  return.  Later,  as  a 
struggling  actor  in  New  York,  he  cooked  his  own 
meals.  Now  he  uses  his  cooking  talents  at  his 
home  on  a  Hollywood  mountain  top,  and  this 
month  is  our  guest  chef-columnist. 
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Mexican  Cowboy  Breakfast  is  what  I  call  the  scram- 
bled eggs  with  chili  shown  on  the  cover  and  in  the  close- 
up  above.  You  don't  have  to  be  a  Mexican  cowboy  to 
enjoy  this — but  it  is  a  real  man's  dish.  Before  scram- 
bling the  eggs,  I  like  to  add  some  onion  and  green  pepper 
diced  very  fine — a  teaspoon  or  so  per  egg.  Stir  the  lightly 
salted  egg  mixture  slowly  but  constantly  over  moderate 
heat,  moving  the  solid  portion  to  the  edges  of  the  pan 
as  it  firms.  Have  some  canned  chili  con  carne  heating  at 
the  same  time.  As  soon  as  all  the  egg  has  set,  ladle  hot 
chili  on  top  and  serve  with  tomato  wedges  and  thick 
slabs  of  buttered  toast.  It's  a  simple  recipe — and  it's 
one  you  won't  forget  about  once  you  try  it. 
New  England  Clam  Chowder.  For  a  man's  meal  of 
clam  chowder  that  can  stand  up  and  be  counted,  I'm  a 
real  rooter  for  this  one.  As  a  native  Californian,  I'm  a 
sea-food  addict,  and  I  hand  the  prize  to  the  New 
Englanders  who've  been  making  clam  chowder  since  the 
days  of  iron  men  and  wooden  ships.  Start  with  a  pint 
of  shucked  clams — if  you  can't  get  the  fresh,  use  two 
8-ounce  cans  of  chopped  clams  plus  an  extra  can  of  clam 
juice  or  broth — you  should  have  2  cups  juice.  Strain  the 
juice  into  your  soup  kettle.  Don't  use  any  salt,  as  the 
clam  liquor  is  salty  enough.  Add  a  small  dash  of 
Worcestershire  sauce  and  a  medium  onion,  chopped  up. 
Then  comes  my  secret  ingredient—  corn.  Instead  of  po- 
tatoes, I  like  bits  of  canned  cream-style  corn — an  8- 
ounce  can  for  this  amount  of  clams.  Add  the  corn  and 
grind  a  pepper  mill  over  the  mixture — not  too  much. 
Simmer  10  minutes.  Now  add  2  pints  half-and-half 
(or  3  cups  cream  and  1  cup  milk),  and  the  chopped 
clams.  Cook,  stirring  often,  just  to  boiling.  Then  cut 
back  the  heat,  cover  and  cook  with  lid  on  5  minutes — 
don't  let  it  bubble.  Put  a  generous  chunk  of  butter  in 
each  bowl  (photograph  at  left),  then  ladle  in  the  chow- 
der and  sprinkle  with  chopped  parsley.  Serve  water 
biscuits  or  oyster  crackers  on  the  side.  Before  you  ask 
me  to  clam  up,  let  me  say  that  chilled  beer  and  a  Caesar 
salad  are  great  with  this  supper.  — Cliff  Robertson

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Just  how  healthy  are 
health  foods? 


Why  do  we  choose  one  food  instead  of  an- 
other? Usually,  for  three  reasons — flavor, 
price,  and  variety — or  for  some  combination 
of  them.  Rarely  these  days  do  we  worry 
about  nutrition,  nor  is  there  much  reason 
why  we  should.  If  we  follow,  even  lackadai- 
sically, the  rules  of  a  balanced  diet,  we'll  be 
fully  and  properly  nourished.  It's  truly  as 
simple  as  that. 

Then  why  all  the  interest  in  health  foods? 
What  constitutes  their  appeal?  And  what  is 
a  health  food,  anyhow? 

The  term  by  itself  is  meaningless;  all  foods 
contribute  to  health.  But  it  usually  refers 
to  a  food  or  food  product  sold  through  so- 
called  health  food  stores  on  the  basis  of 
claims  about  its  health-preserving  powers. 
If  the  food  tastes  unpleasant,  as  it  often  does, 
or  if  its  price  seems  excessively  high,  so  much 
the  better  for  business.  Many  customers 
accept  those  seeming  drawbacks  as  evidence 
of  extra  nutritional  value. 

Health  food  stores,  whatever  their  tactics, 
serve  two  legitimate  func- 
tions. First,  they  carry  a 
number  of  foods  not  always 
available  elsewhere.  Coconut 
juice  and  papaya  juice,  say, 
are  no  more  healthful  or  tasty 
than  orange  juice  and  are 
generally  more  expensive ;  but 
for  anyone  who  occasionally  likes  something 
different,  they're  a  flavorful  variation.  So, 
for  some  people,  are  sunflower  seeds,  distinc- 
tive blends  of  tea  or  honey,  even  blackstrap 
molasses.  Second,  these  stores  sell  certain 
other  products — recognized  vitamin  cap- 
sules, for  example,  and  foods  low  in  sugar  or 
salt — that  doctors  may  prescribe  for  their 
patients. 

In  this  double  role  of  apothecary  shop  and 
retail  source  of  specialty  foods,  health  stores 
are  beneficial.  But  much  of  their  business  is 
generated  by  highly  suspicious  appeals,  often 
from  physical  culture  fans  who,  either  on 
their  own  or  for  money,  insist  that  a  normal 
balanced  diet  needs  supplements  or  replace- 
ments— yogurt  instead  of  milk,  for  instance, 
or  wheat  germ  on  everything.  By  using  their 
own  well-developed  physiques  as  testimony 
for  "body-building"  foods,  these  health  fans 
make  argument  difficult.  But  their  reasoning 
doesn't  stand  up.  Other  health  addicts  who 
exercise  rigorously  and  who  sternly  reject  the 
excessive  use  of  fats  and  carbohydrates,  as 
well  as  such  indulgences  as  tobacco  and  alco- 
hol, are  just  as  impressively  supple  on  a  diet 
that's  much  less  exotic.

The  way  to  raise  a  child  is  to  love  him.  That's  about  all  the 
philosophy  I  have — or  all  I  have  time  for.  With  six  children, 
,vhat  else?  I  keep  telling  myself  that  I'm  still  half  a  step 
ihead  and  that  no  matter  what  the  children  dream  up  next, 
heir  tricks  give  me  more  cause  to  love  them.  And  the  more 
jhildren,  the  greater  the  love. 

How  do  you  stay  that  half  step  ahead?  It's  little  things  like 
;his:  When  you  find  "LEE"  written  on  a  bed  sheet  with  a 
jail-point  pen,  it's  a  pretty  good  sign  to  a  parent  that  Lee 
iidn't  put  it  there.  No  child  is  dumb  enough  to  mess  up  good 
hings  with  his  own  name.  However,  if  you  find  "PRINCE 
iOE  IV"  carved  in  the  knotty  pine,  you  can  be  sure  that  Joe 
limself  wrote  it. 

My  husband  and  I  knew  enough  never  to  add  to  the  con- 
tusion by  asking,  "Who  did  this?"  It  was  always  better  to  be 
ilirect  and  go  boldly  to  the  point:  "Betsy,  wipe  up  that  wa- 
|er."  Or,  "Mary  Lou,  pick  up  that  paper."  With  two  children, 
/e  had  a  fifty-fifty  chance  of  being  right.  But  with  six,  the 
<dds  are  now  against  us. 

We  are  also  baffled  by  the  rapid  changes  that  every  child 

Uidergoes.  Sometimes  a  14-year-old  will  think  as  a  14-year- 

llild,  or  as  a  four-year-old,  or  as  a  24-year-old.  And  then  there 

ire  times  he  doesn't  seem  to  think  at  all.  A  parent  can  plead, 


bribe,  browbeat,  lecture,  discipline,  and  have  man-to-man 
talks  by  the  hour  and  never  reach  beyond  the  outer  shell  of 
youth.  That's  why  the  experts  say  the  way  to  teach  children 
is  by  setting  an  example.  Children  surely  learn  by  example. 
The  only  trouble  is,  they  learn  the  bad  example  quickest  and 
surest.  If  you  doubt  it,  try  calling  the  driver  who  forces  your 
car  off  the  road  a  "stupid  jerk"  within  hearing  of  a  four-year- 
old.  For  weeks,  each  member  of  the  family  will  be  known  as 
"stupid  jerk." 

Even  if  some  saint  of  a  parent  sets  nothing  but  good  ex- 
amples, they  would  very  frequently  backfire.  If  the  father 
dresses  neatly  and  shaves  daily,  the  four-year-old  will  shave 
and  cut  his  chin  and  the  14-year-old  will  shave  and  mess  up 
the  razor.  If  the  mother  enjoys  baking,  she'll  come  in  to 
fix  breakfast  some  morning  and  find  ten  pounds  of  flour 
paste  in  the  dishpan,  along  with  a  dozen  broken  eggs — not 
all  of  them  in  the  dishpan. 

Love  in  a  parent's  heart  is  a  mysterious,  wonderful  thing. 
It  multiplies  with  each  child.  And  this  is  the  nicest  thing 
about  a  large  family.  There  is  always  someone  to  share  an 
idea  with,  or  a  rainbow,  or  a  cup  of  tea.  And  as  the  good 
things  become  sweeter  through  sharing,  so  the  heartbreaks, 
the  disappointments,  the  rainy  days  become  lighter  because 
there  is  someone  we  care  for  to  help  us  endure  them. 

I  can  remember  when  I  thought  that  four  children  made  a 
large  family.  That  was  when  we  had  three  and  were  expecting 
the  fourth.  I  wrote  about  our  news  to  my  grandmother,  a 
lovely  little  woman  in  her  eighties  who  had  mothered  six. 
She  replied  with  what  I  shall  always  think  of  as  one  of  the 
sweetest  and  truest  remarks  I  would  ever  hear: 

"Another  one  to  love."

WRITING 
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HOW  TO  MAKE  WORDS 
SAY  SOMETHING

At  the  age  of  four,  Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  word-intoxi- 
cated child,  lying  awake  at  night,  pondering  the  stories  his 
mother  had  read  him.  The  words  he  heard  were  living  things 
—things  you  could  see  and  taste  and  feel.  There  seemed  to  be 
hundreds  of  new  words  to  savor  every  week,  and  the  boy's 
eyes  shone  with  the  excitement  of  learning  each  one.  Years 
later,  that  same  Abraham  Lincoln  was  able  to  make  his 
words  create  the  inspiration  of  the  Gettysburg  Address, 
which  will  be  recited  as  long  as  there  are  tongues  to  speak. 

Few  persons,  of  course,  can  hope  to  attain  Lincoln's  mastery 
of  our  language.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  almost  all  children 
hunger  after  words.  Even  words  we  adults  take  for  granted 
may  hold  an  exciting  world  of  wonder  for  a  child.  The  child 
knows  the  difference  between  "walk"  and  "run"  as  motions. 
But  until  they  are  pointed  out  to  him,  he  does  not  realize  that 
two  quite  different  words  describe  these  similar  actions. 

Words  which  express  feelings  are  especially  fascinating  to 
children:  quiet,  happy,  sad,  still,  loud.  Simple  questions  like 
"What  is  the  difference  between  quiet  and  still?"  stimulate 
a  preschool  child  to  explore  his  own  being  and  also  build  his 
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awareness  of  the  individuality  of  others.  Once  a  youngs: : 
starts  to  school,  the  parent  must  encourage  him  in  his  : 
tempts  to  use  more  and  more  words.

In  the  first  grade,  the  child  learns  to  write  the  letters  ; 
the  alphabet.  Copying  words  just  for  practice  will,  during  t  j 
first  year,  give  him  a  writing  vocabulary  of  fifty  or  si> !

he  story -word  method  is  durable  enough  to  last  through 
le  seventh  or  eighth  grade  for  most  youngsters.  When  your 
ild  is  ready  for  additional  work,  add  the  following  require- 
ments to  his  assignment: 


The  story  needs  a  definite  pattern.  It  must  have  an  open- 
ing, a  development,  a  climax  of  action,  and  a  closing. 

1.  An  opening  should  arouse  the  reader's  interest.  It  should 
give  time,  place,  characters,  and  (sometimes)  a  theme  or 
message. 

2.  Development  should  be  by  action  of  the  characters.  (The 
author  shouldn't  simply  tell  what  happened  in  "And  then 
they  did  so-and-so"  style.) 

3.  Climax  should  be  the  high  point  of  action,  near  the 
end  of  the  story. 

4.  Closing  should  be  smooth  and  swift,  like  the  closing  of  a 
curtain  at  the  end  of  a  play. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  any  writer,  no  matter 
how  advanced,  is  to  review  and  improve  his  first  draft.  You 
can  help  your  child  edit  his  stories  by  having  him  go  through 
these  questions  before  considering  any  story  "finished": 

A.  Have  I  read  it  through  carefully  at  least  two  times? 

B.  Is  the  story  as  neat  as  I  can  make  it? 

C.  Have  I  checked  to  see  that  no  sentences  are  wasted 
through  awkward  construction? 

D.  Am  I  sure  there  are  no  errors  of  fact  or  of  grammar? 

A  final  step  in  story  writing  is  story  reading.  Encourage 
your  child  to  read  his  work  aloud,  to  listen  to  the  sound  of  his 
own  words  and  sentences.  Keep  in  mind  that  not  everyone  can 
write  clearly  and  exactly  the  thoughts  he  finds  within  him- 
self. But  if  a  parent  watches  over  his  child's  shoulder  as  the 
youngster  reaches  for  words  and  builds  sentences,  both  will 
learn  something  of  the  great  care  needed  to  coax  meaning 
from  language.  And  they  will  also  receive  an  advance  divi- 
dend on  the  greatest  investment  a  parent  'can  make — his 
child's  education.  END

Interesting  paving  designs  are  formed  by  combining 
rounds  and  squares.  The  slabs  were  cast  on  the  job. 
The  largest  round  forms  a  small,  individual  terrace 
near  bedroom.  Crushed  rock  between  castings  gives  a 
texture  that  contrasts  well  with  the  paved  pads.

MARCH  GARDENING  WHERE  YOU  LIVE! 
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Moles!  How  do  we  get  rid  of  them?  We  have  tried  every- 
thing but  they  are  still  with  us.

If  you  really  want  to  pin  me  down,  I  think  the  trap  is 
the  best  method  for  getting  rid  of  them.  At  least,  you  know 
you've  got  the  critter  when  you  find  him  in  the  jaws  of  this 
contraption.  By  the  way,  don't  spend  money  on  euphorbia 
plants  to  take  care  of  this  task.  Unscrupulous  promoters 
have  offered  them  to  the  public  as  mole-repellers,  but  there 
is  no  proof  that  they  do  the  job. 

Do  you  know  if  the  Thomas  black  walnut  is  soft  shelled? 
They  sound  so  good  that  I  would  like  to  bring  a  couple  of 
them  into  California  and  try  them  in  my  garden. 

Mrs.  H.F.,  Modesto,  California 

Though  the  Thomas  black  walnut  sounds  like  a  wonder- 
ful improvement  over  existing  types  offered  here  in  Cali- 
fornia, I've  been  unable  to  find  any  of  my  fruit-tree  en- 
thusiasts who  have  had  a  chance  to  test  or  grow  it.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  it  is  probably  on  the  list  of  quaran- 
tined fruit-tree  materials  which  are  prevented  from  coming 
into  the  state  of  California. 

You'll  find  that  the  big  swing  among  orchardists  here  is 
now  toward  the  varieties  known  as  Hartley  and  Eureka. 
And,  since  these  are  intended  for  commercial  purposes,  the 
nuts  are  not  too  difficult  to  break.  Another  recommended 
variety  is  the  one  called  Drummond.  Nuts  form  under  the 
leaves  and,  being  protected  from  the  hot  rays  of  the  sun, 
do  not  get  sunburned.  You  should  have  no  trouble  finding 
these  in  local  nurseries  or  garden  outlets. 

How  can  I  get  my  6-  to  10-year-old  cacti  to  bloom?  One  is 
a  night-blooming  cereus.  Mrs.  E.D.,  Eugene,  Oregon 

Cacti  prefer  a  reasonably  good  soil  rather  than  just  a 
plain,  barren  sand — the  roots  of  these  plants  want  a  break, 
too.  Equal  parts  of  coarse  sand  and  garden  loam  will  pro- 
vide you  with  a  porous  enough  mixture  to  drain  off  excess 
water  and  yet  give  the  plants  some  sustenance. 

The  night-blooming  cereus  likes  a  little  leaf  mold,  so  add 
an  equal  part  of  it  to  the  above  mixture.  Also,  feed  monthly 
from  April  'til  August.  Then  hold  off  on  food  and  cut  down 
on  water  to  stimulate  flower  buds.  After  flowering,  resume 
regular  feeding  and  watering. 

How  does  one  keep  a  cyclamen  plant  growing  and  bloom- 
ing? Mrs.  A.L.H.,  Bothell,  Washington 

I'm  almost  willing  to  bet  that  your  cyclamen  plants  are 
being  kept  too  warm.  They  prefer  a  temperature  of  50  to  55 
degrees.  Overwatering  is  another  reason  for  many  failures. 
It's  best  to  soak  the  plants  in  a  deep  pan  of  water  so  they 
get  their  moisture  from  below.  Do  this  about  once  a  week 
so  the  soil  can  dry  out  somewhat  between  waterings.  Gas 
heat  is  something  else  that  cyclamens  dislike. 


W  hat  intensity  of  fluorescent  light  is  necessary  for  groi 
ing  plants  indoors  without  sunlight?  And  how  long  tnw 
the  lights  be  left  on  each  day?        L.H.,  Pinehurst,  Idal, 

One  of  my  San  Francisco  friends  grows  African-viole 
successfully  under  fluorescent  lights,  and  here  are  his  recon 
mendations.  Suspend  two  40-watt  tubes  18  inches  abo> 
the  bench.  By  testing  with  a  photoelectric  meter,  he's  four 
that  the  light  from  the  lamps  has  the  same  intensity  as  h 
north  window.  With  a  daily  exposure  of  12  hours,  tl 
plants  grow  and  flower  beautifully.

Your  hoya  is  probably  not  warm  enough.  Under  70  df 
grees,  the  flower  buds  just  fail  to  develop.  Starting  in  t) 
spring,  plants  should  be  given  deep  and  thorough  soakinJ 
and  allowed  to  get  rather  dry  before  soaking  again.  If  til 
plant  needs  repotting,  use  a  house  plant  soil  mix,  or  mail 
your  own  with  equal  parts  of  coarse  sand,  coarse  leaf  moll 
and  light  loam.  Also,  feed  plant  lightly  once  a  month.  L[ 
your  hoya  go  dormant  during  winter  months.  Water  juij 
enough  to  keep  leaves  from  shriveling. 

What  is  the  best  type  of  evergreen  shrub  I  could  use  fa 
quick-growing  hedge?

Almost  everyone  in  your  area  uses  English  laurel  for  til 
purpose,  but  it  seems  to  me  a  good  idea  to  use  a  plant  th 
gives  both  flowers  and  evergreen  coverage.  Gardeners  in  t 
Puget  Sound  country  are  becoming  a  little  more  brave  abo> 
trying  camellias  for  hedges.  Kumasaka,  one  of  the  hardid 
as  well  as  one  of  the  easiest  red  camellias  to  grow,  mafe 
an  excellent  hedge.  Pittosporum  tobira  has  nice  evergre* 
foliage  along  with  masses  of  fragrant,  creamy  white  flow« 
in  April  and  May.  It  is  reasonably  hardy  in  your  area.  Iti 
hurt  only  in  those  unusual  seasons  when  snow  falls — a| 
that's  not  very  often.

NE  of  the  quickest  ways  to  give  any  room  a  spring  lift  is  to  let 
Ur  washer  and  dryer  freshen  up  curtains.  Here's  how  to  give  the 
terent  fabrics  and  finishes  the  care  each  likes  best. 
You'll  extend  the  life  of  curtains  by  washing  them  before  they 
t  too  heavily  soiled.  Before  you  take  them  down,  use  the  dusting 
achment  of  vacuum  to  get  rid  of  loose  dust.  If  curtains  are  only 
htly  soiled,  freshen  by  fluffing  in  dryer.  Use  no-heat  setting. 
len  they  can  hang  a  while  longer  before  washing. 

Check  fabric  for  weak  spots.  Heat,  sun,  atmospheric  condi- 
ns  may  damage.  When  curtains  are  delicate  or  when  you  find  a 
&k  spot,  protect  by  washing  in  mesh  bag  or  in  pillowcase, 
lit  helps  to  soak  white  or  colorfast  curtains  which  are  quite 
ty.  Use  the  prewash  or  soak  cycle,  if  available  on  your  washer. 
,  if  you  choose  your  own  time  settings,  soak  synthetic,  wash- 
d-wear,  or  delicate  curtains  for  five  to  ten  minutes;  soak  cottons 
d  fabrics  without  special  finish  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes  in  luke- 
irm  water  and  a  light  suds.  Use  a  hot-water  wash  for  white  or 


colorfast  fabrics  which  have  no  wrinkle-resistant  finish.  With  or- 
gandy, resin-treated  cotton,  and  nylon  or  other  synthetics,  use 
warm  water  to  minimize  any  wrinkling.  Hand  washing  is  recom- 
mended for  chintz. 

Limit  washing  time.  The  cycle  for  "delicate"  or  "wash- 
and-wear"  fabrics  may  be  used.  Or,  if  you  choose  the  time  limit 
yourself,  two  to  four  minutes  is  enough. 

Helpful  washing  aids  are  water  softeners,  fabric  softeners,  and 
bleaches.  With  resin-treated  cottons,  check  the  label  information 
about  the  use  of  bleach. 

The  easy  method  for  hand  washing  fiberglass  curtains  is  simply 
to  soak,  drain,  hang.  Place  lengthwise  in  tub  of  lukewarm  water. 
Use  mild  detergent  or  soap.  Soak  thirty  minutes;  swish  gently. 
Rinse  well.  Wringing,  excessive  agitation,  tumble  drying,  or  iron- 
ing aren't  recommended.  Avoid  chlorine  bleach  on  fiberglass. 

Hang  until  excess  water  drains,  then  rehang  at  windows  when 
still  damp.  Gently  smooth  hems  and  seams.  Roll  marquisette 
fiberglass  in  towel  or  sheet  to  remove  excess  water,  then  rehang. 

It's  easy  to  starch  in  your  washer,  but  it  does  require  more 
starch.  If  hand  starching,  make  enough  at  one  time  to  cover  your 
curtains  completely  so  that  all  will  get  same  amount.  And  remove 
starched  curtains  from  the  dryer  while  they're  still  damp. 

You  may  save  yourself  ironing  time  by  careful  rinsing  and  dry- 
ing of  synthetic  fabrics.  Wringing  creates  wrinkles.  You  may  hang 
curtains  dripping  wet,  or  spin  in  the  washer  just  enough  to  re- 
move excess  water,  and  then  dry  in  dryer  on  low  heat.  It's  wise 
to  use  "wash-and-wear"  dryer  setting  for  resin-treated  cottons. 

In  all  cases,  remove  curtains  from  dryer  as  soon  as  it  stops. 
Then  touch-up  ironing  may  be  all  that's  needed.  (They're  more 
apt  to  be  wrinkled  if  they  lie  in  a  warm  heap.)  Iron  polished  cot- 
ton and  chintz  on  right  side  only.  Then,  put  curtains  up  again  and 
enjoy  their  fresh  new  look  for  spring.  Gives  your  spirits  a  lift.

Don't  use  a  fork  to  remove  toast 
from  an  electric  toaster,  or  if  you 
must,  unplug  toaster  first.

Wear  low  heels  when  working 
in  the  home. 

Keep  traffic  lanes  clear.  Don't 
clutter  the  passageways  with  ob- 
jects which  could  be  stumbled 
over  and  cause  falls. 
Keep  all  dangerous,  poisonous, 
sharp,  or  hot  objects  out  of 
reach  of  children. 
Read  manufacturer's  instruc- 
tions on  all  products  for  special 
safety  precautions  and  directions 
for  correct  use. 

Dispose    of    aerosol    cans    and 
vacuum  cleaner  dust  in  trash 
can.  They're  explosive. 
Avoid  fabrics  that  are  heat  sensi- 
tive, and  finishes  which  increase 
their  flammability . 
Know  location  of  water,  gas, 
and  electric  supply  shutoffs. 
Have    a   first-aid    kit    available 
with  supplies  never  depleted. 

Storage  Have  a  sturdy  step- 
ladder    or    safe    stepstool    for 
reaching  high  places. 
Store    heavy    objects    on    lower 
shelves.

Before  you  do  anything  about  buying  a  house, 
you  should  be  up  to  date  on  terms  you'll  be  hear- 
ing and  discussing.  Here  are  some  major  ones. 
This  mortgage  includes  major1  appliances  like 
kitchen  and  laundry  equipment.  It  eases  the  load 
on  your  budget  by  letting  you  pay  a  small  amount 
each  month.  In  the  long  run  you  do  pay  more 
interest,  but  for  most  people,  this  is  overcome 
by  the  satisfaction  of  having  new  appliances 
right  with  their  house. 

These  are  offered  by  banks,  savings  and  loan 
associations,  and  mortgage  bankers.  Conven- 
tional loans  are  usually  75  or  80  per  cent  of  prop- 
erty value;  terms  run  up  to  25  years. 
The  Federal  Housing  Administration  insures  the 
lender  of  an  FHA  mortgage  against  loss.  The 
FHA  appraises  the  property  and  checks  the  bor- 
rower's financial  status.  FHA  loans  can  be  made 
for  up  to  97  per  cent  of  the  property  value. 
Available  to  veterans  of  World  War  II  or  Korea. 
If  the  lender  is  willing,  loans  may  be  made  for  up 
to  100  per  cent  of  the  VA  appraisal  value. 
These  rates  vary  according  to  the  risk  the  lender 
decides  he  is  taking,  the  age  of  the  property,  and 
the  size  of  the  down  payment.  Current  loan  rates 
range  from  5}4  to  6%  per  cent.  FHA  maximum 
rates  total  5%  per  cent.  GI  loan  rates  can't  be 
above  534  per  cent. 

Because  FHA  and  VA  interest  rates  are  frozen 
by  federal  regulation,  lenders  charge  "points," 
or  discounts,  to  the  seller  or  builder  before  giving 
a  mortgage  to  the  borrower.  The  charge  may  be

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from  2  to  5  per  cent  of  the  total  mortgage,  and 
allows  these  loans  to  earn  as  much  for  the  lender 
as  conventional  mortgages. 
On  conventional  loans,  the  down  payment  at 
savings  and  loan  firms  may  be  as  low  as  10  per 
cent.  Banks  and  life  insurance  companies  are 
held,  by  law,  to  a  minimum  of  25  per  cent  down. 
FHA  down  payments  vary  according  to  value  of  a 
home;  VA  loans  can  be  made  without  any  down 
payment  if  the  lender  agrees.  Part  of  your  down 
payment  (called  "earnest  money")  will  be  paid 
first  with  the  sales  contract.  This  contract  sets 
out  the  price  and  terms  of  the  sale  if  you  qualify 
for  a  loan  (and  if  the  builder  gives  clear  title) .  If 
you  can't  qualify  for  the  loan,  your  money  should 
be  returned.  After  your  loan  is  approved  and  all 
papers  are  prepared,  you'll  pay  the  rest  of  the 
down  payment. 

The  key  factors  are  the  borrower's  age  and  the 
future  value  of  the  house.  This  year,  on  homes 
less  than  10  years  old,  you  can  usually  expect  a 
25-year  repayment  period;  many  lenders  offer 
30-year  terms  on  FHA  and  GI  loans. 
This  year,  many  more  builders  and  Realtors  are 
taking  one  house  in  trade  for  another.  If  you're 
short  of  cash  for  a  down  payment,  ask  your  lend- 
er to  advise  you;  you  may  be  able  to  afford  a 
much  bigger  house,  just  by  trading  yours  in  and 
taking  over  new  payments. 
This  provision  in  a  mortgage  lets  you  get  more 
funds  for  improvements  without  refinancing.  Be 
sure  to  ask  if  this  feature  is  available.

Study  the  classified  section  of  the  newspaper. 
You'll  find  out  what  homes  are  available— and 
where.  Most  of  them  will  appear  under  "Houses 
for  Sale,"  but  watch  "Real  Estate"  display  ads 
and  "Open  House,"  too.  Often  smaller  suburban 
papers  will  have  good  leads. 
By  all  means.  A  small,  well-worded  ad  will  bring 
surprisingly  good  results.  Be  sure  to  include  the 
area  you  want,  along  with  size,  style,  and  price. 
For  maximum  coverage,  run  the  ad  all  week. 
Before  the  phone  starts  ringing,  make  out  a  list  of 
key  questions;  then  keep  a  notebook  handy  for 
the  answers. 

Hardly  ever.  Plan  to  spend  spare  evenings  and 
weekends  in  your  car  with  a  good  city  map  and  a 
compass.  Mark  off  likely  areas  on  the  map  and 
drive  through,  watching  for  "For  Sale"  signs. 
When  you  find  an  interesting  house,  get  out  and 
talk  to  the  owner.  If  possible,  look  through  the 
house;  jot  down  the  key  features.  After  you  look 
at  a  house,  mark  it  on  the  map  with  a  number. 
Then  put  this  number  next  to  the  description  in 
your  notebook.  Even  if  you're  hunting  for  an  old- 
er home,  check  out  builder's  new  homes,  too. 
Stop  at  open  houses  and  browse.  For  more  in- 
formation, stop  at  the  builder's  office,  often  right 
on  the  development. 

If  you're  new  in  town,  you'll  want  advice  on 
areas  and  builders.  Any  bank,  savings  and  loan 
firm,  or  Realtor  can  help  you. 
A  good  idea — especially  if  you  are  new  in  a  big 
city,  or  can't  spend  the  time  yourself.  An  ex- 
perienced Realtor  can  advise  you  on  one  of  the 
most  important  points:  location.  Not  only  that, 
he  knows  what  is  available  in  your  price  range, 
and  how  to  close  the  deal ;  before  you  begin  work- 
ing with  him,  be  sure  you  tell  him  exactly  what 
your  needs  are.  To  get  an  experienced  Realtor, 
check  with  local  lenders,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, or  the  Better  Business  Bureau — take  the 
Realtor  whose  name  is  mentioned  most  often. 
Several  things.  He  saves  you  time  and  energy  by 
showing  you  the  kind  of  house  you  want.  He  tells 
you  how  stable  property  values  are,  and  cautions 
you  on  any  zoning  changes  or  freeway  plans. 
When  you  find  a  house  you  like,  he  arranges 
for  a  mortgage  loan  and  settles  the  closing  de- 
tails— what  equipment  stays,  when  you  move  in, 
and  who  pays  taxes  and  other  costs.  He  also 
settles  any  differences  on  price. 
Nothing — a  real  estate  agent's  commission  is  paid 
by  the  seller. 

There's  just  one  way:  check  on  the  zoning.  Make 
sure  the  neighborhood  is  zoned  for  single-family 
residences.  The  zoning  shouldn't  allow  indus- 
trial sites,  businesses,  or  multiple  dwellings 
either.  To  find  the  zoning,  you  need  the  legal 
description  (lot  number  and  addition).  You  can 
get  this  from  the  tax  receipts  for  the  property, 
or  by  calling  the  local  auditor's  office  or  city  en- 
gineer and  giving  them  the  street  address. 

With  the  legal  description,  you  can  call  the  city 
zoning  office  (or  the  planning  commission)  for 
your  area  zoning;  some  zoning  offices  even  fur- 
nish a  zoning  map.  And  while  you're  checking 
on  zoning,  look  around  the  neighborhood  for 
child-size  dangers — busy  streets,  railroads,  open 
ditches,  or  the  like.

construction.  Check  with  local  Amei 
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tute  of  Architects  offices,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, or  lenders  for  recommendations.  Archi- 
tects generally  charge  about  $15  an  hour  for  this 
inspection;  the  job  usually  takes  about  two  hours. 
If  no  architect  is  available,  get  an  experienced 
contractor  to  check  for  you. 
The  whole  house.  He  inspects  the  exterior  and 
landscaping.  Then  he  checks  the  basic  construc- 
tion— foundation,  beams,  roof  supports,  flooring, 
windows,  doors,  and  insulation.  Besides  this  in- 
spection, he  looks  at  wiring,  plumbing,  and  ap- 
pliances. Finally,  the  architect  evaluates  the 
floor  plan. 

By  comparing.  As  you  shop  around,  you'll  collect 
offering  prices  on  your  house-hunting  check  list; 
by  sitting  down  and  studying  them,  you  can  get 
a  fair  idea  of  what  sellers  are  asking  in  your  area. 
However,  the  best  way  to  estimate  market  value 
is  by  checking  on  recent  sales  prices:  when  you 
see  a  sold  sign,  stop  and  find  out  the  sale  price 
from  the  owner,  Realtor,  or  the  seller.  By  getting 
the  sales  price  on  several  homes  you  like,  you  will 
know  what  to  offer  on  a  similar  one.  If  you  don't 
have  a  chance  to  check  out  home  prices,  get  an 
appraiser—  he  can  give  you  precise  information 
on  the  current  market. 

It  depends.  If  you're  getting  an  FHA  or  VA  loan, 
you  will  get  an  appraisal  as  part  of  the  loan ;  and 
^hen  you  apply  for  a  loan  from  a  local  lender,  an 
^jjpraisal  is  included  in  the  transaction.  Both  of 
e  appraisals  furnish  you  with  the  mortgage 
value  (what  the  lender  will  loan  on  the  property). 
An  independent  appraiser  is  different;  he  gives 
you  an  estimate  of  the  market  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. To  find  the  market  value,  he  works  like  this: 
He  inspects  the  property  inside  and  out. 
He  looks  over  the  neighborhood  to  see  that 
property  values  will  remain  stable. 
He  figures  the  cost-approach  value — an  ap- 
praiser does  this  by  subtracting  the  deprecia- 
tion from  the  replacement  cost  of  the  house, 
and  then  adding  in  the  value  of  the  land. 
He  analyzes  market  data—  this  is  an  apprais- 
er's best  indicator  of  the  market  value  of  the 
house.  First,  he  checks  his  file  of  houses  sold  re- 
cently in  that  neighborhood;  then  he  goes  out 
and  inspects  several  of  them  carefully.  In  his 
report,  he  compares  the  houses,  point  by  point, 
with  the  one  you  want,  and  tells  you  what  it  is 
worth. 
For  this  complete,  documented  appraisal  report, 
you  will  pay  around  $75-$  100;  a  less  detailed  ap- 
praisal costs  as  low  as  $30.  An  experienced  ap- 
praiser will  belong  to  the  Society  of  Residential 
Appraisers,  and  will  be  a  Member  of  the  Ap- 
praisal Institute.  Ask  about  these  memberships 
when  you  check  for  an  appraiser. 
There  are  several  guides  you  can  use.  To  find  out 
the  maximum  purchase  you  can  handle,  multiply 
your  family's  annual  gross  income  2}  2  or  3  times. 
To  estimate  a  reasonable  monthly  payment,  di- 
vide the  annual  gross  income  figure  by  60;  the 
result  includes  mortgage  principal  and  interest, 
as  well  as  your  property  taxes  and  insurance.  To 
figure  house  payments  another  way,  allow  your- 
self one  week's  salary  for  them.  However,  these 
are  general  guides  only:  If  your  home  and  family 
are  the  big  things  in  your  life,  you  may  want  to

disregard  these  "formulas"  and  concentrate  more 
of  your  money  on  your  house.  You'll  have  to  work 
this  out  with  your  lender. 

The  practical  way.  Offer  what  your  figures  indi- 
cate the  house  is  worth  on  the  current  market — 
and  stay  with  that  figure.  However,  you  can't 
expect  the  seller  to  jump  at  your  first  offer.  He'll 
want  to  see  any  appraisal  figures  you  have,  and 
he  may  have  some  of  his  own  to  compare.  It  may 
take  more  than  one  session  to  settle  this,  and  you 
may  have  to  give  on  some  points  of  the  sale.  Once 
you  have  agreed  on  the  price,  start  on  the  details 
—what  stays  with  the  house;  the  moving  date; 
the  payment  of  taxes  and  other  costs.  Then  begin 
checking  on  a  mortgage  loan;  talk  to  several  lend- 
ers to  get  the  lowest  interest  rate. 
Definitely  not.  This  is  time  for  an  experienced 
lawyer's  help — his  advice  now  can  save  you  from 
an  expensive  misunderstanding.  When  a  lawyer 
takes  over  for  you,  he  assumes  several  jobs: 
He  drafts  or  reviews  the  purchase  agreement, 
and  inspects  the  property  when  necessary. 
He  examines  the  abstract  of  title  and  gives  an 
opinion  on  it — one  of  his  most  important  jobs; 
then  he  drafts  the  loan  note  and  the  mortgage 
papers  if  not  done  by  the  lender  involved.  (In 
-  some  areas,  title  insurance  firms  take  care  of 
these  steps.) 

After  this,  the  lawyer  attends  the  closing, 
representing  you  and  making  sure  all  the  de- 
tails are  completed  correctly. 
He  reads  all  documents,  and  insures  that  you 
don't  put  down  too  much  "earnest  money." 
For  this  service,  a  lawyer  will  charge  between  $65 
and  $110,  with  the  average  fee  about  $85.  To  get 
a  lawyer  who  specializes  in  real  estate,  call  your 
bank,  savings  and  loan  firm,  or  mortgage  banker. 
No,  but  some  of  the  big  ones  can  come  close.  They 
have  their  own  real  estate  men,  and  sometimes 
their  own  legal  staff.  Because  of  this,  you  can  cut 
down  on  the  house-hunting  time  and  the  financial 
details — and  you  usually  get  a  good  choice  of  de- 
signs and  equipment.  Once  you've  decided  on  a 
builder  home  and  checked  it  out  like  any  other- 
house,  you'll  go  through  several  basic  steps:  (1) 
making  out  a  mortgage  loan  application ;  (2)  pay- 
ing the  builder  "earnest  money"  on  a  contract;  (3) 
signing  the  loan  note  and  the  mortgage  after  the 
papers  have  been  checked  and  approved ;  (4)  get- 
ting the  deed  and  a  description  of  your  property. 
Just  like  any  other  service  you  get,  you'll  want 
to  be  sure  you're  dealing  with  a  reliable,  experi- 
enced builder.  You  can  check  his  reputation  with 
previous  customers,  local  lenders,  and  with  the 
local  chapter  of  the  National  Association  of  Home 
Builders.

How  to  sell 

Be  realistic.  Selling  a  house  is  no  quick  job.  Sure, 
you've  heard  of  someone  who  put  an  ad  in  the 
paper,  showed  three  couples  through—  and  sold 
it  for  $2,000  more  than  he  paid  for  it.  But  that's 
not  the  way  house  sales  usually  go.  There's 
plenty  of  cleaning  up,  waiting,  showing — and 
more  waiting.  You're  appealing  to  a  limited 
group  of  people  who  really  need  a  place  to  live. 
And  you  can't  expect  100  per  cent  of  these  buyers 
to  be  looking  for  your  exact  style  or  size  of  house, 
or  your  location.  This  means  you  should  prepare 
yourself — and  your  house — for  that  occasional 
buyer.  In  today's  market,  remember  one  thing: 
you  normally  don't  sell  your  house  to  make 
money.  Buyers  today  aren't  as  anxious — houses 
aren't  as  scarce. 

As  hard  as  you  can.  Once  a  buyer  gets  the  feeling 
you  don't  care  about  your  house,  he's  tough  to 
sell.  Even  a  Realtor  is  influenced  by  what  kind  of 
face  your  house  shows.  First  on  your  list  is  a  ma- 
jor cleanup.  Straighten  up  hallways,  closets,  and 
storage  areas.  Shine  up  floors,  sinks,  and  win- 
dows. If  the  lawn  looks  shabby,  a  dose  of  ferti- 
lizer will  brighten  it  up.  Next,  start  on  repairs. 
Take  a  trouble-shooting  tour  and  jot  down  the 
things  that  don't  work;  use  your  spare  evenings 
and  weekends  for  these  repairs.  Concentrate  on 
problems  like  sticky  doors,  broken  locks,  or  torn 
screens.  Make  sure  the  front  entrance  looks— 
and  works — like  new.  Finally,  decide  if  you  need 
to  redecorate  one  or  two  rooms.  Often  a  coat  of 
paint  or  new  wallpaper  can  tip  the  sale  for  you. 
If  you  do  the  work,  it  won't  be  a  major  expense. 
By  shopping  around.  Drive  through  your  neigh- 
borhood and  inspect  houses  that  are  for  sale ;  keep 
a  check  list  of  features,  as  well  as  the  offering 
prices.  Later  you  can  study  these  and  find  out 
just  what  the  average  asking  prices  are.  A  much 
better  way  to  decide  on  your  own  asking  price  is 
the  expert's  way:  find  homes  that  have  a  sold 
sign  in  front,  and  get  the  price  they  sold  for.  Don't 
be  carried  away  by  a  rumored  price — or  some- 
one's wild  guess.  You  can,  almost  always,  get  the 
true  price  from  the  owner,  Realtor,  or  seller.  If 
possible,  go  through  the  house  and  list  the  major 
features— later,  compare  them  with  your  own. 
Then  you'll  have  a  good  estimate  of  the  market 
value,  and  won't  be  as  apt  to  overprice  your 
home. 

No — but  almost.  Buyers  today  have  a  wide 
choice,  and  they  shop  carefully.  If  your  house  is 
priced  accurately,  you'll  sell  much  quicker.  An 
independent  appraiser  can  tell  you  what  the 
market  value  of  your  house  is — he'll  give  you  a 
detailed  report  that  includes  a  survey  of  several 
homes  in  your  neighborhood.  And,  you  can  get  an 
FHA  conditional  commitment  (appraisal)  for 
$20;  it  shows  the  market  value  of  your  house,  and 
what  the  FHA  will  loan  on  the  property.  For  a 
complete  description  of  an  appraiser's  services, 
turn  to  the  preceding  page. 
Start  with  the  newspaper.  It's  one  of  the  first 
places  a  buyer  starts  looking.  The  classified  de- 
partment of  a  paper  will  tell  you  when  and 
where  ads  work  the  best,  as  well  as  what  to  say. 
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Be  sure  you  include  key  features:  eat-ir  lit 
big  closets,  or  extra  storage.  Take  time  J) 
the  ad  catchy  and  appealing.  If  there  a's 
ban  papers  in  your  area,  place  an  ad  w  j  t 
too.  If  you  plan  to  sell  by  yourself,  put  \  a 
good-sized  sign  in  front  of  the  house. 
By  being  calm  and  collected.  When  a  bu;  I 
up,  let  him  take  his  time;  usually  he  cad 
much  better  on  his  own.  If  he  overlooks  i 
ture,  let  him  know  about  it,  but  don't  m 
him  with  comments. 

Tailor  your  remarks  to  each  buyer,  hi 
four  children,  he'll  be  thinking  about  m 
he's  a  grandfather,  this  probably  worfl 
main  concern.  Most  of  all,  be  patient  ai  fi 
ly —  there  are  going  to  be  many  lookers  a  if 
the  more  serious  buyers.

We  know  this  is  a  workbench  that  really  works,  because 
it  has  been  built  and  tested  by  one  of  our  own  handy- 
man readers.  We  sent  this  plan  to  John  Dyste,  a  Min- 
neapolis insurance  agent  and  amateur  craftsman,  who 
built  our  bench  and  has  been  using  it  to  help  put  the 
finishing  touches  on  the  remodeling  of  his  52-year-old 
home.  He  gives  our  bench  an  unqualified  and  enthusi- 
astic okay,  and  says  he  only  wishes  he'd  had  it  in  his 
shop  long  before  this. 


TESTED  BY  A  HANDYMAN 


The  top  of  the  main  workbench 
is  42  inches  high,  which  lets  you 
do  most  work  without  stooping. 
But  when  you  need  a  lower  or 
an  extra  work  surface,  you  can 
use  the  top  of  one  of  the  roll-out 
storage  units,  as  Mr.  Dyste  is 
doing  here.  Teamed  up,  the  two 
roll-outs  make  a  great  surface  for 
cutting  sheet  material. 


The  tops  of  the  roll-outs  are 
hinged  and  hang  down  the  backs 
of  the  units  to  let  you  get  at  the 
shelves  easily.  Locking-type 
swivel  casters  on  the  front  of 
both  units,  and  fixed  casters  on 
the  back  let  you  maneuver  them 
in  and  out  easily  and  make  them 
stay  put  wherever  you  want 
them. 


The  main  framework  for  the  bench  is  bolted  together  with  carriage 
head  bolts  as  shown.  Cut  the  dadoes  in  the  front  legs  for  the  drawer 
framework  before  assembling.  Fasten  on  the  plywood  ends  with  nails 
and  glue.  Fasten  the  pieces  for  the  drawer  frame  together,  then  nail 
and  glue  them  in  place.  Notice  that  the  drawer  frame  uprights  (H) 
are  nailed  to  the  back  of  the  bench  frame  piece  (A).  The  two  small 
guard  rails  at  the  bottoms  of  the  bench  legs  help  guide  the  roll-outs

Marbling  is  a  meat  industry  word  for  the  thin 
ribbons  of  fat  woven  through  the  lean  of 
steaks  and  hams. 

In  the  slice  of  "Ham -What -Am"  by  Armour 
opposite  you  see  this  fine  tracery  of  white  lines.

FAMILY  MONEY  QUESTIONS  ANSWER 

BY  THE  EDITORS  OF  BETTER  HOMES  &  GARDEr 


How  can  you  reduce  high  "fixed  costs"  in  a 
family  budget? 

This  is  the  money  question  readers  ask  most  often.  It's  much 
too  involved  to  answer  all  at  once,  but  we'd  like  to  list  what  we 
feel  are  the  10  places  in  the  family  budget  that  ought  to  be  ex- 
amined for  money  leaks.  In  future  issues,  we'll  take  a  close  look 
at  each  of  the  10  subjects  (and  many  more). 

There  really  is  no  such  thing  as  a  "fixed  cost"  in  your  family 
budget.  Even  your  rent  or  mortgage  payment  isn't  fixed;  you 
could  refinance  or  move  to  more-  or  less-costly  housing  if  you  had 
to.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  some  of  the  expenses  often  referred  to  as 
fixed  are  actually  highly  elastic.  You  can  squeeze  them  for  dollars 
you  need  elsewhere  in  your  family  spending: 

1.  Concentrate  life  insurance  on  the  breadwinner.  Don't 
let  a  lot  of  smaller  policies  on  other  family  members  drain  away 
your  finances — or  worse  yet,  cause  you  to  underinsure  Dad.  If 
you  want  insurance  on  Mother  and  the  children,  get  it  in  one  of 
the  new  "family  plan"  policies  at  no  more  than  the  cost  of  insur- 
ing the  parents  alone. 

2.  Pay  for  insurance  annually  instead  of  monthly.  Annual 
payments  save  you  about  8  per  cent;  even  semiannual  payments 
offer  a  worth-while  saving.  You  can  budget  for  the  big  annual  bill 
by  starting  a  separate  savings  account  earmarked  for  insurance. 
Not  only  do  you  save  on  the  insurance  costs,  but  your  insurance 
savings  account  earns  an  additional  4  per  cent  or  so  as  it  accumu- 
lates during  the  year. 

3.  Stop  paying  heavy  finance  charges.  Installment  debts 
and  those  innocent-appearing  "revolving"  charge  accounts  carry 
true  annual  interest  rates  of  12  to  22  per  cent  or  more.  A  typical 
young  family  may  pay  $100  to  $125  a  year  just  in  finance  charges. 
Here's  what  you  should  do  instead:  Reserve  installment  plans  for 
large  purchases;  borrow  the  least  you  need;  make  monthly  pay- 
ments as  large  as  you  can,  not  as  small  as  the  seller  or  lender  will 
permit;  compare  finance  rates  at  different  sources  in  the  same  way 
you  compare  value  in  the  merchandise  itself. 

4.  Keep  your  food  bills  under  control.  Surveys  have  found 
that  in  the  same  neighborhood  one  family  may  spend  $1  a  day 
per  person  on  food,  while  others  spend  as  much  as  $1.75.  Heavy 
outlays  for  meat  and  commercial  desserts  often  account  for  much 
of  the  difference.  Keep  meat  costs  a  reasonable  part  of  your  food 
bill  by  these  methods:  Use  meats  that  are  in  ample  seasonal  sup- 
ply; buy  larger  cuts  when  possible  for  use  in  several  meals;  use 
less-costly  grades  of  meat  where  they  suit  your  cooking  purpose 
(all  grades  have  the  same  nutrition). 

5.  Don't  heat  the  whole  out-of-doors.  If  you  suspect  your 
heating  costs  are  unusually  high,  ask  your  utility  or  fuel  supplier 
to  compare  your  bills  with  those  for  homes  of  similar  size  and

assessments  have  not  been  raised  in  line  with  increased  val- 
ues. Sometimes  older  houses  also  have  improvements-  fin- 
ished attics  and  basements,  for  instance-  which  assessors 
may  not  know  about  but  which  would  add  to  the  value. 

Property  taxes  in  new  communities  may  be  deceptively  low 
at  first.  Don't  let  this  mislead  you  in  choosing  one  location 
over  another.  As  schools,  roads,  and  police  and  fire  stations 
are  built,  taxes  can  double  and  triple.  In  older  communities, 
there  is  less  likelihood  of  taxes  shooting  up  sharply,  since 
most  public  facilities  are  already  paid  for. 

The  important  point  is  that  you  normally  pay  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  services  available.  If  taxes  are  low,  it  sim- 
ply means  that  improvements  are  yet  to  come.  When  they 
do,  your  tax  bill  will  inevitably  go  up. 

Do  they  sell  stocks  on  the  installment 
plan? 

No,  not  exactly.  But  you  can  buy  stock  in  easy  stages,  in- 
vesting as  little  as  $40  every  three  months.  For  each  payment, 
you  get  the  amount  of  stock  your  dollars  will  buy  at  the  time, 
less  broker's  commission.  You  can  arrange  for  dividends  to  be 
reinvested,  too.  This  program  is  called  the  "Monthly  Invest- 
ment Plan,"  and  if  you  keep  it  up — even  with  minimum  pay- 
ments- you  can  eventually  accumulate  a  respectable  securi- 
ty holding. 

Brokers  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  handle  these 
plans.  Decide  on  the  stock  you  want  to  buy,  how  often  you 


will  make  payments  (monthly  or  quarterly),  and  how  mud 
you  can  invest  each  time  ($40  to  $1,000).  Since  each  purchase 
involves  a  separate  commission,  quarterly  plans  cost  less.  If: 
you  want  more  than  one  stock,  you  can  have  several  plans  [ 
going  simultaneously. 

Your  broker  buys  your  stock  at  the  first  odd-lot  price  of 
the  day  after  he  gets  your  check.  He  credits  the  purchase  tc 
your  account  and  sends  you  a  confirmation  that  tells  you  the 
number  of  shares  bought,  price,  commission  (maximum  6  per 
cent  on  $100  or  less),  and  your  total  holdings. 

Generally,  Monthly  Investment  Plans  are  for  the  long 
pull,  in  anticipation  of  long-range  economic  growth.  One  of 
their  selling  points  is  "dollar  cost  averaging" — buying  so! 
many  dollars'  worth  of  stock  on  a  periodic  basis.  This  means 
that  when  the  price  drops,  your  money  buys  more  shares; 
when  the  price  goes  up,  of  course,  you  get  fewer  shares,  but 
then  the  shares  you  bought  earlier  are  worth  more  at  the 
same  time. 

If  you  can't  make  a  payment  once  in  awhile,  you  needn't  I 
worry.  You  don't  owe  any  money.  Every  payment  results  in  J 
a  separate  transaction;  if  you  have  to  skip  one,  you  just 
don't  get  any  stock  that  month. 

What  does  hospitalization  insurance  pay 
for?

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Of  all  the  ways  to  create  a  color  scheme,  one  of  the  easiest  and 
most  successful  is  to  take  colors  ,from  a  printed  fabric  and  repeat 
them  on  walls,  floors,  and  furniture.  We'll 
show  you  how  to  go  about  creating  a  color 
scheme,  and  tell  you  some  of  our  never-fail 
rules  for  working  with  today's  new  fabrics. 

In  the  picture  at  right,  we  started  the  color 
scheme  with  a  bold,  brilliantly  flowered  print 
that's  used  on  an  elegant  chair.  Because  it's 
the  center  of  attention,  the  "print  is  used 
only  once.  The  other  colors  are  borrowed  sofa,  walls 
from  this  print  to  accentuate  and  complement  it.  The  checked 
fabric  on  the  sofa  and  covering  one  wall  introduces  a  second 
bright  and  bold  pattern  in  the  room — prov- 
ing that  two  patterns  may  be  skillfully  and 
attractively  blended  if  they're  used  in  the 
right  proportion  and  if  the  colors  harmonize 
with  each  other.  So  please  don't  shy  away 
from  strong  colors. 

There's  a  fine  line,  though,  between  a  skill- 
ful use  of  pattern  and  an  utter  failure.  If  you 
use  too  much  of  the  same  large,  strong- 
colored  print,  it  will  fight  for  attention  all 
over  the  room,  and  will  result  in  competing  spots  of  bold  color, 
instead  of  an  interesting  and  colorful  center  of  interest.

There's  no  end  to  the  interesting  fabrics 
available,  and  virtually  no  limit  as  to  how 
they  can  be  used.  The  fabrics  themselves 
are  as  marvelous  as  their  colors — because 
of  the  protective  finishes  that  so  many  of 
them  have  been  given. 

Easy-care  is  the  magic  word  in  fabrics 
today.  Some  naturally  resist  dirt  and  liq- 
uids. These  are  the  nylons  and  fabrics  made 
from  polyester  and  acrylic  fibers. 

Fabrics  such  as  cottons,  wools,  rayons  and 
acetates  can  be  treated  with  a  special  finish 
to  resist  and  repel  all  types  of  stains.  There's 
no  fuss  or  muss  if  you  spill  salad  oil  or  soda 
pop  on  one  of  these  treated  fabrics — they 
blot  up  easily  and  don't  leave  a  stain. 

Because  of  new  dyes  and  dyeing  processes 
used  on  some  fabrics,  you  don't  have  to  wor- 
ry about  their  fading  from  exposure  to  sun- 
light and  washing  with  chlorine  bleach. 

Other  fabrics  are  treated  with  a  stain-re- 
pellent finish  and  a  wrinkle-resistant  finish. 
Protective  finishes  now  are  used  by  many 
furniture  and  drapery  manufacturers.

Mrs.  Richard  Utterback  of  Des  Moines 
told  us  she  enjoyed  having  a  dining  room, 
but  wished  it  looked  bigger  and  more 
glamorous.  That's  all  it  took  for  our  Better 
Homes  and  Gardens  corps  of  problem 
solvers  to  come  up  with  the  right  result. 

We  know  from  experience  that  nothing 
adds  glamour  faster  than  color — and  if  it's 
used  properly,  color  can  also  make  an  area 
look  larger.  We  held  a  conference  with  the 
Utterbacks  and  decided  on  a  new,  red-hot 
glamour  color — burnt  orange. 

The  next  step  in  the  redecorating  was 
to  rework  the  background  of  the  room. 
We  started  by  removing  the  wallpaper  on 
the  window  wall  and  painting  the  area  a 
crisp  white  to  add  an  illusion  of  space. 
Then  we  selected  a  colorful  orange  vinyl 
wall  covering  for  the  lower  half  of  the 
walls,  and  added  a  chair  rail.  The  rail, 
woodwork,  and  louvered  doors  were 
painted  the  same  orange  as  the  vinyl. 

The  Utterbacks  bought  a  carpet  rem- 
nant in  the  same  orange  family  to  give 
color  to  the  floor  of  the  room.  They  se- 
lected a  nylon  carpet  for  durability  and 
practicality  because  they  knew  the  room 
would  get  plenty  of  service. 

With  just  one  window  area  in  the  dining 
room,  Mrs.  Utterback  wanted  a  distinc- 
tive window  treatment,  so  we  devised  the 
combination  draperies  and  window  shades. 
Mr.  Utterback  constructed  and  installed 
the  cornice  board,  and  Bonnie  sewed  the 
draperies  and  the  window  shades. 

We  added  cushions  to  the  low  window 
table  to  create  more  seating  space,  and 
then  added  finishing  touches  with  a  new 
lighting  fixture  and  wall  accessories. 

Now  the  Utterbacks  have  a  glamorous 
room;  we  have  another  problem  solved.

Birmingham,  a  pleasant  suburb 
of  Detroit,  took  off  on  a  growing 
spree  after  World  War  II.  The 
town  that  once  was  a  stagecoach 
stop  grew  rapidly  until  it  became 
home  for  26,500  people. 

Like  any  other  boom,  this  one 
began  to  pinch  in  places.  Families 
in  older  homes  near  the  expanding 
business  district  faced  a  tough  de- 
cision: move  out  and  let  their 
homes  become  candidates  for  the 
wrecker,  or  fix  them  up  to  be  as 
comfortable  and  appealing  as  the 
rest  of  the  homes  in  Birmingham. 

No  one  knows  just  who  first  de- 
cided to  stay  put  and  take  the  big 
step,  but  some  family  did.  Soon 
other  families  near  by  took  heart 
and  began  painting,  adding  on, 
and  remodeling. 

The  result?  There's  now  a  proud 
group  of  homes  close  to  the  shops 
of  Birmingham — older  homes  with 
shaded  lawns  and  bright  gardens, 
homes  that  look  and  live  well.  The 
six  you  see  here  are  only  a  sample 
of  what  can  happen  when  families 
give  their  homes  a  second  chance.

WHAT  CAN  YOU  DO 
WITH  AN  OLD  HOUSE? 
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Above  and  above  left  Designer  John  Bollin 
bought  this  old  farmhouse  and  added  a 
flat-roofed  garage  at  the  right.  Between 
house  and  garage,  he  built  a  patio  and  ex- 
tended the  flat  roof  over  it. 

There's  another  good  idea,  here,  too — 
the  seven  square  posts  support  an  over- 
head grid  that  joins  house,  patio,  and 
garage  together.  The  siding  by  the  bay 
window  is  new;  it  was  staggered  to  make 
it  look  as  old  as  the  house  really  is. 

Left  The  main  ingredient  here  is  paint. 
The  putty  beige  tone  makes  you  forget 
how  long  ago  the  house  was  built.  The  car- 
port does,  too;  note  how  well  it  blends.  The 
covered  porch  was  added  when  the  three 
high  windows  were  installed  for  privacy.

The  idea  is  to  play  up  the  glorious  natural 
colors  of  foods — in  garnishing,  in  choosing 
table  accessories.  White  is  a  safe  back- 
ground, but  look  over  your  "shelved" 
assortment  of  serving  dishes  and  linens  that 
might  offer  color  collaboration  to  the  meal 
you've  planned. 

To  inspire  you  to  create  food  pictures  of 
your  own,  we  show  new  costuming  for  some 
of  our  favorite  recipes.  Give  those  gay  gift 
platters  and  place  mats  a  chance! 


Far  right — Palatable  palette,  that's  our  color  wheel 
of  Easter  eggs  with  the  handsome  Glazed  Baked 
Ham.  We  tinted  shelled  hard-cooked  eggs  with 
soft-drink  powder  and  food  coloring  in  the  shades 
of  the  rainbow,  and  then  arranged  them  in  rainbow 
order,  from  violet  to  red. 

To  balance  this  multicolor  scheme,  the  rosy  tone 
of  the  ham  is  repeated  in  one  group  of  eggs,  and 
the  riot  of  colors  is  united  by  large  areas  of  a  single 
hue —  the  leaf  green  of  the  lettuce,  tablecloth,  and 
ferns.

The  giant  brandy  snifter  holds  scoops  of  straw- 
berry ice  cream  and  red-  and  black-raspberry 
sherbets  for  a  choice  of  intriguing  flavors  (and 
colors!).

Right — Opposites  attract,  offer  striking  contrast. 
Remember  from  art  class  how  each  color  has  a 
complement?  And  how  these  two  colors  set  each 
other  off  to  advantage?  That's  why  we  chose  a 
violet  tablecloth  to  enhance  the  luscious  look  of 
our  tall  and  airy  Lemon  Chiffon  Cake. 

For  interest,  we  added  touches  on  the  pink  side 
of  violet  as  well  as  a  note  of  violet  blue.  For  an- 
other lovely  spring  contrast,  frame  servings  of 
bright  red  strawberries  with  leaves  or  green  plates.

Right-  Color  trios,  like  yellow,  blue,  and  red  are 
neatly  tied  together  by  repetition  of  one  or  more 
of  the  hues.  The  daisy  "corsage"  accents  the  yel- 
lows and  golds  of  the  Peach  Cup  Dessert.  The  jelly 
garnish— could  be  currant,  strawberry,  cherry  is 
just  enough  to  pick  up  the  red  tone  of  the  place  mat. 

It's  Easter,  so  how  about  a  tiny  bowl  of  candy 
eggs  at  everyone's  place,  in  colors  to  carry  out  your 
scheme?  Nice  show  for  a  few  pennies. 

Come  summer,  remember  to  heap  blueberries  in 
the  center  of  orangey  cantaloupe  halves,  and  spike 
with  a  bright  lemon  wedge.  Or  arrange  purple 
plums  and  ripe  apricots  with  a  spray  of  garden 
mint.  In  each  case,  you'll  want  to  emphasize  some 
of  the  food  colors  in  your  table  setting. 


Far  right-  Likes  attract  like,  this  time  to  give  food 
the  beauty  of  a  still-life  painting.  Our  Spring 
Salad  Ring  boasts  a  glistening  top  of  lime-flavored 
gelatin,  a  blond  green-white  layer-  of  cream  cheese 
with  bits  of  chopped  cucumber  for  contrasting 
crunch.  The  flavor  is  as  fresh  as  the  color. 

The  drama  of  green  against  green  is  heightened 
by  the  cool  grapes  and  the  mixture  of  pastel  and 
deep-green  lettuce.  For  a  background,  a  char- 
treuse cloth;  for  a  surprise,  canary-yellow  plates, 
accenting  the  lemon  wedges.  In  the  same  theme: 
honeydew  with  a  cut  of  lime  and  sprig  of  mint. 
Or  avocado  with  lime  or  lemon. 


Right — Close  harmony  of  tawny  browns  and 
orange-reds  and  golds  supports  the  star  of  the 
show,  our  feather-light  Cheese  Souffle.  Notice  the 
lovely  warmth  wood  trays  and  shiny  copper  pots 
can  lend,  then  take  a  glance  in  your  cupboards  and 
kitchen  cabinets  for  forgotten  treasures  that  could 
add  color  importance  to  a  meal. 

For  all  we  show  a  spring  supper  now,  the  same 
warm  tones  are  in  key  with  autumn.  When  it's 
time  for  gingerbread  and  pumpkin  pie,  spotlight 
them  this  way.  And  in  any  season,  chocolate  cake 
with  mocha  frosting  and  walnut  trim. 


Far  right — Color  splash  of  one  vibrant  hue  against 
another  can  be  shocking  in  a  very  chic  way.  Here, 
a  lunch  of  Tomato  Bouillon  is  glamorized  by  serv- 
ing in  a  green  leaf  bowl  on  a  purple  tray  (could  be 
a  place  mat).  The  floaters  are  avocado  slices  to 
match  the  green  bowl  and  to  meet  good-naturedly 
with  the  green  napkin  as  well. 

Toasted  cheese  strips  and  crackers  add  a  gold 
note,  as  do  the  soup  spoon  and  the  flamboyant 
table  centerpiece.  No  goose  to  lay  golden  eggs? 
Do  as  we  did  and  gild  some  yourself.  Glue  blown 
egg  shells  at  an  angle  on  paper  plates  of  graduated 
size;  stack,  then  spray  all  with  gold;  glue  on  some 
gold  braid  and  add  artificial  leaves.

This  month's  guest  author-chef  tells  how  to  flip  the 
All- American  breakfast  pancake — and  how  to  bake 
a  pancake  you  don't  flip.  Also  how  to  pamper  French 
dessert  pancakes  into  delectable  Crepes  Suzette. 


Lloyd  K .  Rudd,  president  of  one  of  the 
nation's  leading  manufacturers  offood- 
and-beverage  vending  machines,  is  also 
author,  inventor,  Angus  breeder,  gourmet 
— and  cook.  Rudd  and  his  long-time 
friend  and  business  associate,  K.  Cyrus 
Melikian,  invented  and  marketed  the 
first  automatic  coffee-dispensing  ma- 
chine in  1946.  Recently  they  coauthored 
a  book  of  lore  and  recipes  tailed  "The 
Wonder  of  Food'"  (Appleton-Century- 
Crofts,  Inc.).  Although  Rudd's  work 
entails  electronic  cooking  of  mass-pro- 
duced meals  for  industrial  plants,  his 
hobby  is  to  see  what  he  can  come  up  with 
on  the  kitchen  range  at  his  suburban 
Philadelphia  home.  He  does  well. 

JTor  some  reason,  pancakes  seem 
to  belong  to  men,  from  camp  cook 
to  chef  de  cuisine.  In  their  aboriginal 
phase,  pancakes  are  flapjacks;  in 
their  domesticated  version,  they 
move  indoors  and  become  griddle- 
cakes  ( or  batter  cakes,  or  hot  cakes) . 
When  they  emerge  into  the  rarefied 
atmosphere  of  fine  restaurants, 
they  are  glorified  as  Swedish  plat- 
tar,  or  French  crepes,  or  German 
Pfannkuchen. 

At  every  camp  and  cookhouse  in 
the  West,  you  can  be  sure  there's  a 
flapjack  expert.  The  cakes  are  light, 
but  you  can  sink  your  teeth  into 
them  and  feel  a  bit  of  pull,  rather 
as  with  sourdough  bread. 

Western  Flapjacks:  Break 
1  egg  into  a  bowl.  Dump  in  1  '  t 
cups  buttermilk,  P4  cups  sifted 
flour,  1  teaspoon  each  sugar  and 
baking  powder,  3^  teaspoon  each 
soda  and  salt,  and  1  tablespoon  soft 


shortening.  Borrow  your  wife's  egg 
beater  and  beat  smooth — no  longer. 

It  takes  about  as  long  to  heat  the 
griddle  as  to  mix  the  batter.  Test 
with  drops  of  water;  if  they  bounce, 
the  heat  is  right.  Grease  griddle 
lightly.  I  like  to  pour  the  batter 
from  the  tip  of  a  huge  cooking 
spoon — in  one  dip  it  gives  me  the 
size  cake  I  want.  When  the  cakes 
are  puffed  and  full  of,  bubbles  on 
top,  and  the  underneath  is  brown, 
turn  and  brown  the  other  side. 

Serve  at  once  with  butter  and 
warm  maple  syrup.  Recipe  makes 
12  four-inchers  that  look  like  the 
stack  on  the  plate,  lower  left. 

Around  our  house,  we  often  add 
to  the  batter  }/&  cup  canned  or  fro- 
zen blueberries  (well  drained),  or  a 
thinly  sliced  apple — sensational 
with  hot  melted  butter  and  a  dust- 
ing of  cinnamon  and  sugar. 

Sweet  batters  are  typically 
French  and  are  used  for  paper-thin 
dessert  pancakes  like  Crepes  Su- 
zette that  boast  an  exotic  orange 
sauce  I  go  for. 

Crepes  Suzette:  For  the 
crepes,  beat  with  egg  beater  till 
smooth;  3 '2  cup  sifted  flour,  2  eggs, 
1 3^2  tablespoons  sugar,  %  cup  milk, 
dash  salt,  and  3  drops  vanilla.  Re- 
frigerate the  batter  several  hours 
to  let  it  thicken  a  little. 

Heat  a  heavy  6-inch  skillet  till  a 
drop  of  water  will  dance  on  it. 
Then  grease  lightly  and  pour  in  2 
tablespoons  batter.  Lift  skillet  off 
heat  and  tilt  from  side  to  side  till 
batter  covers  bottom  evenly.  Now 
cook  till  underside  of  crepe  is  light- 
ly browned;  turn  by  picking  up 
edge  of  crepe  and  flipping  it  over; 
brown  other  side.  The  cooking 
should  take  only  seconds.  Recipe 
makes  10  crepes  (5  servings).

CONN  ORGAN 
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WHAT  IS 
PSYCHOTHERAPY? 


When  a  psychiatrist  or  other  psychother- 
apist has  trouble  getting  response  from  a  pa- 
tient, he  sometimes  asks,  "Well,  where  does 
it  hurt?"  He  knows  there  is  probably  no 
physical  pain,  but  the  use  of  familiar  medical 
terms  makes  the  problem  seem  less  mysterious 
and  often  starts  the  patient  talking  freely. 
And  the  analogy  is  sound.  Like  any  other 
type  of  medicine,  psychotherapy  is  a  two- 
phase  process — diagnosis  and  treatment — 
designed  to  alleviate  a  particular  ailment  in 
the  most  appropriate  manner.  The  difference 
is  that  with  psychotherapy  the  "hurt"  has 
no  physical  cause.  There  may  be  physical 
manifestations — such  as  headache,  nausea, 
ulcers,  or  worse — but  the  root  of  the  trouble 
is  mental. 

Its  detractors  often  speak  of  this  specialty 
as  a  mystic  ritual,  vague  and  unscientific. 
In  truth,  it  is  closer  to  the  opposite— a 
process  that  is  almost  fully  dependent  on 
rationality.  These  are  its  three  basic  tenets: 
(1)  every  act  of  human  behavior  has  a  reason, 
an  underlying  cause;  (2)  this  _____«_ 

cause  may  be  hidden  in  the 
past,  in  the  patient's  uncon- 
scious mind — and  in  all  prob- 
ability is  hidden  there  in  cases 
of  emotional  conflict;  and  (3) 
uncovering  it  and  bringing  it 
into  the  open  is  the  best  way 
to  render  it  harmless.  This  third  point  as- 
sumes  that  abnormal   behavior,   when   the 
patient  understands  its  causes,  will  succumb 
to  reality  and  logic. 

To  uncover  the  hidden  seeds  of  distress  is 
the  hardest  part  of  the  job.  The  usual  diag- 
nostic tools — blood  tests,  X-rays,  and  so 
forth — are  of  course  not  applicable.  The 
psychotherapist  relies  instead  on  personal 
communication:  on  whatever  the  patient 
might  be  able  to  tell  him  of  his  worries,  his 
dreams,  his  personal  history,  anything  that 
could  offer  a  clue.  Occasionally,  the  use  of 
hypnosis  loosens  unconscious  restraints,  and 
a  variety  of  psychological  tests  may  also  be 
employed. 

The  time  consumed  by  this  inner  probing 
-  "the  analytic  phase" — often  extends  over 
many  months  and  sometimes  even  years, 
much  to  the  puzzlement  of  laymen.  They 
wonder  why  it  isn't  easier  to  get  to  the  core 
of  the  problem.  Some  even  question  whether 
any  thoughtful  person  couldn't  find  his  own 
motives  without  help.  The  undersized  busi- 
nessman who  takes  fiendish  delight  in  show- 
ing up  husky  competitors  remembers  those 
football  games  years  ago  when  his  opponents 
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always  outweighed  him—  so  the  theory  go 
Or  the  beautiful  woman  with  no  confider 
was  possibly  awkward  in  adolescence  aij 
attracted  few  admirers — and  who  knows 
better  than  she? 

But   psychotherapy,   such   people  shoi 
recall,  proceeds  on  a  different  theory;  it  i\ 
sumes  that  motives  that  are  clearly  und(J 
stood  are  seldom  at  the  root  of  deep  "hurts! 
What  a  person  comprehends,  he  can  coj 
with.  A  patient  in  distress  is  baffled  by  if 
ailment;  he  does  not  understand  what  caud 
it  and  needs  help  in  finding  out.  What  mig| 
be  visualized  as  a  mental  virus  has  manag 
to  invade  his  unconscious  mind,  where* 
starts  manufacturing  abnormal  pain  in  t| 
form  of  emotional  tension.  Digging  it  outn 
not  simple,  regardless  of  the  effort  appliJ 
If  it  is  uncovered,  what  next?  Maybe  thai 
all  that's  necessary,  if  the  patient  sees  cleaj| 
what  was  bothering  him  and  takes  approp 
ate  corrective  measures.  His  intelligence  }| 
regained  control.  More  often,  some  degrees 
_____  guidance  is  required  to  st;

rection.  His  confidence  mijj 
need  bolstering,  or  perhj 
he    could    use    some    gerj 
prodding.

DETERGENT 
DILEMMA

Are  you  in  a  quandary  about  all 
those  long  rows  of  detergents  on 
supermarket  shelves?  Just  why  so 
many?  The  answer  is  that  science 
has  come  up  with  a  way  to  tailor 
cleaners  to  meet  many  different 
needs.  There  are  detergents  for  use 
in  hard  water,  others  for  cold  wa- 
ter, some  for  dishwashing,  and 
those  particularly  suited  to  tumble- 
action  washers. 

Newest  members  of  the  cleaning 
family  are  the  premeasured  deter- 


gents. They  come  either  as  powder 
in  filmy  packets  which  dissolve  in 
the  wash  water,  or  compressed  into 
large  tablets.  So  popular  are  the 
premeasured  products,  some  man- 
ufacturers predict  75  per  cent  of 
the  detergents  sold  five  years  from 
now  will  be  this  kind.  More  new 
things  are  yet  to  come.  For  the 
present,  though,  you  can  work  your 
way  out  of  the  dilemma  by  check- 
ing the  answers  to  the  following 
questions. 


Just  what  is  the  big  differ- 
ence between  a  soap  and  a 
detergent? 

Although  "detergent"  means  any 
(leaning  product— soap,  synthetic 
detergent,  even  water — the  word 
is  now  commonly  used  to  mean 
a  synthetic  detergent.  Chief  dif- 
ference between  a  soap  and  a  de- 
tergent is  that  soap  forms  a  scum 
in  hard  water,  detergent  does  not. 
And,  since  more  than  85  per  cent 
of  the  water  used  in  the  United 
States  is  hard,  this  is  important. 
Detergents  dissolve  readily  in  hot 
or  cold,  soft  or  hard  water.  Ingre- 
dients may  be  varied  to  make  de- 
tergents high  or  low  sudsing,  gran- 
ular, liquid,  or  tablet  form. 

Soap  has  been  used  for 
years.  Why  the  change  to 
detergents? 

With  increased  use  of  automatic 
washers,  the  problem  of  scum  from 
soap  in  hard  water  became  more 
acute.  In  conventional  washers, 
clothes  were  lifted  out  of  the  water 
and  put  through  the  wringer, 
leaving  scum  behind  in  the  water. 
In  an  automatic,  clothes  stay  in  the 
washer  while  the  water  drains  out. 
Although  much  scum  floats  out, 
some  sticks  to  fabrics  making  them 
gray  and  stiff.  Since  detergents  do 
not  form  scum,  they  have  now 
taken  over  the  job  of  the  family 
wash.  Ninety  per  cent  of  washing 
products  sold  today  are  detergents. 
Mild  soaps  are  used  for  hand  wash- 
ing and  baby  clothes.  Soaps  are  ex- 
cellent dirt  removers  and  give  good 


results  in  soft  water — 0  to  3  grair.. 
(The  local  water  department  ca 
tell  you  the  hardness  of  the  wate 
in  your  area.)  Soap  can  be  used  i 
hard  water  if  the  water  is  soften© 
with  a  mechanical  water  softene 
or  by  the  use  of  a  packaged  nor 
precipitating  water  conditioner  i 
both  the  wash  and  the  rinse  watei 

How  can  you  tell  the  dif 
ference  between  a  soap  am 
a  detergent? 

The  best  way  is  by  the  markin 
on  the  package.  When  it  is  a  soa 
it  is  marked  as  such :  the  same  for  \ 
detergent.  Soaps  and  detergent 
are  further  classified  into  all-pin 
pose  and  light-duty  products.  Th  j 
all-purpose  ones  are  designed  t 
give  better  cleaning  and  should  b 
used  for  the  bulk  of  the  farnil 
wash.  Light-duty  ones  are  mildc 
and  do  not  have  the  cleaning  pow 
er  of  the  all-purpose  products. 

How  can  you  recogniz 
light-duty  from  all-pur 
pose  products  at  the  gro 
eery  store? 

If  the  words  and  pictures  on  th 
container  are  related   to  lingerii 
baby  clothes,  and  fine  fabrics,  th 
product  is  light-duty.  Words  an  J 
pictures  stressing  the  family  wasJ 
indicate  an  all-purpose  product. 

What  are  the  advantages  c  I 
liquid  detergents? 

Liquids  dissolve  instantly  in  colli 
or  warm  water.

Why   are   some   detergents 
[Called  low -sudsing? 

These  were  developed  for  use  in 
tumble-action,  front-loading  wash- 
ers. This  type  of  mechanical  ac- 
tion makes  detergents  foam  more 
than    they   would    normally.    If  a 
ligh-sudsing  product  is  used,  suds 
.11  build  up  to  the  point  of  smoth-

Vhat  is  meant  by  a  con- 
tensed  detergent? 

he  low-sudsing  detergents  are 
lade  in  two  forms — fluffy  and 
jndenscd.  The  fluffy  is  similar  in 
ppearance  and  weight  to  the  nor- 
lal  sudsing  detergents.  One  cupful 
eighs  about  3  ounces.  The  con- 


densed detergents  (most  low-suds- 
ing products  are  this  type)  arc 
heavier:  one-half  cup  weighs  about 
3  ounces.  For  example :  To  wash  a 
load  of  clothes  you  would  use  one 
cup  of  fluffy  or  one-half  cup  oi  <  on- 
densed  detergent.  Ounce  for  ounce, 
the  cost  is  practically  the  same. 

Are  suds  an  indication  of 
the  amount  of  soap  or  de- 
tergent to  use? 

For  soap,  yes.  Directions  on  the 
package  state  to  add  soap  until 
you  have  a  standing  suds.  More 
soap  will  be  needed  to  give  a  suds 
in  hard  water  than  in  soft.  For 
high-sudsing  detergents,  suds  may 
be  an  indication  of  the  amount  to 
use,  but  for  low-sudsing  products, 
your  guide  should  be  the  instruc- 
tions on  the  package,  or  your  wash- 
er instruction  book.  The  amount  of 
detergent  to  use  depends  upon 
factors  such  as  type  of  detergent, 
amount  of  soil,  size  of  load,  water 
hardness,  or  if  additional  loads 
are  to  be  done  in  the  same  water. 

Do  most  homemakers  use 
too  much  detergent? 

No.  One  of  the  major  causes  of 
poor  laundry  results  today  is  not 
using  enough  detergent.  Grayed 
and  yellowed  clothes  result  from 
under-use  of  detergents.  Deter- 
gents, themselves,  simply  do  not 
cause  yellowing  or  any  other  dis- 
coloration, regardless  of  the  amount 
used.  Be  sure  to  use  a  standard 
measuring  cup  to  measure  deter- 
gents— don't  guess. 


Why  are  some  detergents 
sold  in  packets  or  tablet 
form? 

As  we  said  above,  many  women 
do  not  use  enough  washing  product 
and  fail  to  measure  it  carefully. 
These  packets  and  tablets  enable 
you  to  conveniently  get  the  right 
amount  without  measuring.  Not 
all  packets  or  tablets  are  the  same 
size.  Read  directions  for  the  num- 
ber needed  in  your  washer.  At 
present,  detergent  in  premeasured 
form  costs  the  same  per  washing  as 
the  granular  low-sudsing  products. 

Are  the  tablets  or  packets 
high-sudsing  detergents? 

Some  are;  some  aren't;  check  the 
label  before  you  buy. 

Should  a  detergent  be  used 
to  wash  elastic  garments? 

Any  garments  containing  rubber 
or  spandex  (synthetic  elastic  fiber) 
which  can  be  washed  in  soap  may 
be  washed  equally  well  in  de- 
tergent. 

What  about  special  prod- 
ucts for  washing  wool? 

There  are  several  available  which 
dissolve  and  clean  in  cool  water. 
They  are  good  for  sweaters,  glows. 
and  clothes  which  don't  have 
ground-in  soil.  They  are  usually 
more  expensive  then  the  regular 
light-duty  soaps  and  detergents. 

What  should  determine  the 
type  of  washing  product  I 
buy? 


There  are  three  main  things  to 
consider — the  type  of  water 
used  (hard  or  soft),  the  kind  of 
fabric  t<>  be  washed,  and  the  type 
of  washer  to  be  used.  You  might 
also  add  the  kind  and  amount  of 
soil  on  the  clothes. 

Is  it  necessary  to  use  a  wa- 
ter softener  or  conditioner 
with  a  detergent? 

Detergent  manufacturers  don't 
feel  it  is  necessary  unless  the  water 
hardness  exceeds  21  grains.  Some- 
what more  detergent  will  be  need- 
ed in  hard  water  than  in  soft. 

How  do  the  brighteners  in 
many  detergents  work? 

Brighteners  are  fluorescent  dyes 
which  attach  themselves  chemical- 
ly to  fibers  of  cotton,  linen,  and 
nylon,  causing  them  to  reflect  more 
light  than  they  normally  would. 
This  glow  gives  whiteness  or  bright- 
ness to  the  fabric.  When  a  liquid 
chlorine  bleach  is  to  be  used  in  the 
wash  water,  addition  of  the  bleach 
("diluted  in  water  of  course)  should 
be  delayed  3  to  5  minutes.  Contact 
with  chlorine  bleach  at  the  start  of 
washing  limits  the  effectiveness  of 
the  brightener.  The  3  to  5  minutes 
give  it  time  to  become  fixed  to  the 
fabrics.  And  the  bleach  still  has 
ample  time  to  do  its  job. 

Do  detergents  cause  erosion 
of  automatic  washer  parts? 

No.  as  an  inhibitor  is  added  to  the 
detergents  to  prevent  erosion  of 
the  metal  parts.

Recessed  adjust- 
able spotlights  show  off  pictures 
and  create  dramatic  light  and 
shadow  effects. 

You  can  change  the  location 
of  your  lights,  without  rewiring 
and  long  extension  cords.  A 
ceiling  track  is  just  the  thing 
for  varying  the  location  of  a 
pull-down  lamp,  especially  in  a 
dining  area  where  the  table  is 
moved  for  seating.  A  ceiling 
track  lamp  plugs  into  any  wall 
outlet.  A  similar  ceiling-hung 
fixture  is  the  chain  lamp.  The 
chain  is  hooked  to  the  ceiling 
in  two  places,  and  the  cord  is 
plugged  into  a  wall  outlet. 

Lighting  is  an  important  aid 
in  decoration;  remember,  colors 
and  textures  are  different  dur- 
ing the  day  than  they  are  at 
night,  so  experiment  with  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  lighting  before 
you  make  a  final  choice.

that  covers  some  of  the  most  magnificent  scenery  in 
America.  These  routes  (both  southern  and  northern) 
were  chosen  so  you  can  see  the  most  in  the  least  pos- 
sible time.  Join  us  for  the  entire  trip  if  you  can — or 
include  sections  of  it  in  a  transcontinental  drive. 
Either  way,  you'll  have  a  vacation  your  family  will 
remember  with  pleasure  for  many  years  to  come! 

(2  to  4  days) 

The  West  has  a  way  of  scatt- 
ering its  treasures  at  ran- 
dom. In  a  day's  drive,  you 
nay  pull  of?  the  road  a  dozen 
.imes,  and  wish  you  could 
top  two  dozen  times  more, 
^rhaps  you'll  poke  through 
he  tailings  of  an  abandoned 
ad  mine,  or  follow  the 
tourse  of  an  aspen-lined 
nountain  stream,  or  watch 
he  sunrise  on  a  desert  land- 
cape  ablaze  with  flowering 
actus.  This  trip  through,  our 
reat  Southwest  will  give  you 
11  those  opportunities  plus 

great  many  more. 

Let's  begin  with  Colorado, 
fere,  in  a  state  that  owns  more  than  50  mountains  higher 
tian  14,000  feet,  you  may  be  surprised  to  find  the  state  capi- 
il  of  Denver  flatter  than  your  home  town.  The  "Mile  High 
•ity"  is  built  on  the  rim  of  a  plain  that  tilts  up  imperceptibly 
•om  the  Mississippi  River,  850  miles  to  the  east.  To  see 
lountains  in  Denver,  go  to  the  sky  deck  of  the  First  National 
ik  building  (admission  50  cents,  children  25  cents);  you  can 
3e  telescopes  for  a  superb  view  of  the  first  range  of  the 

ockies  (the  peaks  are  generously  snow-covered  much  of  the 
i?ar).  You  also  have  an  excellent  look  at  the  famous  Denver 
:yline,  with  its  more  than  $100  million  in  new  hotels,  de- 
triment stores,  and  office  buildings. 

nver's  many  fine  museums  and  art  galleries  are  well 
th  exploring,  and  so  is  the  U.S.   Mint  (make  advance

reservations  at  Hospitality  Center,  225  W.  Colfax).  But  Colo- 
rado's charms  seem  to  grow  in  proportion  to  their  distance 
from  civilization.  For  that  reason,  travelers  pressed  for  time 
head  toward  still  higher  ground. 

One  rewarding  direction  to  take  is  south  to  the  new  U.S. 
Air  Force  Academy,  located  on  18,000  acres  of  beautiful 
evergreen-forest  land.  (Grounds  open  to  public  8  a.m.  till  sun- 
set.) Follow  signs  to  the  cadet  area,  which  you'd  recognize 
anyway  by  the  17  towering  aluminum  spires  of  the  Cadet 
Chapel,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  buildings  in  America. 
Inside,  the  chapel  is  suffused  with  light  that  ranges  from  deep 
blues,  reds,  and  violets  to  glints  of  gold  and  silver.  As  any 
cadet  will  affirm,  entering  this  building  for  the  first  time  is 
an  inspiring  experience. 

Each  weekday  noon,  the  cadets  muster  in  wing  formation; 
you  can  observe  from  the  Court  of  Honor  area  by  the  chapel. 
Many  Saturdays  at  11:30  a.m.,  you  may  sit  in  the  bleachers 
and  watch  2,500  cadets  in  full-dress  parade. 

Continuing  south  to  Colorado  Springs,  you  enter  one  of 
the  most  tourist-conscious  areas  in  the  U.S.A.  Here  are 
caves,  waterfalls  (one  of  them  lighted  at  night),  gold  mines, 
ghost  towns,  melodrama  theaters,  and  even  a  Santa's  Work- 
shop with  toy  shops,  sleigh  rides,  and  puppet  shows  for 
youngsters.  Choose  whatever  interests  you  most,  but  be  sure 
to  allow  time  for  the  two  most  famous  natural  wonders  of  all 
— Garden  of  the  Gods  and  Pikes  Peak. 

Garden  of  the  Gods  is  a  large  park  between  Colorado 
Springs  and  neighboring  Manitou  Springs.  Alongside  its 
blacktop  circle  drive  are  dozens  of  bizarre  red  rock  formations 
that  do  indeed  look  as  though  they'd  been  scattered  at  ran- 
dom by  a  party  of  strange  gods.  The  wildness  is  in  sharp  con- 
trast to  the  subdivisions  of  neat  houses  which  have  gradually 
surrounded  the  park. 

To  visit  Pikes  Peak,  take  either  an  18-mile  road  or  a  9- 
mile  cog  railway.  The  auto  trip  (toll:  $1  per  adult,  children  25 
cents)  tests  the  endurance  of  both  you  and  your  car;  be  sure 
your  brakes  and  cooling  system  are  in  tiptop  shape.  The  road 
is  narrow,  unpaved,  and  minus  guardrails — but  rest  stops  are 
provided,  and  thousands  of  average  drivers  make  the  round 
trip  every  year  without  trouble.  And  since  Pikes  Peak  stands 
apart  from  other  mountains,  its  summit  view  is  spectacular. 

Best  of  all  ways  to  see  Pikes  Peak  is  the  cog  railway  and 
sight-seeing  bus  combination  (the  "diverse  routing") ;  you  go 
one  way  on  each,  and  enjoy  the  quite  different  scenic  views. 
Price  for  the  combination  is  $7.60  per  person;  the  trip 
takes  half  a  day,  leaving  the  cog  depot  in  Manitou  Springs 
at  either  8:30  a.m.  or  1:30  p.m.         [  Continued  on  next  page 
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Colorado  has  some  of  the  grandest  mountain  scenery  in 
the  world — yet  tourists  often  miss  the  best  of  it  by  sticking 
to  high-speed  roads.  Between  mid-May  and  the  end  of  Octo- 
ber, take  our  Summer  Route;  the  highway  is  steep  in  spots, 
but  you  won't  regret  spending  the  extra  time. 

From  Colorado  Springs,  drive  Route  115  and  U.S.  50  to 
the  Royal  Gorge  suspension  bridge  (toll:  adults  $1,  children 
50  cents),  said  to  be  the  world's  highest.  Walk  at  least  part- 
way across:  the  feeling  you  get  balancing  more  than  1,000 
feet  above  the  Arkansas  River  is  something  you  can't  begin 
to  duplicate  back  home. 

Continuing  west,  follow  the  Gunnison  River  (famous  for 
its  trout  fishing)  into  really  rugged  country-  so  wild  it's  been 
set  aside  as  Black  Canyon  of  the  Gunnison  National 
Monument.  Here  you  stand  atop  sheer  cliffs  and  wonder  who 
clung  out  there  to  install  the  guardrailings!  There's  also  a 
fine  rim  drive  along  the  canyon.  (No  admission  charge.) 

But  the  best  is  yet  to  come.  At  Montrose,  Colorado,  turn 
south  on  U.S.  550,  the  Million  Dollar  Highway  blasted 
out  of  gold-bearing  rock  that  gave  the  road  its  name.  Today, 
the  gold  mining  is  all  but  history,  and  the  landscape  you 
couldn't  buy  at  any  price.  At  Ouray,  you  enter  "America's 
Switzerland"-  a  name  that's  supremely  well-earned.  The 
peaks  and  valleys,  the  timber  and  wildflower  displays  are  all 
flawless— as  if  this  were  the  original  mountain  scenery  and 
all  the  rest  only  an  imitation.  Continue  on  550,  curling  up 
through  a  range  vividly  and  accurately  named  the  Red 
Mountains  to  Silverton.  Be  sure  to  walk  down  Blair  Street, 
lined  with  original  saloons  and  other  establishments  that 
have  appeared  in  many  a  Wild  West  movie. 

At  Durango,  turn  west  again  to  Mesa  Verde  (admission  $1 
per  car),  our  only  national  park  set  aside  to  preserve  man's 
works  rather  than  nature's.  Here  your  family  can  learn  the 
story  of  man's  coming  to  North  America.  Museum  exhibits 
start  more  than  10,000  years  ago  and  go  step  by  step  through 
the  great  pueblo  period  about  1250  A.D.  You  see  how 
drought  and  warfare  drove  the  ancient  Indians  south  to  their 
descendants'  present  homes  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 
After  this  backgrounding,  drive  to  the  well-preserved  pueblo 
ruins.  If  you're  agile,  visit  Balcony  House-  you  enter  by 
tunnel  and  leave  via  a  log  ladder,  exactly  as  the  Indians  did 
700  years  ago. 

Now  head  down  through  Navajo  country  to  Gallup,  N.  M. 
Keep  an  eye  out  to  westward  for  famous  Shiprock,  a  weird 
formation  rising  1,400  above  the  desert;  at  sunset  it  shimmers 
in  heat  waves  like  a  ship  under  full  sail. 
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If  you  take  our  All-Year  Route  instead,  don't  miss  Taos, 
N.  M.  It's  famous  both  as  an  artists'  colony  (you  can  buy 
paintings  at  a  dozen  galleries)  and  as  the  site  of  Taos  Indian 
Pueblo,  America's  tallest  (five  stories).  Admission  is  50  cents 
a  car,  plus  $1  if  you  take  photos.  Taos  Plaza  is  well  worth  a 
shopping  and  poking  tour  for  Indian-made  pottery,  rugs,  and 
leather-  goods.  In  summer,  free  Indian  dances  are  held  nightly 

Approaching  Sante  Fe,  take  a  short  circle  trip  on  Route  4 
to  Los  Alamos  and  Bandelier  National  Monument.  The 
seemingly  unending  atomic  research  buildings  in  Los  Alamos 
will  astonish  you;  the  prehistoric  Indian  ruins  at  Bandelier 
(admission  50  cents  a  car)  rival  those  at  Mesa  Verde.  You'll 
also  be  struck  by  the  contrast  between  man's  abandoned 
past  and  his  nebulous  atomic  future. 

Sante  Fe  calls  itself  "The  City  Different,"  and  indeed 
even  the  subdivisions  here  are  in  Spanish  or  Pueblo  style. 
The  Plaza  is  a  colorful  shopping  center;  near  by  are  several 
excellent  museums  devoted  to  Indian  and  contemporary  art. 
The  city  of  Albuquerque,  50  miles  farther  on,  is  sparkling 
white  and  modern— as  befits  its  location  on  Transcontinental 
Route  66.  West  to  Gallup  is  an  easy  drive;  you  do  cross  the 
Continental  Divide,  but  here  it's  nothing  like  the  portion  of 
this  backbone  of  the  continent  that  bristles  on  northward 
into  Colorado. 


(2  to  3  days) 
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In  the  Dust  Bowl  days,  John  Steinbeck  called  Route  66 \ 
"the  main  migrant  road,  the  long  concrete  path  across  the 
country,  waving  gently  up  and  down  on  the  map,  from  the^. 
Mississippi  to  Bakersfield— over  the  red  lands  and  the  gray.! 
lands."  Today,  U.S.  66  has  become  the  main  tourist  pipelines 
to  California;  its  waverings  are  being  straightened  out  in  4- 
lane,  divided-pavement  sections  labeled  (much  less  pic- 
turesquely) Interstate  40. 

Near  Holbrook,  Arizona,  you  drive  through  Petrified' 
Forest  National  Park  (admission  50  cents  a  car).  Millions  of' 
years  ago,  remnants  of  a  vast  forest  were  buried  in  mud  and 
the  original  wood  preserved  in  rainbow-colored  agate  and 
jasper.  Eventually,  erosion  cut  away  3,000  feet  of  covering 
rock,  leaving  the  petrified  logs  high  and  (very)  dry  on  this 
badlands  plateau. 

At  Flagstaff,  after  hours  of  desert  driving,  you  turn  south 
on  U.S.  89-A  and  descend  into  the  cool  evergreen  forests  of 
famous  Oak  Creek  Canyon.  It's  like  a  plunge  into  a  clear 
lake  on  a  hot  day  and  you'll  probably  wish  you  had  time 
to  spend  your  entire  vacation  at  this  oasis.  (You  can,  too,  in 
the  many  lodges  and  campgrounds.) 

Also  on  89-A  is  Jerome,  a  brand-new  ghost  town.  In  1953, 
the  last  of  its  fabulous  copper  mines  closed;  by  all  rights, 
this  once-rip-roaring  community  should  have  died  the  next 
day.  Instead,  the  remaining  residents  preserved  the  ram- 
shackle buildings,  set  up  descriptive  plaques,  and  established 
a  remarkable  museum  about  the  town  that  had  owned—  and 
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finally   used    up     an   entire   mountain   of   valuable   metal. 

After  backtracking  a  bit,  take  Routes  279/79/69  on  into 
Phoenix.  Watch  for  the  giant  saguaro;  this  hardy  cactus, 
its  fat  spiky  arms  thrust  skyward  every  which  way,  seems  to 
capture  the  individuality  of  the  Southwest. 

Phoenix  is  sun,  swimming  pools,  and  silent  air  condition- 
ing you're  bound  to  find  enjoyment  at  least  one  way  any 
time  of  day  or  year.  Night  life  is  gay  and  strongly  Western, 
especially  in  neighboring  Scottsdale.  Prices  are  very  sea- 
sonal; rates  for  de  luxe  accommodations  are  surprisingly  low 
during  summer,  from  May  1st  through  October. 

Phoenix  to  Los  Angeles  (3  to  5  days)

To  see  more  of  Southern  California  (and  Old  Mexico,  too, 
if  you  wish)  on  a  tight  schedule,  take  U.S.  80  west  from 
Phoenix  to  the  Pacific.  You  pass  the  Navy's  huge  graveyard 
for  worn-out  airplanes  at  Litchfield  Park  and  then  seem  al- 
most to  roll  downhill  all  the  way  to  Yuma.  After  crossing  the 
Colorado  River,  you  enter  the  Sand  Dunes  country  where 
many  "Sahara  Desert"  movies  have  been  filmed.  Here  at  last 
you  see  huge  white  drifts  of  sand  that  look  the  way  the  desert 
is  supposed  to  look.  But  unfortunately,  there's  a  new  limited- 
access  highway  through  the  dunes,  and  it's  difficult  to  stop 
and  let  your  youngsters- — as  one  6-year-old  put  it-  "make 
my  feetprints  where  no  feetprints  ever  were  before." 

Your  car  climbs  one  last  low  range  of  mountains,  and  sud- 
denly the  air  is  cooler,  fresher — and  smells  of  the  sea.  Before 
you  know  it,  you're  in  San  Diego  and  by  this  time  the  family 
is  surely  primed  for  some  water  sports.  There  are  miles  of 
public  beaches  on  Coronado  Island,  along  Mission  Beach, 
Pacific  Beach,  and  up  in  sheltered  La  Jolla  Cove.  Swimming 
in  the  surf  is  exhilarating;  the  water's  chilly  enough  to  make 
your  skin  tingle,  but  once  in  you  won't  want  to  come  out 
again.  Try  a  surfboard — or  an  inflated  plastic  mattress — and 
whoosh  in  on  the  breakers  to  a  sandy  landing. 

If  possible,  join  a  predawn  fishing  expedition  to  the  yellow- 
tail  grounds.  If  your  party-boat  skipper-  can  locate  a  school 
of  these  speedy  surface  feeders,  the  action  becomes  spectacu- 
lar- the  deck  is  soon  drumming  with  fishtails.  (Cost  is  $10  for 
adults:  children  12  or  under,  half  price.)  Even  if  you  don't  go 
"yellowtailing,"  take  your  family  about  noon  to  Fisher- 
man's Landing  on  Point  Loma  to  see  the  returning  boats 
and  their  catches.  Farther  out  on  the  point  is  an  old  light- 
house you  can  visit,  at  Cabrillo  National  Monument. 

San  Diego  is  home  port  for  hundreds  of  tuna  boats  berthed 
i  along  Harbor  Drive  near  Civic  Center;  sometimes  a  captain 
will  invite  you  aboard  for  a  closer-  look  at  his  fishing  gear. 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  1  to  4  p.m.,  the  Navy  holds  open 
house  aboard  two  ships  (destroyers,  submarines,  transports, 
sometimes  even  an  aircraft  carrier)  in  the  harbor;  get  details 
at  the  Eleventh  Naval  District  public  information  office. 

One  thing  you  can't  possibly  pass  up:  the  world-famous 
San  Diego  Zoo,  remarkable  for  its  minimum  use  of  bars 
and  cages.  Most  of  the  animals  are  in  natural  surroundings, 
separated  from  visitors  by  concrete  moats.  And  the  children's 
zoo-  where  youngsters  can  ride  the  big  tortoise  and  meet  all 
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the  furry  animals  hand-to-paw  -  is  fascinating  even  for 
adults.  {Zoo  admission  $1,  children  free  except  for  15-cent  fee 
in  children's  zoo.) 

North  toward  Los  Angeles,  U.S.  101  parallels  the  ocean  to 
San  Juan  Capistrano,  best-known  of  California's  many 
Spanish  missions.  The  buildings  and  gardens  are  especially 
well  kept,  and  in  summer  you  can  watch  the  renowned  swal- 
lows at  their  nest-building.  (Admission  50  cents.) 

Take  the  inland  highway  here  (the  Santa  Ana  freeway) 
and  watch  for  signs  directing  you  to  three  modern  California 
landmarks.  The  first,  Disneyland,  grows  bigger  and  more 
varied  every  year-;  even  if  you  saw  it  five  years  ago,  you'll 
find  a  return  trip  equally  eye-popping  today.  The  second 
attraction,  Knott's  Berry  Farm  and  Ghost  Town  (this 
just  has  to  be  the  busiest  "ghost  town"  in  the  world),  re- 
creates every  kind  of  Western  frontier  scene  you  can  imagine, 
and  offers  several  restaurants  with  the  nearest  thing  to  mass- 
produced  "home  cooking"  you  ever  tasted.  Finally,  not  far 
from  Knott's,  is  the  Movieland  Wax  Museum,  with  its 
amazingly  realistic  wax  figures  of  Hollywood  stars  shown  in 
many  of  the  original  settings  of  their  most  famous  movies. 
(Disneyland  and  Movieland  have  gate  admissions;  many  rides 
and.  exhibits  at  Knott's  and  Disneyland  are  extra-cost.) 

Touring  Los  Angeles  could  easily  take  years,  so  consider 
i  he  following  recommendations  as  just  a  start,  not  a  complete 
list.  See  Hollywood,  of  course  (Grauman's  Chinese  Theater- 
has  the  celebrities'  foot-  and  handprints  in  the  sidewalk  out 
front).  The  All- Year  Club  of  Southern  California  has  a  free 
map  showing  which  star  lives  where  along  the  famous  tree- 
lined  streets  of  neighboring  Beverly  Hills.  Try  to  attend 
at  least  one  television  show  (contact  the  network  offices  for 
free  tickets  on  a  first-come  basis).  Take  the  kids  to  Farm- 
er's Market  at  Third  and  Fairfax,  where  superb  fruits 
and  vegetables  are  now  almost  secondary  to  tacos,  egg 
fooyoung,  lasagne,  and  a  hundred  other  foods  you  eat  at 
outdoor  tables.  Visit  the  La  Brea  Tar  Pits  in  Hancock 
Park,  and  explain  to  your  youngsters  how  these  prehistoric 
animals  (life-size  replicas  demonstrate  how  they  once 
looked)  became  mired  in  asphalt  and  left  their  bones  for 
scientists  to  study  today. 

And  by  all  means,  make  a  special  trip  out  to  Marineland, 
between  San  Pedro  and  Redondo  Beach.  In  addition  to  the 
huge  fish  tanks,  which  you  view  from  "undersea"  windows, 
there  are  trained  whales,  porpoises  and  sea  lions  for-  the 
youngsters.  (Adult  admission  is  $2.50,  with  several  children's 
rates,  depending  upon  age.) 


Los  Angeles  to  Salt  Lake  City  (3  to  4  days) 

Going  to  San  Bernardino, 
you're  on  the  freeway,  and 
after  that  experience  you'll 
probably  find  the  desert  high- 
way downright  inviting!  At 
Cajon  Pass,  you  begin  to  see 
stands  of  the  unique  Joshua 
tree,  a  furry  bush  that  ap- 
pears to  be  trying  to  grow  in-  \ 
to  a  palm  tree.  From  here, 
just  follow  road  signs  to  Las 
Vegas  (chances  are,  all  the 
cars  with  California  license 
plates  are  headed  there,  too). 

Las  Vegas  is  a  weekend 
party  that  never  ends.  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  nights  are 
extra    crowded;    motels    fill 
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early,  so  don't  get  caught  without  a  place  to  sleep.  Enter- 
tainment in  Las  Vegas  ranges  upward  from  the  lavish,  but 
since  gambling  pays  most  of  the  costs,  you'll  find  prices  for 
meals  and  most  of  the  shows  surprisingly  reasonable.  (Make 
reservations  early  for  major  shows  in  hotels  along  "The  Strip" 
west  of  city  center.)  You'll  enjoy  a  brief  side  trip  to  Lake 
Mead  and  Hoover  (Boulder)  Dam,  where  a  tour  down  in- 
side the  dam  and  powerhouse  costs  just  30  cents  (children 
free.)  Your  guide  will  point  out,  among  other  marvels,  elec- 
tric generators  so  big  that  each  one  could  provide  enough 
power  for  a  city  of  a  quarter-million  population. 

Now  take  U.S.  91  and  Utah  Route  15  to  Zion  National 
Park  (fee  $1  per  car).  The  park  folder  calls  Zion  canyon  our 
"best-known  example  of  a  deep,  narrow,  vertically  walled 
chasm  readily  accessible  for  observation."  But  this  doesn't 
quite  capture  its  spirit;  perhaps  each  person  must  make  his 
own  pilgrimage  here  to  understand  why.  Unlike  most  West- 
ern canyons,  Zion  puts  you  down  at  the  bottom  of  the  gorge, 
beneath  slabs  of  rock  so  overwhelming  they  make  words  like 
"magnificent"  or  "awesome"  sound  feeble.  Zion's  rocks 
change  coloring  continually  as  the  sun  strikes  them  at  vary- 
ing angles;  at  sunset,  they  glow  with  a  golden  fire  unlike  any- 
thing you've  ever  seen  before.  Grandest  formation  of  all  is  the 
Great  White  Throne,  a  mountain  whose  name  comes  close  to 
a  true  description. 

Somehow  nature  decreed  that  only  a  few  miles  beyond 
this  remarkable  canyon  is  another,  entirely  different  one — 
Bryce  Canyon — equally  deserving  of  its  national  park 
status.  Here  you  have  the  familiar  rim  vantage  point,  but 
in  no  other  way  is  Bryce  Canyon  typical.  Below  you  is  a  riot 
of  red  and  pink  spires.  A  combination  of  water  and  wind 
erosion  has  stripped  away  all  but  the  hardest  material — 
leaving  these  queer  tall  shapes  behind  in  uncounted  pro- 
fusion. If  you're  taking  color  pictures,  you'll  probably  keep 
clicking  away  at  every  stop  along  the  rim  drive.  For  an  un- 
forgettable ride,  arrange  to  descend  into  the  canyon  on  trail 
horses.  (Park  fee  is  $1.) 

From  Bryce  Canyon,  follow  U.S.  89  on  north  through  the 
Utah  red-rock  country  to  one  of  the  comparatively  few  cities 
in  America  that  can  claim  to  have  a  personality  all  its  own — 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Your  first  acquaintance  with  Salt  Lake  City  is  enough  to 
discover  some  of  its  character.  Right  away  you  see  it  is  a 
planned  city;  the  streets  are  broad,  tree-lined  and  laid  out  in  a 
perfect  grid.  If  you  know  anything  of  the  history  of  the  Mor- 
mons, you  probably  recall  who  did  the  planning  and  why.  In 
any  case,  the  entire  story  is  retold  for  you  in  Temple  Square. 

Start  at  the  Mormon  museum.  Here,  you  learn  how  Brig- 
ham  Young  and  his  followers  crossed  plains  and  mountains  to 
this  unlikely  spot  at  the  edge  of  a  salty  inland  sea.  Surviving 
both  drought  and  insect  plagues,  these  Mormon  settlers 
made  a  once-barren  land  bloom.  As  a  final  achievement,  they 
constructed — with  simple  materials  and  primitive  tools — the 
great  buildings  in  this  square. 

The  largest  one,  the  Tabernacle,  is  open  to  the  public. 
Even  today,  its  design  can  only  be  described  as  astonishing. 
The  huge  dome,  250  feet  long  and  150  feet  wide,  is  entirely 
self-supporting  on  a  system  of  wood  timbers.  The  acoustics 
within  the  building  have  long  been  a  source  of  wonder;  it  is 
quite  true  that  a  pin  dropped  at  one  end  is  perfectly  audible 
at  the  other.  By  all  means  try  to  hear  either  the  Tabernacle 
Choir  (rehearsal  Thursday  evening,  broadcast  performance 
Sunday  morning  in  summer),  or  the  organ  recital  (six  days  a 
week  at  noon,  Sunday  at  k  p.m.  in  summer). 

Guided  tours  of  Temple  Square  are  offered,  without  charge, 
at  regular  intervals  daily  all  year.  However,  the  Temple  it- 
self is  closed  to  non-Mormons.

U.S.  40  east  to  Colorado  is  a  main  transcontinental  route 
but  it's  not  quite  so  heavily  traveled  as  U.S.  30,  to  the  nort 
(Keep  this  fact  in  mind  when  you  hit  that  summer  traffi 
jam  on  40!) 

Just  short  of  the  Colorado  line,  watch  for  signs  directinj 
you  to  Dinosaur  National  Monument.  Only  a  small  part  ol 
this  semiwild  area  is  readily  accessible,  but  your  family  won't 
want  to  miss  the  Quarry  visitor  center.  This  distinctivi 
masonry  and  glass  building  has  been  built  directly  over  a  hil 
side  containing  huge  dinosaur  bones.  Excavation  continu 
as  you  watch,  and  one  very  long  skeleton  has  been  clear! 
exposed  to  your  view.  Museum  exhibits  explain  how  this  ric 
vein  of  natural  history  was  deposited  in  eons  past. 

Your  last  major  stop,  Rocky  Mountain  National  Par 
(fee  $1  per  car),  encompasses  some  of  the  most  rugged  peal 
of  the  Continental  Divide.  Here  you  have  an  unparallele 
opportunity  to  visit  America's  high  country  by  car:  th 
Trail  Ridge  road  threads  its  way  for  11  miles  at  more  thai 
11,000  feet  elevation.  Even  at  this  height,  miniature  alpin 
flowers  bloom  in  meadow  after  meadow.  Snow  never  leav 
some  of  the  highest  summits,  and  small  glaciers  may  still 
seen.  Many  miles  of  good  hiking  trails  encourage  you 
leave  your  car  and  "pack  in,  "away  from  all  but  the  hardiesi 
park  visitors.  (Check  in  at  a  ranger  station  before  hiking  ir  j 
the  mountains.) 

Good  campgrounds  are  available  within  the  park,  anc 
there  are  dozens  of  motels  and  lodges  near  the  eastern  en 
trance,  particularly  around  the  town  of  Estes  Park.  (Thi'i 
community's  name  is  sometimes  mistakenly  given  to  Rock 
Mountain  National  Park  itself.)  Or  you  might  stay  in  th< 
city  of  Boulder,  and  commute  up  to  the  park  for  as  mucl 
time  as  you  can  spare. 

It's  now  an  easy  drive  back  to  Denver,  and  your  tri 
through  the  Southwest  has  gone  full-circle.  By  now  you'vi 
seen  enough  to  realize  how  much  you  missed  along  the  way 
But  this  vacation  trip  has  also  performed  one  valuable  func 
tion  if  it  marks  out  for  you  and  your  family  some  favorit 
places  to  spend  more  time,  next  time!

It  is  really  too  late  to  do  a  heavy  pruning  job  on  your 
mber — this  is  normally  done  in  January.  Nevertheless, 
;er  the  current  crop  of  bloom  has  finished,  trim  out  some 
the  old,  heavy  wood.  This  will  allow  more  air  and  light 
o  the  plant  and  help  with  the  aphid  problem.  Use  a  multi- 
rpose  pesticide  to  spray  the  plant  thoroughly  once  a 
ek.  Repeat  this  treatment  for  six  consecutive  weeks. 

>.ase  tell  how  to  get  rid  of  weeds  that  keep  coming  up  in 
r  juniper  ground  cover.       R.  O.,  Spokane,  Washington 

Jnfortunately,  there  is  no  chemical  weed  control  that  can 
p  you  in  this  situation.  Hand  weeding  or  cultivating 
h  a  hoe  is  the  best  way  to  take  care  of  these  weeds  for 

present.  It  is  very  important  that  you  keep  ahead  of 
ise  weeds.  The  larger  they  get,  the  harder  they  are  to 

out  and  the  more  likely  they  are  to  come  back.  Take 
isolation  in  the  fact  that,  as  your  junipers  knit  closely 
lether,  they  will  shade  out  any  future  weed  growth. 


H  hy  do  the  frond  tips  of  my  miniature  palm  tree  dry  and 
curl  up?  Should  the  seed  stalks  he  cut  off?

Low  humidity  is  probably  the  greatest  cause  for  the  leaf 
damage  you  are  experiencing — do  everything  possible  to 
raise  it.  Also,  see  to  it  that  the  palm  gets  enough  heat  and 
sun.  Many  palms  lose  their  tender,  green  appearance  as  the 
leaves  mature.  This  is  the  nature  of  palms.  The  seed  stalks 
should  be  removed  as  soon  as  they  appear  because  seed 
production  drains  vigor  from  the  plant. 

We  live  in  a  one-story  house  in  Southern  California  where 
it  gets  pretty  hot  from  May  to  October.  What  can  we  do 
with  plants  to  help  cool  the  house?  We  have  no  trees  at 
present.  A.li., Stanton,  California 

Studies  made  by  the  American  Association  of  Nursery- 
men have  proved  that  proper  use  of  trees  and  vines  can  re- 
sult in  a  10-  to  20-degree  reduction  of  house-interior 
temperatures.  Plant  some  fast-growing  trees  immediately— 
acacias  and  native  sycamores  would  be  your  best  bet.  Until 
the  trees  become  big  enough  to  cast  some  shade,  you  will 
have  to  depend  on  annual  vines.  Morning-glories  are  one  of 
the  fastest  growing  of  all.  Plant  the  seeds  thickly  for  a  heavy 
growth.  Another  good  one  is  the  cup-and-saucer  vine 
(Cobaea  scandens).  It  grows  20  to  30  feet  in  warm- weather 
spots  such  as  yours.  It  has  hundreds  of  little  twining  tendrils 
that  make  it  cling  to  rough  surfaces.  For  rapid  germination, 
the  hard  seeds  should  be  soaked  in  a  cup  of  warm  water  for 
several  hours  before  planting.  [  Continued  on  next  page

Two  years  ago,  this  famous  American  author 
decided  he  had  lost  touch  with  his  own  coun- 
try—  had  lived  too  long  in  one  overcivilized 
part  of  it.  So  he  set  out  with  his  dog,  Charley, 
and  a  pickup-truck  "camper"  loaded  with 
everything  he'd  need  for  several  months  on 
the  road.

(Maybe  he  even  went 
through  your  town.;  But  John  Steinbeck  was 
taking  careful  notes  on  what  he  saw,  what 
people  thought  and  said,  and  what  our  coun- 
try today  is  really  like.  This  book,  written  in 
very  personal,  down-to-earth  language,  lets 
you  share  his  travels  (as  Steinbeck  puts  it) 
"in  search  of  America." 

Crime  Without  Punishment 

By  Sen.  John  L.  McClellan  (Duett,  Sloan  &  Pearce,  1962) 

In  one  sense,  this  is  the  story  of  our  Fifth 
Amendment — and  how  gangsters  and  rack- 
eteers use  it  as  a  shield  to  avoid  prosecution 
for  their  crimes.  Dozens  of  the  leaders  of  big- 
time  crime  syndicates  went  before  Senator 
McClellan's  investigating  committee  and  in- 
voked the  protection  of  the  "Fifth"  against 
self-incrimination.  Most  of  these  men  are  still 
at  large  today.  Sen.  McClellan  never  pussy- 
foots in  this  book:  he  identifies  and  describes 
in  detail  the  men  in  business,  labor  unions, 
and  elsewhere  who  are  undermining  our  way 
of  life  and  making  Communist  subversion 
just  that  much  easier.  Included  are  photo- 
graphs, taken  at  the  hearings,  showing  these 
contemptuous  men,  many  of  them  trying  to 
hide  behind  their  oversize  dark  glasses.  At 
the  end  of  his  account,  the  author  suggests  a 
number  of  things  our  government  and  we  as 
individuals  can  do  to  correct  the  injustices.

"To  hear 
people  talk,"  Crankshaw  says, 
"and  to  read  the  Western  news- 
papers, one  would  think  that 
the  Soviet  Government  devotes 
nine-tenths  of  its  energies  and 
ingenuity  to  making  trouble  for 
us,  whereas  in  fact  it  is  spend- 
ing most  of  its  time  trying  to 
make  the  Soviet  Union  work." 
In  this  slim  volume  you  see  ex- 
actly how  Russia  does  work — 
through  the  eyes  of  a  man  who 
prefers  the  plain  truth  to  the 
more  colorful  myth.  There's 
some  recent  Russian  history 
here,  and  some  Communist 
politics,  and  a  great  deal  of 
straight  information  on  the 
Russian  people — who  may  yet 
count  most  of  all. 

Who  Killed  Society? 

By  Cleveland  Amory  (Harper,  1960) 

During    this   spirited    inquest, 


evidence  is  introduced  against 
FDR,  The  Servant  Problem, 
Walter  Winchell,  the  Duchess

earlier  and  reread  them  every 
day).  Mr.  Amory  leaves  some 
doubt  that  any  crime  was  ever 
committed,  but  the  relish  with 
which  he  displays  his  vast 
knowledge  of  Society  is  reason 
enough  for  the  trial. 

My  Wilderness:  The  Pacific 

West 

My  Wilderness:  Bast  to 

Katahdin 

By  William  O.  Douglas  (Doubleday,  1960,  61) 

These  two  books  were  written 
by  a  remarkable  man  about  re- 
markable places.  The  author  is 
a  U.S.  Supreme  Court  Justice 
who  hikes  in  the  mountains  for 
recreation.  The  places  are  some 
of  our  last  remaining,  protected- 
by-law  wilderness  areas.  Justice 
Douglas  knows  these  roadless 
regions  well,  and  his  descrip- 


tions are  accurate  and  scientific. 
But  that's  not  what  makes 
these  books  so  richly  rewarding. 
The  author  loves  the  wilderness 
precisely  because  it  is  wild. 
Through  his  words,  we  feel  the 
misting  high-country  rain,  see 
mountain  meadows  colorful  al- 
most beyond  belief,  discover 
jewellike  glacial  lakes.  And  al- 
though Justice  Douglas  careful- 
ly avoids  preaching,  he  leaves 
us  with  one  clear,  unforgettable 
message:  "Dollars  do  not  ex- 
press all  the  values  which  we 
Americans  cherish." 

The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the 
Third  Reich 

By  William  L.  Shirer  (Simon  &  Schuster,  1960) 

This  is  a  huge  book.  But  if  that 
fact  keeps  you  from  starting  it, 
you  are  making  a  mistake.  The 
story  of  Hitler's  Germany  is 
chilling,  awesome,  shocking — 
but  never  dull.  Journalist  Shirer 
draws  on  captured  German 
documents  and  the  diaries  of 
high  Nazis  for  much  of  this 
from-the-inside  reporting  job. 
Set  yourself  the  goal  of  finishing 
just  the  first  section  about  the 
rise  to  power  of  the  sickly,  frus- 
trated Austrian  artist  whose 
shrill  voice  cast  a  spell  over  the 
entire  world.  We  don't  think 
you'll  stop  there. 

Song  in  America 

By  Burl  Ives  (Duel),  Sloan  &  Pearee,  1962)

WHAT  TO  LOOK  FOR 
WHEN  CHOOSING 
TABLES  AND  CHESTS 

What  are  the  mysterious  differences  that  make  one  piece  of  furni- 
ture more  costly  than  another  that  is  almost  its  twin?  Of  course, 
brand  names  are  your  key  to  quality  and  value,  but  you  will  get 
more  satisfaction  when  you're  buying  furniture,  if  you  know 
enough  about  construction  to  make  a  few  quality  and  price  com- 
parisons. 

Drawer  construction.  Most  good  manufacturers  have 
tags  explaining  the  features  of  a  piece  of  furniture  such  as 
"dustproof  panels"  and  "center  drawer  guides."  If  you  under- 
stand some  of  the  basics  of  construction,  you're  ready  to 
compare  the  plus  features. 

Pull  out  a  large  drawer  using  only  one  of  the  handles,  then 
turn  it  over  to  look  at  the  glide.  Some  manufacturers  use  a 
ball-bearing  glide  of  metal  or  nylon  to  make  the  drawer  slide 
smoothly.  Some  add  tiny  stoppers  so  that  the  drawers  won't 
pull  completely  out  and  fall  on  the  floor.  Dustproof  panels 
between  the  drawers  are  used  by  many  manufacturers,  but 
are  omitted  by  others  who  feel  that  an  additional  inch  of 
storage  depth  is  more  important,  and  that  today's  friction- 
free  drawer  glides  create  no  wood  dust. 


Labor  costs  are  practically  the  same  for  a  small  drawer 
for  a  large  one.  That's  why  a  five-drawer  dresser  costs  m< 
than  a  three-drawer  dresser, 
even  when  the  outside  meas- 
urements are  practically  the 
same. 

Veneers  on  well-made 
furniture  are  an  integral 
part  of  the  design  itself,  not 
just  a  surface  ornament.  A 
furniture  designer  uses  ve- 
neers in  the  same  way  a  fine 
tailor  or  dressmaker  matches 
the  grain  or  pattern  in  a  fab- 
ric. Matched  veneers  and 
rare  woods  are  a  mark  of 
quality  in  fine  furniture,  and 
matching  them  takes  care. 

When  a  log  is  cut  into  pa- 
per-thin slices  called  flitches, 
they   are   kept   in   sequence 
(just  the  way  you  stack  up 
sandwich    bread    to    assure 
matching  slices).   Next,   the 
matched  flitches  are  repeated  on  doors  or  drawer  fronts, 
you  shop  for  furniture,  notice  how  patterned  veneers  are  i 
fully  repeated  or  reversed  on  a  series  of  doors  or  drawer  fror 
or  on  a  table  top.  Notice  the  chest  pictured  above.  The  cor 
has  been  deliberately  kept  boxlike  and  plain  because  the 
veneer  runs  down  the  sides  for  a  continuous  pattern.

FAMILY  MONEY  QUESTIONS  ANSWERER 

By  the  editors  of  Better  Homes  &  Gardens 


And  how  the  questions  have  poured  in!  Since  introducing 
this  monthly  feature  just  five  issues  ago,  we've  had  a  wealth 
of  solid,  provocative  topics  suggested  by  readers.  The  most 
frequently  asked  questions  are  here — with  the  kind  of 
direct,  no-nonsense  answers  you've  come  to  expect  from 
Better  Homes  &  Gardens.  Please  take  this  extra-large  sec- 
tion as  our  open  invitation  for  you  to  send  in  still  more 
questions  on  family  money  management. 


"Is  there  a  best  time  to  trade  for  a  new  car?" 

You  often  hear  a  remark  like  "I'm  going  to  fix  the  old  buggy 
and  keep  it  for  one  more  year."  This  sounds  like  a  good  economy 
move,  but  it  may  well  be  just  a  waste  of  money.  Research  has 
shown  that  most  cars,  by  the  time  they  are  three  years  old,  are 
still  running  pretty  well,  but  are  candidates  for  fairly  costly  re- 
pairs in  the  near  future.  When  these  repairs  are  balanced  against 
the  extra  value  your  car  will  bring  as  a  trade-in  while  in  good 
condition,  the  smartest  move  in  the  long  run  is  to  trade  every 
three  years  (and  sooner  if  your  use  is  hard).  This  is  no  firm  rule,  of 
course,  but  you  should  take  a  long,  serious  look  at  the  family  car 
just  before  its  third  birthday. 

Then  find  out  what  your  old  car  is  worth.  This  will  help 
you  when  you  start  bargaining  for  the  new  car  you  want.  Check 
ads  in  the  classified  section  of  your  newspaper  to  find  the  going 
retail  price  for  your  make  and  model.  You  might  even  take  your 
car  to  a  couple  of  used  car  dealers.  Their  price  will  be  about  20 
per  cent  under  retail.  If  later  on,  a  new  car  dealer  offers  you  a 
price  a  great  deal  more  than  the  actual  market  value  for  a  trade- 
in  allowance,  you  can  suspect  that  there's  something  wrong 
somewhere,  usually  in  the  price  of  the  new  car. 

Check  several  different  dealers.  The  price  for  the  make 
and  model  you  have  checked  on  can  vary  considerably  from  one 
reputable  dealer  to  the  next,  depending  on  his  present  inventory, 
the  weather,  sales  contests,  and  many  other  factors.  Avoid  deal- 
ers who  offer  ridiculous  price  cuts.  They're  usually  only  "come- 
ons"  to  get  you  inside  the  sales  room  for  some  high  pressuring. 

The  price  you  pay  for  a  new  automobile  is  seldom  the  "list 
price"  displayed  on  the  car  window.  The  dealer's  cost  is  usually 
only  16  to  24  per  cent  below  list,  a  rather  slim  margin  compared 
to  most  consumer  goods.  But,  because  of  local  circumstances, 
as  mentioned  above,  the  dealer  will  often  take  a  cut  in  profit  to 
move  the  car.  In  any  case,  the  cash  difference  between  your  trade- 
in  and  the  final,  discounted  price  for  the  new  one  is  the  amount 
you're  really  concerned  with. 

Getting  the  money  to  pay  that  cash  difference,  if  you  buy  on 
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time  as  most  people  do,  might  take  you  to  a  finance  compl 
associated  with  the  dealer,  a  finance  company  of  your 
choosing,  a  bank,  or  a  credit  union.  Financing  rates  vary  q 
a  bit,  so  you  should  shop  wisely  to  get  the  best  possible  deal.  \ 

Get  a  statement  from  the  dealer  indicating  the  trac 
allowance  for  your  car,  the  additional  down  payment,  if  any 
cash  difference,  the  amount  of  the  monthly  payments,  and* 
number  of  months  for  which  they  will  be  paid.  With  this  infoi  J 
tion,  you  can  go  to  other  lending  institutions  and  quickly  ( jji 
pare  the  cost  of  financing.  Many  dealers  offer  package  deal  j 
both  financing  and  insurance.  Again,  spend  time  shopping  \ 
other  insurance  coverage  before  settling  on  the  package.  Difij 
insurance  often  doesn't  include  the  liability  type,  so  you  ifl 
make  sure  you're  adequately  covered  in  all  desired  areas. 

The  paper  work  involved  in  the  sale  consists  of  twol 
portant  documents:  the  bill  of  sale  and  the  conditional  sales  ii 
tract.  Before  you  sign  anything  or  make  a  down  payment,  bei 
the  papers  are  completely  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  sale;  i 
and  his  boss.  The  bill  of  sale  should  include  the  following:  thpffl 
price  of  the  new  car,  including  all  charges  for  extras  and  aia 
sories,  sales  tax  (if  any),  the  allowance  for  your  old  car,  thelfl 
balance,  the  finance  charges  (stated  in  terms  of  the  amouniH 
month  and  the  number  of  months),  and  the  kind  and  an  n 
of  insurance  you're  getting.  The  conditional  sales  contract  si  H 
contain:  what  you  are  paying  (and  when  and  how),  what  yoii 
getting  for  your  money,  the  amount  of  the  trade-in  allowJj 
the  insurance  charges,  finance  charges,  and  the  unpaid  balM

inljlicy),  he  can  buy  $7,500  worth  of  ma- 
roj  ical  insurance  for  an  annual  premium 
abjit  $192.  That  means  the  insurance 
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company  will  help  him  meet  any  medical  bill 
amounting  to  between  $300  and  $7,500  for 
each  individual  illness. 

If  one  of  the  children  goes  into  the  hos- 
pital for  relatively  minor  surgery  and  runs 
into  hospital  bills  of  $150  and  a  surgeon's  fee 
of  $300  for  a  total  of  $450,  Father  would  have 
to  pay  the  first  $300  out  of  his  own  pocket  or 
by  means  of  other  insurance.  Seventy-five 
per  cent  of  the  $150  balance  ($112.50)  would 
be  paid  by  the  insurance  company  and  the 
remaining  25  per  cent  ($37.50)  by  Father  as 
"co-insurer." 

But  if  a  family  member  has  a  far  more 
serious  illness,  necessitating  a  30-day  stay  in 
the  hospital  at  a  cost  of  $650,  plus  surgeon's 
and  laboratory  fees  of  $2,000,  or  a  total  of 
$2,650,  the  breakdown  of  payments  would  go 
this  way: 

First  $300  paid  by  the  policyholder;  next 
$1,762.50  paid  by  the  insurance  company  (75 
per  cent  of  the  total  bill  above  $300);  last 
$587.50  also  paid  by  the  policyholder.  This 
formula  would  hold  for  each  individual  illness 
during  the  year. 

In  the  above  example,  the  $300  deduction 
meant  an  annual  premium  of  about  $192.  If 
the  insured  felt  he  could  risk  medical  bills  up 
to  $1,000  himself,  he  would  have  selected 
that  as  the  deductible  amount.  By  thus  free- 
ing the  insurance  company  of  the  expense  of 
servicing  relatively  minor  illnesses,  he  would 
have  reduced  his  annual  premium  to  about 
$94. 

Bear  in  mind  when  shopping  for  ma- 
jor medical  protection  that  you  should  deal 
with  a  responsible  insurance  company,  li- 
censed to  do  business  in  your  state.  Be  sure 
you  get  the  type  and  amount  of  protection 
which  best  suits  your  individual  needs.  And 
if  you  are  going  to  want  this  protection  after 
age  65,  obtain  a  guaranteed  option  of  renew- 
ing it  every  year  up  to  and  after  that  age. 

"Can  we  use  the  money  in  our 
savings  account  without  losing 
all  the  interest?" 

You  may  be  able  to  get  what's  known  as  a 
passbook  loan.  This  is  an  especially  good  idea 
if  you  need  your  savings  just  prior  to  the  in- 
terest-paying date.  If  you  made  an  ordinary 
withdrawal  of  your  money,  you'd  lose  the  in- 
terest for  an  entire  3-month  or  6-month 
period ;  but  with  a  passbook  loan,  the  savings 
institution  lends  you  the  money  temporarily, 
using  your  own  savings  as  collateral.  And 
even  though  the  loan  is  at  a  higher  rate  of  in- 
terest than  what  you  earn  on  savings,  you 
benefit  because  the  loan  period  is  so  short. 

Suppose,  for  example,  you  have  built  up  a 

savings   account   of   $2,000.    On   June    15,

So  are  a  lot  of  other  famili 
less  than  57  per  cent  of  them  here  in  the  U.S.  fail  to  get 
from  home  at  vacation  time,  even  for  an  overnight  trip 
four  out  of  five  families  are  unable  to  scrape  up  as  mu 
$200  each  year  for  vacation  expenses. 

The  problem  is  financial  planning—  the  lack  of  it 
that  the  job  can  be  done  comes  from  the  many  famili 
manage  a  wonderful  vacation  every  year — and  manage 
of  modest  income.

Make  your  vacation  savings  automatic.  Travel 
plans,  offered  by  many  banks,  help  by  reminding  y 
make  weekly  deposits  of  $5,  $10,  or  other  fixed  arao 
Often,  however,  such  deposits  earn  no  interest.

Many  banks  will  transfer  fixed  sums  once  a  month 
your  checking  to  your  savings  account,  if  you  sign  a 
authorizing  this  plan.  (And  you  get  interest  at  regular  sa 
rates.)  A  few  will  arrange  with  your  boss  to  have  him  ] 
regular  deductions  from  your  pay  which  can  be  credit 
your  savings  account;  this  is  similar  to  the  payroll  sa 
schemes  offered  by  credit  unions.  Some  labor  unions 
arranged  for  a  travel  "checkoff,"  similar  to  the  deduct! 
dues  from  members'  pay.  These  sums  are  credited 
matically  to  members'  bank  accounts. 

Or  let  Uncle  Sam  save  for  you — via  the  withholding 
route.  Claim  one  fewer  exemption  than  you  are  entitli'H 
and  your  boss  will  collect  about  $2.30  a  week  more  from  lu 
pay.  You  get  this  back  next  year  as  a  refund  on  your  in  U 
tax.  (That  $2.30  a  week  for  an  entire  year  would  total  ;■ 
$120 — a  good  start  toward  your  family's  vacation.) 

You  can  go  now  and  pay  later — but  remembew| 
credit  costs  money.  The  airlines  and  one  or  two  stean| 
companies  will  permit  you  to  include  not  only  the  c<  i 
tickets  but  hotel  accommodations,  some  meals,  sight-*  if 
and  the  other  items  that  make  up  a  complete  package,  tl 
You  pay  10  per  cent  down  and  spread  the  rest  over  12  i 
months.  The  total  bill  must  come  to  at  least  $150,  bu  o 
can  lump  together  two  or  more  bills—  your  own  and  ''. 
wife's  for  instance — into  one  time-payment  contract  c 
pay  at  consumer  finance  rates,  which  vary  from  st<  i 
state.  In  some  places,  banks  underwrite  this  business  at  u 
as  low  as  $4.75  for  each  $100  borrowed,  including  insi  « 
that  pays  off  the  debt  if  you  die. 

In  recent  years,  the  nation's  largest  mail  order  firms  fl 
entered  the  travel  credit  field.  One  offers  package  tours

Credit  cards  are  primarily  a  traveler's  convenien< 
stopping  at  accepted  hotels  and  restaurants,  you  can  < 
the  cost  of  rooms  and  meals,  paying  eventually  a 
monthly  bill.  The  most  widely  accepted  cards  involve 
nual  fee  under  $10.  An  airlines  credit  card  permits  you 
tain  tickets  now  and  be  billed  later.  This  service  has  re 
been  extended  to  include  rooms  and  meals  as  well.  Tl

You  have  nothing  to  lose  by  asking.  Even  if  your  c( 
tion  is  worse,  the  company — according  to  its  policy  con'

"How  much  can  my  children  earn 
and  still  be  my  dependents?" 

So  long  as  your  children  go  to  school  or  college  full 
during  the  day,  or  so  long  as  they  are  under  19,  you 
claim  them  as  dependents  and  take  a  $600  exemptioi 
each  on  your  income  tax  return — IF  you  pay  more  than 
of  the  cost  of  their  support. 

Under  the  above  circumstances,  it  makes  no  difference 
much  a  child  earns;  you  contribute  more  than  half  his 
port,  and  thus  he's  worth  a  $600  exemption  to  you.  Not 
that:  if  he  earns  enough  to  file  his  own  tax  return,  he 
take  himself  as  an  exemption  even  though  you've  air 
claimed  him  on  your  return. 

However,  if  you  have  a  dependent  son  or  daughter 
over  who  is  not  a  full-time  day  student,  it  may  be  wLj 
have  him  stop  work  once  he  has  earned  just  short  of  $6 
any  one  year.  Once  he  earns  that  amount  or  more,  you 
him  as  an  exemption  and  may  find  yourself  paying  moii 
taxes  than  the  amount  he  earns  over  $600. 

To  figure  exactly  what  your  child's  exemption  is  wor. 
you,  multiply  the  $600  by  the  highest  percentage  you  p; 
income  tax.  If  your  top  bracket  is  30  per  cent,  the  exemji 
means  $180  to  you,  and  your  dependent  would  have  to 
$780  in  order  to  net  your  family  just  $600.

"How  much  debt  is  too  much?" 

To  some  extent,  borrowing  is  a  personal  problem 
families  must  adjust  to  their  own  situations.  A  young  o 
with  small  housing  expenses  can  usually  carry  more  per 
and  installment  debt  than  a  family  with  a  large  house 
ment  and  many  children  to  feed.  That's  why  stores  ai 
nance  companies  usually  ask,  in  addition  to  how  mucl 
earn,  how  many  dependents  you  have. 

But  as  a  conservative  average  figure,  most  familie 
safely  carry  total  installment  debts,  not  including  mort 
of  up  to  15  per  cent  of  annual  take-home  income.  Tr 
$5,000  income  family  should  be  able  to  carry  install 
debts  totaling  $750,  according  to  this  formula.  Stores 
specialize  in  installment  plans  may  take  more  of  a  chanc 
allow  credit  of  up  to  25  per  cent  of  take-home  pay — $ 
on  a  $5,000  income. 

One  of  the  most  important  points  to  remember  about 
debts  is  that  it  doesn't  pay  to  stretch  out  payments  1 
than  you  have  to.  With  loans,  time  is  truly  money.  For  t 
pie,  assume  that  you  buy  a  car  and  have  a  balance  of  % 
after  your  trade-in  and  down  payment.  Say  the  fi] 
charge  is  a  moderate  1  per  cent  a  month  on  the  declinin 
ance,  or  a  true  rate  of  12  per  cent  a  year.  If  you  arrar 
pay  $56.25  a  month  for  24  months,  your  credit  fee  woi 
$150.  But  if  you  pay  $39.50  for  36  months,  the  loan  wil 
you  a  whopping  $222  in  finance  charges.

Look  at  the 
homes  he  built  2  to  3  years  ago — they 
should  look  as  well  now  as  they  did  then. 
Look  over  the  houses  he's  now  construct- 
ing. Check  the  local  chapter  of  National 
Association  of  Home  Builders,  lending  in- 
stitutions, and  his  major  suppliers. 

Your  builder's  know-how  and  the  skill 
of  the  men  who  actually  do  the  work  can 
make  a  quality  product  worth  every  last 
penny  you  spend.  Or  lack  of  knowledge 
and  sloppy  workmanship  can  make  even 
the  best  products  perform. unsatisfactorily. 
Foundation  and  basement — Check  the 
ground  around  the  foundation  to  see  that 
water  will  drain  away  at  all  points.  Is 
clean  soil  being  used  for  backfill  on  homes 
under  construction?  (Termites  breed  in 
scrap-loaded  backfills.)  Basement  ceiling 
height  and  heat  ducts  should  allow  for  fu- 
ture finishing.  Are  all  concrete  surfaces  you 
can  see  finished  so  that  no  cracks  or  blem- 
ishes are  in  evidence?  In  most  areas,  drain 
tile  along  the  footings  is  necessary.  The 
joints  should  be  mesh-covered. 

Other  quality  marks  are  good  light  and 
ventilation,  and  a  direct  access  outside. 
Structural  parts — The  structural  lum- 
ber in  your  new  house  is  its  backbone;  local 
codes  and  FHA  and  VA  minimum  stand- 
ards give  you  some  basic  assurance 
against  a  jerry-built  job.  You  can  also  look 
at  exposed  parts — or  watch  your  house  in 
progress — to  see  that  there  is  a  minimum 
of  notching  or  boring  of  joists,  studs,  and 
rafters.  Joists  should  be  doubled  under 
partitions. 

Insulation — How  well  your  new  home  is 
insulated  will  affect  your  comfort  and 
pocketbook  every  month.  The  amount  of 
insulation   required    varies   according   to 
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local  climates — ask  your  utility  comp 
what  the  minimums  are.  If  your  hom 
air-conditioned,  the  insulation  is  doi 
important.  The  material  used  should  h 
a  positive  vapor  barrier  on  inside  surfa 

If  your  home  has  an  attic  space-  it  n 
be  well  ventilated.  The  ventilators  i 
gables  should  have  an  area  of  1  sq 
inch  for  every  150  square  feet  of  © 
area  in  a  hipped-roof  house;  half  thi 
gable  roofs.  In  other  words,  make 
those  ventilators  look  plenty  big.  If 
house  is  on  a  slab,  does  it  have  a  v; 
proof  membrane  under  it? 
Plywood — Most  builders  use  plyw 
several  parts  of  their  homes — man' 
turers  grade  it  carefully  so  that  it  will 
form  well  in  the  job  it's  intended  for.

cuss  them  with  your  builder.  Be  sure 
only  exterior  grades  are  used  outside 
terior  grades  of  all  plywood  are  inte:

openings,  corners,  and  the  top  should  also  be  all  aluminum. 

Brick  siding  should  be  burned  clay  brick.  It  will  keep  its 
original  color,  is  highly  resistant  to  cracking,  and  has  low 
water  absorption  properties. 

Plaster  and  wallboard — No  matter  which  type  of  interior 
wall  surfacing  you  choose,  the  high  quality  is  in  the  mate- 
rials. You  should,  however,  check  the  workmanship  before 
you  buy:  no  joints  or  nailheads  should  be  visible  in  wallboard 
construction.  If  your  new  home  has  plastered  walls,  they 
should  not  be  wavy,  and  corners  should  be  square.  Small 
cracks  are  normal;  large  ones  should  be  checked. 
Flooring — You'll  want  the  best  possible  installation  job 
for  the  resilient  floors  in  your  new  home — check  that  joints 
are  tight  and  surfaces  are  smooth.  For  below-grade  floors, 
be  sure  you  get  a  type  of  flooring  that  will  withstand  the  al- 
kaline moisture  in  concrete. 

With  oak  flooring,  there  is  little  or  no  difference  in  dura- 
bility between  the  "highest  grade"  and  "lowest  grade."  In- 
stead, the  difference  is  in  appearance — the  top  grade  is 
"clear"  and  the  flooring  has  a  minimum  of  contrasting  char- 
acteristics. All  grades  can  be  stained  or  darkened  with  wood 
filler.  Look  at  the  quality  of  the  installation  by  checking  if 
the  longest  strips  are  used  at  entrances  and  doorways;  short- 
est strips  in  closets  and  general  floor  area.  Are  the  ends  of 
strips  well  staggered? 
Electrical  service — Look  at  the  entrance  panel  (either  on 


the  front  or  inside  the  door)  for  the  amperage  capacity.  Anj  I 
thing  less  than  100  amps  is  inadequate. 

Be  sure  you  take  a  good  long  look  at  the  number  of  outlet: 
outdoor  outlets  and  fixtures,  and  other  "extras."  You'i 
money  ahead  to  put  in  everything  you'll  need  when  you'i 
building-  costs  for  additional  electrical  work  go  up  ver 
sharply  after  you've  moved  in. 

Light  fixtures — Are  the  incoming  wires  protected  by  a  gc 
insulating  material?  Look  to  see  if  the  size  of  bulbs  the 
tures  call  for  will  give  you  enough  light;  if  you  have  to  us 
bigger  bulbs  than  called  for,  the  fixture  may  overheat. 
Plumbing  fixtures  and  fittings — The  bathrooms  in  yoi 
new  house  are  permanently  "furnished."  Quality  here  meat 
trouble-free  satisfaction  for  a  long  time.  Cast  iron  is  tl 
top-quality  material  for  fixtures.  It's  important  that  fi 
tures  and  fittings  are  the  same  brand.  Fittings  made  of  bra 
or  of  brass  and  stainless  steel  are  best.  Washerless  fauce 
offer  long-range  convenience. 

Tubs  are  safer  if  they  have  a  flat  bottom;  the  finish  shou 
be  acid  resistant.  All  colored  fixtures  have  this  finish,  b 
you  should  ask  about  white  fixtures.  The  water  closet  shoi 
have  a  flushing  valve  activated  directly  by  the  lever  and  n 
a  system  of  wires  and  rubber  balls.  What  kind  of  flushii 
action  does  it  have?  You  should  not  accept  a  wash-dov 
type;  siphon  jet  and  reverse  trap  actions  are  much  superk 
Also  ask  if  the  unit  has  an  antisweat  liner. 
Water  heater — Be  sure  to  look  for  a  brand  name  you  el 
trust  for  a  long-term  warranty.  Any  heater  you  buy  shou  J 
be  glass-lined ;  a  40-gallon  gas  unit's  recovery  rate  should 
about  35  for  a  4-person,  2-bath  household;  a  30-gallon  heal^ 
should  have  a  recovery  rate  of  45.       [  Continued  on  page

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WHAT  IF 

YOUR  YOUNGSTER  DOESN'T 

GO  TO  COLLEGE?

The  day  your  youngster  earns  a  high  school  diploma,  he 
comes  to  a  crossroad  in  his  life.  He  can  (1)  decide  to  continue 
his  education,  or  (2)  simply  turn  off  his  brain  and  stop  learn- 
ing. That  decision  is  one  of  the  most  important  he'll  ever 
make.  As  his  parent,  you  are  more  than  ever  responsible  for 
clear-headed  guidance.  But  both  you  and  he  should  keep  one 
fact  clearly  in  mind:  The  right  choice  has  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  whether  or  not  he  goes  to  college! 

Why  so?  Well,  for  one  thing,  just  attending  college  never 
guaranteed  anybody  a  "higher  education."  College  students 
invent  all  kinds  of  ingenious  ways  to  sidestep  wisdom.  But 
far  more  important  is  another,  little-recognized  truth — that 
a  student  who  never  sets  foot  on  any  college  campus  can  often 
look  forward  to  an  educational  future  every  bit  as  bright  as  the 
one  most  college  students  have. 

It  is  true  that  the  advanced  training  available  outside  of 
college  demands  very  careful  planning  in  order  to  do  maxi- 
mum good.  A  student  must  set  up  exactly  the  right  program 
and  then  carry  it  out  completely.  And  all  along  the  way — in 
nearly  every  type  of  after-high-school  learning — the  student 
finds  that  knowledge  isn't  showered  on  him.  He  has  to  make 
a  special  effort  to  get  it  on  his  own. 

Suppose  the  high  school  graduate  in  your  family  won't  or 
can't  go  to  college.  How  should  he  decide  what  additional 
education  will  be  most  logical  and  useful  for  him?  Since  the 
opportunities  are  so  many  and  so  varied,  there  is  no  easy 
answer  to  that  question.  But  here  are  some  things  he  should 
consider  before  drawing  up  his  personal  plan: 

Educational  testing.  The  closer  he  gets  to  his  life's  work, 
the  more  important  it  is  for  a  student  to  be  on  the  right 
educational  track.  Proper  testing  before  or  after  graduation 
can  help  steer  him.  Most  high  schools  provide  some  or  all  of 
the  following  tests;  if  your  son  or  daughter  is  still  undecided 
about  the  future,  check  with  the  high  school  guidance  coun- 
selor or  principal  about  how  additional  tests  may  be  arranged. 

There  are  four  basic  kinds:  intelligence,  achievement,  ap- 
titude, and  interest  tests.  Intelligence  ("IQ")  tests  are  least 
important  at  this  stage;  they  measure  one's  general  ability  to 
learn,  and  the  high  school  graduate  probably  knows  that  as- 
pect of  himself  pretty  well.  Standardized  achievement  tests 
are  given  to  find  out  how  much  a  student  has  already  mas- 
tered in  a  given  field,  like  English  or  math.  Aptitude  tests  try 
to  determine  how  far  an  individual  can  go — his  limit  of  capa- 
bility— in  various  kinds  of  jobs,  regardless  of  his  current 
training  or  lack  of  it.  Interest  tests  relate  a  student's  likes  and 
dislikes  to  a  large  number  of  occupations  in  order  to  predict 
which  ones  he  would  most  enjoy. 

Sometimes  the  problem  boils  down  to  matching  high  inter- 
ests with  reasonably  high  aptitudes.  But  keep  in  mind  that 
tests  are  only  indicators,  not  infallible  rules  to  be  followed 
blindly.  High  school  counselors  are  usually  glad  to  share  test 
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results  and  to  interpret  them  for  students.  These  test  scores 
are  on  the  student's  cumulative  records  and  are  available  to 
him  even  after  he  has  graduated. 

Typically,  high  school  records  will  have  scores  on: 

1.  Lee-Thorpe  Occupational  Interest  Inventory. 

2.  Bennett  Mechanical  Comprehension  Test. 

3.  Revised  Minnesota  Paper  Form  Board. 

4.  SCAT  (School  and  College  Ability  Test). 

5.  Kuder  Preference  Record. 

Career  guidance.  Using  test  scores,  school  records,  anc 
informal  interviews  with  the  student,  high  school  guidance 
counselors  can  often  help  bring  order  out  of  what  seems— 
to  a  teen-age  boy  or  girl — to  be  career  chaos.  The  counseloi  j 
knows  exactly  what  college  and  noncollege  courses  are  of- 
fered in  the  community,  and  can  suggest  training  to  help  anj  j 
willing  student  qualify  for  a  job  that  fits  his  talents.  If  nc 
such  counseling  is  available  at  your  youngster's  high  school  i 
have  him  try  the  state  employment  service.  Some  states  offei' 
only  help  in  finding  a  job,  but  others  provide  quite  extensiv< 
guidance  programs  as  well. 

Many  educators  and  parents  feel  that  long-term  careei-< 
guidance  is  one  of  the  most  seriously  neglected  programs  h  j 
our  schools.  John  W.  Gardner,  president  of  the  Carnegit 
Foundation,  made  this  recommendation,  which  you  migh  | 
well  bring  up  before  your  PTA: 

"Every  high  school  in  the  land  should  provide  continuing 
vocational  and  educational  counseling  for  all  who  leav 
school  short  of  college.  These  services  should  be  availabh 
until  the  boy  or  girl  reaches  the  age  of  21.  .  .  .  Young  peopk 
who  fail  to  get  jobs  or  who  become  juvenile  delinquents  an< 
a  costly  burden  on  the  whole  community ;  and  every  boy  o  [ 
girl  whose  abilities  are  not  developed  is  a  loss  to  society.  It  i 
better  to  spend  money  preventing  such  outcomes  than  bj 
spend  it  later  picking  up  the  pieces." 


Night  classes.  The  so-called  "adult  education"  evening  an* 
weekend  program  continues  to  break  attendance  records  i 
most  city  school  systems.  More  than  one  quarter  of  the  pres 
ent  attendance  is  in  trade  courses  for  semiskilled  or  skille 
workers.  Such  courses  are  particularly  suited  for  a  youn 
person  who  wishes  to  try  his  hand  at  a  new  trade.  The  invesl 
ment  in  time  and  money  made  by  the  student  seems  sma 
indeed  when  compared  to  the  possible  career  benefits. 

Other  adult  education  courses  are  offered  in  English,  joui  ] 
nalism,  history,  foreign  languages,  and  similar  liberal  art 
fields.  Arts  and  crafts  courses  frequently  cram  the  catalogs 
New  subjects  like  data  processing  are  added  when  enoug 
students  request  them. 

Almost  all  colleges  offer  night  classes,  too.  Taking  a  i& 
basic  courses — such  as  freshman  English  or  college  algebr

determine  whether  he  can  make  the  grade  as 
a  full-time  day  student.  In  many  cities,  it  is  now 
even  possible  to  earn  a  college  degree  by  attend- 
ing only  night  classes. 

Armed  forces  training.  Young  people  should 
not  overlook  the  possible  advantage  of  training 
in  one  of  the  armed  forces.  Specialists  in  radio, 
electronics,  automotive  mechanics,  guided  mis- 
siles, jet  engines,  and  many  other  fields  are  in 
demand  both  in  the  military  and  in  civilian  life. 
Armed  forces  training  can  mean  not  only  being 
paid  while  learning,  but  also  satisfying  a  service 
obligation  at  the  same  time.  On  the  other  hand, 
getting  the  right  kind  of  training — especially  if  it 
calls  for  a  lengthy  service  school — may  mean  en- 
listment for  a  longer  period  than  the  two  years 
required  of  a  draftee. 

For  information  on  military  training,  consult 
the  American  Council  on  Education's  Your  Life 
Plans  and  the  Armed  Forces,  and  a  new  U.S. 
Army  publication,  The  Army  and  Your  Educa- 
tion. (Recruiting  offices  offer  these  and  other  free 
booklets.)  For  girls,  a  good  guide  to  training  op- 
portunities is  Careers  for  Women  in  the  Armed 
Forces,  obtainable  from  the  Department  of  De- 
fense, Washington  25,  D.C. 

Business  schools.  These  used  to  limit  their 
courses  to  secretarial,  clerical,  and  bookkeeping 
subjects.  Now  many  offer  advanced  or  technical 
courses  like  key  punch,  data  processing,  dis- 
tributive education,  accounting,  and  real  estate. 
There  are  many  reputable  schools,  but  you 
should  investigate  before  allowing  your  young- 
ster to  enroll.  Obtain  a  list  of  accredited  institu- 
tions from  United  Business  Schools  Association, 
1518  K  Street  N.W.,  Washington  5,  D.C. 

Schools  of  nursing.  The  need  for  increased 
medical  services  has  caused  a  shortage  of  nurses 
that  will  require  thousands  of  registered  nurses 
for  many  years  to  come.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a 
high  demand  for  male  orderlies  has  brought 
about  the  enrollment  of  a  great  many  young  men 
in  this  medical  specialty. 

For  a  list  of  accredited  schools  of  nursing, 
write  American  Nurses  Association,  10  Colum- 
bus Circle,  New  York  19,  N.Y. 

Many  school  systems  have  established  courses 
for  training  practical  nurses.  Youngsters  who  do 
not  or  cannot  take  the  three  years'  curriculum 
leading  to  an  R.N.  may  take  the  one-year 
course  for  a  P.N.  rating.  Most  states  have  a 
bureau  of  nurse  examiners.  Check  with  them  for 
details  on  schools  and  programs  in  your  area  for 
both  R.N.  and  P.N.  training. 

Specialized  schools.  Students  who  wish  to 
develop  an  already  budding  talent  may  find  just 
what  they  need  in  a  technical  or  vocational  train- 
ing school.  Here  are  just  a  few  of  their  literally 
hundreds  of  specialties:  art,  agriculture,  barber- 
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ing  and  beauty  operation,  computer  operation, 
designing,  drama,  flying,  linotype  operation, 
mechanics  and  repair  work  of  all  kinds,  music, 
and  photography.  Local  and  regional  directories 
of  these  specialized  schools  are  issued  by  many 
city  and  state  governments  (check  your  library). 
In  addition,  there  are  comprehensive  guides 
such  as  Nathan  Cohen's  Vocational  Training 
Directory  of  the  United  Slates  and  Lovejoy's  Vo- 
cational School  Guide,  by  Clarence  E.  Lovejoy. 
We  strongly  recommend  choosing  a  reputable 
school  through  one  of  these  sources. 

Correspondence  study.  It's  almost  a  rule  of 
American  life  that  anything  you  can  get  in  per- 
son also  comes  by  mail.  Education  is  no  excep- 
tion. Correspondence  courses  are  available  on 
almost  any  conceivable  subject,  from  blueprint 
reading  to  creative  writing,  and  TV  repairing  to 
diesel  mechanics.  True,  these  courses  require  100 
per  cent  reading  and  paperwork,  with  no  class- 
room stimulation,  but  it  is  quite  possible  for  a 
determined  student  to  learn  an  amazing  amount 
on  his  own  time  and  at  his  own  rate  of  speed. 

For  lists  of  schools  offering  correspondence 
courses  in  particular  areas  of  interest,  check  the 
Cohen  and  Lovejoy  volumes  mentioned  above, 
plus  the  Guide  to  Correspondence  Study,  published 
by  the  National  University  Extension  Associa- 
tion, University  of  Minnesota,  Minneapolis  14, 
Minnesota.  Or  for  information  on  accredited  cor- 
respondence schools,  write  the  National  Home 
Study  Council,  1601  18th  Street  N.W.,  Wash- 
ington 9,  D.C. 

On-the-job  training.  Many  companies  today 
have  special  arrangements  for  training  new  em- 
ployees while  they  work.  Sometimes  this  simply 
means  a  few  brief  orientation  sessions;  other, 
more  elaborate  training  programs  cover  weeks  or 
months  and  ask  the  employee  to  work  in  a  num- 
ber of  related  departments  before  final  assign- 
ment. Labor  unions  and  some  government 
agencies  also  provide  considerable  additional 
training  to  those  who  meet  the  qualifications 
(inquire  at  your  state  employment  service). 

Some  firms  encourage  their  employees  to  take 
certain  outside  classes  in  night  schools  wholly  or 
partly  at  company  expense.  They  expect,  of 
course,  that  the  experience  will  result  in  better, 
more  valuable  workers — frequently  at  a  super- 
visory level.  As  a  general  rule,  the  more  solid, 
meaningful  training  a  company  is  willing  to  in- 
vest in  its  personnel,  the  more  advancement 
those  individuals  can  expect  over  the  long  pull.

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TOO  MANY 
TRANQUILIZERS? 


Today,  less  than  ten  years  after  their 
American  debut,  tranquilizing  pills  are  used 
regularly  by  one  of  every  12  adults;  only 
antibiotics  and  hormone  drugs  are  prescribed 
more  frequently.  The  annual  retail  cost  to 
these  users  exceeds  $200  million,  which  does 
not  include,  at  one  end  of  the  spectrum,  large 
lots  of  potent  tranquilizers  sold  to  mental 
institutions,  or,  at  the  other  end,  mild  seda- 
tives— bromides,  barbiturates,  antihista- 
mines— that  claim  to  induce  tranquility  but 
are  purchased  over-the-counter.  True  tran- 
quilizers can  be  legally  obtained  only  with  a 
doctor's  prescription. 

What  kinds  of  people  use  them?  Everyone 
from  dangerous  mental  patients  in  close 
security  wards  to  epileptics  to  alcoholics  to 
expectant  fathers  to  nerve-wracked  mothers 
to  insomniacs,  genuine  or  imagined,  to  teen- 
age girls  out  on  special  dates  to  thousands  of 
frustrated  heads  of  households  attempting 
to  balance  their  budgets.  For  which  of  these 
users  are  the  pills  justified?  For  some  of  them, 
but  clearly  not  for  all. 

An  explanation  of  why  this 
is  so  depends  on  a  general  un- 
derstanding of  how  tranquil- 
izers work.  They  first  of  all 
offer  no  easy  solutions,  no  es- 
cape from  reality.  Their  aim- 
is  quite  the  opposite — to  en- 
able a  person  to  confront  his  real  problems, 
unburdened  by  paralyzing  tension,  calmly 
but  with  eyes  wide  open.  Previous  drugs  that 
soothed  the  nerves  also  had  sedative  action; 
they  dulled  the  senses  of  anyone  who  took 
them,  sometimes  to  the  point  of  deep  sleep. 
The  major  advantage  of  tranquilizers  is  their 
talent  for  being  selective.  They  concentrate 
their  efforts  on  the  lower  brain — where  emo- 
tions, anxieties,  and  muscle  tensions  are 
largely  regulated  and  modified — without  in- 
terfering with  the  upper  brain,  the  center  of 
perception  and  thinking.  They  turn  off  the 
panic  button,  so  to  speak,  without  diminish- 
ing alertness. 

The  effects  have  been  most  beneficial  in 
mental  institutions,  where  sufferers  of  numer- 
ous types  of  psychoses,  particularly  depres- 
sion, have  been  brought  back  from  their 
worlds  of  fantasy  to  approximate  reality, 
close  enough  for  doctors  to  communicate  with 
them,  which  often  leads  to  recovery  and  dis- 
charge. Tranquilizers  have  clearly  been  the 
most  important  factor  in  ending  the  era  of 
"snake  pits,"  replete  with  locked  wards  and 
strait  jackets.  Each  year  since  1956,  when  the 
drugs  were  accepted  for  wide-scale  use,  pa- 
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tients  released  from  our  mental  hosp 
have  substantially  outnumbered  new  ad 
sions.  This  is  the  happiest  news

When  it  comes  to  family  teamwork,  you  won't  find  a  hap- 
pier example  than  the  Anthony  Hallers.  They  have  am- 
bition to  burn,  and  an  enthusiasm  that  starts  with  Tony 
and  Pat,  and  goes  right  down  to  the  girls,  Susan,  14,  and 
Margaret  Ann,  5 ;  the  two  older  boys,  Peter,  11,  Tommy, 
8;  and  even  to  the  smallest  Haller,  2-year-old  Michael. 

Seven  years  ago,  the  Haller  talents  made  them  win- 
ners in  the  Better  Homes  and  Gardens  1956  home  im- 
provement contest.  After  that,  they  bought  a  larger  3- 
bedroom  home  on  a  half-acre  lot  in  Tarzana,  California. 
Then  Tony,  art  director  for  an  advertising  agency  in  Los 
Angeles,  began  putting  new  life  into  it.  With  the  rest  of 
the  Hallers  helping,  he  mixed  fabric,  paint,  building 
materials,  and  ingenuity— and  came  up  with  an  out- 
standing, livable  home.  This  colorful  patio  they  built 
is  only  a  sample. 

What's  the  Haller  family  secret?  Nothing  mysterious 
—just  a  lot  of  good  ideas  and  a  wonderful  way  of  work- 
ing them  out  together. 
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The  Haller  touch  starts  with  the  family  room  (below 
right).  Tony  brightened  up  the  television  set  with  a  few 
paint  strokes,  and  did  the  same  bold  job  on  one  wall. 
To  help  show  off  the  new  blue  wall,  Pat  and  Susan  re- 
covered a  pair  of  chairs  in  blue.  In  the  corner  stands 
another  family  project— a  bookshelf  unit  designed  by 
Tony  and  built  by  Pat's  father. 

To  get  more  space,  Tony  turned  one  large  bedroom 
into  two  junior  hideaways  (opposite  page).  He  set 
heavy  composition  board  between  fir  4x4s,  then  added  a 
compact  desk  unit  on  each  side.  In  Peter's  room,  the 
board  displays  everything  from  model  planes  to  swim 
fins.  The  desk  is  big  enough  for  studying— or  propping 
up  a  watchful  guest  like  brother  Tommy.  For  a  circus- 
day  touch,  Tony  painted  this  clown-on-stilts. 

Later,  Tony  improved  one  of  the  favorite  Haller  spots 
—the  counter-divider  between  the  kitchen  and  family 
room  (right).  He  cut  it  down  into  a  sturdy  counter-table 
where  the  Hallers  could  catch  a  quick  lunch.  A  plastic 
laminate  top  keeps  the  upkeep  down,  and  makes  the 
counter  an  ideal  buffet  server.  The  lively  wall  is  another 
inexpensive  trick :  it's  papered  with  pictures  from  a  New 
York  museum's  calendars. 

Tony  and  Pat  pooled  their  talents  on  this  cool  lanai 
(below),  from  the  first  saw  cut  to  the  last  brush  stroke. 
The  outer  patio  (see  preceding  page)  was  another  team- 
work project— all  the  Hallers  pitched  in,  gathering 
smooth  pebbles  from  Malibu  beach,  and  helping  Tony 
with  the  aggregate  floor,  firepit,  and  the  low  wall.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  E.  Lewis  knew  nothing 
about  gardening  when  they  purchased  their 
new  home  in  Crestwood,  Missouri.  But  in  six 
years  of  planning,  planting,  and  building, 
they  have  turned  their  challenging  pie 
shaped  lot  into  a  real  family  haven. 

Thorn  Lewis,  a  television  announcer,  wi 
the  assistance  of  his  wife,  Patti,  designed  the 
garden  and  its  structures-  with  special  em- 
phasis on  low  maintenance.  An  underground 
plastic  watering  system  for  the  lawn  and  ij 
flower  beds,  ground  covers,  and  wood-chip 
mulches  are  timesavers  that  allow  Thorn  and 
Patti  to  sit  back  and  enjoy  their  handiwork. 

The  children,  Debra,  Mark,  and  Matt,  have* 
a  full  share  of  the  garden.  Their  play  area, 
complete  with  sandbox  and  play  equipment, 
is  in  full  view  of  the  kitchen.  A  well-mulched 
vegetable  garden  borders  one  side— wood 
fence  screens  area  from  garden. 

The  patio  shade  was  framed  with  2x6-inch 
fir  beams  to  which  lx2-inch  lath  were  nailed 
to  form  a  modular  pattern.  The  unusual 
greenhouse  has  plastic  screening  above  the 
glass  roof.  This  filters  light  to  provide  good 
growing  conditions  for  all  types  of  plants. 

All  in  all,  here  is  a  wonderful  lesson  in 
what  enthusiasm  and  ingenuity  can  do— 
with  the  help  of  some  good,  hard  work.

THE  MACNEILS 
|  TACKLE  ANOTHEf 
HOUSE 
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BY  HELEN  STARK 

You  first  met  the  George  MacNeils  in  the  October,  1954, 
issue  of  Better  Homes  and  Gardens.  There  we  showed  you 
how  they  built  their  first  home  in  Wellesley,  Massachusetts. 
Starting  with  only  a  foundation  and  frame,  they  finished 
"The  house  they  couldn't  afford"— and  learned  dozens  of 
valuable  tips.  Then,  nine  years  later,  they  cashed  in  again  on 
this  know-how.  With  three  eager  helpers-Cindy,  Susan,  and 
Linda — they  completed  their  second  home. 

This  second  chapter  in  the  MacNeil  story  began  when 
George  took  a  job  as  production  supervisor  for  a  research 
company  in  Hanover,  New  Hampshire.  The  MacNeils  spent 
some  time  looking  around  for  a  new  home,  then  decided  to 
stretch  their  budget  the  way  they  did  the  first  time.  They 
rented  a  house  while  their  builder  put  up  the  framing  and  the 
exterior  materials  (except  for  the  field  stone).  While  the  car- 
penters were  still  busy,  George  and  Nancy  spent  many  eve- 
nings at  the  new  house— hammering,  cutting,  and  even  in- 
stalling insulation. 

When  the  new  walls  and  doors  were  on,  the  MacNeils 
moved  in.  They  had  electricity  and  heat,  and  the  plumbing 
was  in,  but  there  was  plenty  of  work  left— unpainted  walls, 
an  unfinished  kitchen,  bare  subflooring  and  doorways. 

This  time,  however,  there  were  some  changes  in  the  Mac- 


Neil  strategy.  First,  they  hired  more  professional  help  than 
before.  Then,  they  had  three  young  assistants  on  call— and 
capable  ones  too.  The  three  girls  drove  every  nail  in  the  up- 
stairs subfloor,  and  helped  with  other  big  projects.  With  all 
this  help,  the  finishing  job  went  much  faster;  instead  of 
working  every  weekend,  the  family  had  time  to  sandwich  in 
one  of  their  favorite  habits— skiing.  George,  an  expert  skier, 
picked  up  some  extra  cash  by  teaching  classes,  and  Nancy 
found  time  to  design  and  sew  custom  ski  parkas. 

One  thing  didn't  change  though— the  MacNeil  team  sys- 
tem that  Nancy  and  George  perfected.  They  tackled  all  jobs 
just  the  way  they  did  this  entry  hall  (lower  right).  While 
George  hung  the  folding  doors  and  painted  the  trim,  Nancy 
tiled  the  floor;  she  chose  a  new  matte-finish  tile,  and  set  it 
with  one  of  the  epoxy  glues.  This  thoroughgoing  attitude  is  a 
clue  to  the  MacNeil  successes;  whether  laying  tile  or  setting 
field  stone,  they  almost  became  professionals  in  the  process. 

What  did  this  co-operation  bring  the  MacNeils?  Most  im- 
portant, it  brought  them  an  efficient  two-level  house  (see 
plan)  that  handles  all  the  action  their  busy  family  can  give  it. 
Bedrooms  are  separated  from  work  areas,  and  the  kitchen- 
dining  rooms  work  together.  In  addition,  the  MacNeils  saved 
money- money  that  they  used  for  this  5-acre  hillside  lot. 
Finally,  they  earned  the  lasting  satisfaction  that  goes  with 
doing  something  well.  Continued  on  next  page

Jnderneath  Nancy's  ski  parkas  is  a  sturdy 
able  topped  with  plastic  laminate— another 
fne  of  George's  projects.  Even  the  clock  on 
he  wall  is  a  MacNeil  production.

Eating  lunch  on  a  ladder  wasn't  stylish,  but

ght) — and  the  rest  of  the  house.  George  used 
^finished  plywood  for  the  wall,  and  then 
pmmed  out  the  windows  himself.  Later  he 


did  the  same  trimming  job  on  the  kitchen 
door;  here  you  can  see  the  rough  door  frame 
and  the  unfinished  edge  of  the  dry  wall.  To 
keep  things  moving  ahead,  the  MacNeils  ate 
simple  meals  early— that  way  they  could 
spend  most  of  their  evenings  on  the  house. 

When  it  came  to  finishing  the  living  room, 
(opposite,  far  left),  George  and  Nancy  tackled 
the  window  wall  together.  Prefinished  plywood 
helped  them  save  time  here,  too.  In  the  fin- 
ished room,  the  wood  sets  off  a  view  of  the 
New  Hampshire  mountains  beyond.  The  Mac- 
Neil  family  teamwork  shows  up  again  in  the 
furnishings.  Instead  of  buying  a  new  sofa, 
they  re-covered  their  old  one.  Nancy's  father 
contributed  the  granite-top  table,  and  her 
brother  did  the  oil  painting. 

The  fireplace  end  of  the  living  room  shows 
more  of  the  MacNeil  talents.  George's  field- 
stone  fireplace  not  only  looks  good,  but  offers 
a  wide  hearth  for  guests  to  curl  up  on.  At  one 
side  is  a  combination  bookshelf  and  hi-fi  cabi- 
net that  fits  right  into  the  wall.  It  all  adds  up  to 
a  room  any  family  could  be  proud  of— espe- 
cially if  they  did  it  themselves.

What  makes  modular  storage  units  such  a  good 
investment?  First,  their  standard  dimensions  are 
designed  to  fit  into  any  room  almost  as  well  as  a 
built-in.  But,  unlike  built-ins,  these  units  are 
movable.  You  can  shift  them  from  room  to  room 
and  take  them  with  you  when  you  move. 

Plastic-coated  tops  on  some  of  the  bases  are  an- 
other dollar-wise  feature.  They're  good  in  chil- 
dren's rooms  and  in  dining  and  living  rooms. 

Before  you  buy  a  storage  system,  browse  around 
to  see  what  you  like.  Then  pick  up  several  of  the 
manufacturers'  leaflets.  They  are  filled  with  all 
the  information  you'll  need  to  plan  your  own  stor- 
age system — sizes  of  all  the  pieces,  how  to  arrange 
them  in  a  room,  and  how  they  can  be  adapted  for 
many  various  uses  in  the  home. 

Then  look  at  your  home— note  the  wall  space, 
location  of  doors  and  windows,  type  of  heating. 
(If  you  have  baseboard  heating,  for  instance, 
you'll  need  a  chest  that's  up  on  legs.) 

The  last  decision  to  make  is  which  style  for 


you — and  that  s  the  easiest  decision  of  all !

HOW  TO  KNOW  A  GOOD  KITCHE 
WHEN  YOU  SEE  ONE

Just  what  makes  a  good  kitchen  these  days?  Of  course 
you  need  appliances,  storage,  counters,  flooring,  light, 
and  ventilation.  But  as  vital  as  what  you  need  is  where 
you  need  it.  The  arrangement  should  create  five  basic 
centers:  cooking,  mixing,  refrigeration,  serving,  and 
cleanup.  As  for  space,  bigness  is  not  the  objective,  be- 
cause a  good  kitchen  always  uses  space  judiciously.  You 
simply  need  space  adequate  enough  for  the  centers  and 
for  traffic  to  flow  around  them,  not  through  them. 

Aside  from  appliances  and  storage,  you'll  want  to 
examine  the  kind  of  surfaces  suitable  for:  floors,  such  as 
resilient  vinyl  or  ceramic  tile;  counters  of  laminated 
plastic,  hardwood  block,  ceramic  tile,  or  stainless  steel ; 
paint,  wood  finishes,  and  wall  coverings  with  washable 


and  mar-resistant  qualities  to  give  years  of  service 
You  will  need  ample  general  light  plus  auxiliary  li 
above  all  counters.  Kitchens  can  never  have  too  i  • 
light.  For  adequate  natural  light,  the  total  wirj 
glass  area  should  equal  about  25%  of  the  square 
floor  area.  If  windows  are  shaded  by  trees  or  eil 
increase  the  percentage  to  35%. 

To  insure  good  ventilation,  include  a  fan-hood 
bination  to  remove  cooking  fumes  and  moisture.  So  I 
absorbers  such  as  acoustical  ceiling  tile,  resilient  i l 
ing,  and  fabric  curtains  cut  down  on  kitchen  noisi 
On  these  four  pages,  we  show  two  quite  diff* 
kitchens.

A  privacy  screen  isn't  just  a  barrier 
to  keep  people  from  seeing  in.  It's  a 
decorative  asset  to  your  yard — the 
backdrop  that  makes  the  difference 
between  ordinary  and  outstanding 
in  your  landscaping  plan. 

The  screen  at  right,  which  we  de- 
signed for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joe  Staley 
of  Springfield,  Missouri,  is,  for  all  its 
good  looks,  quite  inexpensive  to 
build.  It's  just  a  series  of  redwood 
posts  with  ^8 -inch  plywood  panels 
nailed  on.  The  shadow  effect  comes 
from  simple  cutouts  in  alternate 
panels  of  the  plywood.  On  the  oppo- 
site page  are  several  other  designs  to 
meet  any  screening  need.  And,  plans 
are  available  for  all  of  them ! 


Here,  Joe  Staley  shows  how  he  built  i 
plywood  screen.  He  put  in  the  4x4-ir| 
posts  first  so  the  concrete  footings  coi 
be  drying  while  he  prepared  the  p| 
wood  panels. 

Joe  uses  an  easy  but  effective  metr| 
for  setting  his  posts.  He  steadies 
post  in  the  hole  with  one  hand,  he 
ing   two   levels   against   the   sides, 
shown,  to  make  sure  the  post  is  ej 
plumb.  Then  he  just  shovels  in  the 
crete  with  the  other  hand,  tamping  w{ 
the  shovel.  The  concrete  is  mixed  s| 
enough  to  hold  the  post  upright.  Jc 
formula  for  concrete  is:  2  parts  sane 
parts  gravel,  1  part  cement.  Dry  n 
then  add  just  enough  water  to  mak 
stiff  mixture.  Be  sure  to  treat  the  r  | 
wood  posts  with  preservative.  Post 
set  at  exactly  48  inches,  outside  edj 
outside  edge. 

In  cutting  the  plywood  panels,  theij 
long  shapes  aren't  cut  out  completl 
Only  the  middle  section  is  cut,  lea\B 
the  ends  attached.  Joe  stacked  tlT 
sheets  together  and  cut  them  all  at  c 
to  save  time.  To  simplify  laying  out] 
pattern,  he  made  a  cardboard  ternr. 
of  the  oblong  cutout. 

After  all  the  panels  were  cut,  Joel 
serted  a  strip  of  wood  through  the 
sections,  to  give  the  panel  its  th 
dimensional  look.

THE  DECORATING  CLINIC 


By  Don  Popplestone 

"We  needed  storage  space  desperately,  but  I 
thought  our  living  room  was  just  too  small  for 
more  furniture.  We  toyed  with  the  idea  of  add- 
ing more  closet  space,  but  since  we  plan  on  mov- 
ing someday,  we  had  to  rule  out  an  investment 
in  built-in  storage." 

That's  what  Mrs.  Gary  Olson  of  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  told  us.  Then  we  told  her  about  modular 
storage  furniture  that  stacks  from  floor  to  ceil- 
ing and  stretches  from  wall  to  wall,  to  put  every 
bit  of  floor  space  to  use.  Add-on  units  were  the 
ideal  storage  solution,  because  they  can  be 
moved  right  along  with  the  rest  of  the  furniture. 

In  choosing  modular  furniture,  there  are 
things  you  must  consider.  In  the  Olson  home, 
we  had  to  work  around  baseboard  heating, 
which  meant  selecting  furniture  on  legs  high 
enough  to  allow  the  heat  to  circulate  under  and 
behind  the  units.  We  also  encountered  another 
problem:  There  was  a  single  window  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  wall,  so  the  furniture  had  to  be 
planned  to  fit  the  area  on  either  side  of  the  win- 
dow. That's  why  it's  so  important  to  measure  a 
wall  and  find  out  any  structural  problems  be- 
fore you  purchase  furniture. 

Modular  storage  units  are  available  in  a 
variety  of  widths,  so  that  you  can  almost  always 
find  the  measurement  you  need. 

We  selected  a  pleasant  go-with-everything 
style  for  the  Olsons.  Now  they  can  store  every- 
thing from  books  and  phonograph  records  to 
china  and  table  linens.  And  there's  even  a 
pull-down  desk  and  space  for  television. 

The  next  step  was  arranging  their  other  fur- 
niture for  better  television  viewing  and  conver- 
sation. We  moved  the  pole  lamp  to  improve 
lighting  for  reading  and  work  at  the  desk. 

Ready-made  draperies  completed  the  room 
change.  And  a  pair  was  used  to  cover  the  chair 
cushions.  For  more  information  on  modular 
storage  furniture,  turn  to  page  58.

This  may  re- 
quire you  to  make  a  quick  shift  from  the  person  you  have 
introduced  to  the  one  you  are  about  to  introduce,  but  it  is 
vital  to  success.  Most  of  us  have  had  the  embarrassing  ex- 
perience of  greeting  the  wrong  person  in  a  tightly  packed 
social  situation  because  of  a  darting-eyed  friend  whose  mind 
was  not  on  the  introduction  he  or  she  was  conducting. 

Be  sure  you  know  the  names  of  the  persons  you  are  intro- 
ducing before  you  launch  into  the  act.  The  "I-remember- 
your-face-but-I-can't-remember-your-name"  routine  is  sour- 
ly familiar  to  most  of  us.  We  are  lucky  if  we  have  not  partici- 
pated in  this  on  both  giving  and  receiving  ends.  If  you  wish 
to  introduce  two  people  but  forget  one  or  both  of  the  names, 
either  approach  them  privately  to  refresh  your  memory  be- 
forehand or  simply  beg  to  be  forgiven  for  your  unreliable 
memory.  "Will  you  two  please  introduce  yourselves?"  you 
might  suggest.  "I  seem  to  be  getting  names  mixed  up  today." 


When  you  have  made  proper  introductions  an  instinctive 
part  of  your  social  reaction,  you  probably  won't  be  plagued 
often  with  this  distressing  situation. 

Speak  distinctly  and  keep  your  voice  and  manner  unhur- 
ried. The  curt  nod,  hurried  handclasp,  and  perfunctory  repe- 
tition of  a  phrase  have  no  place  in  good  human  relations.  This 
is  the  worst  of  bad  manners. 

Repeat  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  you  have  been  in- 
troduced. This  is  not  a  social  requisite,  but  it  is  friendly  and 
a  great  memory-booster.  If  you  repeat  the  name  again  when 
you  part  from  your  new  acquaintance,  this  will  augment  the 
pattern,  and  you  will  have  a  good  chance  of  remembering 
both  name  and  face  when  you  meet  again.  Say  "How  do  you 
do,  Mr.  Adams,"  and  later,  "Good-bye,  Mr.  Adams,"  or  "I 
am  very  glad  to  have  met  you,  Mr.  Adams."  Remembering 
names  is  a  tremendous  asset  in  both  social  and  business  life. 
People  like  to  be  remembered,  and  to  be  remembered  cor- 
rectly. It  builds  good  will  and  is  an  effort  that  may  enhance 
your  own  interest  in  other  people. 

Include  a  conversational  lead  in  your  introduction.  This 
gives  the  new  relationship  something  to  build  on.  Say,  "John 
Smith — Paul  Baxter";  then  to  John,  "Paul  is  quite  a  golfer, 
too."  Or  say,  "Mrs.  Gray,  this  is  Mrs.  Jones.  I  believe  both 
of  you  ladies  have  lived  in  Chicago." 

Practice  an  acceptable  style  until  it  has  become  second  na- 
ture to  you.  Then  forget  about  yourself  and  concentrate  on 
putting  other  people  at  ease.  If  you  are  naturally  and  gen- 
uinely interested  in  them,  the  people  you  are  introducing  will 
sense  it  and  will  be  anxious  to  know  each  other.

I  have  a philodendron  that  has  large  leaves 
with  round  holes  in  them.  Can  you  tell  me 
its  name  and  how  to  overcome  its  leggi- 
ness?  J. M.S.,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah 

It  is  Monstera  deliciosa,  a  kind  of  philo- 
dendron that  is  commonly  called  Swiss 
cheese  plant.  While  the  plant  is  in  active 
growth,  from  now  through  July,  you  can 
safely  trim  off  one-half  the  growth.  Make 
cuttings  from  the  trimmings  and  root  them 
in  pots  of  coarse  sand.  Repot  the  mother 
plant  in  one  of  the  house  plant  mixes. 

What  can  I  plant  that  deer  won't  eat? 

Mrs.  A.H.W.,  Felton,  California 

When  natural  food  is  scarce,  they'll  eat  al- 
most anything.  Write  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission,  State  of  California,  Sacramen- 
to, California,  and  ask  them  to  send  you  the 
list  of  deer-resistant  plants. 

Our  Norfolk  Island  pine  that  is  growing  in 
a  pot  indoors  is  failing.  What  can  I  do  to 
revive  it?      T.C.McD.,  Milpitas,  California 

Check  these  trouble  points:  1)  too  much 
heat  (this  plant  will  grow  outdoors  in  your 
region),  2)  poor  drainage,  3)  an  excess  of 
salts  in  water  (whitish  crust  forms  on  surface 
of  soil),  4)  lack  of  sufficient  light,  5)  not 
enough  plant  food — nitrogen  in  particular. 

My  brother  gave  me  a  wisteria  vine.  It  nev- 
er flowered  for  him  and  now  it  just  runs  to 
stringy  growth  for  me.  How  can  I  make  it 
bloom?  Mrs.  R.L.M.,  Phoenix,  Arizona 

Perhaps  the  vine  is  a  seedling  rather  than 
a  grafted  plant.  In  that  case,  it  may  never  do 
much.  Proper  pruning  might  help  develop 
good  flowering  wood.  Trim  back  the  whip- 
like tendrils  monthly  now  through  August  to 
create  short,  stubby  branches  that  are  more 
likely  to  set  flowers.  Wisteria  needs  a  fair 
amount  of  warm  sun. 

The  loner  leaves  of  my  rubber  plant  turn 

brown  and  drop  off.  How  can  I  stop  this? 

L.H.K.,  Seattle,  W ashington 

I  am  inclined  to  blame  the  trouble  on  im- 
proper drainage.  Nine  times  out  of  ten,  this 
is  the  cause  of  trouble  with  indoor  rubber 
plants.  There's  also  the  possibility  that  the 
plant  may  not  be  receiving  enough  light — 
they  can  take  more  light  than  you  might 
think.  The  biggest  rubber  tree  in  the  West 
grows  outdoors  in  the  full  sun  at  Santa 


Barbara  and  is  100  feet  high.  I  would 
gest  that  you  repot  your  plant  into  the  i 
larger  sized  pot. 

M  hat  can  we  plant  that  will  grow  in 
heavy  shade  of  bay  trees?

But  even  with  as  little 
as  two  or  three  weeks  at  your  disposal,  you  can  still 
see  most  of  the  high  lights.  Or  else  you  can  see  some 
of  them  this  vacation  and  save  the  rest  for  another 
day.  Either  way,  you're  sure  to  enjoy  yourself  in  the 
magnificent  Northwest! 

!"he  Badlands  to  Yellowstone  (3  to  5  days) 

You  can  get  on  our  circle  route  anywhere,  of  course,  but 
li  good  starting  point  is  the  South  Dakota  Badlands,  55 
|niles  east  of  Rapid  City.  On  Highway  U.  S.  16A,  you  can 
Irive  for  nearly  30  miles  through  this  desolate  land  of  erosion, 
^here  are  harsh  peaks,  ravines,  and  weird  land  formations 
|)ften  shaped  like  castles  or  towers. 

Then  head  west  for  Rapid  City  and  the  famous  Black 
[ills.  If  time  permits,  stop  at  Dinosaur  Park  in  Rapid  City 
|o  see  the  life-size  models  of  those  monsters. 

The  Black  Hills  are  probably  best  known  today  for  the 
presidential  faces  on  Mount  Rushmore,  which  might  well 
he  your  first  stopping  point.  The  drive  there — especially  the 
l.pproach  from  the  south — is  one  not  soon  forgotten.  The 
presidents'  faces,  first  sighted  from  afar,  seem  almost  minia- 
ture; only  when  you  reach  the  foot  of  the  mountain  do  you 
illy  appreciate  their  size. 

For  a  good  view,  step  out  on  the  broad  front  porch  of  the 
jjiew  concessions  building.  You  may  also  wish  to  make  a  visit 
|  fter  dark,  when  the  faces  are  lighted  by  spotlights — June  1 
jhrough  Labor  Day,  from  dark  until  9:15. 

After  seeing  Mount  Rushmore,  there  are  other  attractions 
j  o  visitor  to  the  Black  Hills  should  miss.  The  list  might  be- 
iin  with  a  leisurely  drive  through  the  center  of  Custer  State 
i'ark,  where  the  deer  and  the  buffalo  play,  and  with  it  a  ride 
jver  Needles  Highway,  thus  named  for  the  shape  of  the 
jranite  spires  that  seem  to  pierce  the  sky  along  its  edges. 
Then  might  come  a  climb  up  Harney  Peak,  by  either  horse- 

ck  or  jeep  (jeep  trips  start  from  Sylvan  Lake,  daily  8-6;  $2, 


children  under  12,  $1),  or,  farther  north,  Terry  Peak — this 
time  by  comfortable  chair  lift  (Monday-Friday  8-5:4-5,  Sat- 
urday 8-4..S0,  Sunday  10-5:1*5;  $1.50,  children  5-1  k,  75c). 
And  then  might  come  a  visit  to  the  studio-home  of  Korczak 
Ziolkowski,  the  sculptor  now  shaping  a  near-by  mountain, 
visible  from  his  veranda,  into  a  statue  of  Crazy  Horse — a 
project  of  delightfully  outrageous  proportions  scheduled  for 
completion  in  1978  (daily  6:30  a.m.  to  dark;  75c,  children  free) . 

In  the  northern  Black  Hills,  there  are  Wild  West  museums, 
numerous  caves  to  explore,  the  hilltop  cemetery  where  Wild 
Bill  Hickok  lies  buried  near  Calamity  Jane,  the  Passion  Play 
at  Spearfish  (Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Sundays  at  8;  $1 .50- 
$3,  children  under  12,  half-price),  and  tours  through  aban- 
doned gold  mines—  among 
them,  the  Broken  Boot  Gold 
Mine,  in  Deadwood  (guided 
tours  daily  6:30-6;  50c,  chil- 
dren 25c),  and  the  Home- 
stake  Mine,  in  Lead  (tours  on 
weekdays  7-5,  Sundays  8-4; 
50c,  children  25c) . 

Elsewhere  in  the  Black 
Hills  area,  you  might  pay  a 
visit  to  Fairyland  Zoo,  four 
miles  west  of  Custer  (7-7;  90c, 
children  6-15,  35c);  Wind 
Cave  National  Park,  where 
tours  are  conducted  by  rang- 
ers (75c,  children  free);  and 
Jewel  Cave  National  Monu- 
ment, on  U.S.  16  going  west 
(guided — and  strenuous — ex- 
plorations of  the  cave  leave 
hourly,  8-5;  50c,  children  under  12,  free). 

After  U.S.  16  crosses  into  Wyoming,  it  connects  with  U.S. 
14  at  Moorcroft.  From  this  junction,  you  can  drive  north  for 
35  miles  on  a  side  trip  to  Devil's  Tower,  the  first  of  our 
National  Monuments.  The  tower,  which  resembles  a  fluted 
stone  tree  stump,  was  formed  by  an  upthrust  of  molten  rock 
some  50  million  years  ago.  Rising  865  feet  above  the  prairie, 
its  top  covers  nearly  an  acre  and  a  half.  A  trail  goes  around 
the  base  of  the  tower,  and  exhibits  are  in  a  near-by  museum. 

From  there,  U.S.  14  heads  west  across  Wyoming  on  its 
way  to  Yellowstone  Park.  The  terrain  is  flat  for  most  of  the 
journey — though  with  one  spectacular  interruption  by  the 
awe-inspiring  Big  Horn  Mountains  [Continued  on  page  112 
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-and  if  need  be,  you  can  make  it  in  one  day;  from  the  Black 
Hills  to  Yellowstone's  eastern  entrance  is  roughly  450  miles. 
But  if  possible,  allow  more  time.  Linger  on  the  slopes  of  the 
mighty  Big  Horns,  where  the  views  are  spectacular.  And  be 
sure  to  stop  in  Sheridan  if  you're  there  the  first  weekend  in 
August  for  All-American  Indian  Days. 

Yellowstone  through  Idaho  (4  to  5  days) 

Yellowstone  is  our  first,  largest,  and  best-known  National 
Park,  and  its  fame  is  justified.  You  could  easily  spend  your 
whole  summer  there  and  never  be  threatened  by  boredom. 
But  the  opposite  problem  is  more  common:  how  to  see  as 
much  as  possible  in  a  limited  stretch  of  time. 

First,  you  needn't  concern  yourself  about  where  to  find 
the  bears.  Sooner  or  later,  you'll  find  them,  all  right  or 
rather,  the  bears  will  find  you.  They  seem  to  be  all  over  the 
place.  At  night,  you  can  hear  them  patrolling  the  camp- 
grounds, shopping  for  hors  d'oeuyres  in  trash  cans.  In  day- 
light, groaning  and  hamming  it  up  as  if  they  hadn't  tasted 
food  for  three  weeks,  they're  out  begging  treats  from  vaca- 
tioners and  backing  up  the  traffic  for  miles. 

Other,  less  stage-struck  animals  are  normally  harder  to 
encounter.  They  tend  to  limit  their  appearances  to  the  hours 
around  daybreak  and  dusk,  when  they  wander  in  from  se- 
cluded lairs  to  their  favorite  watering  holes.  You  can  find 
them  on  a  twilight  auto  tour,  but  a  better  tactic,  if  your 
schedule  permits,  is  a  sunrise  horseback  ride  through  the 
park,  timed  to  the  lifting  of  mist  from  the  meadows,  when 
mule  deer,  moose,  and  American  elk — part  of  the  nation's 
largest  wildlife  reserve — are  placidly  taking  their  strolls. 

Considerably  closer  to  the  beaten  path  are  other  leading 
attractions,  among  them  the  park's  most  famous.  A  road  in 
the  shape  of  a  flattened  figure  8  winds  through  the  central 
section  of  the  park,  past  literally  thousands  of  hot  springs 
and  geysers,  including,  of  course,  Old  Faithful;  mud  volca- 
noes and  bubbling  cauldrons  with  a  strangely  compelling 
beauty;  views  of  two  lofty  waterfalls  near  Inspiration  Point; 
and  innumerable  peaks  and  lakes.  On  Yellowstone  Lake  and 
several  others,  fishing  is  excellent  (no  fishing  permit  required). 

As  is  true  of  most  of  our  National  Parks,  there  are  first-rate 
campgrounds  at  Yellowstone,  and  also  some  first-rate  hotels, 
particularly  Canyon  Village  Lodge.  But  also  like  many  of 
our  National  Parks,  conditions  are  likely  to  be  crowded.  Un- 
less you're  camping,  where  it's  first  come  first  served,  it's 
wise  to  make  reservations. 

The  15-day  permit  for  Yellowstone  ($3  per  car)  also  admits 
you  to  its  neighbor  to  the 


south,  Grand  Teton  Na- 
tional Park.  The  scenery 
there — a  jagged  spectacle  of 
mountain  peaks  reflected  in 
crystal-clear  lakes- -is  a 
prominent  high  light  of  the 
Northwest  tour. 

The  view  of  the  mountains 
from  Jackson  Hole  Highway 
— or,  west  of  that,  Teton 
Park  Road — may  at  first 
sight  seem  unbeatable.  But 
tourists  who  abandon  their 
automobiles  and  set  out  on 
foot,  on  horseback,  or  in 
boats  soon  arrive  at  a  dif- 
ferent conclusion. 
If   you    make    your    head- 
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quarters  at  Jackson  Lake  Lodge,  you'll  find  yourself  at  the 
sign-up  station  for  day-long  boat  rides  down  the  twisting 
Snake  River  to  Park  headquarters  at  Moose.  This  boat  ride  is 
perhaps  the  best  way  to  acquaint  yourself  with  the  Tetons  if 
you  want  to  do  it  restfully.  The  large  rubber  boat  carries  18 
people  and  is  always  safe,  even  in  rapids. 

Tourists  who  feel  more  energetic  may  prefer  to  hike 
through  the  mountains.  A  half-day  trip  to  Hidden  Falls  from 
the  Jenny  Lake  Museum  is  2.7  miles  by  foot,  but  involves  no 
more  than  a  half-mile  of  walking  if  you  cross  Jenny  Lake  by 
boat.  There  are  also  a  number  of  longer  trails  for  those  who 
feel  up  to  them.  Roaming  through  the  Tetons  on  horseback, 
sometimes  on  overnight  pack  trips,  is  another  popular  ap- 
proach. There  are  233  miles  of  trails,  with  horses  and  guides 
available  at  both  Jenny  and  Jackson  Lakes. 

But  by  far  the  most  ambitious  expeditions  are  engaged  in 
by  mountain  climbers.  Eleven  of  the  Tetons'  craggy  summits 
are  rated  as  major  peaks,  an  often  irresistible  challenge.  The 
Exum  School  of  Mountaineering,  which  is  based  at  Jenny 
Lake,  has  a  one-day  cram  course  for  novices  where  the  skill 
is  intensively  taught.  Even  if  you've  never  tied  a  rope  around 
your  waist,  you  may  need  only  one  day  of  basic  training  be- 
fore you  attempt  Grand  Teton  itself,  over  two-and-a-half 
miles  high.  Of  course,  it  is  customary — and  wiser — to  tackle 
smaller  peaks  first. 

Heading  west,  after  passing  through  Jackson  Hole,  the 
scenic  valley  rimmed  in  by  mountains,  a  choice  of  two  roads 
is  offered.  The  faster  is  U.S.  26.  The  other  Wyoming  route 
22 — twists  and  puffs  up  a  steep-sided  mountain  to  the  lip  of 
Teton  Pass,  hovers  there  a  moment  giddily  for  a  farewell  view 
of  Wyoming,  then  drops  into  Idaho.  The  climb  is  slow  and 
laborious,  but  the  view  repays  the  effort. 

Your  first  destination  in  Idaho  might  be  Craters  of  the  i 
Moon  National  Monument,  in  the  south  central  section  of 
the  state.  This  eerie  and  desolate  patch  of  black  lava,  the  • 
product  of  a  series  of  volcanic  eruptions  over  1,500  years  ago, 
was  named  in  accordance  with  its  pock-marked  appearance, 
like  the  moon  seen  through  a  telescope.  Cones  and  craters 
and  cinder  paths  that  branch  out  to  numerous  tunnels  and 
caves  are  included  on  a  7-mile  automobile  trail  that  loops 
through  the  area  (50c  per  car). 

A  few  miles  west  of  the  Monument,  turn  north  on  Idaho 
route  23  for  another  excellent  side  trip.  This  time  the  objec- 
tive is  Sun  Valley  Lodge,  among  the  world's  outstanding  ; 
resorts.  Busiest  during  the  skiing  season,  the  Lodge  dispenses' 
its  summertime  pleasures  at  very  reasonable  rates  (double 
rooms  as  low  as  $1^).  Winters,  of  course,  you  can  swim  at 
Sun  Valley  in  steam-heated  open-air  pools.  Summers,  you'll 
discover  another  out-of -season  pleasure:  you  can  ice  skate 
outdoors  under  pines  decorated  for  Christmas. 
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Oregon  and  Washington  (3  to  5  days) 
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Just  a  few  miles  inside  Oregon,  U.S.  highways  26  and  2C 
diverge  at  a  town  called  Vale.  Both  lead  into  the  center  ol  i 
the  state,  arriving  there  just  40  miles  apart,  so  your  choice 
is  either  speed  and  convenience  (the  southern  route,  U.S.  20' 
or  scenery  (U.S.  26).  The  latter  route  wanders  over  the  lovelj 
Blue  Mountains,  through  Ochoco  National  Forest,  then  nortl 
to  the  base  of  Mount  Hood.  The  former  goes  smoothly  an< 
directly  to  Bend,  where  you  face  another  choice  of  directions 
south  for  a  side  trip  to  Crater  Lake,  105  miles  away;  wes 
through  the  beautiful  Willamette  Valley  then  north  througl 
Salem  to  Portland- -or  still  farther  west  on  another  side  trij 
to  the  now-rugged,  now-gentle  seacoast;  or  north  to  rejoi 
U.S.  26  as  it  starts  its  swing  up  toward  Mount  Hood. 
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Mount  Hood   is  Oregon's  highest  point   (11,245  feet) 
and  has  year-round  snow  for  skiers,  many  of  whom  gather 
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at  Timberline  Lodge,  a  re- 
sort on  the  southern  slope. 
Though  the  Lodge  runs  a 
number  of  rope  tows  and 
chair  lifts  and  a  school  for 
novices,  nonskiers  are  not 
neglected.  There  is  also  a 
heated  swimming  pool,  snow 
tractors  that  transport  tour- 
ists to  the  mountain's  10,000- 
foot  level,  riding,  fishing, 
camping  trips,  golfing,  and 
movies  and  dancing  in  the 
evenings  at  the  Lodge. 

From  Mount  Hood,  Ore- 
gon highway  35  loops  north 
to  the  Columbia  River, 
where  it  runs  into  U.S.  30. 
Route  30-  and  later  route 
30A-  is  your  best  means  of 
reaching  Portland.  As  it  goes  through  the  heart  of  the  Colum- 
bia River  Gorge,  it  passes  a  score  of  handsome  state  parks, 
and  then,  on  U.S.  30A,  no  fewer  than  11  waterfalls  in  one 
stretch  of  11  miles. 

Portland  is  the  Northwest's  justly  famed  "City  of  Roses." 
Tourists  who  arrive  there  early  in  June  can  enjoy  the  10-day 
festival  climaxed  by  the  Rose  Parade. 

For  travelers  who  have  already  experienced  the  Alpine  de- 
lights on  Mount  Hood  and  therefore  decide  to  view  Mount 
Rainier  only  from  a  distance,  the  best  road  from  Portland  to 
Seattle  is  U.S.  99.  It  is  wide  and  fast  and  passes  through 
Olympia,  often  considered  the  prettiest  state  capital  in  all 
America.  Be  sure  to  see  the  government  buildings  there  and 
the  many  lovely  gardens  that  surround  them. 

For  a  closer  acquaintance  with  Mount  Rainier,  turn  east 
son  state  route  5.  You  can  study  the  summit  from  your  auto- 
mobile on  the  Around-the-Mountain  Road  (15-day  park  per- 
mit, $1  per  car)  or  from  300  miles  of  hiking  trails  available  to 
i  the  energetic.  Mount  Rainier  is  a  layer  cake  of  natural  won- 
Iders.  From  its  base  to  about  the  5,000-foot  level  is  majestic 
>evergreen  forest.  Then  comes  a  broad  belt  of  wild  mountain 
jfiowers,  spectacular  in  midsummer,  and  above  that,  the  tim- 
Iberline,  snow,  and  then  ice.  There  are  26  glaciers,  34  water- 
falls, and  62  lakes  in  the  Park. 

When  you  reach  Seattle,  you'll  find  it  a  mixture  of  hills 
[and  water,  the  gateway  to  Alaska  and  the  Orient,  and  our  cir- 
cle tour's  most  memorable  city.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce 
[has  divided  the  area  approximately  into  quadrants  and  es- 
[tablished  four  clearly  marked  auto  tours. 

In  the  northwest  section  lie  the  Chittenden  Locks,  the  link 
[between  salt-water  Puget  Sound  and  the  fresh-water  lakes  to 
the  east.  If  you  wish,  you  can  take  a  cruise  through  the  locks 
[to  Lakes  Union  and  Washington.  You  can  also  pay  a  visit  to 
IWoodland  Park  Zoo,  just  north  of  Lake  Washington  Canal 
\daily  8-sunset;  free) ,  or  stop  to  inspect  the  fishing  fleet  on  the 
)uth  shore  of  Salmon  Bay. 

Among  the  attractions  of  the  northeast  section  are  the 
Jniversity  of  Washington  campus;  the  University's  Arbor- 
etum, with  2,000  different  species  of  plantlife  from  every  part 
j)f  the  world  (daily  8-5:30;  free);  and  the  Seattle  Art  Museum, 
inost  noted  for  its  Oriental  works  (Tuesday-Saturday  10-5, 
\)Unday  noon-5,  Thursday  evening  7-10;  free). 

Moving  south,  you'll  pass  the  Lake  Washington  Floating 
Bridge,  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  see  International 


Center,  Seattle's  Chinatown.  Puget  Sound  is  the  city's  south- 
west boundary,  and  to  get  a  good  view  of  the  bustling  water- 
front, see  the  harbor  from  Admiral  Way. 

To  cap  off  your  day,  catch  the  monorail  downtown  and  be 
whisked  out  to  the  scene  of  last  summer's  fair,  now  the  Seattle 
Center.  Many  of  the  World's  Fair  buildings  remain,  and  you'll 
especially  enjoy  the  Science  Center,  the  Food  Circus,  and  of 
course  the  famous  Space  Needle.  The  Space  Needle  Restau- 
rant revolves  once  each  hour  and  has  excellent  food  and  a 
breath-taking  view  of  the  city,  the  mountains,  and  the  sea. 

If  you  leave  Seattle  by  ferry  to  Winslow,  then  drive  north 
across  Hood  Canal's  floating  bridge  and  west  on  U.S.  101, 
you'll  soon  be  traveling  on  the  splendid  north  shore  of 
Olympic  Peninsula.  Two  roads  out  of  Port  Angeles  and 
another  from  west  of  Crescent  Lake  climb  the  craggy  moun- 
tains of  Olympic  National  Park  to  snow-capped  panoramas. 
Perhaps  the  best  view  is  from  Hurricane  Ridge.  But  to  visit- 
as  every  tourist  should-  the  remarkable  Olympic  rain  forest, 
you  must  enter  the  park  from  the  west,  perhaps  on  the  Hoh 
River  road.  There  is  nothing  in  this  country  quite  comparable 
to  this  lush  and  moss-covered  stand  of  huge  trees,  almost  im- 
penetrable in  its  thickness.  Because  of  the  annual  rainfall  here 

140  inches  the  region  resembles  a  jungle.  But  a  number  of 
trails  have  been  hacked  through  the  growth,  one  of  them  a 
loop  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  that  will  give  you  an  adequate 
sampling  of  the  forest,  but  not  enough  to  exhaust  you. 

Southwestern  Canada  (4  to  5  days) 
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It  can  truthfully  be  said  about  your  trip  to  Vancouver 
Island  that  getting  there  is  half  the  fun.  You  go  and  return 
by  ferry  boat.  There  are  several  embarkation  points  and  a 
choice  of  destinations,  but  no  route  quite  equals  the  sight- 
seeing cruise  in  and  out  of  the  San  Juan  Islands,  between 
Sidney  and  Anacortes.  From  Olympic  Peninsula,  perhaps  the 
best  plan  is  to  go  directly  to  Victoria  by  boat  from  Port 
Angeles,  then  return  through  the  lovely  San  Juans,  with  a 
possible  layover  there.  The  one-way  price  is  the  same  for  both 
trips  ($6  for  the  car,  $2  for  the  driver  and  each  passenger,  half- 
fare  for  children  5-11,  free  if  under  5). 

The  reason  for  going  to  the  island,  of  course,  aside  from  the 
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pair-  of  boat  rides,  is  the  charming  city  of  Victoria,  prettiest 
on  the  whole  circle  tour.  Old  English  houses,  whose  entire 
front  yards  are  meticulously  manicured  rock  gardens,  line 
miles  of  the  town's  southern  seafront  on  a  clearly  marked 
scenic  tour.  And  Butchart  Gardens,  just  north  of  the  city,  is 
renowned  throughout  the  world.  It  has  25  acres  of  floral  dis- 
plays in  a  series  of  formal  gardens,  illuminated  after  dusk 
($1.50,  children  30c). 

In  town,  there  are  tours  on  authentic  London  buses,  the  old 
two-decker  kind  ($2,  children  $1,  free  if  under  5);  the  Royal 
London  Wax  Museum,  with  figures  by  Madame  Tussaud 
($1.10,  children  5-12  half-price);  and  exact  reproductions,  at 
English  Village,  of  the  house  where  William  Shakespeare  was 
born  and  the  cottage  Anne  Hathaway  lived  in.  The  cottage  is 
open  to  the  public  (daily  8-11;  75c,  children  3'ic). 

The  highway  east — Route  1,  the  Trans-Canada — used  to 
include  an  agonizing  stretch  of  nearly  200  miles  of  third-rate 
dirt  road,  the  infamous  Big  Bend  Highway.  Thankfully,  that 
problem  was  ended  last  summer  with  the  opening  of  a  new 
route  through  Rogers  Pass,  linking  Revelstoke  and  Golden, 
so  reaching  the  Rockies  is  no  longer  unpleasant. 

The  cluster  of  four  major  national  parks — Yoho,  Banff, 
Kootenay  and  Jasper — in  the  heart  of  the  Canadian 
Rockies  offers  many  of  the  same  compelling  diversions  of 
American  parks  and  forests.  There  are  nature  trails,  boating, 
fishing,  riding,  an  abundance  of  friendly  animals,  and  scenery 
that  more  than  holds  its  own  against  any  on  this  continent. 
Most  famous  among  the  visual  wonders  is  mirror-clear  Lake 
Louise,  fed  by  the  waters  of  Victoria  glacier. 

In  the  southern  section  of  Jasper  Park,  visitors  can  ride  a 
snowmobile  on  a  3-mile  trail  over  the  ice  field. 

Another  local  luxury  is  a  swim  or  bath  in  hot  springs.  In 
the  town  of  Banff,  there  are  two  installations  and  a  choice  of 
temperatures.  In  the  Upper  Hot  Basin,  the  water  is  constant 
at  approximately  100  degrees.  The  smaller  pool  at  the  Cave 
and  Basin  holds  an  average  of  88,  the  larger  pool  80  degrees. 
(At  both  places,  swimming  is  50c,  25c  for  children.) 

If  your  family  ends  its  tour  of  the  Canadian  parks  within 
one  week  following  the  Fourth  of  July,  make  plans  to  stop  at 
Calgary  for  the  stampede  and  exhibition. 

Montana  and  North  Dakota  (3  to  5  days) 

No  matter  how  deeply  you've  been  impressed  so  far  by 
the  grandeur  of  the  great  Northwest,  you'll  very  likely  decide 
in  Glacier  National  Park  that  here,  beyond  any  reasonable 
doubt,  is  America's  most  magnificent  scenery — especially  if 
you  drive  through  the  center  of  the  park  and  across  the  Con- 
tinental Divide  on  the  53-mile  Going-to-the-Sun  Road, 
one  of  the  world's  most  fantastic  highways.  Delight  tops  de- 
light every  mile  of  the  way  until  no  lovelier  sight  seems  pos- 
sible; then  you  round  the  next  corner  and  find  one.  At  Logan 
Pass,  the  crest  of  the  Rockies,  snow  and  wildflowers  inter- 
mingle in  the  early  part  of  July.  At  St.  Mary  Lake  or  Lake 
McDonald,  the  two  largest  lakes  in  the  park,  you  can  stop  for 
a  boat  ride  on  rich  blue  water  in  the  shadow  of  soaring  peaks. 
There  are  50  glaciers  and  over  200  lakes  included  in  the  park's 
million  acres,  and  fishing  is  excellent  (no  permit  necessary). 
There  are  also  1,000  miles  of  nature  trails  leading  back  into 
primitive  regions;  217  different  species  of  birds,  and  more 
than  50  kinds  of  animals. 

North  Dakota,  Montana's  eastern  neighbor,  also  has  some 
first-class  attractions,  but  they're  frequently  overlooked. 
Mention  the  Badlands  and  you're  assumed  to  be  referring  to  a 
section  of  South  Dakota.  Yet  North  Dakota  has  Badlands, 
too,  and  they're  equally  attractive.  The  better-known  region, 


in  South  Dakota,  is  harsh  and  burnt-out,  dramatically  void  of 
plant  life.  North  Dakota's  version  is  soothingly  verdant  in 
similar  conformations — brilliantly  colored  buttes  and  pla- 
teaus separated  by  sharp  ravines. 

Each  of  the  two  units,  North  and  South,  of  the  Theodore 
Roosevelt  National  Memorial  Park  holds  a  special  allure 
for  tourists.  In  the  North  Unit,  south  of  Watford  City,  near 
the  upper  end  of  the  Badlands,  a  smaller  Grand  Canyon  has 
been  painfully  carved  by  the  Little  Missouri  River.  At  the 
town  of  Medora,  near  the  South  Unit's  entrance,  tours  are  • 
conducted  through  the  Chateau  de  Mores,  a  two-story  man- 
sion of  28  rooms  erected  in  1883  by  an  adventurous  French  i 
nobleman  turned  meat  packer  (8-5  daily;  50c,  school  children  • 
25c).  And  nightly  at  8:30,  Wednesdays  through  Saturdays, 
there's  an  outdoor  drama,  "Old  Four  Eyes,"  the  story  of 
young  Teddy  Roosevelt  and  his  days  as  a  rancher  here 
($1.50-$2.50,  children  under  12  half-price). 

The  last  big  excitement  of  our  long  Northwest  tour  is  the 
scenic  South  Unit  of  Roosevelt  Park,  with  buffalo,  mule  deer, 
many  wild  horses,  and  a  sprawling  prairie  dog  town.  After 
that,  as  you  drive  south  on  U.S.  85  from  east  of  Medora  to 
Spearfish,  thus  rounding  out  the  circle,  you  can  plan  your 
next  Northwest  vacation.  For  you'll  certainly  want  to  return. 

Fine  family  restaurants  along  the  way 

In  the  Black  Hills,  at  Mount  Rushmore,  try  the  Buffalo  Roo 
in  the  Mission  66  concession  building,  with  its  singinj 
waitresses,  buffalo  ribs,  and  spectacular  view.  Moore's  Open 
Range,  in  Jackson,  Wyoming,  has  a  variety  of  good  dinners 
and  so  does  The  Royal,  in  Boise,  Idaho,  in  a  Gay  90's  at- 
mosphere. You'll  enjoy  the  Bohemian  Uptown,  in  Portland 
and  of  course  the  Space  Needle  in  Seattle.  (Rosellini's  Four-K 
and  the  Canlis  Charcoal  Broiler  are  other  fine  spots  ii 
Seattle.)  The  Princess  Mary  Restaurant,  in  Victoria,  B.C. 
serves  excellent  food  in  an  old  coast  steamer  that  you  ente 
by  way  of  a  gangplank.  Or  you  may  prefer  the  Old  Englisl 
d£cor  of  King  Arthur's  Round  Table  there.  In  Banff,  the  man; 
fine  restaurants  include  Bertello's  and  the  Mountainhoh 
Steak  &  Chicken  Chalet,  which  offers  a  smorgasbord.

How  much  do  doctors  charge 
today? 

You  pay  your  doctor  for  the  service  he 
renders.  How  much  he  charges  is  related 
to  his  idea  of  the  importance  of  what  he 
does.  His  fee  may  be  based  on  several  es- 
timates: the  total  time  spent  on  the  case, 
the  gravity  of  the  problem,  the  intensity 
of  his  effort,  and  the  measure  of  skill  re- 
quired. Also,  he  evaluates  what  is  the  cus- 
tomary charge,  the  ability  of  the  patient 
to  pay,  and  perhaps  even  what  the  traffic 
will  bear. 

Fees  tend  to  be  higher  in  the  big 
cities,  lower  in  the  small  towns;  higher  in 
the  East  and  especially  the  West  than  in 
the  South  and  Midwest.  Except  for  sur- 
gical operations,  a  specialist's  fee  tends  to 
be  about  25  per  cent  higher  than  that  of  a 
general  practitioner. 

Because  of  all  these  considerations, 
there  is  a  surprisingly  large  range  in  the 
customary  fees.  Charges  for  common 
medical  services  are  indicated  in  the  fol- 
lowing schedule:

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The  surgeon's  fee  for  a  common  opera- 
tion like  the  removal  of  an  appendix  may 
range  between  $75  and  $400,  while  very 
difficult  operations  such  as  the  removal  of 
a  brain  tumor  may  cost  $300  to  $1,000  in 
surgeon's  fees  alone.  The  maximum  fees 
charged  for  surgery  may  seem  exorbitant, 
but  they  are  ordinarily  asked  only  of  the 
wealthy  who  theoretically  can  afford  them. 

Many  physicians  prefer  to  be  paid  for 
each  service  they  provide,  at  the  time  they 
give  it,  and  in  cash.  Others  are  willing  to 
wait  until  all  care  for  a  particular  episode 
of  illness  is  completed.  A  few  send  only  one 
bill  per  year.  Some  require  a  down  pay- 
ment before  they  will  undertake  manage- 
ment of  a  condition.  In  such  a  case,  the 
patient  should  ask  how  much  will  be  re- 
funded if  he  decides  later  to  change  physi- 
cians. Occasionally  doctors— and  hospitals 
too — make  up  for  low  charges  on  routine 
care  by  extra  laboratory  and  X-ray  fees. 

There  are  also  physicians  who  will 
agree  to  give  a  person,  family,  or  group  of 
people  all  the  care  that  falls  within  their 
field  for  a  fixed  sum  of  money  per  year. 
This  is  called  a  retainer  fee,  and  is  in  effect 
an  insurance  plan  under  which  the  doctor 
insures  the  patient  or  patients. 

Some  physicians,  not  caring  to  mix  busi- 
ness with  medical  practice,  are  willing  to 
work  on  a  salary.  Over  one-fourth  of 
American  doctors  do  this;  many  of  them 
are  employed  by  hospitals.  In  such  in- 
stances, the  hospital  service  is  difficult  to 
distinguish  from  professional  care.  Conse- 
quently, hospital  charges — now  over  6 
billion  dollars  a  year— keep  growing  as  a 
result  of  their  increased  employment  of 
pathologists,  radiologists,  anesthesiolo- 
gists, interns,  and  residents. 


Why  should  your  family  have 
an  "open-end"  mortgage? 

Because  when  you  have  paid  off  some 
of  the  principal  (usually  at  least  $500),  an 
open-end  clause  permits  you  to  reborrow 
up  to  the  original  mortgage  amount.

You  return  to  the  mortgage-he 
and  ask  for  a  new  advance  of  $2,00( 
home  expansion  or  other  useful  purpj 
If  approved  —  and  the  lender  is  usuallj 
der  no  obligation  to  grant  the  same  ra 
interest — the  loan  is  added  to  your 
ance.  You  arrange  to  repay  it  eithe: 
increasing  the  amount  of  your  mow 
payment  or  by  extending  your  mortg 

Big  advantage  of  the  re-advanc 
that  the  interest  rate  usually  is  lower 
that  available  on  a  second  mortgage 
short-term  modernization  loan,  and  n 
lower  than  the  finance  charges  on  c 
frequently  used  personal  loans,  ins;| 
ment  plans,  and  even  the  college-ed 
tion  loans  offered  by  many  comme 
lenders. 

Another  advantage  of  the  open-eno 
advance  is  that  repayment  is  spread 
a  number  of  years.  A  re-advance  of  $! 
on  a  5}  2  per  cent  mortgage  which  stil 
15  years  to  run  would  require  additi 
payments  of  $16.34  a  month.  In  cont: 
an  FHA  home  improvement  loan  of  $£ 
for  36  months  would  require  $63.! 
month,  or  if  stretched  to  the  maximu: 
months,  $41.57. 

But  if  your  mortgage  has  many  yea 
run,  your  total  interest  cost  in  dollar: 
the  re-advance  will  be  more  than  f 
short-term  loan  even  at  a  higher  rate,* 
a  5y2  per  cent  re-advancement  of  $3 
on  your  present  mortgage,  you  would 
total  interest  of  approximately  $935 
15  years.

Thus  for  either  a  small  amount  or  a  short  period  of  tin] 
open-end  re-advance  is  not  an  economical  way  to  borrov 
But  for  larger,  longer  loans  it  does  beat  most  other  borrowi: 
methods,  including  getting  an  entirely  new  mortgage, 
new  mortgage  nowadays  usually  requires  both  a  higher  ii 
terest  rate  and  larger  closing  costs.) 
Not  all  lending  institutions  provide  open-end  mortgage 
But  enough  do  so  that  you  have  a  good  chance  to  secure  th 
valuable  feature  when  arranging  for  a  new  mortgage. 

Even  if  your  present  mortgage  does  not  contain  a  claw 
providing  for  such  re-advances,  some  lenders  will  permit  yc 
to  amend  your  present  contract  to  obtain  one  anyhow.  Hov 
ever,  the  interest  rate  may  not  be  the  same  as  the  origin, 
rate.  The  lender  may  suggest  one  of  three  rate  arrangement 

1 — A  re-advance  at  the  original  rate.  This  is  the  best  de. 
for  you  if  you  have  an  older  mortgage  with  a  rate  of  5J  £  P 
cent  or  less  (not  now  usually  obtainable),  and  if  the  lend 
agrees  to  let  the  old  rate  ride. 

2 — A  split  rate.  This  arrangement  continues  your  old  mor 
gage  at  the  old  rate  but  charges  a  different  rate  for  the  r 
advance.  This  is  a  reasonable  deal,  since  you  protect  the  lo 
rate  on  the  balance  of  your  original  mortgage. 

3 — An  entirely  new  mortgage,  to  include  both  the  old  bs 
ance  and  the  re-advance.  This  would  be  least  desirable,  sinr 
you  sacrifice  the  old  lower  rate.  Your  strategy  then  should  1 
to  compare  the  total  cost  of  this  arrangement  with  that 
keeping  your  present  mortgage  and  getting  a  second  mor 
gage  or  FHA  modernization  loan  for  the  extra  money  yc 
need.  However,  if  the  old  balance  is  relatively  small,  the  ne 
amount  relatively  large,  and  the  difference  in  old  and  new  i: 
terest  rates  is  moderate,  an  entirely  new  mortgage  may  be 
satisfactory  method. 
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How  can  you  choose  stocks  for  high  dividend^ 

That's  so  easy  it  can  fool  you.  You  simply  look  up  the  div 
dend  a  stock  paid  over  the  past  12  months  and  divide  th 
figure  by  the  stock's  current  market  price.  For  instance, , 
dividends  total  $1.40  a  year  and  the  stock  sells  for  $20 
share,  the  current  yield  is  7  per  cent — extraordinarily  high 
normal  times. 

But  this  is  where  you  can  get  into  trouble:  future  divider 
are  not  guaranteed.  They  can  be  trimmed — and  even  skippt 
—by  decision  of  the  company's  directors.  And  the  fact  th 
the  stock  sells  for  a  low  price  in  relation  to  its  current  di\ 
dend  rate  is  often  a  sign  that  the  public  has  doubts  about  tl 
company's  ability  to  keep  paying  its  customary  dividends 

So  it's  wise  to  be  extremely  cautious.  Carefully  check  tl 
company's  earning  record  in  one  of  the  statistical  handbook 
like  Standard  &  Poor's  or  Moody's,  at  your  broker's  office, 
the  company  has  a  reasonably  long  record  of  paying,  sa 
$1.40  a  year  on  its  common  stock,  make  sure  that  its  earnin 
per  share  have  been  and  still  are  at  least  $1.40  a  share  a  ye£ 
(Some  companies  continue  to  declare  traditional  dividen 
for  a  while  even  after  present  earnings  no  longer  cover  t! 
payments.) 

Of  course,  there  are  times  when  high-yield  stocks  can 
picked  up  at  low  prices.  This  usually  happens  after  a  seve

Not  too  long  ago,  when  your  son  hit  a  baseball  through 
neighbor's  picture  window  or  a  water  pipe  burst  and  stai 
your  ceiling,  you  had  to  wade  through  half  a  dozen  coir 
cated  policies  to  find  out  whether  you  or  the  insurance  c 
pany  paid  the  bill.  A  loophole  here,  an  exclusion  there,  a 
icy  whose  expiration  date  had  slipped  your  mind- 
chances  were  good  you  would  pay. 

Today  you  can  get  package  home  insurance  that  cover; 
most  everything  from  falling  airplanes  to  personal  liab: 
and  even  rain  blowing  through  the  front  door.  And  best  of 
such  a  package  usually  costs  less  than  trying  to  dovetail 
eral  old-style  policies  for  the  same  coverage. 

Homeowners'  policies  come  in  four  basic  types,  var; 
widely  in  coverage  and  price. 

1.  The  cheapest — and  of  course  the  least  inclusive 
really  little  more  than  old-type  fire  insurance  with  exteuj 
coverage.  It  pays  for  fire,  lightning,  wind  and  hail  dam  j 
vandalism,  malicious  mischief,  forceful  entry,  riot,  accide 
window  breakage  in  your  own  home  up  to  $50,  theft  f 
your  car  if  locked,  theft  of  personal  property,  damage  f 
airplanes  or  runaway  vehicles,  and  extra  living  expenst 
your  home  is  made  temporarily  unhabitable.  It  also  co  \ 
your  boat,  outboard  motor,  and  boat  trailer  up  to  !j 
against  most  of  the  hazards  for  which  the  house  is  insu 
but  not  against  wind  or  hail. 

Personal  property  on  the  premises,  including  that  of  gu< 
is  insured  for  40  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  coverage  assig 
to  the  dwelling,  with  a  $50  deductible  clause.  This  inch 
clothing,  carpets,  furniture,  and  most  other  nonfragile  it 
you  could  take  with  you  if  you  moved.  Watches,  jewi 
and  furs  are  insured  up  to  $1,000  against  theft  and  for 
value  against  other  hazards.  Personal  property  away  f 
the  premises — clothing  at  a  lake  cottage,  for  instance— i; 
sured  for  10  per  cent  of  the  contents  coverage. 

Plants,  trees,  shrubs,  and  lawns  are  insured  for  5  per  > 
of  the  dwelling  coverage  against  a  number  of  hazards, 
not  against  the  most  common — wind,  hail,  frost,  snow, 
insects.  Other  protection  includes  $500  medical  payment; 
persons  injured  on  your  property  (without  necessity  for  i 
suit),  $250  for  physical  damage  to  others'  property, 
$25,000  personal  liability.  The  company  will  also  defend 
against  suits  seeking  damages  which  are  payable  under 
policy  free  of  charge. 

2.  The  next  step  up  is  the  broad  form  which  co 
everything  in  the  above  standard  form  plus:  the  hazarc 
steam  boiler  explosion ;  bursting  of  steam  or  hot  water  aj 
ances,  or  heating  systems;  vehicular  damage  to  fences,  dri 
walks,  lawns,  trees,  and  plants  if  an  occupant  of  your  hi 
is  not  at  the  wheel;  smoke  damage  from  fireplaces;  dan 
from  falling  objects;  freezing  or  water  leakage  from  plu 
ing,  heating,  or  air  conditioning  systems;  building  coll;

(Dwelling  insui 
against  many  of  these  hazards  is  almost  impossible  a 
with  any  kind  of  policy.) 

The  blue  chip  policy  insures  such  losses  as  damage 
plaster  wall  if  you  accidentally  knock  over  a  stepladder 
does  not  cover  the  same  damage  if  caused  by  a  pet.  It 
for  "scorch  damage"  such  as  a  cigarette  burn  on  the  ca 
or  a  coat  sleeve  catching  fire  from  the  kitchen  range 
also  covers  most  cases  of  loss  or  damage  to  such  diverse  j 
as  baby  carriages,  bicycles,  and  hobby  equipment,  inch 
cameras,  with  a  $100  deductible  clause. 

This  form  is  intended  for  expensive  homes  with  con; 
able  personal  property,  and  the  minimum  dwelling  covi 
is  $15,000.  Personal  property  is  insured  for  50  per  cent  c 
dwelling  coverage  and  is  covered  whether  on  or  off  the  ] 
ises.  Property  kept  away  from  the  premises  the  year  an 
however,  such  as  furniture  and  bedding  at  a  summer  1 
is  covered  for  only  10  per  cent. 

One  disadvantage  of  the  blue  chip  policy,  which  en 
overcome  by  special  endorsement,  is  the  $250-per-item 
on  certain  losses  of  jewelry  and  furs.  The  low  limit  is  int< 
to  discourage  carelessness,  since  the  company  must  pay 
if  you  forget  your  wrist  watch  on  a  wash  stand  or  leave 
fur  coat  in  a  restaurant  or  taxi  cab.  Loss  of  such 
through  fire,  wind,  hail,  or  vehicle  collision,  however,  u 
ered  for  full  value. 

4.  The  fourth  form  is  especially  designed  for  rente 
covers  everything  the  broad  form  does  except  the  dw 
itself  and  is  generally  flexible  enough  to  protect  only 
own  personal  property  if  your  home  is  partially  or  comp 
furnished. 

Naturally  these  prefabricated  plans  can  result  in  u 
coverage  such  as  garage  protection  for  a  home  with  r 
rage,  but  the  buyer  still  comes  out  ahead  by  elimir 
duplication  of  paper  work  and  multiple  sales  commis 
For  example,  under  the  broad  form,  the  $15,000  covers 
a  home  in  Hammond,  Indiana,  without  a  deductible  < 
costs  only  $181  for  three  years,  compared  with  almost 
for  equal  coverage  under  the  old  separate-policy  systen 

Not  all  companies  sell  the  new  plans,  and  none  ai 
available  in  some  areas,  such  as  New  York  State.  M 
these  areas,  including  New  York  State,  do  offer  an  earlie 
inclusive  version  of  the  package  plan,  however,  and  are 
ually  adopting  the  newer  plans.

Just  recently,  I  watched  two  small  chil- 
dren, ages  two  and  four,  put  away  all  their 
clothing  in  the  right  drawers  and  get  them- 
selves ready  for  bed.  They  were  orderly 
and  well-behaved,  as  well  as  happy.  Chil- 
dren need  a  planned  routine  of  play, 
rest,  and  work.  Parents  generally  under- 
stand the  beneficial  aspects  of  play  and 
rest,  but  few  realize  the  necessity  for  work. 
A  child  who  learns  to  perform  simple  but 
regular  tasks  develops  good  work  habits 
and  an  ability  to  concentrate.  Thus  with 
proper  guidance,  a  child  of  two  can  sit  at  a 
table  and  draw  with  crayons,  not  scribble; 
a  child  of  four  can  tidy  and  clean;  and  a 
child  of  five  can  do  practically  anything 
except  cook  a  roast! 

Whenever  I  encounter  a  problem  young- 
ster, I  ask  the  parents,  "What  does  your 
son  (or  daughter)  do  at  home?  Does  he 
perform  any  regular  chores?"  The  answer 
is  invariably  no.  There  are  many  other 
factors  that  contribute  to  problem  chil- 
dren, of  course,  but  a  child  who  grows  up 
expecting  everything  to  come  to  him  with 
nothing  demanded  in  return  is  off  to  an 
unfortunate  start. 

A  parent  might  well  ask  whether  it  is 
ever  too  late  for  discipline  to  start.  Well,  by 
the  time  a  youngster  is  in  junior  high 
school,  there's  not  much  you  can  do  to 
change  his  basic  behavior.  From  personal 
experience  with  a  great  many  students,  I 
can  say  this  is  just  one  more  urgent  reason 
to  get  started  on  training  early. 

"Are  some  children  born  stubborn?" 

Yes,  I  believe  they  are.  Many  children 
exhibit  stubbornness  when  they  are  too 
young  to  have  learned  the  trait.  Parents 
must  use  special  techniques  with  the  stub- 
born youngster. 

At  the  risk  of  oversimplifying  matters, 
I  have  found  it  useful  to  divide  children 
into  two  broad  classifications:  the  natural 
and  the  creative.  The  natural  child  is  well 
co-ordinated  and  adapts  readily  to  his  sur- 
roundings. His  tendency  is  to  accept  a 
realistic  world  and  rely  on  his  imagination 
for  very  little.  He  enjoys  overcoming  ob- 
stacles. With  proper  training,  his  character 
can  be  developed  quite  easily;  he  offers  few 
problems  for  the  parent  or  teacher. 

The  creative  child  presents  a  more  com- 
plex picture.  His  is  an  unrestrained  imag- 
ination. He  is  aggressive  and  very  often 
stubborn.  If  for  any  reason  he  is  insecure, 
he  becomes  hostile.  He  is  likely  to  hit  his 
playmates  or  exhibit  cruelty  with  his  pets. 
If  incorrectly  handled,  he  will  seek  escape 
from  the  realities  of  everyday  life  in  the 
world  of  his  own  imagination.  He  has 
great  need  of  training  in  self-control  and 
concentration.  His  interest  in  others 
should  be  developed,  and  special  care 
should  be  exercised  to  offer  him  personal 
encouragement  and  to  prevent  his  sensi-

For  a  few  children,  a  severe  admonishment  is  enc  j 
for  others,  sitting  quietly  in  a  chair  for  10  or  15  minut< 
temporary  denial  of  some  small  privilege  is  sufficien  i 
course,  there  are  times  to  spank,  too.  When  a  child  is  too  i 
to  reason  with,  a  spanking  administered  without  anger  I 
be  proper  punishment.  But  remember  that  physical  pu  | 
ment,  especially,  is  rather  like  medicine:  it  should  be  ad 
stered  in  small  doses  and  only  when  obviously  called  fc  j

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JUST  WHAT  ARE  THE  MOST 
COMMON  DENTAL  PROBLEMS

Dental  problems  may  not  be  the  most 
critical  of  human  afflictions,  but  neither  are 
they  trivial.  Eventually,  they  strike  over  95 
per  cent  of  the  population,  leave  13  per  cent 
without  teeth,  and  account  for  a  national 
dental  bill  of  $2  billion  a  year. 

There  are  two  categories  of  troubles:  those 
that  begin  in  the  teeth  themselves  and  those 
that  start  in  the  gums.  Either  one  of  them 
can  lead  to  a  toothless  mouth,  but  they  oper- 
ate in  essentially  different  ways. 

In  the  common  process  of  tooth  decay,  the 
combination  of  bacteria  in  the  mouth  with 
small  bits  of  food — mostly  sugar — results  in 
an  acid  or  group  of  acids.  Held  tightly  against 
the  teeth  by  saliva,  these  acids  attack  the 
enamel.  If  the  tooth's  resistance  is  strong 
enough,  the  assault  is  safely  repelled.  If  not, 
the  enamel  is  penetrated;  a  cavity  begins. 

Those  are  decay's  three  essentials— bac- 
teria, food,  and  a  susceptible  target.  If  we 
could  somehow  eliminate  any  one  of  them, 
the  threat  of  a  cavity  would  go  with  it. 

To  try  to  eliminate  the 
first  essential — bacteria  in 
the  mouth— invites  sizable 
difficulties.  Bacteria  appear- 
in  enormous  abundance  and 
multiply  very  quickly,  be- 
sides serving  several  useful 
functions  unconnected  with 
acid  formation.  And  of  course  we  can't  go 
without  eating— though  food's  contribution 
to  the  process  of  decay  can  often  be  mini- 
mized. Cut  down  on  sweets,  for  example;  of 
all  the  food  groups,  these  carbohydrates  are 
most  readily  turned  into  acid.  Then  brush 
away  food  after  eating— not  just  after  every 
meal,  but  after  each  snack  or  candy  bar.  If 
that  sounds  impractical,  compromise:  rinse 
your  mouth  out  with  water  instead.  Or  sim- 
ply don't  eat  between  meals.  In  any  case, 
keep  food  from  remaining  in  your  mouth  any 
longer  than  necessary. 

But  easily  the  most  promising  method  of 
defense  is  to  strengthen  the  resistance  of  your 
teeth.  The  effective  agent  is  fluoride.  Ideally, 
your  community  water  supply  should  be 
properly  fluoridated.  If  it  isn't,  there  are  sev- 
eral substitute  measures,  especially  benefi- 
cial for  children.  One  is  to  have  a  dentist 
paint  the  teeth  periodically  with  sodium 
fluoride  or  stannous  fluoride.  Another  is  to 
brush  with  fluoridated  toothpaste.  A  third 
is  to  use  new  prescription  drugs  that  provide 
daily  doses  of  fluoride.  A  newer  idea,  still 
being  perfected,  is  a  device  for  fluoridating 
the  water  supply  of  individual  homes. 
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Such  schemes,  however1,  have  little  eftY< 
on  periodontal  disease — gum  trouble.  The  p( 
centage  of  dental  problems  that  originate 
the  gums  is  therefore  expected  to  rise.  And  s 
ready  pyorrhea  far  surpasses  decay  as  t 
cause  of  lost  teeth  in  adults. 

The  difficulty  begins  when,  for1  one  reas< 
or-  another,  the  gum  loses  some  of  its  resj 
tance  to  infection.  Perhaps  worn-out  bridgl 
work— a  sharp,  cutting  edge  on  a  filling,  f 
instance — regularly  breaks  the  gum's  pr 
tective  surface.  Or  the  weakness  may 
symptomatic  of  a  larger  organic  problem- 
vitamin  deficiency,  perhaps.  Or  a  crookJ 
tooth  may  be  worked  loose  under  the  pn 
sure  of  chewing,  thus  opening  a  tiny  but  vv 
nerable  crevice  between  the  root  of  the  tocH 
and  the  gum.  A  hard  crust  of  tartar  at  t 
base  of  the  enamel  is  another  very  comrai 
beginning,  as  are  tiny  pockets  of  impact 
food  and  the  habit  of  grinding  the  teeth. 

Whatever  the  cause,  the  consequences  a 
sadly  predictable.  A  colony  of  bacteria  floi 
ishes,  often  below  the  gu 
line.  Toxins  are  produced  an 
released    there.    The    gun 
soon  infected,  grow  swoll 
and  tender  and  bleed  at  t 
slightest  excuse.  Blood  ser 
as   food    for   bacteria,    th 
speeding  the  course  of  d 
struction.  Fibers  that  attach  the  teeth  to  t 
jawbone  are  eventually  attacked  and  erod 
and  so  is  the  jawbone  itself.  In  time,  t 
tooth  wobbles  loosely  in  its  socket  and  t 
dentist's  only  recourse  is  extraction. 

Like  decay,  pyorrhea  is  a  one-way  stre 
its  process  cannot  be  reversed.  But  a  dent; 
who  detects  it  early  enough  has  a  good  chan 
of  stopping  it.  He  does  so  by  first  removi) 
all  tartar  and  cutting  away  diseased  sectio 
of  the  gums.  Then,  to  prevent  any  spreadii 
of  the  ailment,  he  may  reconstruct  t 
mouth — repair  jagged  fillings,  straight* 
crooked  teeth,  fill  gaps  with  partial  plat( 
The  strength  of  the  gums  may  be  fortifii 
with  massage  or  medication. 

This  treatment  is  frequently  long  and  e 
pensive.  Preventing  the  disease  is  easier,  ai 
the  oldest  weapons  still  are  effective:  clej 
teeth,  regular  gum  massage,  and  twice-a-ye 
visits  to  the  dentist.  Electric  toothbrush 
also  may  help.  According  to  recent  evidenc 
their  high  speed  both  cleans  teeth  and  stim 
lates  the  gums.  Parents  have  noted  anoth 
advantage.  Their  children  no  longer  bru: 
casually  or  evade  the  job  altogether.  Th< 
really  use  these  fancy  new  models.

In  either  dra- 
peries or  curtains,  this  is  a  way  to  combine 
the  elegance  of  the  Victorian  era  with  the 
newest  fabrics. 

Single  windows  are  best  suited  for  tie- 
backs.  Large  picture  windows  would  tend 
to  look  chopped  in  half  with  this  window 
treatment.  Tieback  draperies  completely 
cover  the  topmost  portion  of  a  window, 
but  gently  fall  away  to  show  almost  the 
entire  window  sill. 

To  create  the  deeply  draped  look,  re- 
member this  rule:  draperies  should  be 
tied  back  above  or  below  half  the  length 
of  the  drapery,  never  at  the  middle.

Above  These  white  tieback  draperies  take  on  a 
jaunty  air  when  combined  with  printed  fabric 
shades.  The  same  fresh  green  print  is  appliqued 
to  the  draperies  to  form  a  delicate  border.

If  you're  thinking  that  central  air 
conditioning  is  out  of  the  question 
for  your  budget,  think  again.  In  re- 
cent years,  manufacturers  have  taken 
central  air  conditioning  out  of  the 
luxury  class.  For  instance,  central  air 
conditioning  that  would  have  cost 
you  $1,100  in  1956  now  can  be  in- 
stalled for  less  than  $850— and  it 
will  be  more  efficient  and  economical. 
This  same  cost  reduction  shows  up 
right  through  all  price  brackets. 

The  answer?  Simply  this — manu- 
facturers have  found  new  ways  to  re- 
duce equipment  costs  by  designing 
improved  fans,  compressors,  and  con- 
trols. These  improved  designs,  along 
with  a  greater  range  of  sizes,  have  re- 
duced the  cost  of  cooling  units  25  to 
30  per  cent  in  the  past  seven  years. 

Installation  costs  have  been  cut 
too.  Some  manufacturers  are  doing 
this  by  shipping  a  "precharged" 
package  that  includes  the  compres- 
sor-condenser, cooling  coil,  and  pip- 
ing. Each  of  these  sections  is  charged 
with  coolant  gas;  when  they  are  con- 
nected, the  gas  combines  and  builds 
up  to  the  required  amount.  It  means 
that  this  part  of  the  installation — 
which  once  took  two  days — now  can 
be  finished  in  less  than  two  hours. 

All  this  adds  up  to  one  thing:  To- 
day you  can  pick  from  several  com- 
pact central  air-conditioning  systems, 
each  designed  to  do  a  specific  job.  Be- 
fore you  do,  though,  you'll  want  to 
know  the  ABCs  of  three  basic  units. 

THREE  BASIC  UNITS 

Standard  mechanical  unit.  This 
one,  the  most  widely  used  air  condi- 
tioner, runs  like  an  electric  refriger- 
ator. Inside  air  is  pulled  through  by 
a  fan,  going  through  a  filter,  then 
over  a  cold  coil.  The  liquid  in  the 
coil  literally  soaks  up  the  heat  and 
transfers  it  outside,  where  a  condens- 
er cools  the  liquid  so  it  can  be  reused. 
When  the  air  passes  over  this  cold 
coil,  it  loses  some  of  its  moisture  be- 
fore going  back  into  the  house.  Air 
conditioners  designed  for  humid  cli- 
mates take  out  more  moisture  and 
cool  the  air  somewhat  less. 
Heat  pump.  A  two-way  version  of  the 
mechanical  unit,  this  reverse-cycle 
air  conditioner  both  heats  and  cools 
a  house.  During  the  cooling  cycle,  it

"pumps"  indoor  heat  outside. 
After  a  few  valves  are  adjusted 
—  manually  or  automatically — 
it  reverses  itself,  taking  heat 
from  outdoor  air  and  transfer- 
ring it  inside.  This  heating  cycle 
works  well  until  the  outside 
temperature  drops  to  about  35 
degrees  above  zero;  then  addi- 
tional electrical  heat  is  required. 
These  units  usually  cost  more 
than  standard  electrical  cooling 
systems,  and  are  best  suited  for 
mild  climates. 

Gas -fired  absorption.  Built 
something  like  a  gas  refrigera- 
tor, this  system  has  no  moving 
parts  except  for  the  blower  or 
fan.  It  uses  two  liquid  chemi- 
cals in  adjoining  chambers,  with 
an  opening  between  the  cham- 
bers for  vapor  exchange.  The 
chemical  in  one  chamber  (the 
absorbent)  draws  moisture  va- 
por from  the  chemical  in  the 
other  chamber  (the  refrigerant), 
cooling  it  in  the  process.  The 
cold  refrigerant  then  circulates 
through  a  coil  and  cools  the  air. 
Finally,  a  gas  flame  completes 
the  cycle — it  "restores"  the  ab- 
sorbent chemical  by  driving  out 
the  moisture  taken  from  the  re- 
frigerant. 

This  unit  can  be  used  to  heat 
and  cool  a  house,  and  has  the 
lowest  operating  cost  of  all  the 
systems.  At  present,  it  takes 
somewhat  more  floor  space  and 
costs  more  to  install  than  some 
other  types  of  cooling  equip- 
ment. However,  design  im- 
provements are  being  made  to 
lower  cost  and  reduce  the  size. 
Before  buying,  ask  about  a  gas- 
fired  unit. 

PICKING  THE  BEST  ONE 

What's  the  best  system  for 
you?  It  depends.  A  cooling  sys- 
tem has  two  big  jobs:  First,  it 
cools  the  house  during  warm 
days,  keeping  it  at  about  75  de- 
grees; second,  it  takes  moisture 
from  the  air  and  keeps  the  hu- 
midity at  about  50  per  cent. 

A  system  that  is  too  large  will 
cool  well,  but  won't  operate 
enough  to  take  out  much  hu- 
midity. On  the  other  hand,  a 
small  unit  will  run  most  of  the 
time  during  hot  weather,  de- 
humidifying  but  not  cooling 
adequately. 

Because  of  this,  matching  the 
cooling  system  to  a  house  is 
an  important  job.  Contractor- 
dealers  must  estimate  how 
much  heat  and  humidity  will 


enter  a  house,  as  well  as 
amount  generated  inside. 

Until  last  year,  there 
various  methods  of  calcula 
this,  none  of  them  very  pree 
Then  engineers  developed 
more  accurate  method, 
most  dealers  now  use  this 
mula.

It  m 
pumps  and  pipes  to  circul 
water  instead  of  a  fan  and  du 
for  air.  This  usually  means  tl 
a  separate  cooling  system  m 
be  installed. 

Instead  of  a  separate  cool 
system,  you  may  want  to  c 
sider  installing  a  combinat 
system  that  heats  with  hot 
ter  and  cools  with  chilled  wa 
— and  does  it  with  one  syst 
of  piping.

to  replace  radiators  with  air 
conditioning  cabinets,  each 
with  its  own  heating-cooling 
coil  and  fan.  Then  you'll  need  a 
chilling  unit  near  the  boiler  to 
cool  circulating  water. 

If  you  decide  on  a  separate 
cooling  system  for  your  house, 
you'll  find  several  duct  installa- 
tions available.  Their  location 
depends  on  your  house  design. 

One  duct  system  fits  in  the 
attic,  supplying  cool  air  to  the 
rooms  below  through  ceiling 
registers.  Another  can  be  con- 
cealed in  a  central  hallway  ceil- 
ing, feeding  air  to  adjoining 
rooms  through  registers  in  the 
inside  walls.  These  two  duct 
systems  can  be  connected  to  an 
upright  cooling  unit  on  the  first 
floor,  to  an  attic  unit  with  the 
condenser  outdoors  on  the 
ground,  or  to  a  self-contained 
attic  unit  projecting  through  an 
attic  wall. 

A  third  major  duct  system 
fits  in  the  basement,  and  is  fed 
by  an  up-flow  cooling  unit.  A 
similar  system  can  be  suspend- 
ed in  crawl  space  or  embedded 
in  a  concrete  slab  floor,  connect- 
ing with  a  cooling  unit  that 
blows  down  into  it. 

POINTS  TO  TALK  ABOUT 

Because  converting  a  forced 
warm  air  system  in  an  older 
home  is  usually  less  extensive, 
you  may  want  to  start  now.  To 
do  it  right,  talk  air  conditioning 
first  with  your  local  contractor 
—  when  you  do,  you'll  want  to 
check  out  these  points: 

•  Is  the  furnace  blower  large 
enough  to  handle  the  additional 
required  air  without  straining? 

•  Are  all  of  the  ducts  or  warm- 
air  pipes  large  enough  to  supply 
the  rooms  with  cooling  air? 

•  Are  the  warm  air  supply  and 
return  registers  adequate  for 
cooling  purposes?  (A  supply 
register  near  the  floor,  blowing 
straight  across  the  room,  won't 
work  very  well — supply  reg- 
isters should  be  in  the  floor, 
blowing  vertically;  close  to  the 
ceiling,  blowing  horizontally; 
or  in  the  ceiling.) 

•  Are  return  air  registers  in  the 
floor?  They  should  be  near  the 
ceiling  if  the  supply  air  registers 
are  at  the  floor  level,  and  at  the 
floor  level  if  supply  air  registers 
are  near  the  ceilings. 

•  Are  supply  ducts  adequately 
insulated  and  covered  with  a 
vapor  barrier  to  stop  conden-

Sil 
you  want  a  deerproof  hedge,  you  have  a  choice  of  seveii 
types  of  bamboo  that  will  stand  cold  weather— down  \\ 
about  5  degrees.  The  sulfur  bamboo  grows  to  about  25  feet  1 1' 
height  and  is  very  attractive  for  screen  work  and  hedging 

The  metake  type  is  comparatively  clean  and,  although  it  i 
a  spreading  type,  it  spreads  slowly.  One  of  the  hardiest  of  ■ 
is  the  palmate  bamboo.  It  has  very  large  leaves  that  exteJ 
fingerlike  fronds  from  the  ends  of  the  branches.  It  is  excellej 
where  a  natural,  trim  neatness  is  required.

It  would  cost  close  to  $500  to  treat  an  area  the  s 
of  your  lot  since  the  tricky  chemicals  used  to  do  the  job  ha 
to  be  applied  by  professionals  who  know  how  to  handle  th< 

some  are  even  explosive.  Your  best  bet  would  be  to  eli 
inate  the  mealy  bugs  with  a  regular  spray  program  using  -j 
multipurpose  insecticide  or  the  old  reliable  summer  garden 
emulsion  (not  fuel  oil).  Then,  plant  oak-root-fungus-resista 
plants.

TIPS 

Ideas  to  make  family  camping  easy 
and  comfortable — so  you'll  have 
more  time  to  enjoy  yourself! 


Make  toast  just  like  at  home 
with  this  improvised  toaster. 
You  can  use  it  on  a  camp  stove 
or  over  a  small  cooking  fire. 

Punch  a  number  of  small 
holes  in  the  bottom  of  a  coffee 
or  tobacco  can.  Cross  two  coat 
hanger  wires  over  the  mouth 
of  the  can.  Stick  wires  through 
holes  punched  in  the  can  rim 
and  bend  down. 


Make    a     cooking     utensil 

bag  that  will  be  easy  to  find 
without  unpacking  other  gear. 
This  is  especially  helpful  for 
lunches  along  the  road. 

A  nest  of  pans,  plates,  and 
a  coffeepot  fit  inside  the  bag; 
pads  and  cutlery  go  in  a  pock- 
et on  the  outside. 

Make  the  sides  about  5 
inches  higher  than  the  stack  of 
utensils.  Sew  to  a  circular  bot- 
tom. Close  with  a  drawstring. 
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Tent  Anchors,  made  as 
shown  from  iron  rods  weld- 
ed together,  hold  better 
than  most,  but  come  out  of 
the  ground  more  easily 
when  you  break  camp. 

Also,  driving  stakes  with 
a  rubber  mallet  won't  bat- 
ter ends,  and  won't  disturb 
neighbors  when  you  pitch 
camp  late  at  night. 


Builders'    sheet   plastic 

makes  a  fine  ground  tarp 
and  can  be  folded  into  a 
compact  size.  It  costs  less, 
too,  and  won't  mildew  or 
rot  if  stored  away  wet. 

Place  it  so  the  sides  of 
the  tent  rest  on  the  plastic. 
If  you  have  to  drive  tent 
poles  or  stakes  through  the 
plastic,  you  can  afford  to 
discard  it  without  qualms 
about  cost. 


A  lantern  stand  lets  you  get 
the  light  away  from  the  table 
so  you  can  have  eating  and 
cooking  illumination  without 
attracting  bugs  to  the  area. 

Bend  a  length  of  concrete- 
reinforcing  rod  or  H-inch  thin- 
wall  conduit  as  shown.  Get  a 
small  hook  welded  to  the  end, 
or  simply  bend  a  small  hook  in 
the  rod  itself. 

Just  push  rod  into  the  ground 
and  hang  up  your  lantern. 


Freeze  milk  cartons  full 
of  water  to  use  instead  of 
a  block  of  ice  in  your  ice 
chest.  The  ice  lasts  longer 
this  way,  and  no  food  is 
spoiled  by  loose  water. 

You  can  usually  get  the 
cartons  refrozen  nightly 
at  service  stations  or  res- 
taurants near  the  camping 
grounds  where  you  stop. 


For  quick  cleanups  after 
meals,  use  aluminum  foil  in- 
stead of  a  skillet.  This  is  an  es- 
pecially good  idea  for  break- 
fast or  lunch,  when  washing 
pans  would  delay  travel  or 
recreation  plans. 

Heavy-duty  foil  works  best. 
Using  a  double  thickness,  bend 
up  a  narrow  rim  to  form  a  grid- 
dle for  bacon  and  eggs. 
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If  you  owned  the  Hope  Diamond,  where  would  you  keep  it? 

(Where  else— but  in  the  bank!)

I  ENCHANTING  EASTERN  CANADA 


A  bridge  across  the  Niagara  River,  connecting 
Buffalo,  New  York,  with  Fort  Erie,  Ontario,  bears 
one  of  the  world's  most  inspiring  names:  "Peace 
Bridge."  It  symbolizes  the  unique  friendship  that  has 
bound  Canada  and  the  United  States  for  more  than  a 
century.  It  also  provided  a  convenient  front  door  to 
the  home  of  our  northern  neighbors  for  Special  As- 
signments Editor  George  Bush  when  he  drove  north 
to  research  this  article.  But  depending  on  where  you 
live  and  where  you  want  to  go  in  Canada,  you  may 
prefer  to  cross  the  border  at  Detroit- Windsor;  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  in  northern  Michigan;  at  Pigeon 
River,  way  up  in  Minnesota;  at  the  frontier  of  Maine; 
or  along  the  mighty  St.  Lawrence  River  that  our 
countries  share. 

Because  there  is  so  much  to  do  and  see  in  Eastern 
Canada,  our  guide  offers  only  a  general  itinerary,  fol- 
lowing the  water  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  sea.  It  covers 
those  major  areas  you'll  probably  find  most  interest- 
ing and  suggests  the  minimum  time  to  spend  in  each. 
Visit  one  or  all  of  the  places  we  describe  and  you're 
bound  to  have  a  fascinating  journey. 

The  Golden  Horseshoe  (2  days) 

On  sunny  days,  the  Niagara  Peninsula,  flat  and  fertile,  al- 
most seems  suspended  in  blue  space.  Sky  and  water  join  to  the 
north  and  south,  above  Lakes  Ontario  and  Erie.  This  is  where 
early  settlers  found  good  earth  and  where  Canada  fought  for 
its  identity  in  the  War  of  1812.  Today  the  area  forms  the 
lower  arc  of  the  Golden  Horseshoe,  Canada's  booming  in- 
dustrial heartland.  The  good  earth  is  still  as  benign  as  ever. 
Lush  fruit  orchards  line  country  roads  between  small  towns 
that  still  reflect  the  colonial  past.  But  busy  superhighways 
stretching  toward  the  haze  of  Hamilton  and  Toronto  now 


point  the  way  to  Canada's  prosperous  industrial  future. 

Just  west  of  the  Peace  Bridge  (25c)  stands  Old  Fort  Erie, 

a  reminder  of  the  long  and  bloody  War  of  1812.  United

States  troops  captured  it  in  1814,  launched  themselves  from 
it  into  the  brutal  battle  of  near-by  Lundy's  Lane,  then  with- 
drew to  the  Fort  and  finally  retreated  across  Niagara  River. 
Now  restored,  the  Fort  welcomes  invaders  from  the  south 
(daily  10-6;  25c;  children  7  to  12, 10c)  and  is  well  worth  a  visit 
before  you  head  21  miles  north  to  Niagara  Falls. 

The  falls,  of  course,  are  the  continent's  most  famous  tourist 
attraction.  There  are  two  of  them,  separated  by  a  rock  spur, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  border,  and  their  rumbling  waters  join 
in  the  deep  gorge  below  to  flow  toward  Lake  Ontario.  The 
view  of  the  two  falls  from  the  park  on  the  Canadian  side  in- 
spires awe,  to  say  the  least.  But  to  really  feel  the  power  of  the 
falls,  you  must  go  down  to  the  white  water.  For  your  greatest 
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thrill,  take  a  ride  on  the  famed  "Maid  of  the  Mist,"  a  sturdy 
little  steamer  that  chugs  right  under  the  cataracts.  Firemen's 
coats  are  supplied  to  keep  you  dry.  The  trip  takes  about  45 
minutes  ($1.15,  child  rot  under  6  free).  Take  the  short  cog  rail- 
way down  to  the  boat  any  time  between  9:30  and  7  p.m. 
(round  trip  20c). 

For  a  different  perspective,  ride  the  elevator  200  feet  down 
from  Table  Rock  House.  A  subterranean  tunnel  then  leads  to 
an  observation  platform  at  the  edge  of  Horseshoe  F'alls,  and 
yet  another  tunnel  curves  behind  the  falls.  You  can  peer  at 
the  torrents  from  windows  cut  into  the  rock  (9  a.m.  to  10:1+5 
p.m.;  adults  $1,  children  50c). 

Get  a  more  distant  view,  plus  a  5,000-square-mile  panora- 
ma of  the  whole  region,  from  the  new  Seagram  Tower,  which 
rises  525  feet  above  the  cataracts.  You'll  especially  enjoy  a 
visit  just  after  dusk,  when  spotlights  begin  their  nightly 
color-play  on  the  falls  while  the  sky  still  hints  of  day  (special 
family  rate,  $3.75).  The  tower  (open  8  a.m.  to  12  p.m.)  houses 
two  medium-priced  restaurants  and  a  snack  bar. 

Up  the  gorge  from  the  falls  are  the  Whirlpool  Rapids. 
Here,  too,  there  is  an  elevator  into  the  gorge,  but  it's  more 
exciting  to  take  the  cable-suspended  Whirlpool  Aero  Car  ($1 , 
children  under  12  free). 

While  in  the  Niagara  area,  your  family  will  probably  enjoy 
the  Wax  Museum  at  the  Sheraton-Foxhead  Hotel  (9:30  a.m. 
to  midnight;  $1,  children  50c),  and  the  Antique  Auto  Museum 
(8  a.m.  to  midnight;  $3  per  family)  with  exhibits  including  Al 
Capone's  armor-plated  Cadillac  and  Mussolini's  big  Lancia. 

You  can  drive  from  Niagara  Falls  to  Toronto  on  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  Way,  a  multiple-lane,  divided  highway  that  swings 
around  the  western  end  of  Lake  Ontario.  This  trip  takes 
about  two  hours,  but  you  might  prefer  the  slow  or  local  roads 
for  a  while,  driving  up  through  Queenston  and  Port  Weller, 
mouth  of  the  Welland  Canal.  At  Queenston,  you  can  see 
the  largest  hydroelectric  power  station  in  Canada  and  the 
house  where  William  Lyon  MacKenzie  printed  his  revolu- 
tionary newspaper  against  the  provincial  administration  of 
Upper  Canada,  as  Ontario  was  once  called.  MacKenzie  even- 
tually led  a  successful  rebellion  which  resulted  in  more  inde- 
pendence for  the  colonial  government. 

Today,  Canada  is  a  major,  thriving  partner  in  the  British 
Commonwealth,  and  you  feel  her  vital  pulse  as  you  approach 
Toronto  along  the  Golden  Horseshoe.  Industrial  communi- 
ties press  against  each  other  along  the  lake  shore.  Perhaps 
your  best  bet  is  to  follow  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Way,  then  the 
Gardiner  Expressway  to  Toronto's  waterfront,  lined  with 
foreign  ships,  then  University  Avenue  between  skyscrapers  to 
the  Ontario  Parliament  Buildings  in  the  heart  of  the  city. 

Within  easy  walking  distance  from  the  Parliament  (open 
weekdays  during  business  hours)  is  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
(10-5  Monday-Saturday,  1-5  Sunday;  25c).  You'll  see  prehis- 
toric fossils  from  northern  Canada,  precious  gems,  oriental 
art,  and  one  of  the  world's  most  impressive  collections  of 
antique  arms,  including  magnificent  oriental  weapons. 

Also  worth  visiting  in  Toronto  is  the  Casa  Loma,  a  latter- 
day  castle  with  ramparts,  turrets,  and  a  basement  large 
enough  for  drilling  a  regiment.  It  was  built  just  before  World 
War  I  by  Sir  Henry  Pellatt,  a  Canadian  millionaire  who  want- 
ed to  make  sure  that  visiting  British  royalty  would  feel  at 
home  in  Canada.  Only  the  Duke  of  Windsor  ever  showed  up. 
Most  of  the  98  rooms  are  bare  today,  since  after  the  stock 
market  crash,  Sir  Henry  had  to  auction  off  his  furniture. 
(Guided  tours  10-9;  adults  $1,  children  35c.)  An  added  attrac- 
tion at  Casa  Loma  is  a  replica  of  the  playhouse  given  to 
Elizabeth  II  by  the  Welsh  when  she  was  a  6-year-old  princess. 
Everything  in  it  is  five-eighths  normal  size. 


Lake  Ontario  and  the 
English  St.  Lawrence  (3  to  4  days) 


Although  Canadians  are  fond  of  Americans,  they  are 
fiercely  proud  of  their  own  identity,  and  for  good  historical 
reason:  much  of  the  original  English-speaking  Canada  was 
settled  by  men  and  women  forced  to  flee  from  the  United 
States.  These  were  the  "United  Empire  Loyalists" — colonials 
who  remained  loyal  to  the  Crown  during  the  American 
Revolution,  often  bringing  their  families  to  the  north  shore  of 
Lake  Ontario,  particularly  around  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  114 
miles  east  of  Toronto.  Take  Highway  33  through  the  historic 
communities  around  the  bay.  A  ferry  runs  to  a  spit  of  land 
where  the  first  loyalists  landed  in  1784.  This  place,  Adolphus- 
town,  is  called  "The  Plymouth  Rock  of  Ontario." 

Forty  miles  farther  east,  Lake  Ontario  empties  into  the  St. 
Lawrence  at  Kingston,  once  the  headquarters  of  the  loyal- 
ists and,  for  a  while,  the  capital  of  Canada.  Your  children  will 
be  thrilled  by  Fort  Henry,  the  old  stronghold  of  the  harbor. 
Every  day  from  2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  the  Fort  Henry  Guard,  uni- 
formed in  the  fashion  of  British  troops  of  1867,  holds  infantry 
drill  and  fires  salutes  from  muzzle-loading  cannons.  Buy  a 
combination  ticket  for  $2.50,  which  will  also  admit  you  to 
Upper  Canada  Village,  farther  down  the  St.  Lawrence  River 
(children  under  16,  75c  each  place). 

The  famed  Thousand  Islands  of  the  St.  Lawrence  (ac- 
tually 1,700)  start  at  Kingston.  Some,  like  Wolfe  and  Wells 
Islands,  are  quite  large,  with  resorts,  parks,  and  bathing 
beaches;  hundreds  of  others  are  no  bigger  than  your  back 
yard.  Fishing  is  excellent  in  the  narrows. 

Thousand  Island  cruises  that  take  about  five  hours  leave 
from  Kingston  four  times  a  day  at  the  height  of  the  season 
($3  to  $3.50;  children  5  to  11,  $1.50).  Shorter  cruises  can  be 
made  from  Gananoque  and  Rockport,  east  of  Kingston;  these 
cover  about  50  miles  and  take  around  23-i  hours  ($2.50;  chil- 
dren 7  to  12,  half-fare).  Still  shorter  tours  cost  $1.25. 

Stretching  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Atlantic,  this  water- 
way has  many  moods.  Just  a  few  miles  east  of  the  Thousand 
Islands,  its  nature  changes  completely:  the  St.  Lawrence  be- 
comes a  wide  and  majestic  stream.  Highway  2  parallels  its 
course.  Don't  speed  through  this  gentle  country;  stop  to 
walk  along  the  quiet  streets  of  the  little  towns  on  the  river. 

A  side  trip  north  on  route  16  or  31  leads  to  Ottawa,  the 
capital  of  Canada,  where  you  can  see  the  changing  of  the 
guard  of  red-coated  Mounties  at  the  Canadian  Parliament  at 
10:15  each  morning.  You'll  also  want  to  visit  the  Historical 
Museum  and  Canadian  War  Museum  at  Public  Archives 
Building  (9  to  5,  Sunday  1  to  5;  free)  and  the  Royal  Canadian 
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Mounted  Police  barracks  (Monday-Friday  9-4:30,  Sunday  9- 
noon;  riding  drill  iveekdays  1:15-3:15).  There  is  a  magnificent 
view  of  the  city  from  Peace  Tower,  at  Parliament,  and  a  24- 
mile  scenic  drive  described  in  a  free  tourist  guide  supplied  by 
the  Ottawa  Tourist  and  Convention  Bureau. 

Canada's  past  comes  alive  at  Upper  Canada  Village, 
Southwest  of  Cornwall,  where  the  Province  of  Ontario  has  re- 
constructed a  community  of  the  early  19th  Century  near  the 
site  of  the  Battle  of  Crysler's  Farm,  fought  in  1813.  The 
actual  battlefield  has  been  under  backed-up  water  since  con- 
struction of  the  Moses-Saunders  dam,  down-river  at  Corn- 
wall. A  towering  monument  flanked  by  cannons  stands  about 
a  mile  to  the  north  of  the  site,  and  its  ramparts  offer  a  mag- 
nificent view  of  the  broad  river. 

Upper  Canada  Village  is  a  perfect  reconstruction,  right 
down  to  Grandmother's  knitting  on  a  rocking  chair.  Artisans 
in  period  costumes  forge  iron  in  a  smithy's  shop,  fashion  an- 
tique furniture,  run  saws  powered  by  water  wheels,  weave 
blankets  in  a  woolen  mill.  For  kids,  there  are  free  rides  on 
oxcarts  and  little  boat  trips  through  the  locks  of  an  old  canal. 

Cornwall,  center  of  the  U.S.-Canadian  St.  Lawrence  Sea- 
way Project,  will  be  a  memorable  family  day  in  your  trip. 
Here,  off  Highway  2  on  9-mile  Road,  is  the  half-mile-long 
Moses-Saunders  power  dam,  longest  international  dam  in  the 
world,  with  its  huge  hydroelectric  plant  (9-8,  July  through  La- 
bor Day;  free).  The  meaning  of  automation  comes  home  to  you 
in  this  plant:  two  men  can  run  the  multimillion-dollar  project. 

Here,  too,  are  the  great  Eisenhower  and  Snell  Locks. 
To  see  them,  cross  to  the  U.S.  side,  over  the  Cornwall-Mas- 
sena  Bridge  ($1  each  way)  that  arches  high  enough  over  the 
river  to  allow  ships  with  masts  114  feet  high  to  pass  under  it. 
It's  a  side  trip  of  about  40  miles  to  the  locks,  where  you  can 
watch  ships  up  to  730  feet  long  being  raised  and  lowered  90 
feet.  (Observation  deck  at  Eisenhower,  10c). 

You  can  also  see  the  Lake  St.  Lawrence-Cornwall  Seaway 
development  from  the  water.  Long  Sault  Boat  Line  tours 
leave  every  two  hours  from  a  pier  six  miles  west  of  Cornwall 
(adults  $2.50;  children  under  12,  $1). 

The  French  St.  Lawrence — 
Montreal  and  Quebec  (3  to  4  days)

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The  75  miles  from  Cornwall  to  Montreal  offer  the  excite- 
ment of  entering  a  foreign  country.  Even  before  you  leave 
Ontario,  road  signs  are  suddenly  in  French  and  English,  and 
before  you  know  it,  you  are  in  a  country  where  "stationne- 


ment  interdit"  means  no  parking.  Better  learn  the  written 
signs  (some  are  just  symbols  with  no  inscriptions)  while  they 
are  still  bilingual— as  you  get  deeper  into  French  Canada, 
fewer  people  speak  English,  and  that  includes  the  police. 

Montreal,  largest  city  of  Canada,  is  both  English  and 
French.  You'll  have  no  difficulty  getting  around.  Situated  on 
an  island  at  the  confluence  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa 
Rivers,  Montreal  is  1,000  miles  from  the  ocean.  But  you'd 
never  know  it:  it  has  the  atmosphere  of  an  important  inter- 
national port — which  it  is  and  has  been  for  two  centuries. 

The  Church  of  Notre  Dame  de  Bonsecours,  in  the  heart  of 
the  old  city,  was  dedicated  in  1771  to  seamen  leaving  the 
harbor.  Visit  this  church.  Walk  up  into  its  tower.  Look  out  on 
the  docks,  on  the  musty  houses  of  old  Montreal,  and  the  new 
skyscrapers  beyond. 

Bonsecours  is  but  one  of  the  interesting  churches  in  this 
city  of  shrines.  Only  a  few  blocks  away  is  Notre  Dame  de 
Montreal,  probably  the  most  magnificent  of  the  French- 
Canadian  churches.  Stained-glass  windows  show  scenes  of  the 
original  parish,  founded  in  1642. 

Another  church  worth  seeing  is  St.  Joseph's  Oratory,  one  of 
the  biggest  Renaissance  basilicas  in  the  world.  It  has  room 
for  10,000  worshipers.  St.  Joseph's  is  famous  for  the  cures 
credited  to  the  prayers  of  the  late  Brother  Andre\  "The 
Miracle  Man  of  Montreal,"  who  died  in  1937  after  seeing  his 
shrine  grow  from  a  humble  chapel  into  today's  magnificent 
basilica.  In  the  hillside  garden  of  the  church  are  life-sized 
Stations  of  the  Cross. 

Your  tour  of  the  city  will  certainly  take  you  to  763-foot- 
high  Mont  Royal.  You  can  reach  it  by  bus  from  downtown, 
drive  up  part  way  yourself  and  then  walk,  or,  better  yet,  rent 
a  horse-drawn  carriage— a  caliche  ($U  an  hour,  plus  tip).  The 
view  from  the  top  is  fabulous.  On  a  clear  day,  you  can  see  all 
the  way  down  into  New  York  State.  In  1535,  Jacques  Cartier 
climbed  the  mountain  and  reported  on  this  "royal  view." 
That's  how  the  mountain  got  its  name,  and  the  city,  too — 
"Montreal"  is  merely  a  distortion  of  "Mont  Royal." 

Be  sure  also  to  visit  the  Botanical  Gardens,  100  acres  of 
delight  for  anyone  who  likes  trees  and  flowers  (daily  10  a.m.  to 
sunset;  free).  Particularly  interesting  are  the  two  winter  gar- 
dens, 800-foot-long  glass  houses  filled  with  tropical  plants 
labeled  so  you  know  exactly  what  you  are  looking  at. 

Your  youngsters  will  enjoy  La  Fontaine  Park.  There  is  a 
remarkable  children's  zoo  called  "The  Garden  of  Wonders," 
where  animals  are  kept  in  fairy-tale  settings  (noon-8  weekdays, 
1 0-8  iveekends;  25c) . 

And  for  shopping,  there  is  Ste.  Catherine's  Street  West, 
where  you  will  find  English  china,  Irish  linens,  and  Scottish 
woolens  less  expensive  than  back  home. 

Tourist  guides  to  help  you  find  your  way  to  these  and  other 
Montreal  attractions  are  readily  available.  But  if  you  prefer 
guided  tours,  two  companies  operate  sight-seeing  buses  from 
Dominion  Square  (3  hours;  $3). 

Time  permitting,  take  route  11  north  from  Montreal  on  a 
side  trip  to  Mont  Tremblant  Park,  where  a  ski  lift  climbs  to 
the  top  of  the  mountain  and  a  sweeping  panorama. 

While  Montreal  still  feels  a  little  like  home,  Quebec  is 
really  a  foreign  city,  all  the  more  delightful  for  its  strange 
beauty  and  almost  medieval  atmosphere.  A  fast  highway, 
part  of  the  trans-Canada  system,  connects  the  two  cities. 
You  can  make  the  167  miles  easily  in  three  hours.  But  if  you 
have  time,  go  through  picturesque  Trois  Rivieres,  in  the 
French  farm  country  north  of  the  river.  The  roads  are  crooked 
here,  and  it's  slow  going—  this  route  takes  the  better  part  of  a 
day— but  you  won't  regret  spending  the  extra  time. 

Either  way,  as  you  approach  Quebec,  the  country  loses  its 
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last  hint  of  English  domination.  You  are  really  in  France  now, 
the  France  of  yesteryear,  and  there  is  no  other  town  like 
Quebec  on  the  North  American  continent.  Ramparts  wall  its 
old  city;  historic  centuries-old  houses  look  like  those  in  the 
French  provinces;  the  waterfront  is  a  Marseilles  in  miniature. 
Colossal  Chateau  Frontenac  Hotel  dominates  the  skyline. 

The  best  way  to  see  Quebec  is  on  foot.  Park  your  car  at  the 
Municipal  Tourist  Office  on  Rue  d'Auteuil,  pick  up  one  of 
their  free  walking  tour  booklets,  and  count  on  at  least  four 
hours  because  there  will  be  many  places  where  you'll  want  to 
linger-  for  example,  at  the  Citadel,  the  fortification  above 
the  ramparts  that  turned  back  American  Revolutionary 
troops  under  Benedict  Arnold  in  1775.  The  fort  still  serves  as 
headquarters  of  the  colorful  Royal  22nd  Regiment,  the  only 
outfit  in  the  British  Commonwealth  where  commands  are 
given  in  French.  You  can  park  right  inside  the  fortress.  The 
best  time  to  visit  is  10  a.m.-  that's  when  the  red-coated  22nd 
changes  guard  with  pomp  and  ceremony,  parading  their  mas- 
cot, a  white  goat.  There  are  half-hour  guided  tours  (daily  8-8; 
50c,  children  25c).  Among  other  things,  you'll  see  the  rooms 
where  Churchill  and  Roosevelt  met  during  World  War  II. 

And  don't  overlook  the  tour  book's  hint  to  take  the  ferry 
across  the  St.  Lawrence  to  Levis  (15c;  children  5c).  You  get  a 
wonderful  view  of  Quebec,  particularly  at  dusk. 

The  Gaspe  Peninsula  (4  days) 


A  journey  around  the  Gaspe  is  an  adventure-  and  a  vaca- 
tion—in itself.  From  Quebec,  it's  about  a  950-mile  round  trip, 
including  the  loop  of  the  peninsula.  You  can  avoid  doubling 
back  by  going  up  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  on  a  road  that  borders  total  wilderness  stretching  from 
its  shoulder  right  across  the  North  Pole;  taking  the  ferry 
from  Godbout  to  Matane  on  the  Gaspe"  side  (car  $12.50,  each 
passenger  $3.50);  making  the  peninsula  loop;  then  returning 
on  the  south  shore  of  the  river.  Of  course,  you  can  circle  the 
water  portion  of  the  Gaspe  and  then  return  directly  to  the 
U.S.  through  Van  Buren,  Maine,  which  saves  time  if  you  live 
in  any  of  the  eastern  states.  But  don't  miss  the  Gaspe! 

There  is  an  inevitable  inner  excitement  as  you  drive  out  on 
this  peninsula  that  pokes  northeastward  into  the  Bay  of  St. 
Lawrence.  You  sense  you  are  driving  to  the  edge  of  the  con- 
tinent—and a  raw  edge  it  is:  wind-blown,  rocky,  often  bleak 
in  its  splendor.  As  the  miles  pass,  the  St.  Lawrence,  already 
salt  water,  widens;  way  out  in  the  middle  you  see  ships— big 
freighters  and  liners;  at  last,  the  opposite  shore  sinks  below 
the  horizon.  The  highway,  after  first  passing  through  tame 
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French  countryside,  hangs  between  the  mountains  of  the 
Gaspe"  and  the  sea.  It  rises  and  dips  along  the  precipices, 
sometimes  climbing  inland  on  severe  grades,  at  other  times 
dropping  down  to  the  surf  and  skirting  miles  of  driftwood- 
cluttered  beaches.  The  water,  even  at  the  height  of  summer, 
looks  as  cold  as  it  is.  The  sand  is  almost  black,  the  color  of 
lava.  It  is  friendly  country— in  the  sunshine! 

Though  it  was  different  just  a  few  years  ago,  the  Gaspe" 
now  has  many  motels  and  eating  places,  and  all  along  the 
road  you'll  find  signs  advertising  "camping"  farmers  and 
fishermen  making  a  little  extra  money  by  letting  you  use  their 
land.  In  the  old-fashioned  fishing  villages  along  the  highway, 
women  and  children  sell  home-baked  bread;  the  round  brick 
ovens  in  front  of  the  houses  are  visible  from  your  car  window, 
and  the  bread  is  still  warm  and  soft  when  you  eat  it.  If  you 
are  lucky,  you'll  see  the  water  spouts  of  whales  just  a  few 
hundred  yards  off  shore.  The  sky  is  usually  streaked  with 
faint  vapor  trails  of  high  trans-Atlantic  jets  on  the  European 
run.  (The  airplane  routing  is  quite  logical;  a  world  globe  will 
quickly  show  you  how  much  closer  to  Europe  the  Gaspe"  is 
than  any  part  of  the  United  States.)  It  was  in  a  bay  at  the  tip 
of  the  peninsula  where,  on  July  24,  1534,  curious  Indians 
watched  French  explorer  Jacques  Cartier  claim  possession  of 
Canada  in  the  name  of  his  king. 

Try  to  time  your  trip  so  that  you  are  near  the  Bay  of 
Gaspe  at  lunch  or  dinner  hour.  At  Fort  PreVel,  21  miles 
south  of  Gaspe,  the  Quebec  Fish  and  Game  Department 
manages  a  dining  room  where  all  the  sea-food  specialties  of 
the  maritime  province  are  expertly  prepared  at  reasonable 
prices.  This  is  a  unique  treat:  salmon,  trout,  lobster,  cod, 
halibut,  oysters,  clams  (lunch  12-2,  dinner  6-8;  $2-$3.50). 

South  of  Fort  Prevel  is  Perce,  the  most  beautiful  spot  on 
the  peninsula.  Beyond  the  little  fishing  town,  a  tide-pierced 
rock  juts  from  the  sea.  At  low  tide,  a  sand  bridge  connects 
this  rock  to  the  mainland,  but  it's  not  advisable  that  you 
venture  across  it.  The  best  view  of  the  rock  is  from  a  spit  of 
land — marked  by  a  tall  cross — directly  facing  it. 

And  if  you've  come  all  this  way,  there's  one  thrill  you 
mustn't  miss:  take  your  family  on  the  excursion  boat  that 
circles  Bonaventure  Island  ($1.50,  children  75c).  Millions 
of  bird's — sea  gulls,  gannets,  and  kitty  hawks — nest  on  the 
ledges  of  Bonaventure's  cliffs  and  fill  the  void  with  their  shrill 
cries,  so  wild  and  loud  they  almost  drown  out  the  roar  of  the 
sea.  The  boat  stops  on  the  sheltered  side  of  the  island  on  the 
return  from  its  one-hour  trip,  and  you  can  get  off  here  and 
walk  across  the  island  to  the  bird  sanctuary  for  a  closer  look. 

Restaurants  along  the  way 

Canada  doesn't  have  many  drive-ins  and  roadside  res- 
taurants, and  you  had  best  plan  your  trip  so  that  you're  in 
towns  at  mealtime.  In  Niagara  Falls,  you'll  enjoy  eating  at 
the  Seagram  Tower  while  watching  the  torrents  far  below.  At 
Fort  Erie,  near  by,  the  Fort  Erie  Hotel  specializes  in  charcoal- 
broiled  steaks.  Toronto's  Grenadier  Restaurant  is  a  good  bet 
for  family  dining,  and  so  is  The  Stoodleigh  Restaurant,  which 
serves  cafeteria-style  lunches  and  terrific  roast  beef  dinners  in 
an  old-English  atmosphere.  On  the  road  along  Lake  Ontario, 
in  Cobourg,  don't  miss  the  old  Marie  Dressier  Home,  now  a 
small,  quiet  dining  room  with  fine  food.  At  the  reconstructed 
Willard  Hotel  at  Upper  Canada  Village,  waitresses  in  period 
costumes  serve  lunch,  dinner,  and  afternoon  tea.  And  of 
course,  in  French  Canada  you  must  take  advantage  of  the 
local  cuisine.  Try  Montreal's  he  Paris  and  the  Swiss-French 
Chez  Constant;  in  Quebec,  eat  at  the  Cafe  de  la  Paix  and  La 
Chaumiere,  both  downtown  where  you'll  be  sight-seeing.
